T Hough an infinity of evils attends 
the Wars, with which States and 
Kingdoms are abided by the Divine 
PermiflTionj yet they oftentimes procure un- 
expe&ed benefits. The iame providence that 
humbles the Sinner, furnifhes means to raife 
him upon a due Repentance. I he (courge 
of War that puniQies Men, msy contribute 
when the Divine Providence thinks fit, to 
whet their Spirits, and render them capable 
of any Interprife. 

This was the fcourge that galld the Uni* 
ted Provinces for fo long a time • and con- 
llrain'd em to range o er the rcmoteft Goua- 
tn^y in qiieft of the means ot Subfiftance, 
of which the King of Spain had robb\l 'em, 
not only by denying 'em the ufe ot his Ports, 
but by laying their Country defotate with 
Fire and Sword, and exercifing the crueilcll 
ads of Tyranny upon their Ferfons. 

If the SpaniarJsh^d not fiez'd their Ships, 
and expos'd their Perfons to the rigour of 
the Inquifition, probably tiiey had never ex- 
tended their Navigation beyond the Baltkk 
Sea^ the Northern Countries^ B^land^ Frame ^ 

Ax Spain 
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The LaroduBtori. 
Spain and its Dependencies^ the Mediterra^ 

fjcan^ and tlie Le%\wt. 

One would have thought, that the I'y- 
rannical ufage of the Spaniards^ would have 
ruin 'd their Country, and extirpated the Peo- 
ple : But on the contrary, it ocxafion'd the 
Wcllfare and Profperity both of the one and 
the other. 1 he People being conduced by 
fuch Sovereigns as were naturally Wife, and 
( if it be poiiible } became Vvifcr by the fenfe 
of Danger ; being (upported by the Prudence, 
and animated by the Valour of their re- 
nounM General and vStadt- holder , Priace 
Maurice of NaJJau : The People, I fay, un- 
der thefe Encouragements, happily let ou( 
in order to find under another Firmament, 
and among barbarous Savages, the Succours 
that were refusal 'em by their Neighbours. 

Of all the Countries that were vifited in 
the way of this forc'd Trade, none have con* 
tributed more towards the Ridies and pre- 
ient Happinefs of the United Provinces^ than 
tlie Eaji and We{i4ndies. Now in order to 
reach thefe Countries, tliey were obliged to 
avoid the meeting with the Spaniards^ or the 
PortMguefe ; and that difficulty feem o to be 
in a manner unfurmountable. But after all, 
they found out ways and means to con^aps 

their End. 

Among others, James Falk^ and Chrifitt 
pber Roeltim^ the one Treafurer, and the Or 
ther Peofioncr to the States pf Zealand • 
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thefe) I {ky^ in conjundion with divers Mer 
chants , particularly Balthafar Moucheron y - 
John Janfen Charles^ Dirk van OSy and ieve- 
ral others, took up a refolution of opening 
a Paflage to the InJies^ from whence they 
wet€ tttyuftly excluded by the Emperor • 

Charles V, and Philip II. King of Spain, 

They conceived that by fteeringNorth-Eaft, 
they might aftervi^ards run along the Coafl: 
of Tartar)^ and ioKZch Cathai^ Chim^ Ja- 
fan^ India^ and the Philippine and Molucca 
Iflands. The execution of this Projed: was \ 
committed to two excellent Mariners, name- 
ly, fViffiam Barentz^ and James Heemskirk^ 
and divers others, as 'twill appear in the re- 
ktions contained in this Book. But hitherto 
the Almighty has not favour'd the difcovery 
of that Padage, or of the People that live 
in thcfe Climats. 

Wiiile they were in queft of this Northern 
Paflage^ otie Cornelius Houtman a HaOander^ 
happcn'd to be in Portugal^ and there fatis- 
fied his Curiofity by a diligent enquiry into 
the (late of the Eafi-Indies^ and thccour(e 
that one muft lleer^ in order to come at it. 
He had frequent Conferences upon this 
Subject with the Portuguefe^ who gave no- 
tice of it to the Court : At that timq all Fo- 
ftigders W6r6 ftridly prohibited to make 
fuch en(|uiries^ and upon that fcore Houtman 
'Was put in Prifon, arid otder d to lie there till 
h6 paid a fevere Fine. 

A '5 In 
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In order to raife fuch a confidmble fum 
of Money, he tddreis'd himlelf to the Mer- 
chants ot Amflerdam-^ and gave 'em to know, 
that if tUey would pay his tine, he would 
difcover to thenn all that related to the Eafl^ 
Indies^ and tlie Partage thitlier. According- 
ly, they granted his Requeft, and he per- 
iorm'd his Promifc. 

After a mature confideration of what he 
had ofTer'd, they refolv'd to ered another 
Company, call'd the Company for remote 
Countries. The Diredors for this Compa* 
ny were, Henry Hudden^ Renter Pauiv^ Pe- 
ter Hajffelaary John Janfzy CbarUs de Oude^ 
John Poppen^ Henry Buyck^ Dirck van Os , 
Syvert Pieterjz Sm^ and Areut ten Graoten' 
buife. 

Thefc Diredors confidering that 'twas as 
yet very uncertain, whether the North Paf- 
ft^e was Pra(Sicable ; though at the fame 
time they were fenfible that 'twas the fliort- 
e(l, andthe fured PafTage, and withal the 
moH Healthy, in regard that in it they did 
not crofs the Equinodial Line : Upon this 
confidcration, 1 lay, they came to a Refolu- 
tion, A. D. 1595. to lend four Velleis to 
the Indies by the way of the Cafe of 6ml 

Hope. ' I 

Houtman and (omc others, who had the 

Command in this Expedition, were ordered 
to oblcrve the courfe they fleer'd very nar- 
rowly, and to iettle with the Indians the 

Com* 
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Gommerce of Spices and other Goockt ^ 

' pccially in thofe Countries where the Porta- 
gu^fe had no Settlement. They look'd upon 
this Commerce as a very valuable thing, eP- 
pecially confidering that it woul4 Tave 'em 
the trouble of fetching thit fort of Goods 
from Portugal^ which they could not do 
Mithout' great hazard* 

Thefe Ships returned to Holland \n the fpace 
of two years and four Months after their fet-^ 
ing out ; and though they had made no 
great profit of the Voyage, yet their Sac-. 
ce(s animated their Owners^ and ieverai o* 
ther Merchants, to carry oa the defign yet 
further. IneiTedJ:, a Member of.theCom* 
pany being dead, they prefently put into his 
place Gerard Bitker^ a very conHderabie Mer- 
chant. Then they had advice, that fome 
other Merchants of Amfierdam defign'd to 
fit out Sliips iot India. Ths names of thofe 
Merchants, were f^inunt vm Branchorfi^ Si^ 
mon Janfz Fortuyn^ Govert Dirrickz^ Cornelia 
u$ VM Kamptn , JaQob Tbomafx^ Bihert 
mon^x^ JoHcheyn and John Harmanfz. The 
Companyy to avoid AnimoAties, thought it 
neceflary to unite with thefe Merchants, and 
accordingly the two Fleets confiding of 
eight Veiieis, joyn'd, under the Command 
of 'james Dan Uek^ their Admiral, and fail'd 
from the Tcxd A. D. i $98. 

A defigQ of the fame nature was likewiie 
kt on foot in Zealand } and accordingly Bal- 

A 4" tbafar 
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thafar Moucheron^ and Adrian TfenJrihz ten 
Haaf^ with fome other Partners, fitted ouc 
Ships for the IndieSn The Inhabitants of 
RitterJamh^mg fpurr'd up by fuch Exam- 
ples, prefently form'd a Company, and fit* 
ed out five Ships under the Command of 
'James Mahu^ with orders to Sail to the Mo^ 
lucca Iflands, by the Strait of MayiUanj and 
the South Sea. 

In the mean time tlie Amfierdam Mer* 
chants grew hotter upon the matter; and 
the Company I mentioned before, without 
(laying for the return of the Fleet they had 
fent already, fitted out three Ships more, 
which put to Sea May the ^th 15^99. under 
the Command of Stephen vantler Hagen. On 
the 8/^ of the next July^ fouf of the eight 
Ships that went out firft, arrived in the Texel^ 
and aiter they were unloaded, were imme- 
diately fent back again under the Command 

of James Wi/lekens. 

About the fame time feveral Amjlerdam 
Merchants, moftof whom were BrahanJers 
by Birth, form'd another Company upon 
die fameDefign, and fitted out four Velieis 
which put to 6ea December 1599, in compa- 
ny with four of the old Company's Ships. 
1 v\ o years after all thefe eight Ships came 
home with rich Cargo's: but before their 
arrival, this new Company had feiit out t^09 
w hich w ere joyn'd by fix more belonging to 
die dd Company i all of 'em putting to Sea 
' . AD. 
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A. D. 1 6oo. under the Command of ^ames 
van Uek ; and in the procels of time, all of 
'cm return'd at feveral times to their re(- 
pedive Ports. 

Upon the confideration of thefe lucky 
Adventures, feveral frelh Ships were fitted 
cut in Awfierdam^ ZcalanJ^ and el(ewhere« 
Among others, thirteen were fentfrom Am^ 
fierJam^ viz. four belonging to the Old, and 
four to the New Company , under the 
Commsmd of James Heemskfrk^ and James 
Grenier ; and five more from the old C6m- . 
pany, bound for the Moluccas^ under the 
Command of iVolphart Harmanfz. All the 
thirteen fet fail from the Texel April 1 60 1 . 

The Spaniards were enraged with Anger , 
and Grief, partly iti regard of the AfTrodt 
they fuffer'd, in feeing fuch petty Merchants 
compafs their Ends in fpite of their Teeth, 
and partly upon the account of the lofs they 
fuftain'd, and were likely to fuftain hereaf- 
ttf. With this view they fitted out a flrong 
Squadron, in order to furprife the Dutch 
Ships. This ^uadrori conAding of thirty 
Men of War well manned, fell in with eight 
of the Dutch Ships in the Month of May^ in 
the Latitude of 14 Deg. The Dutch per- / 
ceiv'd the inequality ot their Number and 
Forces, iiotwithflanding that they had fome 
Soldiers aboard ; however they were not 
daunted, lor they fought bravely, and the 
Adoiiral was fo wariAly received, that 
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hp thought it convenient to let them pafs. 

In the next year, which was the i6o^, 
three Ships came home from the iMJies rich- 
ly laden. They brought Advice, that the 
King oi: Achen had attempted to feize two 
of MoMcberMs ShxpSy that had fet out from 
Holland A.D. is 99* That Cornelius Hout'- 

man the Commander, had loft his life in the 

Adventure; and in fine, that the Sliips had 
eicap*d, but that (ome of the Dutch continu** 
ed phfoners in the bands of the King of 
chen. 

Paul van CaerJen having (et oat for the 

Indies that fame year, arriv d at the Port of 
Acben , without knowing what pais'd, and 
there was exposM to the like danger. For 
that King being cgg'd on by a Francifcan 
Monk, who rehded there in the Quality of 
the Portuguefe Envoy, and had come thither 
Ironi the Moluccas on purpoie to wheedle 
him : The King, 1 fay, thus foUicited, fet 
all Inllruments at work to feize Caerdens 
Ship. 

But all his attempts proved abortive, and 
tlie King own'd afterwards, tliat he was fe- 
duc'd by tlic Portuiuefe ; and accordingly he 
gave a very good Reception to the Fleet 
ijommanded by Laurence Bicker^ which had 
let out from Zealand A. D.iSoi. Nay, when 
the Fleet had taken in its Loading, which 
was very confiderable, he fent fome Em- 
ballad ors along witii em* This fleet put* 

ting 
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to St. Helens to take in freft Water, 
n'd to meet with a PortugiTefe Carrack 
laden, uluch they took and brought 
with them. That fame year George 
rgen^ and the bhips he commanded, 
as favourably treated by the fame King 
hen. 

e Spaniards finding thcmfelves inferi- 
in ilrength, endeavour'd to ruine the 
h by all manner of Stratagems and 
ks. They fent Emillaries to all the /Wi- 
ings^ to decry the new Adventurers, to 
d em for Pirates, and Men of no Faith 
onour. Ill fine, they ufed all poITible 
rts to cded tlicir ruine, as 'twill appear 
e Sequel. 

he States General znd Prince Maurice h^'^ 
g received advice of what pals'd, refolv'd 
the future to give Commilfions to all the 
ps that fail'd that way, and indeed the 
manders oF the Ships flood in need of 
, in order to ftiflle the Calumnies of 
ir Enemies. By thefe Commillions they 
re empowered not only to defend them- 
ves, but to attack and commit Hollilities 
on all that did diflurb their Commerce. 
The valiant James Heemskirk being cloath (1 
ith iuch y\uthority, fail'd with two Ships 
cm Bantam^ in order to have em loaded 
Jahor; and falling in with a rich Carrack 
pon her return from Maccau or China^ with 
ove 7Q0 Men on board, attacked her, and 

forc'd 
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forcM the Portuguefe after a flender (hew of 
Defence, to (Irike and ask Qparter^ which ! 
was granted 'em. 

I fliall here take occafion to prefent the 
Reader with a Copy of two Letters that thisy 
writ to the Admiral, and to all the Officers; 
by which 'twill appear what opinion the P^r- 
ti^nefe were of, with reference to the taking 
of the Carrack, and how generoufly they 
wtre trs'd by the Dutch. The firft iA thefe 
Letters was to this purpofc. 

'Tis m ancient cnftom drtiong Kings 
and Soveraigns, that when they tall out, 
the Perfons and Eftues of their SubfeiSIs 
" arc mutually feiz'd. Your Admiral was fo 
lucky,as that the Carrack homeward bound 
" from China^ fell into his hands, which 
** could never have happened without the un- 
fearchaUe diredion of Providehce> Not* 
withftanding this piece of Hoftility, I can- 
not forbear fending you the Refrefliments 
** which will be prefented unto you along 
** with this Letter, as a teftimony of my 

Thanks to you and yout Admiral^ for the . 
** Capitulation you made with our Portuguefe 
Subjei^y and the pron^ife you made good 
to 'em. I aflure you I fhall never forget 
/^it, and (hall be ready to make you the Ijtke 
returns u^ occafion. Pray G<)d ttke care

The fur fort of the Second Letter was this. 

The event of War is uncertain, and 
Vidory is lodg d in the h^qds of God, 
Men being only the loftrumeiits that bring 

it about. Fortune would have it fo, that 

you met with, and took a rich Carrack full 
of Merchants, Women and Children, who 

^ WQi:e all unc^pgble of piakinp any defence, 
am infinitely forry that twas not my 
Ship that fell in your way ; had thathap'- 
pead, I had made you to know the difie- 

" rence between Soldiers and Merchants, in 
the way of (defending Ships. I am forry 
for what h^pp^n'd to the Dt^teb in China ; 
but I cannot find that the matter was of 
fuch Importance, 4s to deferve fuch a piece 
of Revenge. However I a(Ture you, that 
the promoter of that bufinels is fecur'd* 
and ihall be puniik'd for his Crime with the 
lofs of his Head. In earneft, your Ships 
that were brought me from the Molucca h 
(lands and China^ were unloaded ; but af- 
ter all, I treated em favourably. Toee- 
ther with this Letter I return you the Smp 
which brought hither the Portuguefe that 
you tookin the Carrack: You may reft a(- 
*^ lurdof an eternal icknowledgment of this 

f ^ i%y(m% w^icl) wpuld iliU greater, it 
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you would return me the Captain and the 
^ Reverend Father Antony^ with the other 

Portuguefe that are dill in your Cuflody, 
*^and would enter into a Negotiation 

with the King for the delivery of thofe 
^ who were taken in the China Jaitqme. Da- 
ted at Malacca March xh^ ^th i6o}. Sign'd 
Fernando Alhuquer^ue. 

At the fame time Oliver van Noord re* ' 
turn'd to HoOand^ after a three years Voy- 
age. He had been fitted out by Peter van 
Be veren^ Hu%l:f Bufe^ and John Benning Koe- 
kebaker^ and let fail from Goeree Sept. 1 598. 
He made hut very inconfiderable returns for 
the Merchants ; but he acquir'd a great deal 
of Glory, a fhare of which redounded to 
his Country: For at that time the l/nitei 
Provinces (har d this common Glory with the 
Portuguefe and the Efjglip?^ that one of their 
Natives had (aird round the World by the 
Srait of Magellan. 

While their Navigation continued to be 
thus fuccefsful, and the Trade of the Indiei 
flouriflVd more and more : there happen'd an 
Accident that dii'continu'd their former Suo 
ceft, and threatned ruine to the whole. 1 
mean, the plurality of Companies that were 
then formed, and the (brry underftanding 
that Vv'as between them. Oftentimes all of 
^em fitted out 6hips fpr the l^me Port, which 
lowered the price of their Goods, and difcou- 
rag'd jthe Sailours. The 
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The States-General being acqtfainted w:th 
thefe Inconveniences, c^il a a Meeting at the 
Hague of the Diredors of the Companies^ 
both of HoUand and Ze(^land^ and oblig'd 
'enfi to unite in one Body for the future, to 
which their High Mightinefles joyn'd their 
Confent and Authority, The Treaty that 
wa$ then agreed upon, was confirm d by a 
Patetjt from the Sovereign Power for zi 
years , commencing from the Date, viz. 
March mo. i6ox. 

The Patent being given out, the Compa- 
ny became a confiderable Body, and made 
a joynt Stock of 6600000 Livers. Upon 
this bpttom they promifed themfelves great 
things, and fitted out a Fleet of fourteen 
^reat Ships, which put to Sea in June i6ox, 

tinder the CQiQmaod of IVyhrant van Wae^ 

••'it • . 

The next year, 'viz. 160;. in the Month 
of February , the Yatch call'd Wachter re- 
turned, and gave advice that five of the o- 
ther Ships would be at home very fpeedily. 
By this Yatch an account was brought of 
what pafs'd before Bantam , between WoU 
phart Harmanfz^ and his Vice-Admiral Ham 
Bouvoer^ on one fide, and Don Andreas Fcrta-^ 
Jo ie MenJmt^ who had form'd a defign to 
drive the Dutch out of the Indies. In ef- 
fed, Don Andreas was beat, and the Dutch 
Admirals puriuing their courfe to the Mehc-^ 
cds^ arrived there at fcveral times cm after 
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the other. • The lame Yatch brought the 
news of an Engagement at the Moli$c€a\ 
between James van Nek Admiral, and three 
Porti^uefe Ships, which did not turn to his 
Advantage ; for that after the lois of eight 
pt niqe Men, and fome of the Fingers of 
llis own r^ht Hand, he was oblig'd to (beer 
off! 'Twas this Veflel likewife that brought 
the firft intelligence of the taking of a For* 
tuguefe Carack by James Heemskirk. Upon 
the arrival of this News, another Fleet of 
thirteen Ships, was fitted out, and fail'd De^ 
cemler the i^th^ under the Command of 5/^- 
fheB vander Hagen. 

In the year 1605, ^he King of Spain iflii- 
cd forth a fevere Peclaration, in which he 
prohibited the Inhabitants of the United Fro^ 
vinces^ to Trade to the Dominions of Spain^ 
or to the Eaji and Weft-Indies^ under the 
pain of Corporal Punifliment. But the 
Company was fo far from being over-aw'd 
by this Edi<3:, that it rather infpir'd 'em 
with frefti Courage, and animated them to 
purfue their delign with more Vigour and 
Diligence. In a word, they prefently fitted 
ooit a Fleet of eleven Veflels, which were 
iit not only for Trafiick, but for Warlike 
Ejcploits,- and gave the Cojnmaod of 'em to 
CemeUus M^telief. 

This Fleet had fcarce put to Sea, when 
. the Ditectors gave orders for preparing a- 
flother pf eight Ships, which w?te manned 
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not oijly with a full Complement of Sea- 
men, but with Soldiers, that were engag'd 
to ftay and keep Garrifon in the Ind/es^ if 
occaiioa required. This third Squadron was 
commanded by Paul van Care Jen. 

Soon after, two Ships of tlie firft of thefe 
three Squadrons came home, with a rich 
Cargo of Cloves and other Spices. They 
brought advice, that Admiral Vandcr Ha- 
'gen would follow ^m very qui<^ly: And 
accordingly he arriv'd the next ^uly ; after 
the takiflg of . feveral iS/Tiiiri/b and P0rtuguejh 
Veflels, the poflefling himfelf of the Fore 
o£^ Amhoina^ the demolifhing that of Tidora^ 
and entirely diilodging thoie two Nations 
of the Molucca Iflands. This Expedition 
gave rife to a mighty Difpute, between the 
Dutch and the Englijh ^ upon the account 
that the latter favour'd the Spaniards^ and 
by fupplying 'cm with Powder , iiiabled 
them to iiold out longer. 

The next OSeber^ three other VeiTels ar- 
riv'd in Holland^ and gave intelligence that 
iVyirandt van Wa/srwyk was upon his way 
home , but was obliged to put in at the 
Ifland of Maurice J becaufe hisSliip was leaky, 
and that he had taken a Camck at Fatana. 
This Admiral arriv'd in the Spring 1607, 
but in the preceding Winter the Compa* 
ny had fertt two Ships more to the /n- 
JieSy under the Command of John Janfz 
Moidie^ to whom they ow'd thq taking of 
tbe fort of tid^ra. t A 
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A Negotiation being then fet on foot for 
a Peace in the Netherlands^ the Company 
fitted out a fre(h Spuadron of thirteen Ships, 
under the command of Peter WiSemfen 
Verhoven^ who had given a fignai (nroof of 
his Valour and Condud in the Engagement 
at GiirakoTj where he was Vice- Admiral^ 
under the illaftrions ^ames Heemkerck. 
This great Fleet was fitted out with a de- 
(ign, to give the World to know, that no 
Treaty of Peace ftiould tempt the United 
Provinces to drop their . Trade to the /n- I 
dies. Immediately the Spaniards (Unied a 
warm Dilpute in reference to this Article, 
which prov'd the fab)ec3; of their princi- 
pal Conferences. Upon that the Compa- 
ny gave in frequent Remonftrances both 
to the States<5eneral , and to the Media- 
tors, and prefented to em written Memo- 
rials , in order to make 'em fenfiUe that 
there was a neceffity of being refolute upon 
that Head* 

In fine, this point being look'd upon as a t 
principal Article by both Parties, fo that it | 
could not be adjufted ; liie States upon " a 
final Refolution made this Propofal, that 
either the Spaniards ihonld confent to their 
hdian Trade in the Treaty of Peace, or 
allow it them by a Truce for fome years, 
or elfe that things fhould continue beyond 
the Tropick of Cancer^ upon the (ame bot- 
tom that they then ftood on» and that a- 
I ther

ther Party ftiould make War there, and 
do what they could for their own Ad- 
vantage. This done, the Truee of twelve 
years was accepted and concluded ; and 
uplon certain Goriditions 'twas agreed, that 
both the Portugueje and the Dutch ihovXd 
contioue their Trade where they thought 
fit, and Uve in mutual peace. 

This Affair was in agitation without com- 
ing to any Refolution, in the year 1608, 
at which time Admiral Matelief returned 
from the hdm with f^verai Shii». This 
Admiral had laid Siege to Malacca^ buc 
was oblig d to break it up , in order to 
give bsxtti to Portuguefe Fleet that came 
to reUeve it. However he had concluded 
an Alhance with the King of Jahor. 

In the year 1609, the Company fent a 
very expert Pilot called Henry Hudfon with 
ft Flyboat, to find out a North-£aii or North- 
Weft palFage to Lhi^a • but he returnd 
without bringing his defign to bean 

At that time they heard nothing from . 
the Indies , iioce the arrival of x^dmiral 
Mattlkf ^ excepting forae adrice by the 
way of England. But the next Summer 
four of their Ships arriir'd with a large 
Cargo. They reported that the Spaniards 
were ftill poilels'd of Icrnate^ that the Dutch 
had mafter d Macian^ one of the Ahlucca 
Iflands, and that*they hop'din time to poileis 
themfelvesof Ternate.

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The Truce being cooclttded aod pro- 

daim'd in the Netherlands^ they refolv'd 
that a Pinnace fliould be feat to the£tf/^- 
Inelies with a Paffport from the King of 
Spain and the Arckdukes, to acquaint the 
Spaniards and the D$itcb with the Treaty. 
This Ptoit£t was accordingly put in exe- 
cution ; and towards the end of the year, 
nine Veflels were fitted out under the Com- 
mand of Peter Bortb^ both the Seamen and 
the Soldiers being allow'd to carry their 
Wives and Children along with 'era. 

The covetoufnefs of the Merchants occa- 
fion'd feveral diforders in the buying and 
feUing of Suits upon the Company, which 
the States-General redrels'd by a Placard 
pubiiih'd Feb. the i6io. la May i.6xx, 
the Company (ent out four Ships more un- 
der the command of Laurence Reael^ vvliich 
were followed by a Arong Squadron that 
put to Sea the next December^ under the 
command of Adrian Block Martjz. Near 
;the Cape Ferd Iflands, this Squadron met 
with feventcen Spamjh Men of War, which 
fell upon 'em9 but were fo warmly received, 
that none but four of them were in a con- 
dition to fail for Spain with the news of their i 
Success. I 
When the Diredors received advice of a Iharp 
Engagement, they conceived that their Ships 
mull needs have received •fome Dammage; 
and in order to reinforce cm, fitted out

command of John Pieterfz Coen. In fine, 
the Commerce to India became fo com- 
mon, and the Forces of the Company grew 
to that height, that in the years i6i^ and

an eafie paflage to the Indies. George van 
Sfilhergen was Admiral in this Expedition. 

The ianie year Come Merchants, among

gure> endeavour d to fupplant the Compaay^ 
and draw feme part of theif CcMnrticrcc into 
•their own hands. With this view they refolv'd 
to fearch for another Pailage to the South- 
Sea, than that of the Magellankk Straight ; 
and {or that end fitted out two Ships in Jumei 
1605*, under the command of Cornelius IViU 
liam ScboHten^ and James le Maire. Ip effecSt, 

thefeCommodohes found out a PaHage to the 
Southward of the Straight of MageUan^'wliich 
they cHY^aire Straight 3y that Paflage they 
entered the South Sej)^ and fail'd as far as the 
Moluccas J but when they came to Batavia^ 
their Ships were ftop'd and fequeftrated,upon 
{the plea of their going upon an Expedition^ 
contrary to tl^e Patent given to the Compa- 
ny by the States. 

At tiiat time the Company .fuftaind great 
lofles, and theirTrade was much impaired, by 
the mean^of forae powders that were import- 
ed, and mix'd with the Spices by the retail 
Merchants : This the Company reprcfented 
to ttie States, and thereupon a Placard was 
WTwtd forth for preventing the like abufcs iox. 
jthe future. 

V In Julie 1607^ George van Spiihergsn rc^ 

jurn'd to Ho/land alter two years abfcnce, in 
which he iail'd round the World. Carweslim 
William Schoiiten^ and James le Maire^ who 
had fet out from Holland the fame year with 
himfelf, return'd on board of him/ But 
James le Maire dy'd by the way on th^ 22^-^ of 
the |)receding December. Thq 
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The States perceiv'd that (ome Poten* 

tates were alarm'd with the Company s Prol- 
perity, and did their utmoft to oppofe it ; 
particularly by inveigling their beft and tru- 
ed Seamen, and drawing tliem oft from their 
Service. Upon this apprehenfion the States 
publifti'd an Edid:, by which the defertioa 

Seamen was exprefly prohibited. 

In the yeari6i8, and 1619, the Compa- 
ny had very good luck, for they received 
Aronni the Indies at feveral times ten Ships 
with rich Cargo's, valu'd at 6 or 7 Milli- 
ons. This new progre(s infpir'd 'em with 
frefh courage ; not only in refifting the Spa- 
niards^ but in concerting their ruin by way of 
Reprifai* This work was carry'd a great 
way by the diligence and afiedtion of 
^renceRieael^z very knowing and prudent Man. 
This Man ferv'd nine years in the Indies^ 
where the Con:ipany honoured him with 
the mod confiderable Poft; and then he 
XGtura'd to Holland A. D. i6xo. 

About that time the abufes and unwar- 
rantable pra(9:ices ralating to the fale of 
the ddiions againil the Company, began 
to revive: Upon which the States found 
tbemfelves obiigd to renew the Placard 
•f 1610, with a few Amendments fuitable 
to the circumftances of the time. 

In the year i6xi, the Ship call'd Goede 
Vreede arrived in Zealand^ having on board 
five Cbildiea q& Kjing^ and Priooes^ in or-

purfuant to the tenour of the Letteis thi

In Fehuary i6zz, two Ships more came 
honje with rich Cargo's. They brought 
advice that the Trade flouriOi'd ftill, 

that they continued to wage War with the 
People of Bantam at Java, and with the 
apaniarJs in the Molucca ,and Mmilia I- 
Hands ; and that they had already poflefe'd 
themfelves of the liland of Bantla, Soon 
after there arriv'd three more, with advice 
that the laft Ships that were fent out, had 
arnv'd fafe in the Indies in four Months and 
three days faihng. 

The Company's Patent expir'd this very 
year, »«. i6iz. and a difference arofe be- 
tween the Oiredors and the Subfcribers, 
that might have < run to a great height, if 
the States had not interpos'd. Thefe wife 
Mediators appeas'd all by their pru- 
dence. Th^Diredors accounts were call'd 
for , and purfuant to the meafures of E- 
quify and Reafon, a Dividend of per 
CV»f was allotted to the Subfcribers, and 
pay d em m Ooves. After that the Cora- 
pmy obtain 4 a new Patent for n yeare 
commencing from 1613, 

ay vertue of the renewal of the Patent 
the Copipany jjad the fatisfa^ipn . to fee

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four Ships richly laden return in O^oier. 

The difference between the Eftgli/b and 
Dutch, that had Iain (b long in fufpence, 
was then accommodated , upon the pay- 
ment of 800000 Livres by the D«/cib to the 

Englifb. 

The infinite advantage that redounded 
to the Country by the ereding of this Com- 
pany, could not diiliiade the envious from 
thwarting it to a flaming degree. To re- 
medy tliis, and prevent the other inconve- 
mencies that might happen , the States 
thought fit on March the i^th i6ij, to 
amplifie their new Patent; 
' \kStcrthe difcovery of a new Paffageto 
the Pacifick Sea, made by James k Maire^ 
their High Mightine(fes in conjandion with 
the Company, came to a refolution to 
{end another (Irong Squadron that way 
to the Indies^ in order to ruine their E- 
fiemies. This Fleet fet (ail in April^ under 
the Command of James VHermite : But be- 
fore their departure , two Ships and a 
Yatch iet out for the Indies by the com- 
mon courfe. The next ^i^' two Ships came 
home, and found a very good Market. 

The abufes in the (ale of aiStions, oblig'd 
the States to revive a third time their 
Placard upon that head 

September next John Peter Coen arrived at 
Goeree with four Ships on the Company's 
account; and a fifth which h^ ftraggled 

from

from 'em by the way, arrived the next 

Novemler. At that time a handful of Mer- 
chants bought up at one iale all the Com*^ 
pany s Pepper , the quantity of which a- 
mounted to 19000 Bales; and the Sum 
which they pay'd for it, amounted to 
4500000 Livres. This I take to be a very 
remarkable thing. 

In May 16x4, the Haes Yatch return d, ha- 
ving fail'd to Bataviay and home again, in 
the (pace of nine Months and feven I>ays. 
Their intelligence imported , that all 
things went well in that Country, except- 
ing that the Englijh had rais'd fbme Com- 
motions at Amhoina; that the Dutch x^d 
their utmoft efforts to hinder the Spani^ 
ards to trade in China^ and. hop'd for fuc- 
cefs. That three or four Ships were ta- 
king in their loading, in order to return 
home. Accordingly three homeward bound 
^ Ships arrived the next SeptewAer ; and in 
May 162.5', anothpr call'd tb^ HeufJen at- 
tivd (rom Suraste^ which gave advice that 
their allairs were in a pretty good podure 
at OrmuSy and in the neighbouring Coun- 
tries, from whence three Ships more re- 
turn a the next Spring. 

The Schopdwvett^ an outward bound Ship 
for the Iffd/es^ met with a violent florm 
on the coai): of Sp^^ and was cad away 
OiT St. Jago^ where z6 of the Men were 

on 
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pn was alleviated by the arrival of two 
Ships from Suratte^ \n February 1626, and 
two more foon after having on board an 
Embailador from the King of Ferfia. They 
brought the news of the Vi(3:ory obtain'd 
over the Portugnefe^ and of the great com- 
motion in Suratte dtcafion^d by the King's 
, Son, his taking up Arms againft his Fa- 
ther^ infomuch that both Armits were in the 
Field when the Ships came off. 

Upon tliis intelligence they fitted out a 
Squadron of nine Ships bound for that 
Country, under the command of Wjbrandt^ 
who fought fo bravely at Serra Leom 
with Compaen the Pyrate. In 'June tu'o 
Ships of Tames / Hermites Squadron came 
home, and before the year was ixt^ a Ship 
returned ixom CorowanaeL 

Their Commerce flourifh'd fo much, that 
they were oblig'd to enlarge the number 
of their Ships every year ; and tiie Com- 
pany was fenfiUe that their Profperity was 
chiefly owing to the good condud: of their 
Admirals : Upon which confideration thejr 
follicited John Peter Coen to make a fecond 
Vpyage to tlie Indies^ in the quality of 
Governor General. At laft Coen confented, 
aud put to Sea in April 16x7. Soon after 
the Rotterdam came home, and was quick<» 
Jy followed by four other Vcflels, under 
|:he command of '^ohn WiMiam Verfchoer ^ 

wbo had faii'd from Holland along with 
' » • ' ' I* 
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f Hermite ^ and arriv'd at his Poft in 
July. 

The rich Cargo of thefe Ships was fcarce 
unloaded and lodgd in Ware-houfes, 
when Adrian Block Martfen was got rea- 
dy to fail with a Squadron of eleven Ships ; 
this being his (econd Voyage, as well as 
Admiral Coens. He put to Sea in OBoherj 
and loll two of his Ships in a ftonn, but 
fav'd the Men and the Cargo's. 

In the fame Month of OSlder ^ John 
Karftenfen o( EmbJen^ a Merchant, whofe 
vigilance and experience rendered him ve- 
ry famous, return^ to the United P min- 
ces , after a courfe of feveral years admi- 
niftration. He brought with him three 
rich Ships loaded at Snratte • and had been 
oblig'd to put in at Port/mouthy where an 
Imlxti^o was put upon his Ships for foihe 
time. 

In Jnne i6x8, the Company had the ia- 
tisfacStion of feeing five other Ships come 
home under the command of the Sieur C^r* 
pentier, whb had been the Company's Gene- 
ral in the Indies; and the Cai^o of thefe 
Ships was as valuable, as that of the for- 
mer. 

Notwithflanding thefe lucky Adventures 
the Company was perplexed with feme ac- 
cidents, moll of which they had no reafon 
to escped. The Englijh fiop'd their Ships^ 

as often they had occailon, and the 
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Dimiirk Privateers never fail'd to give 
'em chafe. This oblig'd 'em to refolve up- 
on keeping a firong Squadron every year 
in the German Ocean, in order to cruife 
for their homeward-bound SWps, and con- 
duA them fafe to their Ports. The firft 
Squadron that fcour'd the German Ocean^ 
was commanded by John Dirckfz Lam^ who 
had been in the Indies, Upon his approach 
the Dunkirk Privateers retired. ^ 

The three Ships that I mention'd above 
as coming from Suratte^ under the com- 
mand of John Karftenfz of EmbJen^ being 
ftop'd for fome time in England^ were af- 
terwards released, and their arrival infpir'd 
the Company with frcfh courage. Soon 
after their arrival, a Squadron of eleven 
Ships fet out for India in OHoher^ under 
the command of James Speckx^ who was 
ZQQom^znfdhy John fTalieck^ a famous Ma- 
thematician. 

On the other hand the Company had 
the mortification of feeing a Ship caird 
the nana arrive, with the unwelcome news, 
that they had fet (ail firom Batavia the 
foregoing January^ in hopes to pafs the 
Straight of Baly in time ; hut being difap- 
pointed run aihoarin the Latitude of xi 
Deg. upon the South fide of the terra Ma* 
gellanica incognita : Upon which they were 
oblig'd to throw overboard a great quan- 
tity of their rick and fo got the

Ship afloat again , with great difficulty and 
danger. Upon their way, they met with 
Block's Squadron, which had likewile had 
very ftormy wejither. By this Ship they 
had notice that the People of Java had 
made a Confpiracy to afladmate John Peter 
CceHj which was difcovcr'd by a young O&i- 
^efe Boy. 

The year 1619 was as favourable to the 
Connipany, as thofe that went before! For 
tliey had the fatisfadion of the arrival of 
fix Veflels under the command of three 
feveral Commodores; who gave em to 
know, that after leveral diihonourable At- 
tempts, in order to furprife the Dutch^ Ma:- 
taram had at iaft laid fiege to Batavia ; 
and at the end of three Months was forced 
to break up, and retire with the I0& of 
16000 Men. 

Fcter ^^^/7 Jen Br-.^ccke^ who had likevvife 
been long in India ^ and was the firft In- 
troducer of Trade upon the red Sea, and 
the adjacent Countries, returned home the 
next yean He brouglit with him (even 
Ships 5 the Cargo's of which were va- 
lued at 8 Millions : But thefe happy Arti- 
cles were accompany'd with a very difa- 
greeable Circumilance,for of the eight Veflels 
wliich he commanded , he brought home 
but fix, one being loft by fire under the 
Acores Illands, and the other having llrag- 
gled from the Fleet. However the lalt

went round Ireland^ and came fafe home.' 
« Broecke acquainted the Company that Ge- 
neral Coen dy'd fuddenly two days before 
the arrival of Jams Speckx^ and that Specix 
a<9ted as General by way of proinifion. In 
fine, Antony 'van Vieaven returned in the 
year i6^i with feven Veflels, which 
Jbrought the Company incredible Treaftires. 

Perhaps the Reader may define an ac- 
count of what happened in the following 
years ; and indeed I iliould williogiy have 
fittisfied his Oiriofity, if I were not now 
arrived at the end of my Projed:. For in 
this Preface, I only mean'd to give a com- 
pendious sketch of the origin and growth 
of the Company, and the ilate it was in 
at the time where I leave oSi One part 
of my view in this performance, was to 
ihew the World, that by the divine Bounty 
and Protedion, mutual Charity and Fide- 
lity, has been maintained between the States 
and the Subjeds, the Diredors and the other 
Adventurers; That the Arms of the Com- 
pany have purchased 'em both Glory and 
Interefl: in foreign Countries ; and in line. 
That Heaven has bleiied the Company with 
fvccefs, in oppofition to the hopes of their 
Enemies, and thofe who envy'd the State, 
of which the fame very Company has been 
for a long time, and is flill the iirmeft Pillar. 
JFor this may Gocl be for ever prais'd, as being

THE Ancients, who were great Admirers of 
uncommon things, always related fome ex- 
traordinary Occurrences inlaying the Foun- 
dations of Empires, States, and ' particu- 
lar Societies : But now . tbe eWorld is grown graver^ 
and is affcdled with the natural Defcriptrons of Pla- 
ce* and Thingi^ without hunting after rrodigiest Jj^ 
fomuch that feme who delight in ftrangeRelanons, are 
furprifed and iMt.of.boniour'to find no other Enter* 
tainment than^tbe natural and phin Steps that have beefX 
made in:the Produdion of great Etkm. 

The Em^>ire founded by the Dutch in the Eaft^Indies 
in the beginning of the lalt Age, is one of the beft Pie- 
ces of Hiltory, and at the fame time one of thole ex- 
traordinaty Hvents that are not at all forefecn in their 
firft Attempt : For it ieem'd io remote from the De-. 

iige of the Adventurers, as if Chance had accomplini'd

(b vaft an Enterorize, with no Appearance of Defign, 
and with very little Strength of iim Forces. 

The firtt Journal in this Volume difcovcrs nothing, 
but a Voyage without any remarkable Succefs, and yet 
the Navigation dcfcrib'd in it was the great Inducement 
to the United Provinces to make another Attempt, in 
which they difcovcr'd thofe rich and fertile Countries 
which they have ever fincc poUels'di The ^rft Under- 
takers were ^tchants, who delirinc to promote Trade 
and Commerce, made the PropofaT to the States, and 
obtainM their Reqaeft ; and the Execution and Succefs 
of their Navigation into tbofe Parts has ^rovM the 
Source of all nie Glory and Wealth of their Coun- 
trey. 

The Chief Merchant of the Company was Bahhas^dr 
Moucheran a ^dander ; he delired the States, and Prince 
Maurice their Admiral, to grant him Liberty to fail 
Northward to find out a Pafiage that way to the King- 
doms of Catbai and Chiuaf which was accordingly 
granted* 

Soon after the Company fitted out three Ships, one at 
Amfterdatn^ one in j^elatU^ and the third at Encbuyfen j 
who began their Voyage in the Year I594> meaning 
to fail round Norway^ Mpfcovy and Tartary^ if 'cwas pof- 



ff^ffiam Barmt:{ a Native of SehfUing^ 'and an ex- 
cellent Mariner, was Mafter of the Amflerdam Ship , 
who took a Fillicrman of the fame Town and his Bark 
along with him tc keep him Company in cale he fliould 
lofe the other two Velfcis. 

Thefe Ships having failM out of the Texcl^ June 5, 
landed fome of their Men at Kjldain in Mufcovy the x-^d 
of the fame Month, which Ifland we will defcribe in 
another Place of this Trcatifc. 

The ^b uA stib at Night Baimt:{ tookiiis Latitude, 
the Sun being ihen at the fafweft^ i. 9* between N.N.E. 
and thcEqu. of N.E andfomid himielf in the La- 
titucfeof 7) Deg. and 25 Min. being then fire* or fix 
Leagues off Land from Nova Z^embla. After that, he 
took his Latitude again, and fteefd Eaftward. ' 

Having run about five or fix Leagues in the fame 
Latitude, they drew near a low Point of Land reaching 
a great way into the Sea, which they nam'd Langenes. 

Atthe JSaft'Of the Point w^ia a great Bay^ through 
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ivhich they fent a Sloop with Men to land ; but 
iiey found no Inhabitants there. Not long after 
they found two Creeks between tb^ Cape of Baxo^ 
A^htch is Four Leagues from Latigenes, and the Weft* 
!rlyv|Parc of the BaV oi Loms^ which is a very conoi- 
ftiociious and large Bay. To the Weft is a fine Har« 
bdur containing fix, (even, and eight Fathoms of 
Water, where the Sloop landed, and fet up an old 
Maft that they found there, for a Beacon. 

They nanVd that Place ihc Bay of Loins^ becaufe 
they found there a fort of Fowls in great plenty that 
were very heavy, Lorn in Dutch fignifying heavy, 
Thefe Birds are fo heavy, and their Body isfo UDpropor- 
tionably big, in refpcdl to their Wings, which are but 
very little, that 'tis a Wonder how they canraife.or 
buoy up fuch a great Weight. They make their Nefts 
upon high and Rocky Mountains to lecnre them from 
the Beafts. They brood but upon on^ Egg at a time, 
and are not afraid of Men. You may take one of 
them out of the Neft, and the others which are oear 
will not fly away. 

From the Bay of Loms they fail'd towards the Ifland 
of Amir ante ^ the Wefterly Coaft of which is nor 
clean, and where there is bat a fnriall Depth of Water, 
till you go further inro the Main Sea : So that ydu 
muft bear off, and nor go near the Land, but with 
great Caution. Bcfides, the Depth is very unequal: 
For when you have found ten Fathoms in one Place^ 
if you found it again you will find but fix iuft by 
it, and pref^^ntly aiter youlhave tea, eleven anatWelve 
Fathoms. 

The 6fh of July about Midnight, they came under 
Sv^ate^loecka or Black Cape, fituated in 7 5 Degrees 29 
Min. Afterwards they arriv'd under Pf^Uiam's Ifland, 
being eight Leagues further, in the Latitude of 7 j Deg« 
53 Min. 

Here they found a great Quantity of Wood, which 
the Sea had wafh'd off, and fome Walbruflies or Sea- 
Cows, monftrous Creatures of a prodigious Strength, 
bigger than an Ox, whofe Skin is harder than that of 
$ea«Dog's, but the Hair very ihort. Their Mua^k is 
like that of a Lion. They keep the mfelves commcmly 
.upon Ice^ and it is verv hard to kill them, except you 
Ibooc them in the Heao. They have font Feet, but 00 
Eaf9^ B» Tbey 
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They never bring fonli above one of two young ones 
when they arc met by Fifhcrmcn upon the Ice, 
they throw their young one into the Water hckHre them, 
and taking him up between their t^o Fore-Legs, 

dive under Wntcr, and. rc-appear (everal times- 
When I hey mcnn to defend thcmfelvcs and at- 
tack rhc great Boars, they tiirow their young ones into 
the Warcr, and arraclc the Bark with an extraordinary 
Fury.. On eacli fide of ihcir Miiz'/lcs, they have two 
Teeth about a Foe>t and two Inches long, which arc 
valu'd ar the fame Price with Elephants Teeth, efpeci- 
ally in Mofcovy^ Tmnry^ amd other .Places, where they 
tnakeufeof them ; For rhey arc as white, hard, an^ 
fmooth as Ivory. Xtie 'Hairs of their Beard are like 
the Gills of Porcupines. There were two of them to

"Die ^ng^ 
lijy cal! tlicm Sca-Uotfcs^ the French Sea-Corn ; hut 
the ^(fjlans^ who knew *em long ago, call them

went out in their Sloop, and Hioc her in feveral Places 5 
but the Beijr being wounded, grew more furious, and 

■ fhew'd an incredible Vigour and Strength in aflauking 
her Enemies. Thofe that were in the Sloop rowed 
near the fieaft, ^a^jd threw a Cord with a ioofe ninnin|; 

•Knot about her Neek, in hopes to take lier up alive, 
and cari7 her into Mo/land ; but they*aMaft were not a 

- little glad to lee her die, and to have her Skin : For fhe 
howl'd with lb dreailful a Koife, fought with To much 
Courage, and made fuch vigorous Erfbrcs as furpafs all 
Imagination. 

After the Bear had been thus tormented a while, they 
gave her a little Eafe in letring the Knot (omeching 
loofer but Itill dragg'd her along to lire her out. 
rent:( being near her, and touching her, ihe- threw her 
fen with inch a Fury upon the Sloop, ftobd upright up- 
on her Paws, and made fuch defperatc^ Eiforcs, chgA (he 
had almott {[ot kfto* the Slaop^ ; wHicti to frighted the 
Sloops Cr^, tfiatchey r6w;a awky'foc'fearthcy fliotild 
all bave beeft deVOurU ; ^

very fingulor* The Cord by meer Cbanoe was faften'd to 
the If on of the.

The Bear being thus held fad, a bold Sea- 
man with an Hall"- Pike gaVc hcrfucha Blow, that llie 
.fell back into the Water. The Sloop, which was 
.rowing as faftas they could to the Ship, dragg'd the 
Beait along after them. At lail, finding her quite Tpent, 
they kill'd her, and the Skin vva«; carried to Amflei dam, 

July lo. They difcover'd the Ifland of Of^/Z^j lb na- 
med by them, beca^fe they found, two Crolfes there* 
TheycaftAnclior two large Leagues off the Land, an4 
-doming aflioar, found ic barren and full of Rocks.: It 
•was.about half a League long from the £aft to the 
Weft^ ^ral at jsy.^ry Point it had Shelves of Rocks 
under Water. 

* Eight Leagues beyond this Place they defcry'd the 
Cape of Niijfiiti in 76 Degrees and half ; it is a low 
and fmooth Point, which muft be carefully avoided, 
becaufe there is a Shelf of Sands of feven Fathoms a 
grear Way oil' the Land. From that Cape they ad- 
vanc'd five Leagues to the Eaft Quarter-South-Eaft ; 
and to the jEall-South-Eaft ; ihe^i they thought they 
had difcovercd a Land lying Norih-Eaft Quarter Eaft : 
prefen^ly ihcy fail'dithat Way, not doubting but 'twa$ 
Iptne iiew Landii;o ibe; North of Nsvai^mbia, But 
ch»^indJbegftn to>behigh ; fo that they: were fprc'd to 
F^tl t^eir Sails ^ and upon that the Sea was fo rough, 
that they were obl^'d-to keep the Sea above 16 hours 
with only their Mafts and Shrouds. 

The next Day their Bark was ovcr-fet by a Wave of 
the Sea ; andailer driving iluis a long while without a- 
fiy Sail, they found chemfelves about three in the After- 
noon under Nova X^cmbla near theShoar. 
V The I 3//^. they defcry'd a great Quantity of Ice from 
I^.Tpppi t^he 1^9^ ^fPhe,i4^/j.they wcre.in»77 Dcg. 
3 Quarters Latitude,' and a^f^ronchM to^ a ^gf^at Sur- 
face of Ice, whicK was fmooth and continuous as far

there fome little Stones fhining like Gold, and for tbac 
Reafon call'd Gold Scones. 

July ^ift. Having rcrw'd jtbrough between the Ice 
and the Land in fair Weather, they arriv'd at the Iflands 
of Or4^/re, near one of whidi they faw above loo Sea^ 
Cows warming ihemfelves in the Sun upon the Sands. 
Our Ships Crew thinking thofc amphibious Animals 
could not defend themfelvc?; a-fhoar. nrrack'd them in 
order to gee rheir Teeth : But the Fury of the Beafts 
broke their Axes, broad Swords nnd Pikes, infomuch 
chat they could kill none of them, nor i,^^ other Ad* 
yantage but one broken Tooth. 

• At the fame time they met with a great white Bear 
afleep, and having (hot and wounded her, (he Red for 

^ chat into the Water ; but they followed and kiU*d'her, 
end then dragg'd her upon the Ice. 
" After thofe Adventures, and failing to the Iflands of 
Ormtge^ iViUiam BarentT^ thought it was impofUble to go 
further, ordilcover any other Coiintrey. The Seamen 
began to be much fatigu'd, and fliew'd no Inclination to 
continue the Voyage : Therefore it was refolv'd to 
return, and meet the other two Ships which had fail d to- 
wards the /^f'liz^y/t^j or the Straight of NaJJau, to learn 
Of ihcm what Difcoveries they had made. 

jinguft the ift, they retum'd the fame Way they 
came J and having doiibl'd the Capes of Froofi^ Naffku^, 
and feveral others, they came the Ztb -under a fittie 
lowlflahd lying a League off the Sbore,whicfa tbey.caU*4 
they Black Ifl^nd, becaufe it appear d fo. ' Barents hav^ 
ing taken the I>aritude of ir, found it (ituatcd in 71 Deg. 
3 quarters. There was nlfo a great Creek, which made

' At the dittancc of three Leagues from that Illand they 
difcover'd another little Point, at the Top of which 
iherc wasaCrofs, and therefore they nam'd it the Cr^- 
Point. * Afterwards they faii'd along the Coaft abo^ 
four Leagues; and dottbPd another little Point, beyond 
whidi V9ks a great Bay ; they call'd it the piffh Cafe or 

* Cape BajHon is alfo bur three Leagues off of thelaft. 
Near that Shoar there is a black Rock with a Crofs up- 
on it, where fome of the Crew landed, and difcover d

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that it was reforted to by fome Men who undoubtedly 

fled at their Coming ; for they found fix Sacks of Rye- 
Meal bury'd under Ground, and a Heap of Scones round 
the Crofs.^ * ' 

About a Cannon-fhot off from that Place they found 
another Crofs with three wooden Houfes built after the 
Northern Fafliion, wj^jre they alfo found feveral Cask- 
Heads, which made 'em think there might be a Salmon- 
Fifhery in that Place. They met likewife with five of 
fix Coffins on the Ground^ and as many Graves faacd by 
full of Stones.' 

Tht Harbour is very good, and fbelcerd from the 
Wind.- They call'd it the MeaUPm^ becaule they found 
fome in it. Between that Harbour and Czpc^Bafttan 
is the Bay of St. Lawrence^ which is a very good Haven, 
being (helter'd from the North-Eaft and North-Weft 
Winds. They took the Latitude of the Meal-Harbour 
and found it to be 70 Deg. 9 quarters. 

j^ug. the I xth. They difcover'd two little Iflands, the 
laft of which was but two Leagues from the Continent 
vrhich they caU'4 St. Clare, The i ^tL about 3 a-clock 
in the Afternoon having made another Obfervation, they 
&and they were under 69 Deg.i 5 Min. Then they £iil- 
ed two Leagues further to the Eaft and difcover d the 
Iflands of Marfloe and Delgoi, and in the Morning joyn^d 
the two ^ealand and Enchuyfen Ships, which had arriv'd 
there that very Day from the Strcight of Kaffati. 

They prefently thought that Barent:^ had coafted round 
I^ova ^emhU, and was come alfo through the fame Strait; 
At their Meeting, after the ordinary Salutation, they 
gave one another' a Journal of their Voyages, and the 
Oifcoveries they had made.

From the lotb Degree to the Strcight they fail'd all a- 
ng through broken Ice : But the Channel, which is 
wcliy betvyeen the Cape of Idols and the Countrey of 
ie SamoiUcs^ was fo full of Ice, that it was impoffible tp 
Ail through it. Then they refolv'd to enter into the Bay, 
which they call'd the Bay of Tr,t«^, becaufe they found 
ic.a great quantity of Whales Oil. That Bay is a very 
gOQfi.one, and flielterd from Ice and ail manner of 
win^ You may go in as as you pleale to five, four 
and three Fathoms Water on a very good Ground ^ Init 
^ix the Eaft Side it is deeper. 

' Auguft ihQ z\ft 50 Men landed to view theCounrrry. 
They had fcarce gone two I eagues, but they found fc- 
yeral Sledges loaded wuh furrs, Whale-Oil, and other 

* 
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MerchafKiiie ; they difcoTcred alfo the Footfteps 
.Men, and of Rain-deer, upon which thgr conjefttired, 
that foflbe Men lived noc far oflf that Siea, or at hsA 
came thither often ; befides, the Idols they faw at the 
top, confirmed them in that Opinion. 

Advancing farther into the Country, they were in 
hopes at length to find fome Houfes and Men, who 
would be able to give them an account of that Sea, 
and of the Navigation in thofe parts ; biu after a great 
deal of pains and £itigae, they found neither Houfes 
nor TS/itsu 

However, fome of them adyandng to the Soatb* 
Baft towards the Sea*lhore, foand a pradicable way in 
a MarHi, and going into the water up to die calf of 
their Leg, they felt a folid bottom ; and hiibme pla- 
ces which were not fo deep, the water was not above 
their Shoes. ' 

They rejoyced when they arrived at the Sea fide, 
thinking they Ihould be able to difcover a paffage, be- 
coufe they faw fo little Ice, and therefore thought to go 
through ; and accordingly went on board again that E- 
vening to carry the News. The Mafter had alfo rowed 
with his Yatch a pretty way, to know v^hether the Sea 
df Tartaij was open ; but the Ship being not able to 
penetrate that Sea becaofe of the Ice, they made to 
Cape Cnfi^ where the Boats Crew left her, going by 
Land to Tmfthoeck:, or the Cape of Dtfpute; there they 
few that the Ice of the Sea or Tartary lay in heaps all 
along the Coafts of H^Jfia, , and at the point of 

' The 23<^ of rhc fame Month, they met with a Bark 
of Piti^ora, made of the bark of Trees fewed together, 
which failed to the North, to get Seacoxos Teeth, and 
fVoalcs Oyl, to load fome HuJJia Ships which were ex* 

pecf^ed a t fVai^ats. 

^ When they fpake with thefe Ships, they told them 
th^ were bound for the Sea of Tartary^ to croft the 
River O^, and winter at VgoHta^ a place in Tmkrj^ 
$3 they iifiid to do every year : they uiid alfo, the paf- 
fage out of the Streight would not be (hut up by the Ice 
in two Months time, or two Months and a half, and 
then they might go into Jartarf over (be Ice, upon the 
Siea called Marmarc* 
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Auguft tbe2$^/', the Dutch rcturn'd to the Bark, where 
they were received by the B^Jfians with all dcmonftra* 
rion of Fricndfhip, to .which ihcy returned the like. 
The ^fiffians who bad a great many fat Geefe, prefented 
them with eight, and the Dutch having ii^vitedlbliie of 
them on board their Ship, feven of the ^JJims.'^^M a- 
long with 'em. 

Being on board, they admired, and were furprifed to 
fee fo great a Ship lb finely built and equipped, which 
they viewed very curioufly. The Dutch fet before 'em, 
Flefli, Butter, and Cheele, which they would not taft; 
becaufe it was a Faft day ; but they eat pickle Her- 
rings heartily, (wallowing them Head and Tail at one 
Mouthful. IJpon which the Dutch prefented them with 
a whole Barrel, and receiv'd a return of many thanks; 
after that they ^nduded them in the Y^^ch to the Bay 
of Trane. • * ' 

The 3 ift of the fame Month, Barent:^ fteered towards 
the Northerly Coaft of fVaigats, where he found forpe 
of thofe Men called Samoules^ whom we reckon to be 
S^ivnges, though they are not abfolutely fo; for the 
Dutch having advanced a League into their Country, 
met wirh twenty of them, and had fome Converfation 
together. Ir is true, the Dutch could nor prcfently be 
feen by ihe S4moides, becaufe of a great Fog,, but when 
the Dutch difcovered them, they were very near, and 
divided into two Companies. 

The Interpretei* going before to fpeak with them, one 
of the Samotdes came alio to meet him, and approach* 
ing ne^r him, drew an Arrow out of his Quiver, and 
thre^tned to kill the Interpreter ; who having no Arms 
was frighted, and cryed out, Pray hold, vae arc yoivr 
Friends. Preferrly the S(jmoidc laid down his Bow and 
Arrow, and made figns that he would fpeak with him. 
The Interpreter having told him apain IVc are your 
Friends : Well, replyed he, you are very wcI/come ; and 
after they Saluted one another, by bowing iheir Head 
jco theGround, after xbtt(ujlfian manner. 

The Interpreter having asked him fome q|aeftionsa-> 
bout the Condition and Situation of the Country, and 
of the Sea on the Eaft fide of it beyond th^ ff^aig^ts i 
be anfwered, diac when they had pafled a Point about 
five days fail 6irther to the North-Eafl, they would find 
a vaft $ea to the Soutb-Eafi. He faid moreover, he

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knew it particularly; becaufe oQe ot- his Comrades iiaJ 
lieei>(e^.thitber by their King;with Ibme Xroopt uodcn

Tho' the D//rc/j 11 fed them with great FriendHiip and 
.Confidence at this hrft Interview, yet coining a lecond 
uiiPis,x\\cfviiiQiScftcmherj they delired i\\c Samo ides to 
allow thcm a narrow yiew of their 3ows, hut they re-

A £)wyZ?^tf»5ififlo'ti*iig cH* a Musket' towards ^he Sea., 
they * were ail fo?riglHed>.that they ruiVi4UDd*ftampt like 
Mad-nfien ; but Toon came to themfelves^when they were 
told, there, was noall defign againft rbem. Then the 
Dutch told them, that thole were the-' Arms Uicy made 
ufc of in ftead of Bows and Arrows. 

Now to fliew them the Force and the Ufe of thofc 
Arms, a Dutchman took a little flar Stone, no bigge;: 
|han a Crown*piecc» lai4itat fouic distance. upon a ri- 
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fing ground,* the SHfnoi^es knowkig by fome figos that- 
were made to chdii, that he was gbidg to do fooietbing' 
extraorditiary ; iabnoiu ' 50 or '60 6f *cfn got near -the' 
place where thd^ Stone was laid ; the DHt<hnMn Ihof oflT 
his Cfifft, bit the Stone, and'brpkef k in pieces, which- 
rrtighrily fu rpri /d the Spcdla tors. 

Au length ihcy pnfccd with Carefles on bbth fides," 
and when the -"O/lrc/j • p,ot: on board rheir Yatch, they 
pxillcd ofFrhcir Caps, lonndcd thcif 'Trumpers, and the** 
Samnidcs havini! alfo faluted tfacm atter their manner^"' 
wenr into their Sledges. 

A little whdcafrcr, otic of them came bnck to the- 
Siioar, ro demand an ordinary Statue which a Dutc1)~^ 
77? An had rakeYi awiy ; he came on board the Yatch, and 
feeing the&iitue, made theal uhderftand whacan 
Acflion tc was, to fteal away their Idol. Whereupon* 
tney ^ave it him again immediately, and he placed it* 
npon a iittle Hill, near the Shore, and afterwards took 
it away in a Sledge. 

By this and other Inftances it is obfervable, tha€ 
chofe Statues were the Gods of the Samoides, of which 
the Dwfc/j found above a hundred upon the point of 
t'T^a'i(rdts^ and therci'orc named tiic place, Idols Point, 
They \v«. re horridly made, being round at the top, 
and havinr, in the middle a rmall elevation tor the Nole, 
with two lirric holes for the Eves, and another hole- 
under the Nole for the Month ; round about ihefe Idols, 
they Taw abundance of alhes, and the bones of Rain-- 
deers, which inclined them ro think the hid" 
Sacrificed thofe Beafts to their Idols. 

The Dutch Sailing from thence the id of September^ • 
two hour^ before.rhe Sun rifing, got a League to tfie 
Baft of TKvifthoecIO by that tune the Sun- role, and fteer- * 
ifigto the North till about Noon, they fduM they had ' 
advanced about fix Leagiies. • But'^fter that they fotmd • 
fo much Ice,. tjie Winds changed (b often, -.sind the Bo^ 
was fo thicSf; '^t^St they: were forest to Tack, aiid make * 
fliort Trips,- rill they brought the Ship to the Eaft of 
the Illand of ihc States, about a Muskec-iliot ofl' the 
Shore. - • ! 

They landed in' this Ifland, wliich haiii plenty ot 
Hares, and kill'd a great many of 'em. 

Sept, i6th^ Some ot the Seamen landed ag^in iit- 

fcatchof a lore of Scones, muchrckixU^iingDiamon^h^' 
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of which rherc arc abundance in the fame Ifland. Di 
ring this fcarch, it happened that two Seamen lyin 
upon the ground, not tar from one another, a meagr 
white Bear came foftly up, and rook one of them by lii 
Uapeof the Neck; the Seaman nor knowing what j 
was, cryed out, who holds me by the Neck ; his Com 
rade looking up, told him. Oh my dear Friend, tisi 
fiear, and rifing up, nin away as faft as his Legs cook 
carry him ; and the Bear bit the other in feveral place 
of the Head, and fncic'd the blood out The reft of th 
Crew on Shore being about twenty in number, m 
prefently : with their Guns and Half pikes* and food 
the Bear devouring their Comrade ; but the Bear fee- 
ing them coming, run upon them with an incredibi: 
fury, attacked one of them, carry ed him away, and tort 
. him all to pieces ; which fo frighted the reft, that tijeji 
ail betook themfelves to their Heels. 

1 hofe that ftay'd in the Yatch and the Ship, feeing 
them running fo faft towards their Veflels, manned their 
Skiffs, and rowed towards them ; whea they landed an^ 
faw fo pittiful a light, rhcy would have perfwaded ik 
others to go back and fighc the Bear, but moft of then 
refoTed it, faying, our Companions are de^d, we caiH 
not fave them, if that were poifible, we would go witii 
as much courage as any of you ; but now nothing car 
be esrpedred but a dangerous Vi<^ory, which if obtaio- 
led, will be neither Honourable, nor Advamageous ro 
us ; polfibly we . may kill that Beaft, but if any of ui 
fliould be deftroy'd in the Encounter, the glory of ra- 
king or killing that Bear, would be bought at too dear 
a price. 

Notwithftnnd ng ihefe Rcafon5;, three of them ad- 
vanced a lirrle way, while the Bear continued to de- 
vour her prey, wirhoiic being frighted in feeing thirtji 
Men together fo nigh her. Cornelim jMob the Pilot,, 
Huns van Vffck t Clerk of Barent:{ Ship, and lV$UUn\ 
Gjffen Pilate of the Yatch, were the three Men. 

The two Pilots having (hot three times. without hiii 
ting the Bear, the Clerk approached nearer, and fhot' 
her in the He^d near the £ye : yet fiie wotdd not ftp 
fake bejf prey, but holding it by the Neck, carryed a* 
way the nhole Body. But th6y perceiving the Bear 
reel and dagger in going aLug, the Clt'k znd^Scotch' 
tn^r* purfued^ and wounded^ei: in fe^r J fia^s wirli 
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their Daggers, yet ftill (he kept her Prey. At laft Qy- 
fen the Pilot having given her a great many blows on 
: the top of the Head with the fiut^end of his Musket» 
I which knock'c her upon the ground, the Clerk jumpc 
; over and cat ber Throat, and her Skin was carmd to 

j Amsterdam, 

I Sspt. ^th^ they put to Sea again, but found fo much 
of Ice, that it was impoffible to fail through, and there- 
fore were obliged to.rcturh abont the evening into the 
[fame place. The Admiral andtheYatch of /(purJam 
I ftruck iipon fome Rocks, but got off again without any 
J danger. 

, The iitb of the fame Month, they failed again to the 
, Tartariayi Sea, but were able to make no farther Pro- 
. grefs than they had done before, becaufe of the great 
J quantity of Ice; fo they returned to the fVai^ats^ and 
then fteered to the Cape of Croffes. The i i\th the wea- 
ther was a little fairer, and the Wind turned to the 
I North- Weft, which made the Current run with great 
f rapidity from the Tartarian Sea. 
, The fame day they cruifed on the other CAc of 
gat^ towards the Continent, to found the Channel, and 
advanced to the very ' boctom of the Qufph, beyond the 
I Ifland of Queve^ where they found a little wooden 
, Houfe, and a greatCaAal. Next Morning having ha- 
led Anchors on Board, and put up the main Top-Mafts, 
they refolved once more to try their fortune, and conti- 
nue their Voyage. But the Admiral being of a contra- 
I ry Opinion, continued at Anchor. 

The25f/jin the Morning they faw the Ice running 
again into the fVaigats, by the Eaft, which made them 
weigh Anchor, and get away to the Weft of the Streight 
in order to return to Ho /I and. The gof/j the Fleet ar- 
I rived in the Ifland called fVarSuh, of which we lhall 
! fpeak hereafter, and lay there at Anchor till the loth of 
OQoL at which time they weighed, and on the i8^/jof 
fiovemb. arrived in the Metrfi^ after they had been 
jfour Mouths and fixteen c^ys out.

AFter two Voyages, which, in point of Succefs no 
way anfwer'd expedation, it was debated again, 
whether they (hbuld attempt another. Their High 
MighiinefTcs would not feem co authorize it, but con- 
'dciccnded, that if any private Man, City, orCorpo* 
'ration, woiald nbdenake fuch a Voyage at their own 
diafge, they Would not be againft it» and if at their 
fenun, they could give fufficient proofs of Succefs, the 
States would give them a confidcrablc reward in Money ^ 
fpecifying the Sum. * . * , 

The Council of ybriflcrdayn^ who were not at all diP 
conrnged, ficicd out two Ships in the beginning of the 
year r 596, and tlie Mariners engag'd upon thefe Terms, 
that rhcy (hould have a certain Pay and Allowance, if 
they rerurn'd without Succefs ; but fhould have better 
pay if they fucceeded, which laft Recompence was 
*very confiderable ; and therefore they took as few Mar- 
ried Men with them as they could, left the thoughts of, 
'Xhe;r Wives and Children (hould incline tfaem xq 
'^pfcfipitaie thHr Rerai:n.\ 

The two Ships were ready to fail in the beginning oif 
'May. James Heemskirk^2A Mxatd Matter and Conn- 
mi ffioner, as before ; Tf^ittUm Barent:{ Pilot of the one, 
and John Cor7icIiiis J^y/ Commillioner of the other. 

The i^t/j of Mj^ t lie y failed iiom Amftcrdum^ and 
the 2zd faw the HitLind of F.iyer Hill. The^o^/; they 
were in the Latitude of 69 Deg. 24 Min. and the firft 
of Jnyic they had no Night. 

JiDic [he id about half an hour after ten in the Morn- 
ing, they faw a Phenomenon in the Sky, which was 
very furprizing; on each fide the Sun they faw another 
fahc Sun, and ^ Rainbow croffing the three Sans 5 
bcfides that, ihey perceived two other Rainbows, one 

round 
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round about the Suns, and another crofling the true 
Sun, whofe lower parr was elevated 28 Degrees upon 
the Horizon. Abouc Noon they made an Oblervation 
with an ^ftroUhe^ and fouod chemfelves in 71 Deg. of 
Latitude. 

Sfohn Cornelit3[ his Ship ftood always - to the Vind'- 
Ward of fVilliam Bdren^, wichoiic coming near him> 
upon ^bicli B4rent:( tackc to the Nonh-Eaft to get 
the Wind, and fpeak with her. thinking Ihe was too 
much to rhe Weft, and really it appeared fo afterwards. 
About rhcEvening Bareht:{ told him they lay toci much 
to the Weft, and that rhey (hould fail more to the Eaft ; 
but CorneIi(3[ anlwcied hiin» he would not enter into the 
Streichtof H^eigats. 

Then they ran to the North-Eaft and by North, and 
were about fiaay Leagues wide of their Point. Barents^ 
was of Opinion, they ought to fail to the Eaft, North- 
£aft,becaufe they had been a long while to tlie Weft. He 
Would fteer to the £aft« at leaft for fome while, till 
they ihould get as much as they had loft ; but Come* 
iiia[ Would not allow his Reafons, but on the contrary, 

Grfifted in his Refolucion of failing always North- 
orth-Eaft, being pcrlwaded, that if they (hould ftcer 
to the Eaft, they fhouki tall into the J4^ei7.its, After 
all, Barcnt:^ Was obliged ro joyn h'm, and Tailed to the 
North- Eaft, and by Korrh, whereas rhey fhou'd have 
fteer'd North-Enft, or rather moie to rhe Eaftwnrd. 

Jiw: 'ytj')^ they began to lec Ice again, and were lo 
amazed at it, that they thought they faw alio Swans. 
Xhofe that were upon the Deck cryed out, they law a 
great number of them fwimming, others confidering it 
without any prevention, told them, that what they 
thought were Swans, were only broken pieces of Ice 
floating upon the Water, and lb it prov'd. About Mid*- 
night they f^iiled through the Ice, the San being then 
about one> Degree upon the Horizon to the North. 
• The 4/'// they arrived in 74 £)eg. of Latitude, faij- 
ing through rhe Ice, as if they had run between cwo 
Shores. The water was as green as Gr.-ifs, and they 
prefum'd they were not far from Grcr7//a?:d; but the 
further chcy failed, the Ice was ftill thicker. 

The gth rhey dilcovered an Ifiand in 74 Deg. 70 Min. 
appearing to them about five l.cnj^ucs in length. The 
nfh they landed and fouod a great quantity of Eggs 

C . of 
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of ^ea, M^-n?i ; at laft they got up to a very ftccp Moun- 
tain, from whence they could not defcend, w.ihout 
great danger and trouble ; for they could nor look down 
without being frighted, in feeing nothing at the bottom 
but points of Rocks, ready to tear them in pieces, if 
they Ihould chance to fall ; therefore they uc upon 
.their fireecbes, and To flid down foftly without any huit, 
though B^ffiii;; who was in the Sloop, thought they 
could never come dc(wn alive. 

The \%th in the Morning they faw a white Bear, 
and rowed with a Sloop to. throw a rope about her 
Neck,and focatch her; buttheyducft notdo it, for that 
the wild Bear appear'd too furious. After that, 'John 
. Corne!ii:{ fent them Arms, and Mf n to reinforce rhem, 
then they attack't the Bear together. The fipht con- 
tinued two hours ; at laft they cut off her Head with an 
' Ax, and brought her on board CarnelitA[ his Ship, where 
being flead, her Skin was twelve Foot long: ihey eat 
lome of her Fiefh, but 'twas unfavoury and unwboUom* 
They called that Ifland, thelfland of Bears. 

Tbei3^/jtbey weighed Anchor, and as they faiFd 
along, faw about Evening fomething very big floating 
up )n the Sea. They thought at tirft it was a Ship, but 
coming near^, they perceived it was a dead Whale, 
with a great many Sea^Mews upon her. 

The 17 fb and iZtb^ they failed through abundance of 
Ice, and came to the South point of the Ifland» but in 
yaln attempted to double it. 

The i^th they difcover*d another Land, and having 
taken its Latitude, found thcmfclvcs in So Dcg. 1 1. 
Alin. The Country they had in view was Spacious, 
and they coaftcd it to the Weft fide to 79 Dcg. and a 
half, where they found a very good Road, but could go 
no farther, becaufc the wind was North- Eaft , and 
<'ame dirccflly from the Land, the Bay extending to the 
South and North into the Sea. 

The 2iy?they caft Anchor in fight of the Shoi^» 
an eighteen iaiboms Water, and the Seamen of Barent:( 
and CorncUt:{, went together to look forfialkft^ abom 
ihe Northeily Coaft. Being come on Board again^ a 
white Bear took the water, and fwim^d towards tteir 
Ship. Prefcntly the Crew leaving the Ball^ which 
the^ were putting on board, and betaking themfelves to 
their Slcop, rowed after the Bear, whidafwimm'ng a- 
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bove a - League ihto the Sea , they foUow'd hti 
wich three Slodps and Ship Boats, and charging her, 
moft of the Arms they made afe of to kill her, were 
broked againft her Body, and fhe threw her felf With 
ittdt ftrength againft dn^ 6f the Boars, that (he had al« 
moft overrurn'd ir. At laft with much adoc, they kil- 
led her, and brought her on board j her Skin was ij 
Foot long. 

After that they rowed in i Sloop abo^e a Lcagoe to- 
wards the Shore, and found a very good Harbour, fix- 
tcen, twelve, and ten Foot deep, and advancing further 
to the Eaft, difcover'd two Iflands, reaching Eaftward 
into the Sea. On the Wed lide was a greait Gu]ph» 
and another Ifland in the middle, to which they row*d i 
and landing there, found great Flocks of wild Geele^ 
even in their Nefts : but they flew away as'foon as tbe]f 
faw them, one they (hot, and boiled it with Eggs. 

They are the fiuxie fort of Geefe which c6me every 
yeai* irtto HcMdnd^ and efpecially into fPUringen upori 
the ^uyder:(ee, betWeen North-HoSand and FHe:(eumd^ 
though none till now could tell where they bred. Some 
Authors write, that thole Eggs were the fruits of fome 
Trees in Scotland, that grow along the Sca-fhore, and 
that the Eggs which fall upon the Land come to no- 
thing ; but thofe that fall in the Sea are prefcntly hatch- 
ed, and the young Geefe fwim about in the Sea. We 
muft not wonder it none before knew where thele Geefc 
made their Nefts, feeing we never heard of any Ship, 
that had ever failed to the So/ib Degree, and discovered 
this Ifland. 

We muft alfo obferve that though this Ifland which 
our Navigators took for Greenland^ lies in about 80 
Deg. yet there is Grafs in it, and Bcafts that feed u|)6nf 
it, asRain^eers and others ; but you (eenothing green 
nor any Grafs in Nwa ^Hfnibla^ which is four Degreei ' 
more remote from the ArHckPote^ and no other Beafts, 
butBeaftsof Prey , as Bears, Fasces, (^c, 

• That Country which the Author of this Journal 

* thought to be Greenland, is the moft Northerly Coun- 

* cry that has been difcovered yet. It is liiuated between 

* Greenland, belonging to Northway, and "Nova ^emhla^ 

* which belongs to MuJ'covy ; and lies direcflly oppofice 

* to Fihtarcbia^ ot the North part of Norwnj. That 
*' ifiand, according to die account We have when ic wasf 

6 » I difeovered,r 
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^ difcovercd, and this Relation was publiflied, reaches 
from ^6 to 80 Deg. and confequencly is above 60 Getr» 
' Leagues in length. 
*Thus the difference between pyiUiam Barentjf^ 

* and Sobn CwneUt:^^ of which we fpoke hefore, gave 
^ opportooity to difcover the Weftero pare^ of thac 
\ luaiid. Since that timet one Hudfm an ^ngUJh^man 

hath been there, of whom Hundins faith in his Gre^t 
Map, thac he found a firm Coaft of Ice upon the North- 
' Weft fide of the Ifland^ between 8i and SzDeg. of 
Latitude. 

* Since that time, the EngUfh have failed every Sum-^ 
^mer into that Ifland, for Sca-Cows Teeth, Whalc- 
' bone, and Whale- Oy I. The I{tiffin7i Company of 
' London^ were the firft that traded there, but now the 
' Dutch^ the JFrencb, and thofe of Bifeaji traffick in the 

• fame place. 

• That Ifland, a<> we faid before, is fituated between. 
' 76 and 80 Deg. Norch-Nonh^Weft of the Ifland of 
Bears, which is above Norwajt* It lies in an eztream 
coM Climate,which the Ancients had reaibn to ftile no- 

' inhabitable. There is no Country in the World • where 
^ the Nights are (horter : for during the fix Months of 
' Summer it is always light, and two Months of the fix in 
Winter, when the Sun is beyond the Line, and in pro- 
portion to its diftance,the Days are but of 1 2, i o, 8, and 
at iaft of one hour in length, when the Snn is loweft ; 
and in the middle of that long Nirhr, it rifcs 12 Deg. 
and a half upon the Hori/on, -v;;;;. by the 80 Deg. 
and every 24 Hours, you fee the light before tiie 
Su n riles. According to the opinion of Ptolomeur and 
others, you may fee that light; when the Sun is 18 
Deg. under the Hon\on. 

" Mz though the days are fo long, and the Sun con- 
tinues to ihine fo long widiout intermiffion in tfattt 
cold Country, yec the Suomier is the ihorteft and the ' 
co!deft \of any of the Northern Countries. June the 
:i 3^/>, the Ice was thick and fo hard along the Coafts , 
and at the Mouth cf the Harbours, that no Ships 
COuU get in, and the Snow continued fo hard in (cme 
places in the midft cf Summer, that the Raindeers 
werealmoft ftarv'd for want of Palture. 

' The^ reafon of fo great Cold, and fo long a Winter 
there» is» chat the Sun never rifes higher ctere upon 
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* the Herij^m, than to the %^dDt%. warning 40 Min. 
' fo chat its Beams never (hine upon the ground but 
' fideways, without penetrating or cntring into it, by 

* which means they can never make it warm^ enough • 

* and by the fame reafon the Beams of the Sun have 

* not ftrengch enough todiffipare the Vapours and Fogs 

* that cover the Ground, and hang fo thick upon the 

* Mountains, and over the Sea, that very ofcen they hin- 

* der the Sailers from iceing further than the length of 

* their Ship. 

* For the fame Reafon the Iflrmd whofe Coafts were 

* difcovcr'd at the pubUfhing of this Journal, appears 
*furrounded with high Mountains cover'd with Snow» 

* and in the Vales between the Hills there is not one 

* Tree, nor Bufli, nor Fruit ro be feen. The Greens is 

* but a kind of ihorc, thick and yellowifli Mofs, through 
*" which come forth imail blue Flowers ; but fokne Sea* 

* men have afliir'd us, that they &w fome green Graft 
Mike that we make Hay of 

* The Beafts of that C^untrey are white Bears bigger 

* than Oxen, Rain-deers and Stags. The Rain-deers 

* feed upon the Mofs, and in a Months time that fome 

* Ships tarried there, were grown fo fat tlut they were 
'excellent Meat. 

* Their Horns are far from being fmooth, and they are 

* lefTer than Stags ; ^nd tho' they are not accuftom'd to 

* fee JV/en, yet they don't run away at the fight of them, 
' nay, fome that were ihot, run for Help to the Meii 

* that ihot them. 

* There are alio white, grey, and black Foxes in the 

* Ifland. The Engli/h found there fome Homs» which 
' skilful Men give out for Unicorns Horns ; bur tbofe 

* that have been brought into Holland zthtd no Way of 

* knowing from what fieaft they came. 

* Great Number^ of Whales of all forts come to the 

* Mouth of the Harbours, many of which are four and 

* twenty Foot long, and fo big that they yield a great 

* deal of Oil. Some have no Fins upon their Back, but 

* have long Hair like a long Beard, fbmetimes five Foot 

* Jong upon their Mouths, which are placed at the Top 

* in a Kow like the Teeth of a Comb, where other 

* Fifhes have their Teeth. Thofe which lie before and 

* behind are very fmall, fo that commonly they amount 

* tq tt)e Number of 900. One of liiefe Mouths will 
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f fetch 600 /. and indeed this is tlie only profitable Cotii- 
f cnodity on that Coaft. 

* On both fides of the Head Whales have great Fins 

* by which you. eafily catch them, and wound them mor- 
taJiy. When they are wounded, and the Blood cpmes 

* to the Head, they blow the Water and the Blood 

* through a Hole at the Top of their Head, as high as the 
Mdafts of a Ship. After they have div'd and fpent their 

Strength, the Sloop approach them ; and (bpocipg Ai^ 

* rows in their Heads^ kill them quite. 

? Whalei liave hard and hJack Skins covered wic^ 
f another thin oiie, which is blac]^ and as fmootb as Sac- 
f tin. They feed upon little Fifh, which in French are 

* caird Puces de Mer^ Sea-Fleas, not fo big as a Salicot, 
f They fwim wirh open Mouth ; anc} upon fwallowing 

* that little Fifh Ihut their IVIourh. 

* Here are fome White Whales, but they are not of 

* much Value ; as alfo fome few Emperadors and Whi- 

* rings ; a World of Water-Fowls, efpecially Sea-Cobbs, 

* two forts of Duckcrs, fome Lombs ( which are proper- 

* ly a fort of Larrets,; Geefe, Drakes and Ducks, which 

* Jay very great ^gs, and prodigious Flocks Wild- 

* (jcefe, 

* A little further you fiud Sea-Cows^ which might 

* ter be call'd Sea^ Elephants 5 for they are more Iikc-£le- 

* pbants in their fioaies. Teeth and Skins. Their ^kins 
f are very thick and heavy. One ^as brought to Anh- 
*:fierdm that vi/eigh*d 400 Weight, but they are good 

* for nothing; being full of Scabs. They are very fat, 

* and yield plenty of Oil. When they fee another Gow 

* of their kind dead, they come to her in great Num- 

* bers, and getting upon her, heat her, and mak^ her roc 
*pre(ently. 

^ Five Leagues further, you may find Canals of frcHi 

* Water, with Sea- Dogs o{ the fame kind as thofcin Hoi- 
^land ; and this is all that could be (s^id of that I^apd 

* whep this Jourgai was gubliih*d. * ' 

Junt ^art qf the Sailor^ If qded to iee l^ow much 
.the Compafi vary*d while they were a-llKMU[. ' tn the 
^an while a white Bear ran towards the "Ship, and 
IMfQttk} certainly have boarded her if they * had not feen 
bet betimes, and prevented her by difchargmg Mus|cets 
j»t her* and (b fore d her b^k ag^n 1 f-om whence Hie 
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went to the Ifland where the oth^r Seamen were ; but 
rhofe that tarry *d on bonrd, feeing her go back, faii'tl 
prcfently to the Shoar, and call'd out to their Comrades, 
who hearing them, though^ the Ship had ftruck upon a 
Rock ; at which Noile the Bear her felf was (b fright* 
cd, that (he took another Way, and thofe ihar were a* 
flcnr rejoic'd at it, becaafe their Companions bad no 
Arms. 

As to the Variation of theCompafs, they found a Dif** 
fervooQof i6 Deg. 

^tifff 24. they came near the Shoar, <vherethey found 
two Teeth of Sea^Caws both fix Pounds Weight, and 
another little one. The i^th they fail'd along the Coaft 
in 70 Deg. and having dilcover'd a great Gnlph, they 
went in, and advanc'd about ten Leagues, but then 
were forc'd to tack and get out again as foon as they 
could, the Wii^d being contrary. 

The iSth they doubfd a Cape on the Wefterq Coaft, 
where there were fuch great Flocks of Birds, that they 
cover'd rhe Sails of the Ship. 

The 29rA they wcreobUgMto ftand off the Shoaf, 
becaufe of the Ice, and went to 76Dcg^ 5oMin. 

^ufy the firft they faw again thelilan4 of Bears. There 
Ctfme/iV^ir with the Officers of his Shipment on board 
fpil. Barenrr, where not agreeing about what Ck)ur(e 
they (hould fteer, they confented ihat erery one ihould 
go where they thought beft. So Cmteltt:( ftill following 
his own Opinion, rerurn'd back to 80 Degrees, thinking 
he could fail by the Eaftward of that Landfin that Lati- 
tude, and accordingly fteerd to the North. 

Barent:( on the contrary fail'd to the South to avoid 
the Ice. The i iih he conjedlur'd by his Courfe, that he 
was at Candlnoes^ the Oriental Parr of the White Sea, 
which he left to the South, and fail'd to the South- 
Sottth-Eaft in die Latitude of 72 Deg. and then he 
thought he was near Sir Hu^h fViHoughbys Shore. The 
\^tb he came to the Latimde of 74 JDeg 40 Min. A- 
bont Noon he came in fight of Nwa Zambia near the 
Bay of Lmbs. The iM hedoubl'dthe Cape of the 
JUandof Amirame, and th^ isith (aw the Iflandof 
Crojfes^ where he cameto an Anchor^ the Ice hindring 
him from going fnrrher. 

Eight Seamen row'd the Sloop a-fliore, where ihej 
reft^d tbemfelves under one of the (^loifes with a dcfigti 
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to go and fee the other Crofs ; bat in going to it, they 
faw at the Foot of it two Bears, which frighted them 
exceedingly, becanfe they had no Arms. The Bears 
ftood up againft the Crofs that they might the better fee 

who came near them ; for thefe Crearures fmell better 
than they (ee, and after that run towards the Men. 

Whereupon the Seamen fled to their Sloop, looking 
behind them now and then to fee whether rhey were 

gurfu'd by the wild Bcafts ; but the Mafter ftopt them 
om running, threatning to kill the firft that (hould ru« 
further,becaufe 'twas better to be together, that they may 
fright the Bears with their Noife and Outcries, than to 
pan in the flight. So they matched at their ordinary 
pace to their Sloop, and were very glad they were fafe, 

July iidi they ware in 76 Deg. i s Miiu and the va-* 
riacion was 26 Deg* or a little more. Au^uft the 6pb^ 
they pafled the Cape of Naffku^ and found themfelves 
under the Cape Trooft, where Barents had wiflic himfelf 
long before. About Evening the Weather was fo foggy, 
that they were forced to faften the Ship to the Ice, 
which was 36 Fathoms deep in the water, and about 
1 6 above it. 

Auf ufl the 9/^, the Ship being fattened in the Ice, 
the Mafter who was walking upon i he Deck, heard a 
Bcaft blowing, and prefently faw a Bear ftriving to get 
inrothe Ship.he immediately cryed out,all Hands a loft, 
and every body getting upon the Deck, they faw the 
Bear holding faft upon the Ship with her paws, and 
ftriving to get in. The whole Crew made the greateft . 
noife they could, at which the Bear being frighted, 

for a iittle ftrnher off ; but prefently after Ihe got be- 
ind the bank of Ice, upon which the Ship was faften*d, 
and came diredly with great fury towards them, en- 
deavouring to get inro the Ship. But fome Seamen 
who were upon the Deck, and others aloft, fo woun- 
ded the Bear with Shoe, that flie ran away, but it 
fnow'd fo hard and thick, that they could not perceive 
where fliewcnr, but concluded ihe ran under fome of 
the Mountains of Iccth:u lay round em. 

AiiguJ} ihQ io(f\ the Ice being broken in pieces be« 
gan to float, and then they" perceived that the great 
piece of Ice to which the Ship was fattened, touched 
cheground/or that the others floatipg aIong,did run upon 
is without moving it. Then they were afraid of being 

' frozen 
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frozen up, and therefore endeavoured to get off, tho* 
in failing they perceived that the water was freezing, 
and the Ice cracking a great way off round about ihe 
Ship. Ac laft they faflcned the Ship till Evening. 

After Supper the Ice began to break with fo terrible 
a noifc, that it is impoflible to be cxprelTed. The 
Head of the Ship was turned to the ftream, which 
carryed away the Ice, fo that they were obliged to 
flacken their Cables : For they faw4oo floats of Ice 
pais 'em, fome of which reaichM lo Facboms under 
water, and 2 above ir. 

Then chey fattened the Ship upon another flielf of 
Ice fo Fathoms deep in the oea, and there they caft * 
Anchor. After that they faw another great hulk of Ice 
not far off, running to a point like the Pyramid of a 
Steeple, and reaching to the bottom of the Sea. They 
foon advanced to that Iheif, and found it was 20 Fa- 
thoms deep in the water, and 12 above ir. 

Jlu^^ufl I u/), they row'd towards another (helf of Ice 
18 Fathoms deep, and ten high above the water. 

The nth they failed towards the Coaft, leaft the 
Ship ihould be carryed away by the Ice ; and that (he 
might be more fafe, becaufe the biggeft (helves could 
not approach her at the depth of 4 or 5 Fathoms. Theie 
being in that place a great fall of waters from the 
Mountains, the Ship was again fiiftened to a ihelf of 
Ice^ and they named that place. The link Cafe ef 
Ice, 

The 13/^ in the Morning, they faw a Bear coming 
from the Eaft towards the Ship, and a Seaman fliooting 
at her, broke her Leg with a Musket Ihoc ; however, 
(he went back and climb'd up a Mountain, but feveral 
Seamen coming a-fhore, killed her, and flead her. 

The I 'yth BaTe$it:{ arrived under the Ifland of Orange^ 
' where his Ship was flopt by the Ice, and in danger of 
bdng broken in pieces, but (he got off again, though 
with great trouble; and as foon as (he was at Anchor, 
the Wind turned to the South^Eaft, which made him 
go to another place. 

While the Sloop's Company were bufy in weighing 
Anchor, the great noife they made awak'd a Bear that 
was fleeping hard by ; Ihe prefently run to the Ship, 
and fo affrighted the Sailors, that they left their Work 
and run away to fave their Lives. The £ear being

Actem the Body ikd to the other fide of the Ifland, 
where flie refted her felf upon Ice i they followed her, 
bat ihe feeing the Sloop coming to her got inro the 
Water, and made^towaras the Ifland ; however, they 
prevented ber, and wounded her in the Head with an 
Axe, and endeavoured to ftrike her again, but at every 
blow ihey made fhe dived under Water, fo that they 
had much ado to kill her. 

The \6th^ Ten Men got into the Yatch, and rowed 
towards N(n;4 -^(^W^/^, others drew the Bark upon the 
higheft Ice, which rofe like n little Mountain, and 
there took their Latitude to find on which fide the 
C!ontinentlay ; they found it was S. S. £. then more 
Southerly* and conjectured (but wrong) that the Con* 
tinent extended to the South. However, at that very 
time they l!kw the Sea opened to the South £aft-waro. 
And now they thought the Succefs of their Voyage 
was certain, and were fo confident of it, that they were 
impatient to bring the good News to fi^rour^. 

On the \%th they got ready to fail, but m vain, for 
after going a little farther, they were forced to come 
back again to the fame Place. 

The i9^/> they doubled the Cape of Defire^ and once 
more thought of failing farther, but being got into the 
Ice were obliged to return. The lid they advanced 
through a pretty way in the Ice, and ftayed there all 
Night at Anchor. The next Morning they weighed, 
and faflned their Ship to a Shelt of Ice, upon which 
they mounted, admiring the Figure and che Shape of it. 

That Shelf was all covered with Earth at the Top, 
and therechey found ^bove 40 £ggs. The Colour of this 
Shelf was not that of Ice, bat an A^wrc blew. How* 
ever, fomecall'd it pure Ice» and oAers took it fat 
Irozeo Earth ^ it was 18 Fathoms deep io the Sea^ aiul 
icen ^ve it. 

Atigufi 2 5, about three in the Afternoon the Tide 
began to carry away the Ice, and then they thought 
to Tail bv the South fide of No'-j.t T^emhla. to h.- Weft 
of the PVa'gats ; for after they Ihbuld have palf d 
va ::^embla^ and found no way opened, they h ad no 
hopes of going any further, and therefore dilpol<.d them* 
ielves to return into HoUiin.l^ when being arnved at 
tie Bay of Currents^ they w.re ftopt by the Ice, wh ci^ 

jva^ d^fe fo ftroDg, ;hat they were fyfced to go. bade.' 

...... . . . » - . riic 
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The l6th having got inro the Harbour of Ice, they 
were ftopt there again by the Shelves; floating and 
numing with io prodigious a Noife and Screngrh, chat 
it was impoi&bie to get off. Three Men who got upon 
the Ice to open it were like to bedrown'd, and indeed 
it was a kind of a Miracle that the Ice did not carry 
them away 

The Evening of the fame day, they came to the 
"Weftof the Harbour of Ice, where they were obliged 
tp Winref, and fuffered very much, not only by the 
Cold, but alfo for Want of NecefTaries. The z-jth 
the Ice was floating round about the Ship, and k being 
fair Weather, fome of the Sailors went a-fliore, and 
marched a good way upon the Continent. In the 
mean while the Wind turning to the South-Eaft, and 
blowing pretty ftrong, broke a little more of the Ice, 
and threw it upon the fore-part of the Ship, which gave 
the Ship iuch ofaockSy that it feem'd to touch the Ground 
at both ends. 

in this ap^rcnt danger they got the Sloop ready to (ave 
cbemfelveS) in cafe of need, and fet up a Flag as a Signal 
to call them' on board that were a-(hore» who came pre- 
iently^ thinking the Ship was loft. 

The ^'^th the Ice being open, the Ship was well a« 
gain, but before (he was quite up, Barents^ and the 
other Pilot went to view the Prow, and while they 
were viewing and meafuring, the Ship opened above, 
and gave fuch a crack, that they thought of nothing 
but perilhing, but the Ship being ietlcd right again, they 
ufed all manner of Inftrumcnts to break the Ice, 
but without effed, and fo were out of hopes of get- 
ting off^ and putting to Sea again. 

The -^oth the Ice began to gather in heaps about the 
Ship, the cold Wind, and Snow falling very thick con- 
tribttted very mu^ to it, and the Ice and Ship cracked 
fo terribly, that every Moment they ezpeiSed to fee 
ber (hiveced into pie^s. 

The Ice being thicker under that fide of the Ship from 
whence the ftream came than on the other, made her 
lean very much ; but the Ice heaping after the fame 
manner on the other fide, the Ship got up right again, 
and was fupported by the Ice, as if it had been under 
propt with an Engine. 

pa the^i^ othfiShelyes (|f |ce coming over the 
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'other, they lifted up the Head of rhe Ship ib high 
that 1c was foti'r or five foot higher than the reft, and, 
the bnck part of the Ship was buried, in a manner, urt- 
der the kc, as in a Pit, They were in hopes that the 
Helm might have been preferved, bat the Ice broke its 
whip to pieces • : ^However, ttet ferved to^Clte the bd^ 
- dy of the Ship, &r if her Stem had been 'expofed ^ 
tb'e Ice; 6arttinu^y floating, as the Prdvir was,' it woujd 
have lifted up the Ship, and at laft have broke her 10 
piece , or perhaps it might have funk her. Which Was 
wharthey moft feared, 

Under chat Apprehenfion they had already pur the 
Tender and the Sloop upon the Ice, to make their re- 
treat, and had waited four Hours to fee what would 
happen. Then the. Ice broke of it felf, and was carried 
away by the Scream. Every one lookt upon that Al- 
teration as a great Providence, and work d very hard 
aboat're-fitnng of the Helm, and the Whin Staff of 
it ; then they thought fit to rake it down, tnat if they 
fhould again be be^g'd by Flakes of Ice« (he might not 
be in danger any more. 

Se/ftember the tit the Ice began to heap to high a» 
gain, that it lifted the whole Ship two Foot high mtb* 
oat damaging her. After Noon they prepared to draw 
the Tender and the Sloop a-lhore. The i4 the Ship w^as 
lifccd up again be new Flakes of Ice, which crack'd 
her in fcvcral Pieces, in4omuch, that notwiihftanding 
thebadncfs of the Weather, rhcy rcfolved to draw the 
iircic Ship a-fhore, with 13 Tuns of Bisket, and two 
Hogfhends of Wine. 

The 3^/, the Ship was furrounded with new Flakes 
Of Iccjoyn d to ihofc that hemm'd them in before. Then 
tlie Cable of their Anchor to the Wind- ward was broken 
as well as the new Cable, which faftned the Ship to the 
Ice. They wondred to fee the Ship continue whole^ 
confiderin^ the violent Cortent and vaft Qi^niaty of 
the long Flakes of Ice^ fioatin|; as high as Mountains 
of Salt in Sfain, and at'tbe diftance oif a Mnfquet^lhoc 
frf m the Ship. 

The ^th after Supper the Ice fqueczed the Ship (b 
hard, that fhe leaned quite on one fide, and fuffered 
much, bui did not fplit : However, thinking fhe could 
not refift much longer, they carried a-ihore an old Mi- • 
ien-Sail, Powder, Shoc» Mufquets, Guns, and other 

Arm^ 
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hsxtis^ to make a Tent next ihq Plac^ vv^re the Tender 
was. They carried ©fF alfo fqaae Bislceb, fome Wine, 
and -Carpenters Tools, to re- fit the Sloop in cafe ot 
need ; befides there was fo little Water about the Ship, 
^at rhey could fcarce draw a Painful at a time. 
• The ^thy five Seamen going a-llore, two of them 
caitie aboard again, and the other three marched t<wo 
Leagues into the Country, where they found a R^vec 
6f frefii Water, and great Quantity of Wood alpog 
^he Shore, and alfofaw the Foocft^ of Rain-deert 
andElcks, as they apprehended. 

On the <^th^ in the Night- tine, two Seats tfaine. 
near the Ship, but mn away at the obife of the TruoH 
pets and ihooting of Mufquets, tfaot none of them did 
then any Execution, for 'twas pretty dark. Tlie iith 
the Weather being calm, eight Seamen well armed 
went alliOre, to know whether the three other who 
went before had truly obferved every thing, and whe- 
ther they were not miftaken about the Wood they law 
along the Shore of the River. For afccr having been fo 
often furrounded and Aopt by the Ice. and got cfi' a- 
^aio, they were now fo narrowly dos'd up,- that it be- 
im Aittiunn, and near the Winter, there VKas , no hopes 
of getting off, and therefore they prepared to win- 
ter in that Country, and confulted what was fit to be 
done, in ezpeftation of what Providence would deter* 
mine. 

It was then finally refoived to provide againft cold 
Weather, and the Fury of wild Beafts, and therefore 

to build a Hut for thit purpolc. They had an Opportu- 
nity very favourable to execute their Dtfign, lor (hey 
found a-lhore whole Trees with their Roots, which 
undoubtedly had been brought there from Tartary or 
Mufcovy, tor there is none in this Counrry : So they 
were certain the three Seamen had told them the Truth 
before. So good a beginning mightily encouraged thi:iii, 
and put them in great hopes that God would take care 
of them, and fend them fafe into their own Country. 

The I $th of the fame Month, early in the Morning, 
the Centinel fiiw three Bears, one of which itayed be- 
iiind a Shelf of ke, and the other two came to the 
Ship. The Seamen goin^ to ffaoot them, one of the 
Bears pot her Head in a Steeping-tub full of Meat at 
a iiccle diftance from the Ship, but (he only fmelt it. 
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And went away. In the meanf ctttie fhe was ihot thf a 

the Head, and fell down dead ; and her Companion, 
after (landing for fome time furprizd, and obferving 
that the other lay all along without any Motion, fmclc 
to if, and then fheer'd off. They followed her in fight, 
upon which fheturn'd, and rais'd her fclf iip to catch 
fome of the Seamen with her Paws; then they (hot her 
in the Belly, and llie run away with horrible Howlings. 
At length they killed her, and having opened her, and 
drawn out her Entrails, they put her upon her four Feet, 
CO try whether (he would freeze hard enough to be 
carried in that pofture into Holland^ in cafe they ihould 
gee off the Ice with their Ship, y 
Iii fine, having made a Sledge to draw the necefla<« 

2 Timber, they began to build a Hac« at. which time 
e Sea froze two Inches chick; The i6tb thqr drew 
four Rafters from a League off upon the Ice and 
Snow. The fame Night k froze two Inches thicker 
in the Sea. The i y/A, thirteen Men went to fetch 
Wood, ten iugg'd it away while the other three cut it. 
Then/? it froze fo hard, that they were forced to 
tranfport the Kitchin into the Hold of the Ship. 

The X'^d the Ship's Carpenter died, and was buried 
the next day in a Cleft of a Mountain, near a Scream 
of Water ; for the Ground was frozen fo bard, that 
it was impoffiUe to dig a Grave. The I'yth they 
laid the Rafters, and the Edifice began to take its Form. 
The %6tb the Wind rifed to the Weft» and the 
Sea was opened ; but the Ship being faft upon the Ice^ 
the Seamen had buc litde coinforc at the changing of 
the Weathcn ' 

The whole Sliip^s Crew was then buc fixteen Men, 
and fome of them often fick. The I'jth it freezed lo 
hard, that when the Seamen were at work, and put a 
Nail in their Mouth, as 'tis ufual, it pulled the Skin 
off, and drew Blood. In fine, the cold was fo e^t- 
tream, that nothing butfaving their Lives could make 
them work. 

The -^cth the Wind was South-Eaft and Eail-Somh- 
Eaft ; and itfnow'd fo much the Night before and all 
chat Day 9 chat they could not go €p fetch more Wood* 
They made a great Fire round about the Hut to thaw 
the Ground, and make a kind of Rampier, buc all id 
Tatn» for the Grouod was froze {m hard, and (b deep, 

than 
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that it was not pofSble to foften it, and it would have 
Ipenttoo much Wood to try it again. 

OElober the id, the Hut was ready, and they planted 
a May-poic in it of Snow. \ TYt^ ^th they faw tiie Sea 
as far as they could perceive it was opened, but the 
Ice about the Ship was neither melted nor crack d : (o 
that one would have thought that the Flakes of Ice 
wete Wails about ber« for ite Ice was three Fathoms 
and a half deep in the Sea. The fame day they tore 
in pieces the Fore-Caftle of the Ship, and with tbe 
Boards covered tbe Hutr, which was <tone in one day. 
And the 7^/7, took down the great Cabbin abaft, and 
with it lined the Hutc on all fides. 

The Wjnd which had been very high all Night,the 'jtb 
and %th continued fo ail Diy, and brought fo much 
Snow, that ic would certainly fmother any that durft 
venture out ; befide it was impoillbie -to walk or en-* 
dure the Coldnefs of tiie Air. 

The I '^th the Weather grew a little milder, fo that 
theycouUgo out of the Ship, One of the Seamen 
being a-Hiore mec with a Bear, which he was not a* 
%vare of 'till (he was verjr nigh bim ; be turned back 
and went to the Ship again; the Bear run after hini« 
but (eeing in her way the Bear which they had fix 
SIP to fie^e, covered all over with Snow, except one 
of her Paws, (he made a Aort ftop, and in that tiaae 
tbe Seaman got4nto the Ship, and laved his Life. 

The Seaman was fo frighted that he could hardly 
fpeak a Word, only it Bear, a Bear, The reft got up 
to (hoot the Bear, but they could hardly perceive any 
thing for the Smoak in the Ship, which they had made 
while they were (hut np, and which no Confiderat ion 
whatever could have tempted them to endure, ex- 
cepting that of prcfcrvinjg their Lives, which had o- 
therwife been quickly lo(^, through the Violence of 
the Cold and 5now ; but the Bear run away before 
they could clear their Eyes. 

The lub they carried a-(hore the Wine, and other 
ProvifioQs, and the half rbeShtp»*sCcMnpany, lay 
cliat Night in the Hutt they had built, where tbey 
liiAred extremity of Cdd, beaiufe they bad no Beds, 
and very few Blankets with them ; befides, they oou*d 
jnake no Fire, becaufe tbe Chimney was not yet fioid^ 
ed^ and without that th|.Sfi;^giik was unfu&rablc 
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The 19^)^ three Seamen went to the Ship, and load- 
ed a Siedgc with Beer to draw it to the Hutc, but 
the Wind was fo violent, there was fo great a Storm, 
and it was fo excclTivc cold, that they were forced, 
not only to return to the Ship again, but to leave cue 
their Beer upon the Sledge, The next day they found 
a Tun of Dmt:{ick.]o^y^, a Phyiical ftrong Beer, burft 
by the Froft, and the Beer frozen. They drew the 
VcfflM intr* Ae Hutc and fet it up, but the Beer had 
loft its ftreogth, and was good for nothing. 

The \eth^ in the Night, a Bear endeavMred to gee 
into the Ship, bat hearing the Voice of the Seanaen. 
about break of Day (he retired. 

The i%tb they took the Bisket and Wine out of 
the Canow they had drag'd a-ihore, and found the Wine 
but a little frozen, the' the f roft had continued fix 
Weeks. 

The I ^th another Bear would have come into the 
Ship, where there was but two Men left, and a Cabbin- 
boy, who were fo terribly affrighted, that the two Men 
hid themfelves in the Hold, and the Boy got up the 
Shrowds. In the mean while other Seamen comiiig 
ftotn the Htttt to the Ship, the Bear run towards theni» 
but at tiie Di(charge of the firft Mufquet, (he fled. 

The %^th they went into the Ship to take away all 
the Beer, where they found fome fiurelscrackt by the 
cold Weather, and leveral Iron Hoops were broken off 
the Danti^ick^ VcfTcls. The id^th the reft of the Sea- 
men , being eight in number, retired into the new 
Houfe, and the ninth, who was fick, was drawn thi- 
ther on a Sledge ; they drew alfo their Sloop a-4hore, 
but wiih incredible Pains and Trouble. 

At laft, feeing the Ship was fo frozen that there was 
no hopes of getting her off again fo foon, they carried 
a-lhore the' Rudder, leaft it fhould be loft in the Snow, 
for poffibiy they might make ufe of it next Summer, 
being alway in hopes of an Opportunity to renirn into 
HoSand. 

In the mean while, the Sun, the only Comfiirt tbey 
had, began to leave them, and therefore with all 
imaginable Diligence they brought away the reft of 

the Provifions that were left in the Sh p, and all Ne- 
ceffirics to fit out the Sloop, and lodg'd them in their 
Hutt. October 25, being very bufy in this Work, 

the 
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theMaftcr looking out/aw three Bears behind the Sh\p^ 
advancing towards the Seamen. He made a great noife 
£0 frightthem; on theocher fide the Seamen put them- 
felves in a pofture of defence, and by good luck find- 
ing two Ha'berds on the Sledge, the Mafter r' ok one, 
and Gerard de Vc::r the other : The reft run to the Ship, 
but one of them fell down, in a crack of Ice, whioh 
made the others tremble, thinking the Bears would de- 
vour him, but they run after thofe that went towards 
the Ship. The Mafter, Dr, Vw^ and the JMan that 
was falko down took their tiaie» and got into the Ship 
on the other fide* 

The(e wild Beafts feeing them got into the Ship, run 
in great fury towards them ; the Seamen who had no 
other Arms than two Halberds, threw fome pieces of 
Wood, and other things to the Bears, who ran after 
'em, as a Dog runs after a ftone that is thrown at him. 
One of the Seamen went down to thcKitchinto ftrike 
fire, and another went to fccch Piques, in the mean 
while the Bears began to alfault them afrefh ; but the 
Seamen throwing^a Halberd at them, which fell upon 
the muzzle of one of them, (he began to retire, and the 
'other followed her (bftly, and fo gave the Seamen time 
to draw their Sledges to the Hutt. 

On the 26 the greateft part of the Sea near the ihore 
was open, but the Ice was ftill round about the Ship. 
The ^^th they killed a white Fox, wluch they roafted, 
and found the Flelh had the fame tafte with that of a 
Rabbet. 

The fame day tlicy mcjidcd the Clock, and wound it 
up: They alfo prepared a Lamp to burn all night, and 
made ufe of the Bear's Fat melted for Oil. The zoth 
ihcy drew upon Sledges a great many Herbs and othei' 
things that the Sea had caft upon the fhore, and laid 
them upon the Sail-cloth that was about the new Uoti(« 
to preferve *em the better from the Cold. • 

Vsvetnber the firft, in the Dusk of the Evening thcy 
faw the Moon rifing in the Baft, while the Sun was 
high enough to be feen upon the Horizon. The lift 
they faw it riCng near the South*Soath*Eaft, and itxi* 
ting near Soutb-Soath^Weft, but the whole did not ap« 

?ar upon the Hori^Mi, one part of it facing ludeem 
he fame day they killed a Fox with a Wow of a 

Ha;chec, aud roaftcd ^ 

. D On 
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On the 3ithe Soil rofe at SoutlipSoiith-Edi^, a lirtle 

more to the South than to the South-Eaft, and fet in the 
South-South- Weft, a little more towards the South. 
They favv only the top of its Globe upon the Horizon, 
tho' the Land where they took the Latitude was as 
high as the Top-maft of their Ship. The /i.th they £ftw 
it no more, and the Weather was very calm. 

At that time the Surgeon made a Bath in t»n empty 
Cask, where every one bathed, which did them a greac 
deal of good. The lame day thev cook a Foz^br the Foxes 
began then to appear very onen ; bnt the Bears wcfe 
no more to be feen than the Sun. and never came agais 
till the Sun reappeared. 

Tho* the Sun was no more to be (een, the Moon cook 
its place, and appeared Nighc and Day upon the Hori* 
zon without fetting. The 6th ^ the Day was fo dark that 
they cou d not diftinguifh it from the Night, and fo 
mucii the more bccaufe the Clock did not go ; fo that 
thfn}' Tig it was noryet Day, the whole Comp5any did 
not rife, and when they did gee up, they could not dif- 
ccrn v/h :iv_r 'twas Day-light or Moon-light j but at 
laft they were fenfiblc it was Broad-day. 

The %th they diftribuied the Bread they had left a- 
mong thcmleivcs, and regulated every Man's propor<« 
lion to four Puunds five Ounces in eight Days ; where- 
as before, fo much ferved only for five or fix Day& 
As to the FiHi and Flelh, they did not think fit to make 
any distribution of them; but they wanted Drink, 
and the Beer they had was of noftrcngrh. The lub 
they made a Trap to catch Foxes, and cook one imme- 
diately. The Trap was a Hoop fitted up wich a Net 
made t>f Packthread, and (b contriv'd, ibac when the 
Fox came under it he was faft. When the Fox was 
catch'd, they had a Contrivance for pulling both him 
and I he Trap into the Hutt. 

The iir/j/hey diltributcd the Wine, to every Man 
. at the rate of two little Cups a day ; belides which 
they had nothing to drink but Snow-water. The i %tb 
theA . Jler gave every one a piece of coarfe Cloth to 
cover hiinfclf againft the Cold. The i^th they opened 
the Trunk where the Sheets were, and diftributed 
them to make Shirts ; for the preffing Neceifities 
made them tt(e all means to eafe andc^afon thon- 
felves. 

The 
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The 20/^ the Weather being pretty fair, theywafh* 
cd their Linncn ; but as foon as they took it cue of 
boiling Water to wring ic, it freez'd immediately : 
Nay, when they held their Shirts before the Fire, one 
(ide always freezd while the other thaw'd, and for that 
reafon they were oblig'd to put the frozen fide in boil* 
ing Water to thaw it. 

The zid they eat a great Dutch Cheefe all together^* 
oitt of ievenceen they had kfc, and diftributed the reft, 
leaving every one to their own husbandry. The 
they catched fomc Foxes with the Traps rbac they uuuie 
of thick Boards loaded with Stones. 

The two of the Seamen bathed being not weli,and 
after the Bach theSurgeon ga vetbema Poi^e, whicbeas'd 
chenEi mightihr. The %6tb^i7th,2ni zM^it mf^d (o teni* 
bly^and the onow rofefohigh, that they were block'd up 
in their Hutt, and were not able to come out upon any 
occafion. But the i<^th the Weather clearing up, they 
made a way with Shovels, and getting through a hole 
they had made, they found their Traps cover'd with 
Snow; but they clear'd them, and took that day a 
Fox, which was good and necefTary Food then, be- 
caufe they could get nothing elfe, and made themielves 
Caps of the Fox-skins againftthe cold Weather. 

Decemb. J ft. the Snow Cm up their Hutc aguo, 
which caufed fo great a fmoak when they made Fire^ 
that they were£[urced to lie a-bed all day, except ths 
Cookt who got up to dre(s their Vidnals. The id 
tbey made uie of &one$ which they put into the Five^ 
and being very hot, put them into cbeir Beds to warm 
tfaemfelves ; fuch was the extremity of cheCold. 

The 3^, as they lay in their Beds they heard the Ice 
of the Sea cracking with fo great a noife, that they 
fancy'd the Mountains of Ice which they faw in the 
Summer, were broken in pieces^ and heap'd again one 
upon another. 

They were two or three days without fo good Fire 
as they ufed to have, upon which occafion it froze fo 
hard in the Hutt, that tne Ice was two Inches thick up* 
on the Floor, againft the Wall, and even in their fieas« 
Tbeothey mended the Twelve-Hours Glafs, and cook 
care to keep it well^ that they might know how to cal- 
culate the time $ for the Froft had fiop*d the Motion ol^ 
the Clock, DOCwidiftaadiM that tim ammmed the 
Wcightf. " D » Jbm 
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The 6th, the Weather was fo intolerably cdd, that 

they could fcarce endure it ; they look'd very pitifully 
unon one another, thinking it would kill them all at 
laft ; and indeed it was To cold that the greateft Fire 
would not warm them. The S«ck of Seres, which is a 
very ftrong r.nd pood Wine, was frozen, and they were 
obiigedto chaw it every two days, when they diftribu- 
ted ro each Man half a Pint ; and bcfides that they had 
nothing but Snow Water , which was a very cold 
Drink in the Condition they were in. 

The 71^ was aUb a very cold day, whereupon they 
confulted how to prefcrve themfelves againft it, and it 
was refolvedto Ifetch the Sea<oal$ out of the Ship, be- 
caufe they make a good and lafting Fore. About Even- 
ing they made Fire with that Coal, which wanned 
them cxtreamly, but they repented it afterwards; fot 
fearing to be cold again, they ftopc up the Windows, 
and all the Holes in the Hatt, to keep themfelves hot» 
and rhcn went to bed very merry, talked almoft all 
night ; but at length they were all fo giddy and iight- 
hcnded, rhat rhcy" could not ftand, fomeof them craw- 
led to the Chimney, others to the Door and open'd it, 
but he that opened the Door, fell down into the Snow 
andfwooned away. Dc Veer who heard him fall, ran 
to him, and throwing a litdc Vinegar upon his Face, he 
cametohimfelf again. 

The Door being opened, the cold Air which was in- 
fufferable before, rccovcr'd them again, or clfe * they 
bad certainly been dead. Then the Matter gave every 
one a glafs of Wine to comfort them. 

The 9f/>, I of 6, and lui, the Weather was clear, 
fair, and Star-light ; but fo cold, that it is impoffible to 
imapiiic it. 1 heir Shoes were froze as hard as Horn, 
and they could not put them on again. They made 
Sappers ot Sheep Skins, with three or four pair of Socks 
one upon another, to keep their Feet warm. Their 
Cloches were all over white with Snow,and glazed Froft ; 
when they Itaid a little while nbroad, the very Pii^- 
•ples they had on their Faces or Ears were frozen. 

The 14//J of the fame Month they took the Latitude, 
which was 76 deg. The i%ih &ven of them went to 
view the Ship ; the Water was one Inch higher in the 
iS days that cbey had been abfent from the Ship ; tho* 
it was in tnxh rather Ice than Water. They alfo 
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fimnd chat the Water they brought from Uotand was 
frozen* 

The i^h being Chriflmas'Bvv^ they flioverd away 
the Snow round about their Hutc, that they might go 
out ; and this indeed was their daily work. Though 
there was no Day-light, they could fee the Sea open \n 
feveral places, occafion'd undoubiedly by the cracking 
of the Ice ihcy had heard before. Cbnjhnaj'day was 
very cold. They heard fome Foxes, which they wifh- 
ed for, being in great want. The Fire was not power- 
ful enough ro heat them, they burnt their Stockings be- 
fore they could warn\ their Feet, and they fooner fmelt 
than they felt the burning of them 

Thus ended the Year 1 596. The beginning of 1 597 
was no lefs rigorous, for they were forced to leflen the 
proportion oi Wine, fi>r fear they ihould ftay too long 
in that place. 

They^ of they put up a Cloth upon a Stick, 

and (et iton the top of the Chimney, that tbev might 
know where the Wind was; but in a moment ihc lin- 
nen Cloth was frozen as hard as the Stick, and ihcrciorg 
could not turn. 

The ^th day the Weather being milder, they clear'd 
and open'd their Door, which had been fhut for fome 
days, and went to work to provide Neceflaries, as to 
clear Wood, €^c« which they carried to their Hutt for a 
time of need. 

Having work'd all day, they remember a in the E- 
vening that it was TweiftMaj^^ and therefore dcHrd the 
Mailer to give them leave to recreate themfelves a litr 
de in their Sufferings. They made Fritters, drank the 
IK^ine they had fpared out ot their (hare, chofe King 
and Queen, and were as merry as if they had been ac 
tbeir own Houfes in HoHimtl. 

Iheiotb they found the Water almoft a Foot high 
intheShip. The izth they took the heighthof the Star 
called the Bulls Eye, and found the Latitude of that Star 
and fome others that they had obferved, to agree with 
that of the Sun, and that they were in the 76 deg. ra- 
ther higher than lower. 

The I -ith the Weather was fair and calm, and they 
perceived that Day-light began toencreafe, for throw* 
jog a fidwl they coukl fee it nmning, and not before* 
ftotXL rhat day wy. went out every day tct walk, run, 

D 3 and 
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aocl cjrcrdfe ihemfclvcs. and found they began to re- 
vive and grow fiipplc again. They alio fxrrccived a lit- 
tle Redncfi on the Sky, v/V. Aurora the Forc-ronner ot 
the Sun. The Air in the day time was not fo cold by 
many degrees as before ; for now, when they made a 
good Fire in the Hutt, great pieces of Ice and Snow feU 
in their Beds , which never happened before 5 but ftill 
the Nights were eaually cold. 

The 1 8th Wood growing fcarce , they made a Coal 
fire, taking care not to flop up the Chimney ; by which 
means they were free from ihe inconveniency that annoy'd 
them before : They were as good Husbands of the Sea- 
coal as of Wood, and rather better, becaufe they were 
now in hopes of embarking again in their little Ships 
without Decks , where they fliould want a Coal-fire. 
At the fame time they were obliged to lelfen every Mans 
proportion of Bisket, partly by reafon of the confump- 
tion they bad akeady made , and partly becaufe the 
Tuns did not contain the due weight : Fox-Huudng 
was not now fo good as formerly, and their retreat was 
a Prognofttck that the Bears were coming again , who 
appear d a little while after. 

The Z4. was fine and clear. Heemsktrk, de Veer^ and 
another took a Walk along the Shoar on the South Git 
of Nova T^emhU. De Veer perceiving one fide of the 
Globe of the Sun, they returned full of joy to bring 
thefe glad Tidings to Barc7Ji:( and the reft. Barent:{, 
who was a skilful Pilot, would not believe it, for ac- 
cording to all computations the Sun coiild not be feen 
till a fortnight after ; the reft alTured him they faw it, 
and that difpuce ooade them lay fi W^gcr they were 
right. 

On the 25. and %6. tb^re was fo gr^at a Fog , that 
they could not fee one another, fo that thofe that laid 
the negative W^gev thought th^y liad won, but the vj. 
the Weather being dear , the whole Shins Company 
faw tl^. whole Qrde of the Sun upon the HorisBOS, 
from whence it was concluded , that thpy ba4 few a 
part of it the 241 h of the fame Month. 

However that difcovery being contrary to the opinio 
en of both Ancient and Modern Writers, and as feme 
jprctend, to the Courfe of Nature, and being inconfiitent 
with the rotijndity of the World, they thought many 

yio^M be of the o|^ioo liKU they were aufts^kcn> al- 
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1 edging, that fifice they bad been To long without feeing 
Day light, they had not kept an exacft account of the 

number of the days, bur had skipt fome over in Bed, 
or in their Sleep ; and in fine, th.it by foinc accident or 
othcr,therc was abfolutely an Error in their Calculation. 

*Bnt being certain of what they had fecn, to con- 
vince the World of it, they fct down every thing iq 
writing. They faw then the iirfl time the Sun inAijua* ' 
r///x, in 5 Deg. 2$ Min. and according to their former 
Cottipucadon,ic (hould have been in the 1 6 Deg. 27 Min, 
before ic could appear in the Latitude of 76 £^g, where 
they were. 

Tbefe things fo contradidory one to anotfaetr, caofed 
more admiration, though they were aloioft fure they 
were not miftakeo in; the Calculation of dme. They 
kept anexaA Journal of all that happen'd day by day, 
without skipping one, and always look'd on their Watch- 
es, and when their Watches were out of order, made 
ufe of the 1 2 hours Glafs. 

However they ftuiied to reconcile what appeared fo 
contrary, and to difcover the truth about the Computa- 
tion of time. They examined the Ephemcrides^ or A- 
ftronomical Tables of Jofeph Scale^ primed at Venice^ 
which begin in 1389, and continued to o jo; wherein 
they found that on the li^h of January^ the iame day 
they faw the Sun, the Moon and Jupiter were in coo- 
jon<3ion at one of the Clock in the Morning at Venice, 

Upon this Remark, they were curioos in obferving 
what faour .oC, the Night thefe two Planets (hould be in 
conjundtion at the place where they theii were, an4 
found they were in conjunction five hours later than at 
Venice^ that is to fay, about fix in the Morning ; by 
this they perceived, that thoi • Planets (till approach'4 
to one another till about fix m the Morning, and then 
were in Conjunilion, the one being diredtly above 
the other in the Sign Taurus. This Conjuncflion 
was cxa(5Hy accordmg to the Compafs, North- North- 
paft, and the Merid.an of the Compafs was South- 
South- Weft, the Moonbeine then cigh; Days old, by 
which it appear'4>thac the Spn and the Moon were eighf 
Kumbs diftant one from another. / 

The di^erence then between the place where they 
w^re and yenice, were five bouts in Longitui^e ; an^ 
fti^poling chat^ oi^e may e^fily t^ckon how iijiuch fur- 
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tbcr they were to the Eaft than Venice, vi:(. five hours, 
every hour being 15 Deg. which makes 75 Dcg. whence 
it appear d they were not millaken in their calculation ; 
for by thefe two Planets, they found the true Longi- 
tude, Venice lying in 37 Dcg 25 Min. Longitude, and 
the Declination being 46 Deg 5 Min. it follow'd, that 
the Hucc in 14ova. ^cmbla, was in ill Dcg. 23 Min. 
of Longitade, and 76 Deg. of Laticud^ All which Cir* 
cumftances we put down, to convince the World ciiece 
was no Error in their Calculation. 

As CO the diftrence of time which was 1 5 days, that 
they faw the Sun in Nova S^embla^ fooner tteuiit (hould 
have appeared, we leave that to the Diflertation of the 
Learned. 

The fame day Jan. i6tJ\ one of the Seamen who 
was (ick and very weak, dyed about Midnight. The 
%']th they made a Grave in the Snow feven foot deep, 
and buryedhim. In digging it the co'd incommoded 
'em fo much, that they were forc'd to relieve one ano- 
ther. The -^ifi was a very tair day,theSun ihining very 
glorioufly. 

Feb. till the 7 it was very cold and ftormy, which 
was a great rfflldion lo'em, becaufethey had made no 
provifion of Wood, upon the profped of better Wea- 
ther. The Hucc was again furrounded with Snow, 
which fell as thick as ever, befides a great Fog ; in this 
pinch when they were niecefficatedco go out, they were 
not at. the trouble of clearing their Door as before, but 
crept out at the Chimney, and thofe who could not pafs 
that way, did their needs within Doors. 

On the ^th the Weather prov'd fairer again, the 
San rofe at South-South-Eaft, and fct nc South-South- 
Weft, according to the. Meridional leaden Dial, which 
they had let up in that place, which di£.r'd a little 
from their ordinary Compals. 

The they clean d their. Traps, and while they 
were about that Work, a great Bear came towards the 
Huct, whcrcinto they all run in great haft. One of the 
Seamen /hot her in the Brcaft, and the Beaft having 
leapr very high, fell down twenty or thirty Paces 'off 
the Hutt. She was alive ftiU when they came to her, 
and held up her Head, to fee in a manner who had 
Wounded hen 

• The 
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The Seamen who had fcveral times rry*d the ftrcngth 
of thofe favagc Beafts, killed her prefenrly with two 
Muskec-ihots ; then cbey ript open her Belly, and ha- 
ving taken out about hundred pcundt weight of Far« 
they melted it to burn in their Lamps, for they had 
been without Light in the Night*time a pretty whilb. 
The Bears skin was 9 Foot long, and 7 Broad. 

On the they had no more Wood to burn, and 
the Weather continued very cold. In this extremity 
they went up and down to gather pieces of wood and 
fticks to warm thcmfelves; but the iid the Weather 
growing milder, they went out with Sledges to fetch 
home Wood, but the ground was fo covered with 
Snow, t'was impolTible ro find any. However they 
went further, and got a few fticks at lift ; but with fo 
much pams and fatigue, that they could hardly reach 
the Huttagain, the cold was fo excedlvc. 

Coming near the Hutt, they faw the Sea open in le* 
veral places, which comforted them, in hopes of a fpeei- 
dy departure. 

On the %itb ten of them went again to fetch Wood, 
the eleventh could not help them, having loft his great 
Toe by the cold ; but they had no lefs Fatigue in this 
laft Journey, than in the other. 

March the %th, there was no more Ice to be feen in 
the Sea on the Nonh-Eaft fide, which made 'cm think 
there was a vaft Sea to the Norch-Eaft of them. 

The <)th chcy faw firdier, and difcover d that the 
Sea was all open H) rbe North- Eaft ; bur on rhc llde of 
Tartary they law Ice, whence they infer'd, thar the Sea 
on that fide was but narrow, they imagined alio that 
ihev faw Land, when the Weather was fair. 

On the ij^h the Wind was at Eaft-North-Eaft, but 
lb high, and fo extream cold, that the Sea frace as hard 
as ever ; and the Seamen who had indifferently well 
recovered their Health, relapfed again. And from that 
very day the cold grew harder, and more nnfufferable 
than before. An accident (b unexpeAed diihearmed 
the whole Ships-Crew fo much, that they loft all hopes 
of returning to their own Country. 

April the 6th^ in the Nighc-rime a Bear came to the 
Hutr, and they arcemprcd to kill her, but the Fcg was 
fo great i hat they mifs'd her, and befidcs that Misfor- 
tune 9 tbck Gunpowder Wasfo wet it would not take 
. - • = .. . - 
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fire. The Beat came down rhe Snow ftcps to the 
Door of the Hutt, and attcmpced to get in ; but the 
Mafter held the Door fo faft, that the Savage Bcaft 
went away. It returned again about two hours after, 
and getting upon the top of the Huct, made fuch a 
dreadful noife, than they werr ail terribly frightned. 
Afterwards (he got to the Chimney, and made fuch 
ftpon^ eflSms to pull it down, chat they fear'd (1 e would 
pull It down at laft. However, (he tore the Sail in 
^eoes that was put about the Huct, and ib Oieer'd 
off* 

The Zth and the Wind being at Somb-Weft, the 
Ice went quite away ; but on toe loth a vehement 
North-Eaft-Wind brought it in again in fuch great heaps, 
that the Sea was covered with it, efpecially towards the 
Shoar. 

That terrible cold laftfd till the i ^thy and then the 
Seamen went on board uo view the Ship, and found 
her in the fame condition as formerly. Returning to 
^their Hurt, th yfawa Bear coming towards them, but 
putting themfeives in a pofture of Defence, the Bear 
retired. They advanced to the place whence (he came, 
to fee whether they could find a Cave, but found only 
a great hole in the Snow about five or fix Foot deep, 
narrow at the entry, and broad within. 

Going afterwards to the Sea^de, they faw the Sea 
cover*d all over with Heaps and Hocks of Ice, fo Ar« 
tifidally difpos'd, that one would have been tempted 
to think they were Houfes of fome great City, adorn- 
ed with Towers, Steeples, B iftlons and Walls. Seven 
of them on the 17^^ went to view the Ship again, and 
feeing the Water open, ventured to go from one piece 
of Ice to another, till they came to the Water, which 
they had not done in fix or feven Months before. Then 
they faw a little Bird diving into the Water, which 
Blade them believe the Water was more fpread and o- 
pen then formerly. 

The \%tb they took the Lati^de , W{« 75 Deg, 
58 Min. 

Mi; the firft they boiled |he feft of their Meat, which 
was as good as ever; but wh^it was boyled, it would 
not keep at all,' 

The ^Jthe Wind being alSoath-We^ and yerv 
high) ijC fwept away al) the l^e ui t|e roaiq Qc§an, and 
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every one began to talk of embarking, and returotng 
jtato HoSand^ after fo long a Sray, and fufierbg fo many 
Hardihips. The all ' the reft of the Ice was quite 
carryed away » except what coodnacxl about the 

Ship. 

In the mean while the beft and moft fubftantial part 
of their Vidnalf » fiich as Flefli, Oatmeal, &e. failed 
them, at a time when they were in a great neoeffity, 
and wanted ftrength to undergo fo many Difficulties 9 
and therefore the Matter diftributed the reft of the Ba- 
con, of which they had enough for three Weeks, at 
two Ounces per day for every Man. 
. May the 4^/;, five of them went on board the Ship, 
and found her more furrounded with Ice than ever. 
For in the middle of March, (In- was but 75 Paces from 
the open Water, and now flie was 500. 'Twas cer- 
tainly a great Afflidtion to them, for they knew nor 
how to draw the Boat or the Sloop to Sea. One of 
the Seamen faw a Bear at the Door of the Hutt, but 
flie retired as foon as (he heard the noife of the Sea- 
men. Thefe Savage Bea^s now began to be more af- 
fraid, and dorftnoc attack the Men as they did at their 
firft coming. 

On the ^th when the Sun was at the loweft, they 

faw it high enough above-ground. The jth and iti 
the Snow fell fo thick, that they were forced to keep 
in their Hutts ; and fome of the Seamen propofed to 
tell the Matter, it was time to depart, but none durft 
fpeak to him about it ; bccaufe he had affured them, 
they (hould not go away before the end of July, hoping 
by that time the Ship would get off* the Ice, that being 
the faireft feafon 01 the Year. The <)th the whole 
Ships Company being defirous to fee their own Coun- 
try again, beg'd Barents^ to fpeak to the Matter, and , 
perfwade him to depart ; but Barenr:( by giving them 
good words, perfwaded than to ftay longer. 

The I stb Baretux being again importun'd by the Sail- 
ors, fpoke tothe Maflber, whoanfwer^dhim. bewould 
only ftay till the end of this Month, and then if the 
Ship was not off the Ice and able to go, they would 
Rig up the Boat and Sloop, and go from hence. This 
Relblution extreamly plealed the Seamen, though they 
thought the time long; for the SlooD and the Boat 
yrottft bfiagre^i yib^ i% gtting for a VoyagC; r 
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On the 10/^ and the Wind being atNorch-Eaftt 
brought in the Ice again; however, every o".e by the 
Mafters confent, began ro provide what rhinf he thonght 
was neceflary for the Voyage. The 23// in the After- 
noon they took the Ladtndey and found it to be 76 
Deg. as they had done before. The %6th and xjth the 
fame Nortfai-Eaft-Wind continuing brought more Ice, 
and the Seamen laying hold of the opponunity, pref- 
fed the Matter to depart, and he gave them leave to 
make ready all neceffary Provifions and Stores. 

The z^jth ten Men acccmpted to haul the Boat near 
the Hutt to refit her, fhe was fo deep in Snow, that 
they had much a do to get her off ; and when that was 
done, found theinfelves lb weak, that they were nc 
able to draw her. This troubled them exceeding! 
for they really rhought they ihould dye at iaft in the 
place. The Mafter encouraged them ro try again, faying 
unlefs they refolved to be Burghers of Nova S^embla, and 
be buried there, they muft Refit the Boat, without 
which it was impoffible to return into Holland. This 
Exhortation was as ftrong and perfwafive as toold be. 

But what can the force of Words and Reafon doa« 
gainft a Phylkal Impoffibtlity ? However, the poor 
Seamen being weakncd by their long Pilgrimage, and 
tir'd with hard Libour, could not continue long at it: 
Therefore they rcftcd awhile, and after Dinner try'd 
their ftrengch agi in. Thcv made a hard Ihift to turn 
the Sloop upfide down on the iidc of the Hutc^ and then 
began to refit her. 

While tht y were thus hard at work, a furious Bear 
came fiercely towards them ; upon which they all ran 
into the Hutt, and ftood at the three Doors with Guns ; 
and one of them go: up :h2 Chimney with a Musket. 
The Bear furioudy advancd towards them, and came 
near one of the 9oors without being feen by the Man 
chat guarded it, who was looking another way; Thofc 
withmleeing her, cry*d out to nim to have a. crare. 
He immediately turned his Head, and (hot the Bear 
through the Body, which made her prefently run a« 
way. 

Thofe within were terribly frighted when they faw 
the Bear going to devour that Man ; for if the Priming 
had not taken fire, as fometimcs it happen'd, he had 

certainly been devoured a ^ perhaps the wild Bend 

would 
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would have alfo got iato the Hucc» and done a great 
deal more mifchief. 

But being ihoc quite through, they knew Ihe could not 
go far ; and when they favv her fall, they ran out with 
Arms, and kiU'd her quite ; and having ript up her 
Belly, they found Pieces of Sea-Dogs in her which weft 
not yetdigefted. 

The '^otb^ thofethat were able to work in re-fitting 
the Bark, wentabontit; others mended the Sails, and 
prepar'd all things nece&ry for their Departure. 

Aoodier Bear came cowards them ; but they kilTd 
her prcfently. The laft Day of the Month another 
Bear approach'd to the Workmen, and forced them to 
. leave their Work, and retire into their Hurt. The 
^Jpear followed them ; but three Men (hooting at her all 
'^tonce, they kili'd her : But it had like to have coft 
them very dear ; for having boird and eat her Liver, 
they all fell very lick, cfpecialjy three of them, who 
were in great danger of their Life : But ac length they 
recover d, which made the reft very joyfiil ; for the 
Lofs of three Men would have been a great (fiadtaooe 
to their Return. 

Having recovered their ftrengdi, Jun. 3. they went 
sdxmt re-fitting the Boat, which was ready inudays. 
About Evening the Weft Wind blew fo high, diat the 
Seas were open, and they prepar*d to embark* 

The 4 th^ Eleven of them went to the Boat ac the Set- 
fidf, and haul'd herto the Ship. 

There they left three Men to re-fic the Boat or Bark, 
which was but very litde and fharp at the Stern, and 
therefore they made her broad abaft, and added Planks 
to the fides to rife her higher, that ihe might the better 
endure the Sea. 

The reft of the Ships Ctew imploy'd thcmfelvef; in 
d\e Hutt to get all things ready for their Voyage. Thac 
fame Day they carry 'd two Sledges 6x11 df Provifions 
and other NccefTaries from the Hutt to the Ship> half 
way to theplace where the Sea was open, that they nughe 
Juve lefs Trouble when they (hould Embark. 

The 6$hy they loaded two Slectees with Piavifioos and 
\liiienckaiidt8e* Afterwards there kumed a great Scorn 
from the Soadi^Weft with Snow, Hail, and abundance 
of" Rain, which they had not fccn for a long time, 
which obli^U the Carpenters to leave work, and retire 

with 
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With all the reft of the Seamen into the Hutt, which 
was all in a Flood ; for they had taken away the Boards 
to rc-fic the little Boats, and left only the Sail to cover 
it. fiefides the Way to the Hutt, which had been fall 
of Snow, began to thaw ^ fo ibac the Men were forced 
to pat their Leather Shooies on again which they had 
thrown away, and gladly to make ihift with tbem againft 
the Water. 

The they pack'd tip the beft and choiceft of tbrir 

Merchandize, wrapping them in Skins to preferve them 
from Water. The %th they carry'd the Packs aboard 
the Ship, and the fame day the Carpenters had fitted up 
the Bark, and drawn the Sloop to the Ship. The lo.they 
made four Turns with the Sledge ioadea. They pou- 
red the Wine they had left into fmall VefTels to diitri- 
bute it into the two Boats, that if one of them was dos'd 
up by the Ice, as probably it would happen, they might 
eafily tranlpon all things from one to.the other, or ua* 
load them upon the Ice to be carry'd off afterwards. 

On the I \th there hapned a very great Storm from 
the North-North- Weft, which pot them into Fear that 
it had broke the Ice upon the Sea-fide, and had (jplit 
the Ship in pieces, in which they had lodg*d their beft 
Provifionsand Merchandize, which woald have been 
the greateft Misfortune ^ bat God preferv*d them 
from it. 

The 1 2^^, they went with Axes, Spades, and other 
Inftruments, to level a Way that they might draw the 
two Boats to the Sea. The Work was very bard ; for 
they were forc'd to break the Ice, to dig, to carry away 
the Earth, and indure a great Fatigue ; but that which 
moft vex'd them, was to fee a huge great Bear coming 
from the Main-fea of Tartary upon a Piece . ot Ice. 
None of the Sailors had Arms but the Surgeon who ' 
hadaMuskec ^ therefore D9 Vtu run to the Ship to 
fetch Arms* 

The Bear who faw him, followed him, and wonU | 
cciitainly have overtaken him if Ihe had not been IboCi J 
Being woaaded, (he tnm'd towards the Ships Crew, ] 
and the Surgeon (hot again, and gave her another Wound. | 
Then (he went away but very (lowly, becatife of the I 
Unevennefs of the Ice. At laft (he was (hoc in lb ma- 
ny places, that (he dy'd* 

The 
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The iph^ beinga fair Day, the Mafter^nd the Car- 
penter went aboard, and made afi end of re*fitting 
the Boat and the Sloop, which were ready to be 
launch'd. The W.^J-ers being open, a frefli South-Weft 
Wind blowing, the Mafter told Bareni:^^ who was long 
fince fick, that he was refolv'd to Embark, which the 
Seamen heard to their great fatisfaffion, and went inft- 
mediately to lanch the two Boats. 

Then Barent:( wrote a Journal of their Voyage, with 
all the Particulars from Holland to Nova J^embhy of 
their Abode in that Ifland, and of their Return ; and 
ftuck ii in the Mouth of a Musket, which he hang'd 
over the Chimney, that if any body (hould ever come 
in that Place, they might read it» and know aU their 
Adventures. 

Now fince their Voyage in the two little fioats would 
certainly ezpofe them to many Dangers ; therefim 
the Mafter wrote two Letters fign d by all the Seamen, 
and laid them up feparately in the Sloop and in the 
Bark. The Letters contained all their Sufierings and 
HaidAips during their abode in &c and 

that they thought fit to write thofe two Jomrnab, tfaac 
if their fioats flioold be feparatedone from another bv 
a Storm or other Acddeot, or if one of them Aoiild 
perifh, they might know by the other every Circum- 
ftance of their Voyage, and Abode, as a living Tefti* 
mony of what the Seamen con Id relate. 

Having tlius prepared all things, they Hauled the 
two Boats to the Sea, and eleven Sledges loaded with 
Provifions, Wine, and Merchandize, vit^. fix Packs of 
fine Woolen Cloth, a Trunk full of Linnen Cloth, two 
Packs of Velvet, two little Trunks full of Money, two 
Tuns of all Neceifaries and Stores, thirteen Tuns of 
Bread, one of Cbeefc. a Barrel of fiacon, two of Oyl, 
fix of Wine, two of Vinegar, and the Seameos Ooatlis. 
All thefe made fuch a Ihow when they were taken out 
of the Ship, that one- would have th^»ht» t'was i»- 
poffiUe to embark them aU in the two fioats. 

iUl things being on Boards Barents^ and another fick 
Seamian puton board, and then they iigoed the two 
Journals above mentioned. 

In fine, the i^th of yune 1597. about fix in the 
Alorning they weighed Anchor, and failed from Nova 
Xembia with a Weft- Wind. Tiicy came that day to the 
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Cape of Jfiands^ where meeting with a great deal of Icff,' 
thty were furrounded and ftopt by it, and under an 
appreienfion of never coming orf again. Four of them 
went a-ftioar lo know the Country, and killed four 
Birds with ftones. The 1 5/// the Ice breaking a little, 
they doubled the Cape of BitJUngue^ and came to the 
Cape of Defire. 

The 1 6th they failed to the Ifland of Oravge^ aol 
landed chei^ ana making a good fire melted Snow, 
and jgfs the Water in Bottks to drink. Three cither 
Seamen got upon the Ice into another Ifland, wboe 
they took three Birds ; bat the Mafter who was one 
of them, fell in a hole of Ice and was in great danger 
of hi i.te by the Rapidity oi the Stream. They broil- 
ed the Birds for the fick. j 

Having put to Sea again, and being arrived at tfc 
Cipe of Iccy the two Boats met again, and the Mafter 
laluting Btrenc:(, and asking how he did, Barent:^ told 
him, ht was better, and had no mind to dye yet. Then 
he enquired whether they were come to the Cape of 
Ice^ and being anfwer'd yea, hedefiredtobe lifiedup 
to fee it once more» which he had time enough to do 
iorcbey weie be£eged with Ice. 
. On the I y^ir in the Morning the Ice run and ftmck 
the two Boats with lb great a noife, that they were aD 
under a great Gonfteman'on, and thought of nothing 
elfe than Death ; for they imagined it was impofliMe 
to ftem the Currents of fo ftrong (helves of Ice that 
were floating about, nor to avoid being carrycd away 
with them 5 for they were fo clofe block'd up becweeii 
two fhelves, that they bid adieu to one another. 

But at laft recalling their Courage, they approached 
to the firm Ice in order to faften the Boats to it with a 
Rope; but no body would venture to faften theRope,tbe 
danger was lb great : However fince it was fo abfolutely 
necefllary to fave their Lives at this laft extremity, De 
Vnr^ who was nimbler than all the reft, took die 'Rope, 
and leaping from one flake of Ice to another, got to me 
firm Ice, and faftned the Rope to it. 

All the Seamen fbrfook their J^im^ and carried the 
fick with them, wrapt up in Sheets, upon the ke; bat 
at laft by unbding thd Boats^ and and hatiling them 0- 
ver thrice, they were delivered from the Death which 
they thought unavoidable. . -

The i%th they re-fitted the two Boats which were ve- 
ry much damaged by the Ice ; and having found Wood 
to melt ihePicch and Tar, they wcnr akcr rhac a I'hore, 
to look for Eggs for the lick, who asked for fome, but 
ihey could find none, and brought only four Birds. 

On the i<)th the Ice furrounded them worl'e than ever. 
They favv every where nothing ellc bur Ice and no Wa- 
ter, lo that they were quite our of hopes of Deliverance, 
any otherwife than by a Miracle. The %oth the Mafter'i 
Mate came on board the Sloop, and reported that oiye 
of the Seameh was a-dying, upon which Bire^it:;^ tokl 
him that he could fcarce furvive him ; but the Seamen 
feeing him looking in a Map that was made by De 
Veer; of all the Places they had feen in their Voyage^ 
thottghc lie was well enough. They fat by him, and 
entertained him with feveral Difcourfes, till Barent:( 
laying down the Map, bid De Veer give him fome Drink, 
and having drunk found himfelf very ill, and dyed fo 
fuddenly, that they had no time to call the Mafter, 
who was then in the little Bark. The other Seamen 
dyed immediately after. They were all mightily con-* 
cerned at the Death of Barent:;^^ as a Perfon in whom 
they had a great Confidence, he being a judicious fi« 
lot, and an able Mariner. 

T^e izd the Wind blowing a frefh Gale at Soiuh«» 
£aft>chey faw the Sea open in many places, bur wereia 
nreat concern how they fliould dftw the fioac above 50 
Paces over the Ice to the Water,, and about 30 Pacei 
more upcfn Ice againv before they icoald be able to fail i 
however they dTid it with a great deal of courage^ 
and put to Sea between four and five in the Morning. 
About Noon they found Ice again, bur in the Evening 
it broke like a Since. Then they failed a long th^ 
Coaft, and were again lurrounded with Ice, and not- 
withitanding all their Induftry, could not clear them- 
fc Ives from it. At lait the Sea being open» theyfteer'd 
away to the Wett. 

On the 23 / abou: nine in the Morning they came 
to the Cape of Trooft^ where they Itay'd a while for 
fear of the Ice. The fame day they took their Lati* 
tude, and found it 76 Deg. 30 Min. The Sun (hone 
out finely, but was not hoc enough to melt (heSnow^ 
which annoyed em mndi, for chcy bad not one drop 
of Water to dtinlu 
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Tlie i^th at Noon they got o!f the Ice by the hclp^ 
of their Oars, and failing inTo chcMain, had a clear 
courfc CO the Ccipe of Htffatd, which rhcy law about 
three Leagues eft. Three Seamen Jnnded there, and 
brought a litrle Wood to boil fome Pap which they 
called Marfumtnore^ to warm their ftomsck. 

The lyh and z6th a great Storm arofe from the 
South, which broke the Ice where the Boats were fa- 
ttened. The Boats being ioofe went to the Main, and 
were in danger of being loft, it being impoflxble to 
draw them to the firm Ice. Seeing the)' could not 
row again ro the fhoar with their 0.irs» they ftcer'd 
along the Coaft. The Bark Maft broke twice, which 
forced them to make ule of the main Sail ; but h was 
hardly pilt up before the Wind blew fe hard, that if 
they hadoot ftmck it prelently, the Boat had certainly 
funk, and the whole Company had been drown'd ; bat 
it feems their hour was not come, for on a fudden there 
arofe a great North-Wind which produced a calm, 
and favcurrd their courfe ro the firm Ice, though 'twaa 
attended with great trouble and danger. 

When they were arrived there, they lookt out to try 
if they could fee the Sloop and not lecing it, they 
failed through the Ice abou' a Lenguc but law nothing, 
then rhey began ro fear- Itoe was loft. In the mean 
while there arofe a great F^g, which obliged De Veers 
Crew to difcharge a Mu ke , that the other might 
anfwer if they heard ihe nolte ; which ihcy dtd» and by 
that Signal met togerher again. 

The ifth they fteer^d about a League along the We* 
fteriy Coaft of the Cape of Hnffau^ where they f aw a 
long the flioar more Sen^ewt upon the Ice, than they 
ever did before, for they were innumerable. They 
iawalib a flight of Birds, and killed twelve of them. 
The they unladed all their Goods, and laid them 
upon the firm Ice, and alfo hailed their BoafS upon 
if, becaufe the Wind coming Irom the Sea, blew the 
Flakes of Ice towards them wirh great violence. 

As foon as they got to the Ice, they made Tents 
with the Sails, and lay under them to reft thcmfelves, 
having firft pofted a Sentinel. About Midnight three 
Bears came to the Boars ; the Sentinel feeing them, 
cry*d out Three Be^s^ Ti/ree Bears : TbeSounen wak'd 

at Che Noiii^ and caoie ottt of their Tcnci^ wkh A4u(- 
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kcts charg'd only with fmali Shot to kill Birds. How- 
ever, cho' this (hot did not wound them, yec it made 
them retire a little way ; upon which they loaded theic 
Muskets with Bullets, and kili'd one of them. The 
other TWO ran away, but came back again the next day 
about Three in the Afteitioon to the laxtie Place wbers 
the Bear was lying dead ; and one of them ^arry'd 
lier away in her Mouth a great way off upon the 
ice, where both of them fed upon her. The Seamed 
perceiving them, (hot off a Musket, and made them 
run away. Then four of the Sailors went to the place, 
and found the dead Bear wa«i half devour'd in fo iTiorc 
a time, but admir'd (ince Ihe was lb big and hcavy^ 
how one Bear could carry her away in her Mouth ; 
for four of them could hardly life the reft from the 
Ground. 

On the ^oth, the Wind being at Weft, blew the Ice 
away to the Eatt. They again faw two Bears approa- 
chingupori a Float of Ice, which they tck>k to be the 
iame that had vifited them the day before. TheBesut 
made at firft as if they meant to attack the Crew ; hnt 
at laft they took another Courfe. About lo in the 
Morning another appearM upon the firm Ice, bat !€• 
tir*d upon their making a Noife. 

?itiy thtifi, at fix in the Morning, about the Break 
of day, they £iw another Bear upon the Ice who fwom 
towards the firm Ice, but return'd when ihe heard the 
Voice of the Seamen. About 9 a-clock lome Shelves 
of Ice coming from the Sea, ran with fuch Impetuofity 
againft the firm Ice where the Seamen had lodg'd their 
Boats, that they broke the ke in leveral Pieces, and 
fet their Boats a-floar. This was a very unhappy Ac- 
cident; for all the Packs of Goods lay upon the Ice^ 
and moft part of them fell into the Water. 

Then chey were forc'd to draw the Sloop over tbi$ 
Ice near the Shore where they thought to be left inoooio 
vaoitd by the Floats of Ice. Bat having drawn up the 
Sloop when they went tofetch the Packs^beyxanasgieat 
a rifque as ever ; for wlule they endeavour'd to take up a 
Pack, thelcebrokeio twoandcany'damytlie Pack 
Nay, it broke even wider their Feet; ib that they cobSA 
iiotimagine by what means to ikredieir Live% 
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The fame DiiHculty they had about the Boat ; for 
the Ice broke under them, and they werecarry'd away 
with her. She was burc in feveral Place$,erpecially where 
ifae had been mended. The Maft was broken,. the 
Beam, and the whole Boat was almoft in Pieces. There 
was a Seaman fick on board, and they had oiuch ado 
to cake him our ; for the Flakes of Ice floated fo ftrong, 
and hit fo hard apainft one another, that they were in 
danger every M(jment to have a Leg or an Arm broken, 
or to lofe their Lives. 

Ac laft, after much Pains and Fatigue, the Ice broke 
a little, and did noc run with fuch a Force as before. 
Then they returned to their Boat, and drew her again 
upon the firm Ice near the Sloop, that (he might be , 
more out of danger. That Work lafted from fix in 
the Morning till fix in the Evening ; and the Labour 
was fo hard, that the Seamen were almoft fpent. They 
loft that Day two Tuns of Bisket, a Cheft full of Lia* 
nen Cloth, a Tun full of Seamens Cloaths and Stores , 
fi>r the Boats, the Aftronomical Circle, a Pisck of Scar- 
let Ctofh, a Barrel of Oil, one of Vine, and another < 
of Cheefc. 

July 2. about half an Hour paft Four in the After- 
noon, the Weather being fairer, fix Men wenc a- 
bout re-ficcing the Bark, while fix others went afhorc 
to fetch Wood ; who brought alfo Stones, which they 
laid upon the Ice to make Fire to melt fome Pitch 
and Tar to pitch the Boat. They alfo brought a Piece 
of Wood to make them a Maft, and found Trees 
lying upon the Ground with Wedges by them to 
cleave it, which made them believe that fome body 
had been there before. The Bark was re-fitted by 
Two in the Morning ; after v^ch they roafted fome 
Birds they had kiU'd, and eat them with a ?ery good 
Appetite. 

On the 9^, they (ent two Men to fetch in fteft 
Water, who found two of their Oan, the Whip- 
ftaff of the Helm of the Bark, the Trunk fiill of 
Linnen-Cloth, and a Hat. They carry'd with them 
as much as they could, and being come back, four o- 
thcr Seamen went to fetch the reft, and laid it upon the 
Ice till they fail'd. 

The ^th was fo fine a Day, that they had not feen 
the like iince they came upon the Coaft of Novs 
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j^mhla ; therefore they took this Opportunity to 
wafli the Pieces of Velvet with Snow Water, which 
liad been wet by Sale- Water, and then pacfc'd ^hem 
up again. The 5^^, 7a6» Harlem dy*d, and the fame 
day the Ice began to float again with great Violence. The 
'jth they kiird 13 Birds, and feafted upon chem the nexc 
Day 

The 9rZ> the Ice continu'd to float, and the Waters 
were open on the fide of the Land. The fir m Ice to 
which our Boars were faftntd, began alio ro break and 
float, which obi'g'd the Seamen to draw the Boats ^40 
Paces and above, irto Water. This was a terrible 
Piece of work, that they would never have nndergone 
but in hopes 10 Cave their Lives. About 7 or 8 in the 
Morning they fet fail ; but at fix in the Evening they- 
were forced p ftand to the Shore, and to harbour up- 
on the Ice again, which was ikeady and firm in chat 
Place. 

The lotb they try'd to make their way through the 
Flakes of Ice, and row'd till cbey found tnemfelves be* 
twecn two great Surfaces of Ice. like large Plains joy o- 
ing together at one End. There they were forc*d a« 

gain to unhide their 'floats, tranfport the Ladinp;, and 
draw it ihcmfelves above 100 Paces upon the Ice» 
they fvjund the Waters open. Then they began to 
row again ; but that did not laft long ; for they were 
oblig'd ro go on foftly to crofs a htcle Reach of Wa- 
ter between two other Surfaces of floating Ice, 
which they row'd through before chey met cogcchec 
again. 

Having got clear qf that Streigbc, the Wind \yas at 
Weft, and blew very ftrong a-hcad ; fo that they 
were forc'd 10 row with all their Strength to reach 
the firm Ice, which they did with much ado. Then 
they drew their Boats to it, and were aknoft fpent 
and in Oefpaii^ to fee theoitelves expos'd to (b many 
Dangers every Moment, and obllg'd to iindergo fucb 
intolerable Difficulties^ 

' The nth a huge fat Bear came towards them ; but 
they difpatch'd her with three Muskct-ii ors ; and the 
Fat which ran out ot her Wounds, and I'wamupon the 
Water, look'd like Oil. Some Seamen ventured to go 
to her upon a Float of Ice ; and having thrown a Rope 
about her Neck» tb^y dragg'd her to ch^m, and 
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took out her Teeth, and found her Body was eight 
Foot thick. 

After that three Men went into an Ifland right before 
them where they faw on the Weft fide the ifland of 
Crolfes. Then they vifited this laft Ifland to try if 
they could dtlcover any Signs or Marks of cbe RqA 
fians coming there again ; but feeing nothing that cbey 
look'd for, they found ^bout 70 Dack-Eggs, and with 
themretum'd co their Fellows, after baving been 1% 
Hours abfent. 

They faid, that going into the Ifland of Crofles, they 
were romecimes in Wacer upon Ice up to the Knees 
between the two Iflands, and that ih^^y had travcll'd 1 
about fix Leagues going and coming. The rcil admir'd 
their Courage in doing this while ibey were in To 
weak a Condition. However, they made altogether 1 
i lump uous nnd a joxfui Feaft of the Duck-Eggs, 
and d ftributed the Rem ainder of the Wine, each of 
them having about five Quarts. 

: The \6th another Bear came towards chem from the 
Shore, which they could hardly perceive, becaufe fbe 
was white as Snow ; but upon her nearer Approach 
. ihey ihot at her, and fo made her run away. The 
next day Tome o{ the Seamen going to the little !• 
fland to fee if the Waters were cpen> faw the iame Bear 
they had wounded the day before lying upon the Ice. 
As foon as (he heard, them (he made away ; but one 
of them followed her, and gave her fuch a (winging 
Blow wiih a grappling Iron, that the Hook pierced 
her Skin, and made her fail back upon her hinder 
Parts. After that, as he was going to ftrike her again 
the Bear broke the Grapples in pieces, ai d the Man 
fell backward, but was refcu'd from Danger by the 
Report of the other Scamcns Guns, which ntade bee 
runaway. The Man who fell down, ran afrer her a- 
gain, and gave her fo many Blows with the Head 
of his Grapple, that he almoft kill'd her. However 
ihe made lihree Attempts againft him,, till bis two 
Fellows ihot her through the Body, upon which (be 
fell upon her Back . and oould not rile. At laft, the 
next dhot made an end -of. her, dud then they pulTd 
0at her Teeth; 

The 1 they unladed' the Ships, and dragg'd them 
over the Ice, till they caaic to a Fkcc where the 6ea 
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was cpcn, A'cer rhar they J kcwife carr 'd the I ading 
to this ? 3ce, which lay ac the diftancc of above a 
Wile; lo grear w^re rheir repeated Facigaes, which 
they never choughr to iurmount. However ihey put 
CO Sea aga'n and iaii'd till after four in the AfteriKXMl» 
at v^hich (ime c)ie> met with L« again, and nverc 
forced to make as hard ibiic as tb«y had done many 
tinio«; before. At ^aft they pla nly perceiv'd the Iftand 
of CroiTos about a League d^ftant irom them. 

On the \t)th^ while die two Boats and the Seamen 
were upon the Ice, fevcn of the Men went about ^fix in 
the Morning into the Ifland of Crolfes, where they 
few the Sea cpcn in kvcral Places on tlie Weft fide; 
which caus'd fo great Joy amongl: them , that 
they made all the hafte in the World ro carry the 
good News ro their Fellows. They rook along with 
thcMTi about looEggs, which were diftnbuted among 
the or her Crew. 

About two in the Afternoon they wcnr to work 
to gee the Vt^ileis ready, and were forc'd to draw them 
above 270 Paces to the Water. Then they put to Sea 
again, and had fo fair a Courfc, that at fix in the £• 
yening they pa&*d the Ifland of Crclfcs, and foon after 
they law no more Ice to fpeak of. They fail'd Weft- 
South- Weft with a very fair £aft-North-£alt Wind, 
failing ten Leagues in 24 Hours, which gave them • 
great Encouragement that God would blcfs them with 
a lafe and fpeedy Return. 

The 20//;, about 9 in the Morning they doubl'd the 
^itck^Cip.-*, and about 6. in the Evening, faw the I- 
flind of Amir ante ^ which ihcy pnls'd about Midnight. 
There they Hiw above 200 i»ea-Cows upon the Ice, 
a Bank of Ice by which they pafs*d, and drove them 
from it, but repenccd ic afterwards. For thefe Beads 
being of an extraordinary Strength, fwam towards 
the Ships as if they would have attack'd rhem, and 
made a very threatnJng Noife. But the Wind being 
high, the Sh p^; faii*d too faftfor them ; and fo the Men 
Were deliver d from a ganger that their own Impm* 
dence had bccafion*d. 

On thexiyf they doubFd the Capes of PUneio and 
Langens:^ The iii, being near the Cape of Cata^ 
De Veer landed to get fome Eggs and Birds, but found 
aooe. About Noon they iteer'd towards a Rock that 
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was cover 'd with Birds, and k)ll d 22 of ihem with 
Stones, andor>e ot the Crew landing upon the Kock» 
brought away 13 Eggs. 

Abour 3. in I he Afternoon they came ro another 
Cape, where ilicy took 125 Birds out of their Neftf 
with their Hands ; for they were not afraid of Men, 
tho* doubtlefs they fear*d Foxes and other Wild Bcafts, 
and for that Reafon nefted on fteep Rocks. There 
was but one Egg in every Neft, which was upon the 
"Ground without either Straw, Feather, or any thing elfe 
to heat them in Inch cold Weather. 

Havingfail a to the IVlam, the Wind turn'd quite a- 
gainft them ; bvrfides the Sea was io covcf'd with 
|ce, that after much Pains and Labour, they were at 
laft furrcundcd vvirh ir. The Mafter who was in the 
lalt Bark feeing the reft in the middle of the Ice. 
thought ihey had fcen the Sea open further off, and had 
a Mind to reach it, which made faitn (leer towards 
them, and fo ihey got together to the Coaft. where 
ihey found a good Harbour (helterd from the \'Vind ; 
and landing there , goc fome Wood to boil their 
Birds. 

The 23^ the Weather being cloudy and foggy, and 
the VVitld at North, they were forc*a to continue io 
that Bay. Some of the Scioien went further into the 
Ifland, and found fome little Gold Stones. The 24/*^ 
ihey took the 1 antude, ami found it 73 Deg. lo hhn. 
TheVV.ivj contiiuiing contrary, they could not get 
cur or ihr.t Place, and therefore went again to fcek for 
the Golvi S ftnes, and found fomc tb^t were finei than 
diofe liic^ foui,n before. 

The .1: Noon they put to Sea again; but the 
Bay was fo i.'.rge, that 'twas Midnight before rhey gc: 
clear of it. The 27^/j they row*d along the Coalt ihro* 
the broken Ice, and at 6 a-clock at Night met with 
a rapid Current, which made em think they were 
near Coftinfarcb ; for they then defcry*d a great Qulpb 
^hat ihey imagined to reach to the Sea ofTanarj^ About 
Midnight they donbrd the Cape ot Crojjes^ and entred 
a Channel that lay between the Continent and an I- 
Qand.' 

The 28^^ they coafted along, and about 3. in the 
Atiernoon. came ro the Bay of St. Lawrence under the 
Cape of Busu4U. wiicre beyond the Point they found 
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two fmall Utijfian Boats at Anchor. *Tis impofliblc 
ro imagine how ihey rejpic'd to fee Men in that Place. 
3ur rhcir Joy was much abated, when they conGder'd 
chat thofc Men perhaps might be Savages, orfuch as 
would look upon 'em as £neinies. 

However, they went aihore withextream Difficulcy« 
As foon as the B^Jfians (aw *em coming they left their 
Work and came to 'em without any V Veapons ; and 
approaching near, they faluted one another with great 
Civ:lity. Some of the /^////i/zwj knew the Dutch again, 
jand could not but look upon them with Con.pnffion : 
ThcD///c/j alio knew ihcm to he Tome of the lamtrci Ions 
whom they had fcen in the hift Voyage. The /(//jf .;;. j were ^ 
atnaz'd to lee thcDr/'c/ m:n lo lean and poor, in hu:h fmall 
cpcn Boar^:, whom before ihey had fcen m a great and 
fine Ship well accoutr'd. 

Two of cm clapt the Matter and Veer very fa- 
miliarly upon the Shoulder to let them undcrf^and they 
had not forgot them ; for of all the whole Ships Com- 
pany, rbcre was only two of them that had made 
the Jaft Voyage when they faw the i{ttjfians. They 
inquir'd of 'em what was become of their fine Ship, 
The Dutchmen made 'em anfwer by Signs, that flie 
was loft in the Ice, What, replyM they, is (he loft? 
t Yes , faid the Dutchmen^ we have loft her. 

Then the ^{t'fVans put 'tm in mind of the good Wine 
tbcy drunk in th.u vSh:p. One oi the St amen under- • 
(landing that they talk d of Drink, fctch'd ft.me Water 
nnd prelcnred to them to drink ; but they ihcok their 
Heads, in villi' K) dchrc, thar is to fay, Kot good. The 
Ivlafter opwuing li'S Mouth to fl^ew them he was very 
fick of the Seurvy, ask'd ilicm whether ihey knew j 
iany Rcmed) forit^ but they thought he made Sigr^ 
that he was hungry, and therefore went lo their BoajB' 
apd brought him a Loaf of Rye-Bread and fome 
Imoak^d fiirds ; for which the Malfer gave 'em thanks» 
and prefented 'em with a dozen of Biskets. After this, 
be invited I wo of the leading Men among 'em to go 
on board bis Bark, and then gave to each of them a 
Glafs of the fame Wine they had drank before. The 
other Seamen went along with the reft of the ^uffians^ 
and boil'd fome Biskets in Water for the Benefit of fome , 
Warm Food. In fine, they were extreamly pleas'd to 
converfewith Men, fince in thirteen Months time they 
bad feen no Humane Creatute* TbQ 
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The 19'^ in rh? Mornlnc; the Huffims got ready and 
embirk'd fom? Tans of Winle-Oil, which they had 
bury'd under H^r'^s in the Frorh of the S^'a. The 
Z)//^c/7, who kn-^ nor whit Coarfe rhey would fteer^ 
nowpercciv'd he/ w.^rc bound for the fV:ig.t's, and 
ther^'fbre follow d them. Bar th-' Weather prov'd Co 
park and F jggy, that tbey foon loft the (ighc of them. 

However, the On*ch got :into a Channel between 
two Iflands, and fiird by them till the Tec tiirrounded 
them again, in \ ^hey could fee no open Waters to get oflF 5 
which perfuaded them they were not far from tVei^a^s^ 
and chat the North- \|^eft Wind had carryM the Ice inr« 
the Gulf: Therefore rhey were forcd co fail back again 
to the two idinis, and bring their (ball VtSkU to An* 
choratoneof them. 

The f !f they row*d from that Ifland to another, 
where they found two Croffes, which made them hope 
rhey Ihould find fome Men ; bur they faw none. Here 
they found an H?rb call'd Cochleirla^ Scurvy -Grafs , 
which is eftecm'd good againft the Scurvy, that being 
the Difeafc, wirh which rhey were all fo affl ifled, that 
they were even at Death's Door. They eat of this 
Herb very greedily, and found it fuch a Sovereign 
Remedy againft that Diftcmper, that in a Ihort time 
they were all cur*d, and fo fuddenly, that tho(e who 
a while before could not eat Bisket^ now fed upon it 
heartily. 

Augufi the 3 < 1 597. tbey confalted together whether 
thcsy (hoold crofs from Nova j^emUa into J^ffia ; and 
having agreed on that Courfe« they turned to the South* 
South- Weft, and failed till fix in the Morning, when 
they unhappily met w.ih Ice again, which was a great 
Grief ro'eni, bjcaufe they thought they had been de- 
livered from thit kind of Danger for the future. 

The Weather being calm, they ply*d their Oars very 
hard to get clear of it ; and about 3. in the Afrernoon 
got into the Main, and faw no more Ice. Having ^ 
good Paffige, they th rjght thcm'c Ives very near the 
Coaftof i^iljit. B it about 9. at Night they were a- 
gain fiirrounded w.ihlce, which made them dcipair of 
ever being delivcr'd from it. ' 

fieing now unable to fail with the Sloof!, or dcjuble 
the Cape of Ice, they were forc'd co row 'tbrott|^b the 
Ice thu; was round about them. WheA i^ey ^ot into 
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the middle of ic, they advanc'd eafier than before. At 
I'aft/ after a World of trouble, they got into open 
Water ; and the Mafter being in the Sloop, which was 
k better Sailer than the Bark, doubrd the Cape of Ice, 
•and r hen re- joined the other. 

The j^tb about Noon they faw the Coaft of I{tiffi4^ 
and faiUngnear it, row'd co the Shore, and tarry 'd there 
at Anchor till 3. in the Afternoon, ac which time diey 

Kc CO Sea. They always fteer'd along the Coaft, and 
I'd pretty eaiily till Midnight, at which time they 
faw a Hjijftan Veffel, to which they catfd out Candnoes, 
VanJnoes ; but the Httjfians anfwer*d PitT^ora^ Ptt:{ora, 
to make the Dutchmen underftand ihey were not yec 
near Candnoes, as they thought, but were upon the 
Coaft of PitT^ora. The Variation of the Needle of the 
Compafs, which was 11 ut up in a Box bound with Iron 
Hoops, made them guilty of that Miftake ; and there- 
fore feeing their Brrour, they caft Anchor, and waited 
for Day-light. 

* On the ^th^ a Seaman landing, found {bme Graft and 
little Trees, and call'd ro his Companions co come to 
him and bring their Guns with rhem, for there was 
good Fowling ; at which they mightily rejoic'd ; for 
they had no kind of Viiihials except muftv Biskets* 
For this Reafon Tome of them pre pos'd to leave their 
Veflels there, and to go by Land, for that otherwife 
they (bould be in danger of ftarving. 
*^ Aug the 6th a contrary* Wind forc'd *em to row hard 
to get out of the Gulf ; but having row'd about three- 
Leagues, they were lowcak ^uo. faint that they could 
go no further, the ^Vi^d being a- head. Beiides, the 
Conft ran more ro the North- Eaft than they miag^ti'd, 
and rhercfore they were forc'd to raften their vShips a- 
gain ; upon which they were all'mighrily difcourag'd, 
in feeing no£nd oftheirDangers,wbileHunperand Sick" * 
^efs were ready ro put a Period to iheir miierabie Lives. 

The SrA and <)th were equ.-^Ky unfavourable. 
Some of the Sailors having landed, they faw a Maft 
fet up in a dangerous Place between Candnaes and the 
Continent of ^Jfia^ wbereupoi^ they concluded thac 
the Channel lay therle thro* which the H^ffians had 
]»af$*d- Returning to,their Ships, they tound a 
dead and ftinktng ; but were to bu gry, that they 
brought ii imo the Bari^ with as much' Joy as if it had 
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been Venizon ; however the reft: of the Seamen woaH 
not fufF.^r them lo eac ic, for ccnainly ic would have 
killed I hem. 

On the I ith they row'J till Noon, and the Wind be- 
ing then at South, and a fre(h Gale, they ran very faft. , 
About £vening the Wind blowing very hard, tbcy 
row'd towards the Ihoar, and landed co cake in fbme 
frclh Water, if they could find any, . There the> fee op 
Tcnrs, becaufe it rain'd very hard ; and about Mid- 
nighc icLighcned and Thonder'd ezcraorditiarily. All 
the(e deplorable Accklenrs made cbem with a bandied 
times chat an end might be put to their Lives. 

The nth ac fix in the Morning, feeing a l^ujp^m 
Vcffel failing towards them, chey cook a litde courage, 
and made haft into the Main to meer them. The Ma- 
fter went on board their Ship, and ask'd them how far 
they were Uom C-indjioes, but he could learn nothing 
from them, becaufe he did not underltand their Lan- 
guage. 7'hey fpread out their five Fingers, which per- 
fwaded the Dutch that there was five Croffes upon the 
Coaft. They alfo fnew'd their Compafs, to let them 
know that the Continent was on the North* Wcft fide» 
and the Dutch found ic fo. 

The Mafter feeing he could learn no more of them, 
went further into theirShip, and feeing a Barrel of Fith, 
asked cheni< if they would fell ic» and prefented chem 
with a piece of forty pence for it They underftood 
his meaning, and gave him a hundred and two Fiflies» 
with fame little Cakes boyled in FiOi^water, and a* 
bout Noon they parted. The Dutch were very well 
plcafcd that they had got fomeProviCons, for they had 
had bar two Ounces of Bread a Day with a little Wa- 
ter, for a long time, and now they divided the Filbes 
equally. . 

On the I'^th two Seamen went a fhoar, to fee if they ' 
could learn how far the point ot Candnoes reached into 
the Sea. At their return they faid, ic was the fame ; 
point they took it for. and therefore row'd with all 
their mighc along the Coa& About three in the Af- 
ternoon, they faw that Cape run to theSouthwird, and 
doubted not but it was that of Candnoes^ whence thejr 
were in hopes to crofs the Month of the White Sol ; 
and therefore failed dofe to one another into the Main, 
with iaccttc co pa& the White Sea, and go co l<<#4» as 
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they thoughr. They failed very wcll^ rill about Mid- 
night, and then a great iiorin from the Norch parced 
the two Ships. 

The 14/"/' the Weather clearing up again, they faw 
the other Ship, and did what they ccuid to joyn it; 
but all in vain, bccaure of a great and fudden Fog. 
The 1 5^/? they failed with a frelh Gale of Wind, And 
about Noon they faw Land, which they thought wa« 
upon the Weft fide of the White &a, beyond C4if^- 
noef. 

Approaching the Land, they Aw fix ^^(^n Vefleb 
at Anchor, on which they went a^board, and ask'd» . 
at what diftance they were from ^Idmnx The Hujji^ 
ans told them they were a great way from it, being got 
no farther than the Eafterly Coaft of CanJnoes, Then 
they fpread their Arms to make them underftand, they 
were to crofs the White Sea, and that it was a very 
dangerous undertaking in fuch fmall VelTels. The 
Dutch ask'd them for feme thing to cat, and the 
ans gave them a l.o if, which they cat with great Ap» 
petite, though the Bread was very hard. 

This Dutch underftood very well what the B^tjfians 
meant, but they could hardly believe them» for th^y 
thought they had already paffed the White Sea. 

The 1 6th De Veer failed towards a ^ffutn Veilel 
which he had faw before at Stribord^ and getting on 
boaVd of her not without danger, asked them how fac 
he was from T^embla de Cocl, or t^ldmn. The K^JJi^ 
ans fhook their Heads and made him underftand, he 
was but at :^cmhla of Candnoes. But the Dutch would 
not believe them j and having ask'd them feme Vid:a- 
als , the R^tfjixns prcfcn ed them with fome Plaice, 
which the Mafter pay'd for with a piece of Silver, and 
then changed his courfe, to crofs a Channel that was 
before him, and go into the Main; 

The [{ujffians feeing them fteer a wrong Courfe, and 
the Flood being almoft gone, fent two of their Men to 
them in a little Boat withv a Loaf of Bread. Thoie 
Men made (igns of defiring the Dutch to return to their 
Veflel, where they would give them fomeInftru(^, 
Ofif. The Mafter prefented them with apiece of Silvec^ 
and a piece of Linnen Cloth, but they would not go 
away without the Dutch. The HuffioHs who were on 
board their Vcfliels held up a piece of £acoa, in hopes 
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that would pcrfwade the Dutch to return to themj 
which ar laft they did; and having fliew*d their Map 
to the I{iifJunSy inev were anfwer*d, that they wete ftUl 
at the Eaf^of the White Sea and Candnoes. 

The Dn^cib were wholly furprized and affli(2ed at this 
report, which before they could not believe ; bttlTnow 
they we^e convinced, that they bad been deceived in 
their Courfe, and very much concerned for their Com- 
panions who were in the Sloop. T^eMaAer having 
fo good an opportunity bought of the {{ufftans three 
facks of Meal, a Flirch and a half of Bacon, and a 
little Barrel of Honey for his Ships Crew, and thofe 
in the Sloop, if ever he ihould be fo happy as to meet 
with thent again. Then the Flood being quite fpent, 
they began to crofs the Channel, and failed towards 
the Main, till they faw a huge Cape reaching a great 
way into the Sea, which they took for the Cape of 
Candnoes, In the Evening they came ro an Anchor un- 
der the Cape, and boiled a pot of Meal with Water 
and Honey, and made a kind of Hafty-pudding, which 
they eat, and thought it admirably good ; but were 
ftill under great ztLSbon for the Sloop, not knowing 
#hat was becotne of her. 

The nth being at Anchor, they law a t^ujJiM Vellel 
coming from the White Sea, and made to her. When 
they canie on board the F^uUinn, they were prefenrcd 
with a Loaf w ihout asking; and the B^ffians did 
what they could ro make them underftand they had 
fecn their Com pinion*;, being feven in number in a 
Sloop, and h:id fpoke with them. But the Dutch un- 
derftand ing nothing of what they faid, the B^ifjiant 
fpread feven Fingers, and fhew'd the Bark, tneaning, 
they had fccn the little open Velfel, and that they fold 
them Bread, Fifh, Fieih, and other Provifions. At laft 
the Seamen underftood what they meant, after thcf 
had feen in their hands a iittle Compafs, which they 
knew was the Mafters Mate's. They askM htiw long 
it was fince th^ faw the Sioop, and where they though 
ihe was then* The B^Sim^ anfwer'd,chat they (aw her the 
day before ; and after this were excreamly kind to the 
hmch^ who thanked them heartily, and efpedally for the 
good News they told them of the Sloop. The Bark 
row'd with all diligence towards the place where they 
conjedur d theSIoop might be.Aad having row'd all day 
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along the Coaft. about Mid- nighr found frefh Water, , 
and rook in feme of it, cogeilier wiih fome Scurvy- 
grafs. 

The iS//; from fi^ in the Morning they fteercd a- 
long the Coaft till Noon, at which time they faw a- 
■oocher great Cape with croiles on the top d it. A* 
boat fix in the Evcnirg they were certain ir was the 
Cape of Candnocs, which lies at the Momh of the 
Vhitcf Seal ; for that Cape is eafily known by the fit 
crofies that are at the top of it, and its forning od 
ofie fide SoQth^Ea^ and on the other Somh- Weft. 

While they Were preparing tofteer to the Weft of 
the White Sea, towards the Coaft ot Laponia, they 
perceived that almbft all the Water had run out of one - 
of their lurle Ca"^ks, which was leaky : And fince they 
were to run r.bove lorcy l eagues before they could find 
any freih Water, they thought fit to land, and take iii 
fome at this place : But the Sea was fo rough along 
the Coaft, that they durft not aticn:^pr ro land. 

They let (ail acnin about ten or eleven at Night, 
and failed all that N:ght and rcxr Day wi'h lb fair a 
Wind, that on the aor/; between four and five in the 
Morning, they faw the Land to the Weft of the White 
Sea, knowing alfo before by the roaring of the Sea, 
that they could not be far from it. It was a fingular 
Providence, that in 30 Hour^ they paiTed the White 
Sea « which made 40 Leagues of dangerous Seas. 

When they had got upon the Coaft, and faw they 
could not fail in, they roW*d by the Rocks, and came 
into a very good Harbour. There they faw another 
Ruffian Veffel at Anchor, and a few Houfes upon the 
(hoar. They rowed towards the Vclfcl, and having 
caft Anchor, then they went a- (hoar to the Houfes, 
where the Inhabitants bid them Welcome, conducted 
them to Stoes to dry their Cloaths, and gave them 
fome Filh. In thcfe Houfes were thirteen Men, who 
went out a Filhing every Morning. Two of them 
commanded the reft, wholiv'd very foberly, and for 
the moft part upon Fifli. 

fiefides thofe thirteen-i^«j(^4if/, there were two Laf9^ 
mans^ with three Women and a Child, who being ve« 
fy poor, lived only upon what.the S^ftans could iparea 
and their precarious way of living excited tbecomntf 
fion of the i>u$eb^ who upon all occafions ait feonbly 
«£;(^ked with she naifery of their Ncighbom The 
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The lift the Mafter boiled (bme frefh Fifli, and 

gave it to rhe Seamen, who eac ic heartily, with Wa- 
ter- Pap in ftead of Bread. In the Afcernoon going 
farther into the Country co get fome Scurvy-grafs, they 
faw two Men upon a Mountain, which made them 
conjcdure there w. re more Inhabitants, than at firft 
they thought for, and thereupon they returned to their 
Bark again. But the two Men they faw, proved their 
own Companions that belonged ro the Sloop, who came 
from the Moantain to the H^tffun Boat, to get feme 
Provifion. But coming there by chance, and having no 
Money about them, they were relolved to give a pair 
of their Breeches for Food, they having two or three 
pair one upon another. As foon as they approadied 
the Veflel, they faw the Bark ac Anchor hard by it, 
~ and prefencly knew the Company. Tbeir Joy at 
meeting was reciprocal, and they eat and drunk toge^ 
iher fucha^the Veflel afforded. 

The Sloops Crew had run through more danger and 
trouble than the Bark, and now both gave thanks to 
God that they were met again. The zzd rhe Sloop 
came to them, and they dedred the R^ijjiins to make 
them fomc Bread, which they did, and the Fifhermen 
coming fiom Filliing, the Mailer bought two Cods of 
them, which he boiled immediately. 

While they were at Dinner, the Governor of the 
Ruffians came to vifit them, and prefented chetn with 
a Loaf of Bread. They invited him to eat, he thanked 
them, bac would not, becaufe it was a Paft*day, and 
the Fifli Sawce, was made with Fat and Butter : Nay, 
neither he nor his Men would fo much as drink, be- 
caufe the Cup looked a little greafionor would they lend 
the DufcA their own Cups, for fear they (hould greale 
them. vSo fupcrfticious arc tbcy in the obfervation of 
their Fails. 

The i-^J the Mafter made a great Prelent of a good 
Sum of Money to the Governor, and a!fo pay'd him 
who baked their Bread, for which he had the hearty 
thanks of both. 

About \]k in the Evening at High-Water, the Sloop 
and the Bark failed. The i^th at fix in the Morning 
they came to the feven lilaods, wheie chcy foand a 
great many Fiihermen, and ask*d them whereabout Cat/ 
or I^iidmnhj ^ the Fiihermen direded cfaen lo the 
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£aft, and the Dutch were of the fame opinion. The 
Filhcrmen threw a Cod into the Sloop, but the Dutch 
could not ftay to pay them, becaufe the Wind wai 
high, and carried the Ship away , and therefore made 
iigns only of giviag tbem thaaks, and admiriog their 
•Civility. 

About fix in tbe Evening they met more Fifhermerl 
who row'dtothem, and enquired where their Cr^^i^/^ 
or Ship was : The I>utd} made anfwer, ihe was loft^ 
and the FiAermeii eryed out in their Language, Cm/ 
Braborft CrabUe^ which the Dtucb took to impoTTi 
that there was fome Dutch Ships at Cm/ or C«/4* 

On the %yh about Noon they iaw KfU^^ and in 
two. hours time the made the Southerly end of that 
Ifland. The Mafter went pVefently a-fliore, where he 
foiuid five or fix Houfes of Lafponians ; of whom he 
enquired if it was not the Iflana of KJldwin : they an- 
fwer'd yes, and gave them to know, that there was 
three Dutch Ships ac CgU^ two oi which had appointed 
to fail that <iay. 

Upon this they fet fail between four and five in the 
Afternoon, with a defign to tt^^ fVardbuys i bat the 
"Wind blew fo ftrong, that ic was impoifibte to bear 
(ail in the Night/ So they were forced to go behind 
two Rocks, and get alhoar; where they found a lic« 
tie Houfe, and going to it, faw three Men who re- 
ceived them verv kindly: who being afk*dto diredf 
them to a Ship that was bound for Hotand^ gave them 
the lame anfwer as before, that three Bmeh Ships wers 
at CoU^ two of which were ready to fet fail. 

Then they asked ihem to go wirh them to Colaby 
Land, offciing to pay thcni very well for their pains j 
but they excufed themfelves, and laid, they could not 
do it. However, they condudled the Mafter and Sea^ 
men beyond a Mountain, where rhey met with other 
Lapponians^ who prcmifed to be their Guides for two 
pieces of £ight4 Accordingly one of the jUi/;^f4»/ took 
a Gun tn* his hand, and the Seanoan being only arm'd 
with a Orappling-hook, went along withhim^ 

The i6th they drew the two Ships Upon the flioar, 
and unladed the Goods to air them^ and afterWardt 
went to vifit the i(ttjjians^ in Whofe Houfes diey warslied 
tbem(clvte, boiled what they had to ^t, atid made 
two Meab a Day, not donimng b\^ they (hoiild find 
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now iind then Provifion enough in their Voyage. Here 
they dnink fome ^ujfian Liquor made with (tale and 
fhufty Bread, which they liked pretty well, after ha- 
ving for fo long a time drunk nothing elfe but Wa- 
ter. Some of the Seamen travelling further into the 
Country, found a fore of fmall fruit of the colour of 
Sloes or purple Currants ; of which they eat, and liked 
them very well, and Ibiiod chein very good agaioft die 

Scurvy. 

The %^fk tbey faw the LapfmUn upon a Mouii- 
tkifk comthg towards them, but wichouc the Seamen, 
whom he guided to Cola. They were fnrpvheed^ aod 
in fear for fatm. Bot the Lafponian being arrived , 
gave a Letter to the Mafter, who upon reading it, 
found that he that wrote it was excreamly furprifrf at 
his coming thither, for he had lorg (ince given tbem 
up for loft ; but now was glad to hear of their return, 
and that he would come to them in a very fhort rime 
wi:h all forts of Provifions. The Letter was iigoed, 
, Jfjn Cornelit:^ I{fep. 

Such agreeable News muft 'needs be received with 
gt eat Joy. They pay'd the Ltfp/>07j/4» very generoufly, 
and beddes gave him a pair of Breeches, Stock ins, and 
other Cloarhs. It is incredible to think how fafb the 
jMan rtin, for they were two Days and two Nigfa» 
in going thither in Company, bnt the Lapponi an ckvt^ 
bark alone tit ^4 H9iir& The Seamen took hkn for a 
Wizard. He prelented them with a Partrid^ he Ind kil- 
led in the way. 

The 3o#fr they were all impatient to know who this 
Jean Cornelh^ was, who wrote the Letter. Some- 
times they thought it was he who had fet out along 
with them ; but they coufd not imagine he was alive, 
and he was of the fame opinion concerning them. The 
dangers he had run, and the difficulties he had under- 
gone, Teemed <>reatcr than theirs, and therefore they 
concluded he was certainly Dead. At laft the Matter 
finding a Lertcr he had formerly received from tbac 
Joan ComeJU:(, and observing that it was the dme 
hand with this, he made no doubt, bm chac be was 
ftill alive. 

Soon afrer they faw a little Hf^an VeiTel rowing to* 
wards the Coaft, and upon its arrival Saani it was 
C^-mUf^, wkh the Seamen ciiey had (eat to CM ; and 
^ ' now 
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now the Joy was inexprcfTiblc on both fides. Come* 
liti^ brought with him a Tun of B^Jlos Bcer» Ibme 
Wine, Bacon, Salmon, Sugar, and other good Pro- 
vifions. Auguft iifl they got ready to fail to CvU^ 
and having given the {{^ujjiatis thanks, and pay*d for 
their Accommodacioo^ ximy pu(tQ$eg s^i iiigh W^cer, 
about Midnight. 

S9pt. \ft about fix in the Morning, tbey arrived 
at the Weft of the River of CoU^ upon which thqt 
^ied Apd rowed lill aboix Midnight. The %4 they 
ootmntied their courft tip the River* a|id a long th^ 
Sboar, aod baviiig the fle^liire of feeing T^m* thought 
they were in another Worlds for they had feen none 
Qpon any oifaor (hoar. Between (even and eight in 
the Evening, they joyned Cornelit:^hS% Ship, and thd 
two Companies regal'd one another very joyfully, for 
thofe with CQrneltt:{ had been in the laft Voyage with 
the fame Maflei*. Towards the Evening ihey arrived at 
OA« ;and next day having unladed cheir Ships,they went 
artioar to refre.Qi themfelves, and recover a little Strength 
after fo many Fatigues, that they might be the better 
able to fail to Holland, The id rhey got leave of 
the Governor, who was fenc thither from the Grand 
Duke of Mufcovjfy to convey their fmall Ships to the 
Merchants Exchange, or publtck Ware*boufe : which 
they left there , as conlecrated in eternal memory 
ot fo long and dangerous a Voyage through an uit- 
known C^rfe ; which they performed in mde Boani 
wttbout Decks, for above Leagues a long the 
0>aft and in the main Sea. This adventure lb amazed 
the Inhabitants of thac Town, chat tbcy cOtdd hardly 
believe ir. 

The 1 5*'/? of the fame Month, they went down the 
River in a Boat, to go on board Comelit:^ his Ship, 
which lay half a League orF the Town ; and in the 
Afternoon the Ship failed down chc River beyond the 
Screighc. The \Zth they got out of the River, and 
ftood'to the Main, in ord:>r to go for Ho/I wd. The 
next day about fix io the Evening, they arrived before 
fVairdbysfs, where they ca(t Anchor, becaufe C<nMiU:( 
was to take fome Goods aboard at' that place. 

O^afr. the 6th^ about Evening they weighed Anchor^ 
and the ^9fb of the &aie Month aivived im the Mnife^ 
having the Wind at EaA-Noctb-fi^ . Tim aczi day 

F % they 
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they travelled by Land to Maejland Sluys, to Delft ^ ta 
Harlem^ and the firft of November came to Amflerdam 
with the fame Cloaths they had when they failed to 
'Nova ZjmhU, They went ro ?eter Hajlelaars Houfe, 
■Who was one of the Direcflors for the City of ^m- 
fterdam^ that had fitted out the two Ships commanded 
fry Cornelit:{ and their Mafter. 

All Mankind being furpriz'd with the remnr of cbeie 
Men, after the looting of their Ship, it made a great 
fioife in the City ; and the Chancellor of the King of 
Denmark* chen Embai&dor in Holland, hearing of 
had a ereac curioiity to fee them. To give him that 
latis&aiony the Scout of Amfterdam with two other 
Lords went to fetch them ; and the Seamen being 
{>rought before die Embaflador^^Md the fiurgo-Ma- 
fters of Atnfterigm^ made a (hort Relation of their 
Voyage, and retired. They were twelve in number, 
and their charges were defray 'd till their accounts were 
ftated, and their Wages paid. 



Other Voyages in quefi oj a parage China 
. hj the North. 

•TH E laft attempt having no better fuccefrthan the 
firft, the Direcbrs thought fit to make another Ef- 
fay in order to dKcover a palihge to Chma^ by the 
North or North- Weft. To this end the laft day of 
March i6o(). theyferouc Henry Hudfon, a famous and 
(Expert n->;ri;/Jj Mariner, with a Fly-boat with all fons 
of Provilions. and twenty EtigU/h and Dutcb-men toe 
her Equipage. 

Hemy Uttdfon failed from the Texel Afril the 6th^ 
1609, and doubled the Cape of N<7riP^7 the fifth of 
M.'v. AJtccrwards he failed towards Nnva Xembla a- 
long the Northerly Coafts ; but found the Sea fo 
full of ihelvcs of Ice, that he had no hopes of going 
throu|5h It that year. Some of his Seamen who had 
been w the £aft'lKdUs could not endure the Cdd, and 
therefore quarrelled widi the retl, fome of which were 
A^/iA and others Dutchnmk 

Hudfon 
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HuJfon propofed two things to them, firft to go to* 

wards the Coafts of America in the Latitude of 40 
Deg., trufting to fome Maps (cnz him trom Virginia 
by a Captain of a Ship called Smith ; in which he had 
mark*d down a Sea, affording a Paflage round abouc 
- their Plantations, and from thence into the South Sea. 
If that Difcovery had been as true as experience fliew'd 
it to be falfe, it would have been very advantageous 
to them, and have (hoicened their way to the Eafi* 
ladies* 

The other thing Hudfon propofed to them, was to 
find a pa£Gige through the Streight of Davit^ which 
was generally approved. So the i^tb of May they fail- 
ed tbac way, aadthelsift day of the fame Month, ar*- 
rived at the Ifland of Faro^ where they ftayM 2^ 
boart to take in frefli Water, Afterwards they (ailed 
till the iS^Aof Jidy^ and came upon the Coaft of new 
France in 24 Deg., where they landed to buy a new 
Maft, having fprung their former. The place u^as ve- 
ry proper to catch Cods in, and to traffick Skins and 
Furrs with good advantage : But the Sailors trearcd 
the People of that Country very ill, and took away 
their Goods by force, which caufed n\any Quarrels. 

The EngUJh who were not the ftourelt, had a mind 
to go farther ; accordingly they failed to the Main till 
the 3^ of Augufty that they came to the Latitude of 
42 Deg. Afterwards they (ailed in the Main till the i ith 
of the fame Month, when they landed in the Latitude 
of 37 Deg. three Qiiarters. Then they fteer'd along 
the Coaft, till they came to 80 Deg. three QuarterS| 
where ^ey found a good Channel between two Capes, 
fiieing got in, they faw the fineft River, in the World, 
whiA was very broad and deep, with a firm bottom. 

At laft the Ship anchored in 42 Deg. 4oMin., but 
the Sloop went higher up the River. On the ftioar 
they met with very ftrong, able bodied Men, but they 
were Savages. A little farther they found others that 
were more civiliz d, of whom they bought Provifions, 
Skins, Furrs, and other Merchandize. The Country 
had plenty of Birds in it, good Fruits, and red and 
white Grapes, They traflick*t with them, and found 
they were fair Dealers. Having failed up the River 
about 50 Leagues, they went back the /^th of O^ck and 
Aood to ^ Seat They would have donp their bud- 
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nefs betrpr, if ^ht Seamen bad been well ^ffetStcd to 
if, and bad not wanted Neceffaries. Wbcn ihcy were 
at Sea, tbey confiilrcd what they bad beft ro du, but 
were of difierent Opinions. The Maker's Mate a 
Dutchman^ was for Wintering irt K^vcfcund-Land^ and 
fceking our Davis Paffagc to the Nbrtb-Wcft. Hudfon op- 
pofed it, fearing tbiac his Ships Comp&dy, Who had 
threatned him before, iKroiiId take ah opportnnfaiy to 
Mutiny again, and that the told Weather would coiw 
fun\e their Frovifions, and put them into an impoi&bi* 
Jiry of returning into HS^^^iM, many of the Seamen be- 
ing iben fick: However, nonefpote.a word of re- 
turning into HoUand but the Maftcr, Wb ch made hin:! 
the more fulpcdcd. But notwitbftandmg all this, the 
jfh of November they arrived at DaYfyyiouth in England^ 
and gave advice of it to the Diretto»-s in Holland^ fend- 
ing them alio a Journal of their Voyage. Hudfon of- 
fered to go again to difccvcr the Paflage through the 
NonhAVcft, provided ihcy would give him five hun- 
dred Livers in Money, more Provifions than they had 
before, and the fame Wages. He proposed too, that the 
Prdvifions which ^^re already in the Ship, ihould noi 
be taken out, that tbey Ihould change feveoMen of the 
Company, and be twenty Men (till, that he would fui 
from Ddrtmmth the. firft of Marcb^ fpend the Month oT 
>f^i7, and half of ^ay in killing Whales, and other 
Creatures near the I&and of Paitar ; after that fiut to 
^be Norch*Weft, and ftay there till the middle of Sef^ 
tHnber\ and at laft return into Holland^ by the North* 
paft of Scotland, 

though it is not the bufinefs of this Journal, to 
' give a full account of the North Country's, yet 
We thought it proper to infen a Defcription of 
Siberia^ Samoieda^ and Tingoefia^ taken from the 
Mufcovites Writings, purfuant to the Difcoverics 
and Voyages they made in thofe Countries $ 
together with an account of the Roada, BivefS, 
and Cidef » aa far as Great Tartirj. 

« 

Thtreis a fort of Peojile in lHufsv^y^ wfiq call, them* 
iehcs the ChiUreo of Anicmim or Aniaa^ and pretend 
to be defceodcd from a Boor of that name. This Man 
wgi very rjch, an4!iyc^oea|r the River of IVlfogda , 
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wiiich empties it felf into the Dwitia ; and the D',vina af» 
ter having run about a hundred I eagucs, empties ic 
(elf into the Halite Sea^ near the City of Arehangel^ 
or Sc. Michael the Archangel, 

Anica had many Children, and might have left them 
very rich, wich what he was already Mafterof; bat 
was fo unfatisfied, that he could noc refift the tempia* 
oioii of gfowing richer* He had a mind ro }moyf in 
what Cottsitry certain People dwelt, who came cfaither 
every yi^ar to tr^^k wichtbe Mufcovltes, aod brougbc 
with them very fine $kint» and feveral fom of other 
Aferchaodnse. They fpoke a ibreign Language, l^heir 
Cloatl|t» tfaeir Religion, and cbeir Manners, wereqaice 
ilifierenc fiiom cbofe of the Mufewiiies. They were ^* 
led Samoieds, and fometisies by other oames. 

The Samoleds came down the River Pf^tfogda every 
year, and traffickt with the Hufflans and the Mufcovites 
in the Cities ot Ofoil and Uftingn upon the Dmna, which 
at that lime were the Store- Houfes of all the Com* 
n^odities, but efpecially of the Furrs. 

1 Amca was defirous to know from whence this Peo- * 
pie came, and to be acquainted with the lituation of 
their Country, thinking by that means to enrich him* 
felf extreamly by the Furrs they ufed to bring thither. 
Wirh thi$ vieiv bp treated privatdy with ibme of them, 
and Qpming to a ooodunon, fent twelve of his Ser* 
vanes and Slaves along with them, charging them to 
oiakie mi mtsnSi ohfervatipa of the pUces they ihould vi* 
fit« the Peoples way of Living, their Manners, Habit 
ca;ion3 .» and generally the condition of the . whole 
Country, that they might be able to give him a true 
and perfeA account of all things at their rccum. 

Anica s Servants very dutifully performing their Ma- 
tters commands came back, and gave him a true and 
fatisfad;ory account of what they had fcen ; whereupon 
he commanded them not to acquaint any Pcrion with 
it, and that he might the better oblige them to Secre- 
cy, he ufed them very kindly. 

The next Year he fent more Servants into the fame 
Countrey^ and fome of his Relations, giving them fe- 
veral Cc^modities of little or no Value, as Glafs- 
Wares, fmall tinkling Bells, and other inconGderable 
Cernum Waieii Tbefe Men alfo enquir'd into all 
Ibiqgi ai the Qdieis h^ dpne the Year beWf and tra- 
^ F4 vcUd 
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vcll'd as far as the River Oby, and crofs'd many Ri- 
.vers and WildernclTes, which are very common in 
that Countrey. They dealt very uprightly with the 
Samoseds^ contri»(ftcd Alliance with fome of ihem, 
and by thefe Arts came to know that Furrs were migh- 
ty cheap there, and that by this Trade it was no hard 
Matter to grow Rich in a fhort time. 

They took a particular Notice of their Way of liv- 
ing. The Samohds had no Towns or Chies, but at 
fembrd in Troops, liv ng together ^ery peaceably un- 
der the Government of fome ancient Man among 'em. 
They were very ilovenly in their Eating ahd Drinking, 
and had neither Com nor Bread, but liv'd only upon 
Hunting. Moft of them (hot incomparably well wirii 
JBows and Arrows. Their Bows were made of a pliant 
fort of Wood, upon which they (hoi (harp Stones whet- 
ted for the purpole, or elfc Fifh-Boncs, in order to kill 
Wild Btafts and Fowls, thefe being very plentiful in 
that Coiinrrey. 

They alfo made ufe of fmall Fifh-Bones inftead of 
fowing Needles, and of the fmall Guts of little Beafts 
for Thread, with which they fow'd the Skins toge- 
ther which they wear for Qoaths, putting the Farr oo 
the Outlide in the Summer, andthelnfide in the Win- 
ter. They cover their Hurs with the Skins of Elks and 
amphibious Beafts, which they valn'd at a lower 
Rate. 

* Anicas Servants having ezadly obferv^d all thefe 
things, retnrn'd home again loaded with rich Futrs and 
Skins for their Mafter, and gave him a fiuthfid Account 
of all Matters.*- 

Anica and his Relations traded in the Countrey for 
fome Years ; and the Men who traffick'd in this man- 
ner, were afterwards calfd AniconUns, and grew fo 
rich, that they purchas'd Fftates in Land. Their Coun- 
trey m:n admir'd to fee 'em grow fo rich on a fudden, 
and wonder'd how they came by their Wealth. For 
they bu Ir fine Churches in their Towns and Villages at 
thtir ow i Charges, particularly one in the City of 0- 
foil^ upon the River Wifogda , built of white Free" 
Stone. 1 1 fhort, they were fo rich, tluit they knew not 
how to fpcnd their Eftates. • 

And>e: for all their great Riches, they wete not 

without Reflexions on the locooftibicy of Formqe^ atod 

....... 
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had their Fears that after fo many Favours, perhaps (he . 
might fome time or other frown upon them, as flic had 
done upon o^^ers. However,they had this Satisfniflion^ 
that having liv*d^ inofienfively with their Neigh-* 
hours and Strangers, withoni: ufing any kind of Deceit, 
Treachery or Affront, they had no great Keafon to £ear 
iiich an Alteration. 

Nevertheleft they forefaw,that nocwkfaftanding all the 
Care and Cauden they had taken, it was a difficulc 
thing to fecurethemfdves and what they had acquir'd, 
as Affairs wemml'd in Mofcovy, wichonc bavinga Friend 
at Court. For there 'tis grown a Proverb, That b& 
that has not a Friend at Cow t, ought not to he loolCd upon 
as a Man : And *tis true enough ; for a Man that has 
' any extraordmary Charad:er is envy'd by every body, 
and fubjecftto be flander'd at Court; and li he has no 
i Friends there to take his parr, he is ruin'd to all intents 
' and purpofes , and muft fall at laft though he be never fo 

juit and honeft. 
i The Anicians having gain'd fuchgreat Eftates, thought 
i it neceifary to get Proredion in tte Emperor s Court ^ 
I and therefore pat tbemfelves under the Protedlon of 
Boris Gudmow one of the Chief Lords of the Court, 
I and Bfother-in-law of the Empeior Fedar Thmumtg^ 
who was dien upon the Throne ; and the fame Bmsym 
i ekAed Emperor after the Death of his Brother-in* 
law. 

Afierthey had nude htm confiderable Prefenrs, they 

refolv*d to truft him, and gave him to know, that they 
would difcover to him a Thing that would be very ad- 
vantageous to the Emperor. Upon which Bori^ beard 
them very favourably, and carefe'd them more than 
ordinary. Then they acquainted him exadtly with 
what they had done, and gave him a Defcription of the 

I Couatrey of the Samoieds and of Siberia, entertaining , 
him with a Relation of all they had d>(erv*d in it, 

j and what great Frolic and Riches Mufcovy niight draw 

I from that Counrfey ; but did not tell him at firft that 
they had been there, and had privately traded with 'eai» 

i and gain'd immenfe Riches. 

Bms being chann'd with this DiCcovery, and defiront 
10 know more <tf the matter, made a fuxber fimjniry 
into em|r Particolar they bad related to him; giving 

tbqa Amuanoe of his Fcie^dlhip, and tl^c be would 

....... . ' ^j^^ 
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protecfl them as his own Children. To this end be 
procur'd Letters-Patents of the Emperor, confirming 
them and their Pofterify in the Pofleflion of all their 
Lands and Eftaccs, without Moleftation or Contradidi- 
on, and allowing them a perpetual Freedom frora 
Taxes. He alfo carry 'd them in his own Sledge thro* 
the Streets of Mofcow, where they ftaid all the Winter ; 
which was a very great Honour from fo gtw l 
Prince as Bms^ who governed che whole Empire. 

B(9r)9 acquainted tbe Emferor with ail he had I^rrt 
from the Aniciens^ who was very well pleas'd Wiiiithe 
Difcovery, and gave him an abfoime Power to da 
whatever he (houkl chink oonvtnienc about it, Thtt 
Noble Lord, who was a vigilant Stacefinan, ordei^d 
feme Captains, and other decay*d Gendcmen. who 
were at his Command, to go with the AmemiM$. He 
cloath*d them magnificently like Embafladors, and 
gave them fome Soldiers to attend them, with fome 
fmall Wares to prefent to the Samoieds, More efpecial- 
ly he commanded them to obfcrvc the Roads, Rivers, 
Forefts, and all other Places, witTi their particular 
Names ; and above all, gave them a ftridb Charge to 
behave themfelves very civilly, and treat the People 
..with Refpedl and Kindnefs. They were alfo enjoyn'd 
CO mark down the ficteft Places to build Porta apoo, 
and CO bring fome of che Inhabitants along with 
them. 

Thefe Ambafladors went from Mo/cmp to Pf^fovd* 
with a very Eood Eqiiipage, and a Jarge Stock of Mo- 
ney and Pfefems. The Ankemans |^ve them Iboae di 
rbdr own Qiddren, Servants and foends toaccompany 
them. Being arrived in the Conntcey of the Snmtii, 
rhey diligendy obferv'd all things, and fhcw'd great Rc- 
fpedl and Kindnefs to that People. The Prelcnts ihcy 
made them, tho* of httle Value in Mufcovy, were look'd 
upon here as very conliderable ; and accordingly the 
People received 'em with great Acclamations of Joy, 
kneeling down before the Ambafladors, whole rich 
jCloaths they admir'd, having never feen any thing 
like them before. In iliort, they almoft took em 
(Sods. 

The Miifc&ohes ingag'd fooie Smmds who had been 
|n Mufyvy^ to 6e their Interpreters ; by whom they 
cave 'emconqdefftandfltQ (ifrj|iKlei|K of tht Epperor 
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of Mafcm^^ vAio KvM Itke a God upon Eatth ; tni 
told this good PeOpk lb many fine things, thai cbey were 
excreamly defirons to fee the Emperor. The Mufco^ 
tfi^esy wm wifhM for nothing elfe, agreed with them, 
and perfuaded them to go to Mofcow^ offering lo leave 
Hofta^cs behind them to learn their Tongue. 

By this civil and obliging Carriage they won the 
Hearts of all the People on this fide the River 0^r, 
who fubmirted to the Emperor, and engag'd to pay a 
Capitation every Year for their Men, Women and 
Children, as loon as they could draw a Bow, vi:(, a 
Pair of ^ebellne Skins ^ Head, which were of much 
vahie among them, and much more among the Mufe^ 
vitesm This Tribnte they promis'd to pay tp the Empe- 
fofs Commiffionefs, and naade i^ery pcm&oal Pay* 

After fodi good Succeft to tUt Place, the MrfimdM 
went to the other fid<i of tlie River O^r, and tfavell'd 
there above %oo Leagues, where they law feveral kindt 
of rare Beafh utterly unknown to them, with fine 

Springs of Water, Paftnres, and Forefts, and feveral 
Samoieds, fome of them riding on Elephants, others on 
Sledges drawn by Rain-deers, or Dogs running like 
Stags. In (hort, they faw extraordinary Things which 
they admired, and enter'd every Particular into their 
Journal as they were commanded. 

At their Return they brought two Samoieds along 
with them, who were very willing to go ; and in 
Exchangib left a &w Muscovites behind them to leani 
the Language. Arriring at Mo/cow, they gave "a Rela* 
ckmo/ all Occurrences to .Borir^ who acqisaimied the 
Emperor widi it* The Mitfcm>im bxrft'd upon the 5^- 
fMiedi as a rare Sight, and defic^d them to let tbenk 
fee them flioot with their Bffir/, which they did with fo 
much DeiFcerity, that they were admired. They flodj: 
a little Denier or Farthing upon a Tree, and plac'd 
themfelves as far as they could fee it, ancf yet 
never faii'd to ftrike the Farthing every time they 
(hot at it. 

On the other fide, the Samoieds were no lefs amaz d 
to fee the Mufcovites Way of living, £^c. But always 
look'd upon the Emperor with Dread and Reverence, 
and admired the Splendor and Magnificency of his 
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femeti'mes on Horfeback, romctimesin aftately Coacft 
drawn by many fine Horfes, acieoded with a Alulcinuk 
of great Lords richly doacb'd. 

They were yet more furj^fiz'd in feeing the Soldi* 
erswith their Muskets, their red Cloaths» their Difii- 
pline, and fo many of chem guarding tbe Bmperor 
when be wen^ abroad, for he had never fewer than 400 
atxmt hioA. Tbey admir'd alio the Sound and tiie Nbife 
of the fiellsi ..which are tery coaunoii in hkfcow^ as well 
as the Nttoiber of Ships, and the Plenty of Goods 
that weie ill them* In Ihort, tbey thought they weit 
in a Country inhabited by Gods ; and therefore would 
never have defir'd to return to their own, if it had 
not been to inform their Countrymen of the many 
Wonderful Things they had feen. Nor could rhey 
forbear thinking thofe People very happy, who liv'd 
in obedience to a Prince that was rather a God than 
a Man j and with that View they wifli'd to be his Sub- 
yt&%. They iik*d all things very well that were given 
them to eat ; and f^id there was a great difference be^ 
tween tl^irgood Food, and the raw Flefli and Fiib 
they us 4 to feed upon in their own Country. 

But the moft important thing was, that they promis'd 
Obedience to the Emperor, and that they woaU 
perAiade their Countrymen to do the fame and there* 
fore defir^dhim to fend, Goverpoors to command 'eni| 
juid to levy Taxes* As for their Idobtry, the Ai^- 
ewim would not touch unon that Point ; becaufethey 
thought it would be ease to perfuade them to em- 
brace the Chriftian Religion wjjen they fl^>ouId fend Mi- 
nilters to inftrndt them, which there is no doubt, the 
Mufcovites would have done if ihey had not beep eQ« 
gag'd in Wars. 

After fo good a Succefs, the Aniconians were 
Iook*d upon with a favourable Eye at Court ; and tbe 
Emperor granied them great Immunities and Privile* 
ges. He alfo gave them fome confiderable Places fits* 
ated near their pwn Country ; and to ibis day rhey 
are in poffcilion of above a hundred Leagues or Land 
alpng the Rivers Dwina , H^fogds and Soelma ; where 
they are grown very rich, and are ftill oiatntaio'd in 
their Liberties and Privileges. 
Further, it was refolv'd in the Emperor*$ Council to 
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and to put Garritohs in 'em,to fend a General Covernour 
' with Orders to fiinrey theCountry.to go as &r as pofTible 
in it, and annex it to the Empire. All which were cffeded 
with Succefa. The Forts were built and garrifon'd, 
'And they have now planted feveral Colonies of PolmuU 
^trs^ Tandrians, Utijfims, and other Nations in ir. 
^ Beftles chofe that went thither volnotarily, many 
Murcberers, Traytors, Highway-men, ^c. condemned 
to death were fcnc thither. Some of them were clofe 
Prifoncrs, others h.id the Liberty ro go and fettle there, 
according to the Quality of their Crimes ; fo that by 
degrees they have built indifferent good Places, Towns, 
and Cities, which are now inhabited by feveral forts 
of People, who have their Churches, ftrong Places, 
and Towns enough to make a great Kmgdotn ; and no* 
ahing is more certain, than that the great Privileges 
iwhich were granted them, contributed very much to fo 
^eat a Settlement, fiefides that, the Lands the Empe- 
ror freely granted to thofe who would fettle there, invi^ 
xed a Multitude of i>oor Peopleto leave their own Coup- 
icnr to go and inhabit there. 

That vaft Extent of Land is called Siberia^ in which 
they have built a City of the lame Name. In the 
(Beginning of that Settlement only the pronouncing the 
Word Sihr at Mofcovp was as terrible to lewd Fellows 
and Malcfacftors, as thac of the Houfc of CorreBion at 
Amflerdim I for they were all fent thither. But now 
that Punifhment is fo ordinary and mild in comparifon 
of what it was formerly, that Lords and Gentlemen 
that are out of favour at Court, are baniHi'd to chat 
Country for a certain time ; and being made Governours 
of feme Place, tarry there till they are reftor*d again to 
Favour. But, after all, let the Punilbment be never fo 
incdnfiderable, it is fevere enough to thofe who think 
chey are never (afe nor well in any place elfe but in the 
Court. 

'Twill now be proper to fpeak a little of the Road$ 
from Mfiwy to Sibfria. ' It was no eafie thing to come 
to the knowledge of It. A friend I had at the Empe- 
ror's Court, while I was at Mofcotv^ after repeated in- 
treaties granted me that favour ; and indeed he had 
reafon to be cautious how he communicated it, for he 
was in danger of his life, if the Emperor had known 
k : the Miifcovitcs being of that temper, that they think:

As alfo 
the Ifames of the Towns they have luilty 
leing Jubjeil to a Gavertfoar fit ever the 
Countrey^ ivho enlarges his Difccveries ^ 
'very day^ having already carry d ^em as joi , 

as Tartary. 

Tp^OlA.Wifogdaxi'ZQS Soile, a Town inhabited by the 
* Aniconians^ yoa pafs up the River to a little 
Town nam*d Javinifco^ and inhabited by the Mufc9^ i 
vim. It is 17 Days Journey from ^oik to ^a/oinijeo, \ 
in which you are obliged to ccofs many For^fts aad 
Rivers, f^fogd^^ fprings out of the Mountains of 
Ivegorid^ wliich extends from the Sottili of Tarta) 
almoft to tfaeKorch Sea. The River of Pkfmu^ 
which difcharges it (elf into the Sea on this fide tEe 
Waigati^ hath alio its Source in thofeMountaios. 

From Javinifco it is three Days Jonmey to a Rivtc ' 
caird Neem^ which (ignifics Mute, becaule the Watds 
are calm in ^running through the Woods. When you 
have been five Days upon the River, you mud go a- 
fliore, becaufe then the Ncem runs our of ihe Road ; and 
after you have travell'd by Land about a League, yoa 
re-embark upon a River calFd tVitferay which falls 
down from the Rocks call'd by the Mufcovites C amend, 
in the (ame Mountains of Ivegoria* Then you go nioe 
Pays Journey down the River to come to alitde To«n 
call'd Soil cdn^coi^ built there for the Conveniency i 
Travellers^ whoare oblif 'd to continue their Joontf 
by Land. ^(/Sr4constiiiifsitsCoiirfe« and ransinD 
anocher^cailVi Cum, which {jafles under the Town 
$eA in Mufcoiuy^ and difcharges it felf in the great River 
of t^^e Volga^ that nins .i&o the Sea by feventy 

Mouilis. 
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Mouths. All thefe Particulars are true and ccrtait^ 
hav ing been nicely examin d by thofe that gave me the 

Relation. 

After a little Stay at Soil Camfco:\ a very populous 
Country, they will fumifti you with Horfes ro carry 
your Goods, and guide you all the Way throiigii 
Mouncains full of Firr, Palm, and other fine Treei. 
Next yon croTs two Rivers call'd Soiba and Coofna^ 
which are in thofe Mountains, tad run into the Nortfi 
Coumry. The next Mountains are divided into thvae 
Pares, and differ oiach from the adjacent Mountains ; 
for they aflfbrd excellent Woods and Paftni^. After 
two Days Journey they arc call'd Coo:tvinfcoiCamen ^ 
and after two mofe^Cirginfcoi Camin, Then you come 
to a Town nam*d Vergaferia. Thefe Mountains arc 
properly Defercs, upoa which the Ttrtarians and the 
Samoieds hunt for the Mufcovites, The Mountains of 
Podvinfcoy Camen are the higheft, being cover d with 
Snow in feverai Places, and furrounded with Clouds. 
*Tis a great Fatigue to travel over 'em ; but the* the 
Foot of it is very low, yec the DeTcenc is gradual and 
eafic. 

Being arriv'd at Vergateria^ you muft ftay there till 
the Spring, becaufe the River Tootm that runs under iCt 
is very (haifow all the Year, except in the Spring, when 
the mdced Snow filing down the Mountains, lwellsic« 
and renders ir navigable. The cUef City of SUeris ii 
Vergateria^ and was^built bat 21 Years fince^ si will at 
the other Towns in that Cooncry, and are all well in^ 
habited by People who till the Ground, as tbey do hi 

Mufcovy, 

There is a Govemour who fends every Year abun* 
dance of Com and other Provifions by Water to all the 
Places of Siberia, and furni(hes the Garrifoos with all 
Neceflaries. He likewifc provides for the ftrong Pla- 
ces beyond the Ohy , where the Samoieds live only by 
Hunting ; foi hitherto there ace no Towns built in that 
Country. 

Then yoanmftgo dom the River Toera five Days 
Journey , till yoa come to another Town called 
Jnphanim^ which vcas built and inhabited about two 
Years finoe. 

At ^spbamm y^m embark upon she IWr^, which 
after two Days Journey^ wuds (b fluich abani> that 

ia 
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in many places you are oblig'd to go by Land, and up- 
on the River by turns, to Qiorten the Way. The Tartars 
and the SamoUds dwell about locra^ and keep Caciel 
and Boats. 

At laft the Toera carries you to the great River Tuhah^ 
about loo Leagues troin ^ergateria. Upon this River 
you go to T/i7«4 a very populous Town, built only ii 
Years fincc. This Town has a very great Trade fcr 
Skins and Furrs, between the Mt^eevhes, Tartars^ and 
Samoieds, 'Tis very convenient tor thofe who only 
travel for fix Months, fine if you pleale you may go 
ibrther beyond the Ohy to the Baft, and ib to tk 
South. 

From Thma yon go to Totolfca^ the Capital Gxj 

of the Siberians, and the Refidence of the Viceroy. 
All other Towns fend their Tribute there, and the Vice- 
roy fends it from thence to Mofcow under a ftrong 
Guard. The Governour-G'^neral is very fcvcre, andall 
the reft of the Governours of Siheria and Say/y- ieda muft 
obey him. In that City there is a great Trade for 
Merchandize imported iroin the v>outh, and the remoreft 
Parts of Tartary, and from cveral oiijcr Nations. Such 
is the Advantage of the MiifcovUes ; who having joined 
that Country to their Empire with the Confenc of tbe 
Inhabitants^ and exercifing a mild Governmenc over 
them, have no reafon to fear any Rebellion, the People 
being very well aftded, and pleas'd with their Em- 
peror. It was a Thing to be wi(h*d for, that the Sfi- 
maris who have been fo cruel to the Americans^ had 
iedid (iichamtid Government in America, in which 
they might have had better Succefs, and enlarged their 
Dominion funher than they have done, I obferv'd 
my felt in my Voyage to /imr, Icn. Whereas now they 
are abominated, and none of r hat Peopic yieid Obedi- 
ence to them but by force ; as the M i!: jv::--s know, and 
are perfwaded by Eicperience, that the bcft way to gam 
new Conquefts, and fubdue a Savage People^ is to 
treat them with Humanity and Meeknefs. 

The City of Toboifcd is ficuated on the Side of tb 
River Tort^f, which runs from the South as rapid as tk 
Damdu. It difcharges it felf in the Oby ; and 'tis thougbt 
thefe two Rivers have their Source in one Coimtrey. 
TheRiverT(iM,whicb8iT<tMaai€tottieCity, ranson 
the other fide of ifc 
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^ to find a Pajjage to China, ^id. 

Anothet River from the North ruhning down from 
the Top of a Mountain near the Sea, falls into the To- 
bol. The Savages call it Taffa : And the Mufcovites. 
not long fince built a Town iidon its Banks call'd Pohe^^ 
and planted a Colony in it from Siberia^ wlio live in 
great hopes to fetde a good Trade there, and make it 
a con fide rable Place : for the Countrey is very fine and 
fruitful. There is alTo abundance of Forefts that artf 
ftdl of Wild Beafls i as, Leofdrds^ Ljftuecs^ Faxeii 
Sables^ Sec. 

That Town is fifteen Days journey from Toboifca ; 
and the River Irtts falls into the Objf at the diftance of 
hftccn Days Journey to the North of the fame Town. 
There was formerly a Tow n at the Mouth of the River 
Ohy^ caird Ofcoygorod, which was demolitVd by the 
Governourof Siberia s Order, without giving a Reafon 
for it ; tho* perhaps it was becaufc of the Cold, and 
that it was too near the Sea ; or that they fcar'd 
fome Diforder or Rebellion might arife on that fide. 

; The River Ob/ divides it felf into two Arms, doe of 

! which furrounds a vaft Tradt of Land ; and after ma* 
king a new Ifland, runs again into the firft and larger 

I Channel. There they have built a new Town inAeadi 
of that which was demoIi(h*d, call'd ^sriolt ^ and 

( lying fifty Leagues further into the Lana tfaaa the 

■ former. 

Going up the River above ^ergoh, there is na ufc 
of Sails, except in the greac Boats ; for the Land is fo 
; high, that little orno Wind reaches the Water; there- 
fore I hey Hraw the Boats along with Ropes, as they do 
in all the Rivers of Mnfcovy. From ^ergolt, going up 
I above 200 Leagues, you come to a ftrung Place call'd 
I Koxinfcayy built about thirteen Years ago, when the' 
I Governour-General fenc Men into that Country to find 
t out fit and proper Lands to be mandr d and buUt upoif# 
I ^hefe MefTengers finding chat Place Was pleafam, ^al^ 
\ thy, indifferent hot, fruitful, and fiiU of all nianner t/t 
Beafts and Birds, they bnilt Noxinfcaf^ and put a Oafi^ 
j rifim in it. It lies mthe Soatb-Weft, ind it tMitferently 
well inhabited. The Govemour hating oidef d the w 
Ittbitants to niake a fbltker 0iiodftery of d^^ CoMrf 
towards the hotldt Climatev ^nd to tteat the Peo(>ld 
that ftibmitted to them With all Civility atid Kindnefs 
ifRAjjsO^iAt ^ aceotdingl;^ thct advanc'd in great Ttoopi 
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above 400 Leagues into the Country, and fonnd man^ 
good Qiots df Gnmnd« fine Fafture, t§c. bnt fofind no 
Men. A great pity that fiich a fertile CovMcty (bdaU 
be deferc. 

Aboot ten years agoe, others who went up tbe* Ri- 
ver Ohy 200 Leagues further, difcover'd a charming 
Country, ver^^ hoc where there is but little or no Win- 
ter. At their return, Boris Gudenou^ who was then Em- 
j)eror, fent for them to Mofcow, and being truly inform- 
ed of all Paniculars, took the affair into confideration, 
and immediately gave order to the Governor of Sihe* 
rsa to build a Ciry, and a Fort in that Country ; which 
was done accordingly, and the City is called Toom, be- 
ing large, fine, and populous. Some fay, the Tartars 
* poiTeded this place, made it a retirement for Pleafurc, 
and had a King in it, whom they called Ahya. That 
City hath been often atcackc by a fort of People who 
live at large under Tents, but at prefent *tis fo great 
and nopuloas, that they fear no Enemy. And there it 
no ooubt, bnt in a Ihort time the City and iti depeiH 
dencies, will make up a little Kingdoni. 

Between Noxinfcaj and Tom in Siberia, they advance 
every day farther into the Country among a People 
who call themfelves Oflachy, and agree very well with 
the Samoiedsy Mufcovites^ and fartarf of Siberia^ who 
ufe them very civilly. Some of them import Gold. 
They have fcveral Kings like thofe of the Indians, I 
mean perry Kings. In (horr, the Mufcovites have fo 
far extended their Dominions into that Country that it 
would furprife one to fee it. 

They have likewife built many Cafiie$ and Foro 
fincethat time, between the Rivers Ohy and Jrfi^,wfaid( 
(>laces are grown very rich,and are inhabited by Tartars^ 
Mtifiovites and SamoiedSfytho ateali extreamlj civili^U 
One of thofe olaces is caUed T4r«, andfies 10 the La*- 
titude in windi the Rivers Oly and Jr$is do, at the di- 
ftanceof 10 days journey from one another. Jorgm 
or Jorgoa^ Befm and ^angan^ Soifccy^ Garad^ are 0- 
ther Towns built 1 4 years agoe, and (ituated furihe: 
South; and the Inhabitants make daily difcoveries of 
fome new Country on the Veft of the River Ohy. 

On this fide of the fame River are (icuated the Ci- 
ties of Toboljca, Siber, Berefai, befides feveral others 

all aloiy the Banks of delicate Rivers, and new ones 

ait 
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are: a paQding every day. Bac the Cities of finrim 
aad llM^ are on the other fide, the Inhabitants ^vhere« 
cf employ Kaindecrsto draw rheir Sledges, and cer- 
tain Dogs which run very fart, and feed only upon Fiih, 
which they think ftrengthens rhfm morc than Fleih ; dry 
Thornback is their ordinary Food. To the Raft of N4- 
rim upon the River Telt^ there ftands a Fort called 
Comgofcoyy which is provided with a Garrifon about 
feven years fince : the Inhabitants ot that Fort and 
f^arim^ were commanded by the Governor of Siberia^ 
to go with Sledges and Horfcs to find out feme new 
people. They, travelled three Weeks Eaftward through' 
great Defarrs, difcov^ring all round 'em fine Coun* 
trice, great Rivers, and many Trees. At three Weeks 
end they fawaifew Hti^ inaPJaih, andfomeMen 
afleoibled together, who were nxtc frighted in feeing 
thit 'Mtfcwitety becaufe they had Tdrtdri and Samoie& 
for their Guides^ who perhaps had been in that Coui^ 
try before, and were acquainted witKthe Inhabitants. 

The Mufcovitei exprefled great kindnefs and friend- 
fhip to them, bat the Tartars and Samoieds did not 
Well undcfftand theif Language ; however they ap- 
prehended they were called Ttngoefes, and dwelt along 
the River Jeyvfia, which is larger than that of Oby ; 
and that they came at firft from the South- Wefl, but 
did not exadly know from what particular place. They 
all had double Chins, or fwellings under the Chin, and 
in fpeaking cluck'd like Turky-Cocks* The Samoieds 
underftood them better than the Tartars* 

On the £aft fide of that great River are very hig&l 
Moor^tains, four of which difgbm firimftone : But on 
the Weft fide there is a very fine level Country, a-^ 
bomiding With ^lea&nt Paftares, and (uch Trees, and 
FnutSy as. they never hadfeen before, and great ham- 
faters of Birds. The Rim Jcni/ea overflows itf the 
Spring like Nilus in Egypt, znd drowns above 70 L^giief 
ot the fliat Country.* Daring which tirfie the Tingoefes 
dwell on the other lide upon Mountains, till the waters 
drafn, and then they return with their Cattel into 
their own Country. 

The Tin^oefes are of a mild and quiet temper,and wil- 
lingly fubmictedtb the Governor of Sibenay being over- 
perfwaded toitby theS4iw^;>ii': who cold them that the 

hbrfccvi$av9tn)ji»iQ mny Gods upon fianli, and yet 

Q % tbt 
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the Mttfcovhes knew nodhen nor fince, of what Re* 
ligion this People was ; aod indeed the MrfcaviiM are 
too carelefs in chat point, 9S well as io many tbiiigi 
whicb might redound to their advantage. 

Now Idont vdonderthzttbefPajfgsts is fo full, and 
in a manner ftopt up with Ice towards the Nonh, for 
tbefe two Rivers, the Oly and Jenife4 bave ^codiffi* 
ous quantities in it, as well as many others which car- 
ry away whole Woods and Groves, when they over- 
flow the Country ; and this is the reafon why fuch 
floats of Wood are found upon the flioar of the f^Vay^ 
gats, Befidcs that, the cold is as fharp in the Streight 
of Nova ^embU, as in any part of the World, fo that 
the cxtream cold and the narrownefs of the Streight, 
is the caufe that pieces of Ice uniting together make 
great (helves ; fometimes -jo or 60 Fathoms thick. The 
truth of which was coofirm d this year by the Mm 
chat ^ Jfaac Le Mure fent to find out a paflage» for 
they meafored them. All this I knew biefore» and 
tfaeibfore refufed to go with himi for I knew it was 
impoilible to find a pallage that way* 

Thefe Ditcoverers went farther beyond the River 
fenifea, but went Eaft ward , . not daring to venture 
Southward. They took along with them fome Tingoc' 
fes, who told them there were Icveral People further 
towards the South, that were unknown unto them, 
and governed by Kings, who trequenily made War 
one againft another. 

But finding the Country they went to was uninhabited, 
they after fome days Journey went back again, and de- 
fired the Tingoefes to make a new dil'covcry if pofH* 
ble, whicb they promifed, and contra(fled an Alliance 
with them. Upon this the Mufcovhes having nOMUfe 
them Prefents, and left with them fome of their own 
Countrymen* with Tmwrs and SatmieJs^ returned to 
their own City. 

Next year tne Tingoefes having fent (bine of their 
own Men Eaftward to di(bover the Country , they 
went farther than others had done the laft year, and 
found a great River, not fo big as Jenifea, but as Ra-

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pid. Then they travelled fome days journey along the 
ihoar, and at laft they found fome Men whom they cook 
Prifoners, but could not undcrftand their Language. 
However by figns they thought the Men told them, 
that it thundered often on the other fide, becaufe they 
pronounced Om^ Om^ and rfiat there was a world of 
People there. In (hewing the River, they faid Pe^fida^ 
which witbooc doubt was the name of that River, but 
by the word Om^ Om, tiie Khtfeovites*wo\ild under* 
mnd that they meant the' noife of the Bells. They 
took their Prifoners along with them, but they all dyed 
in the way, perhaps for fear, or by the change of the 
Air. At their return they faid, thofe Men were tall, 
ftrong, and well fhnped, but had iirtle Eyes, flat No- 
fes, and yellowifh brown Faces. The Mufcovites in 
Siberia being acquainted with a4 this by the Samoi' > 
ids, had a great defire to go thither, and try if they 
could make any new Difcoveries. The Governor gave 
them Men and Soldiers to go with them, and comman- 
ded them aUb to take fome Tingocfgs^ SamoieJt^ and . 
Tdrpars along with them. Accordingly 700 of them 
went in a Body, and crolTed the River O^, and the 
Country of the lingoefes and Samoieds^ who were theic 
Guides. They had P^vifions enough upon the Road, 
by killing Birds, Raindeers, Goats, ^c, and by ca;ch« 
ing Ftih in abtrndance. 

Arriving at the bank of the River Perfida^ they put 
up Tents, and dwelt there till the Spring, becaufe that 
River was only Navignble in that Seafon. But they 
durft not crofs the Perfult^ becaufe they heard the 
noife of Bells, and rcinembred what they had been 
told in the laft Voyage. Bcfides that, when the Wind 
blew from the other lide of the River, they heard a 
confufed noife of the Voices of Men and neighing of 
Horfes. They alfo faw fome Ships, though feldom, 
and thought they went down the River. Thofe Boats 
were fquare, as they are \nxhtln^es. 

However they law no body on this fide the River. 
The Water was very high in the Spring, but they were 
nocdanmified by it, becaufe the (hoar was very high on 
both fides* Hie Country was very pleafant in the Months 
of Affrii and Ai;^, and there they found abundance of un- 
common Herbs , Flowers, Fruits» Trees, Beaftt, and 
£ird$ ; but the Mtifcwitcs who are not curious in thefe 
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diings, took liccle notice of cbem, for they regard mh 
tiling but their own profit. 

In the Summer time they purfued their Journey ar 
gain, though but very {lowly, and arrived \nSiheria\n 
Autumn^ vvhere they gave an account of what ibey 
bad feen, and confirmed it by their Oaths. 

The Journal of that long Journey was fent ro Mof- 
cow, where the Emperor Boris^ and the Court were of 
Opinion, that, they ought ro make a farther enquiry 
into, and a fuller difcovery of that Country. In pur- 
jfuahce of that deiign, the Emperor refolved so fend 
the next year feme Ejnbafladors with Prefeots, acpom* 
paoied with certain Tartairs, Samoieds^ and TXng9ffet^ 
whom he ordered to crois the River Perfida, to try 
what they could difcovpr on the other fide. He em* 

f>ur'd *em ro treat and make Alliances with King!|, 
eople, apd Sovereigns, if they ihould find ^ny: Bat 
iibove all, they were charged tp make exaft ooferva^ 
^00$^ of what (hould occur ip their Travels , and 
enter them into their Journal. For the former Difco« 
Vcrers being confident that they had heard the noifeof 
jBells, they were in hopes to make great difcoveries ; 
but all thefc Projedls were rendered abortive by the 
long Wars of Mufcovy. 

I believe the Confines of Pcrfida begin on that fide 
the Kingdom of Cathai^ which borders upon China 
and the Indies ; but I am of the opinion, that the 
Miifcovitcj Vroie&vnll be difiipjjointed if ever they 
attempt it again. '|lme will manifeft whether I am 
under a miftake ornfoic.' However during the Wars of 
Mufcovy, the Governors fet another attempt on foot, 
Several of the Inhabitants of Siberia^ were willing to 
lindef cake the Voyage ; but having gone along the Ri* 
yer ^enifea^ they were rbr^red towalkit on foot, fo 
that many of them who lived at eafe, and y/ltbquc 
trouble' in their Houfes, being unable to endure the 
fatigue, died. At laft the reft of the Caravan found 
all things anfwerable to* the former accounts. T^Jow 
iIicY heard more diftindly the noiJe of the Bells, and 
Voices of Men. But'fince the Tingoefes refufed to crofs 
fJiC River, no body el fe durft venture it. There they 
f>iw aifo flames of Fire iffuing out of the Mountains, 
nc.'.n whence they brought Sulphur and Gold Stone?, 
which is an argument cha( there are rich Mines |n that 
place. / ' . The 
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THe Governor of Siberia hsA alfo caufed fomcBarkf 
to be made with Deck$» to carry them down in the 
Spri ng throu the mouth of the River Oby to the Sea, 
and fo to fail along the Coafts to the mooch of the 
Jmifea^ conchiding that the River difchafgcd k felf 
in the Sea on that fide. 

The Barks were orderM to gee into that Screighr, 
and go two days Journey up the River ; and at die 
iame time other Men were fent by Land along the' 
Sboar of the fame River, who were to ftay there till ^ 
the Barks arrived ; but if they came not in a years 
time, then they were to return baclc again. 

Their Commanders name was Luca^ who had or- 
ders as well as his Crew to obferve all Occurrences, 
and make a draught of the Situations, and bearing of 
the Coafts. The Barks Crew, and thofe that went 
by Land, having perform'd their Orders, met toge- 
ther at Jenifea , or rather at the mouth of it. All 
that they faw, agreed eza<SUy with the conjeduresof 
the Governor. But Luca the Cottkniander« and fome 
of the leading Men dying in the Voyage, the reft thought 
ft to part, and to go back fepanudy the fame way 
they came, which they did witboot any iQ accident at* 
lenaira them. 

At (oon as they returned they w»ted on the Goyer- 
Dor, and gave him an exad and particolar account in 
writing oi all their Obfervations, which was fent to 
MofcoWy and there feaied up and depolitcd in the Trea- 
fury, till the end of the War ; at which time it was 
to be read and confidered, in order to make good all 
the advantages they propofed and expeAed. But in 
all probability this Narrative is loft, which is a great 
pitty, for it defcribcd feveral Hands, Rivers, Birds, 
JBeafts, and the Coaiks for a great way beyond th^ 

A .friend of mme in Mofcow whofe Brother made the 
Voyagey.gaveme a Map of thofe Countries; this Map 
he drew according to «ie relation given htm by his 
Brother, who is now dead. But finoe that he himfelf 
went to the Strdght of fVajtgau, and was then infonnr ^ 
ed. of all that liesbetween that and the River O^; 
but as CO what is beyond it he knew nodung, but bv 
hearfay. Tho' this Map is only a rough Draught cif the 
Countcy, and (be Coafts 5 yet I had mncfa adoe t9 ges 
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it of him, becaufp he was in danger of his Life, if it t 
bad been Jmowp, and thercfot e 1 conccn! his name. i 
* There is anotbet. great Riyev called Taas^ which 
' nans into the Ohy^ and hath iu fource in agreac Wood | 
near Jenlfia^ from whence fprings alfo another River i 
Upc far from the Xmi, which nils into the Jenifea., \ 
So chat by the, Oii;, one may travel through the Coon^ I 
try of the SamieJs^ and vralk only two Leagues to 
reach the fliqar of another BLiver called Targalf, wUch 
carries him to the Jenifea. The Ter^^// is Navigable, 
and was difcover'd but lately by th^ SamoUdf and the 
'Jingoefes. • j 

It was an unhappinefs that the Dutch could not fail ^ 
through the PVjy^nts^ bur at the fame time 'twas impofli^ ^ 
ble it fhouid be otherwife, without a Miracle.

lljAny obieft that this defign is ablblutely impoffible, 
awl that fince it barb been ib often attempted 
wWiont fuccefs, there is no probability to fucceed in ic 
fcr the future. To which I anfwcr, that the fame ob- 
jedion was made about the failing to the Eaft-lndicSy 
which is now fo happily performed by the Dutch and 
the ^mugutfe. They pleaded t'was impofTible to go 
twice under the Line, and it was very doubtful, and 
Ccnainly dangerous ; but the Reafons which they al- 
ledged, could not difTwade Em^niie/ King of Forfugal 
ftom his defign, who found that way in die middle of 
the Sea, wbicb a year before had been traced by his 
Prcdeceflbr to the Cape of Good Hofe. 

That Prince having given the command of his I»« 
dU Fleet to Velrfeo Gams^ this Admiral embarked 
C«£/A. D« 1497. He failed towardb Arabia^ doubled 
the Cape of Goad Hope, made all the Difcoveries he 
etpe^, and at length arrived in the Kingdom of 
Cdiim, At his return he told the King what was to 
be done ; for befides the incouragement given by the 
ancients, they were in hopes of a good fuccefs in their 
Navigation from the reladon of fome Men, the King 
had fent to Alexandria, with orders to go from thence 
to Mauritania, which is ficuated above BMt ; and 

iron thence into Italjf^ and to vo&xm then^v^from 
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the ableft Mariners in all thofe places, which was the 
beft courfetodeer, to find out thclndics^ afcer they had 
reached the Cape of Good Hope, 

Ic is true the ancieac Writers affirm, that this Coarfe 
was tttikii6wn to Ptoiemew, but BUn^ in ezprefs terms 
relates many things, by which it appear^ that the It>ha« 
bitanrs of Cadis[ often failed that Road on this fide of 
the Cape, For« (aitb he, when C. Cafar Son of Aa^ 
guflus, made War upon the I(ed Sea^ thej found many 
Spanifh Ship- Wracks ; and that when Carthage was a 
flonrifluog City, Hamto having Navigated from C4«K{ 
CO th^ borders of Arabia^ publilhed a Journal of his 
Voyage. Befides, one may conclude from what Come' 
Hm Ncpos faith, that the fame courfe was known roihe 
jirabians. For that Author tells you, that one Budox" 
ins who fled before Lathyrus King of Alexandria^ ie- 
tiirning back through the Hed Sea, came asfarasC<f- 
fli':( ; which was alio obferved by Pliny. ^ 

But to make an end of this Digreffion, and come to 
our Subje(ft, if the Portuguefe, tr L fang the Records of 
ancient Writers, have had goodfuco^; why ihouldooi 
we have the lame regard to the ancieats iawhat tbey 
have faid about the Navigation through theNonh» 
fioce their Teftimonr, an4 the thing ic (elf defiBTvei 
our attempts? 

I pafsoverin filencewhat the Chronicles of B-^km 
i^od Denmark, affirm of thofe of Green^Lani^ which 
Chronicles of Denmark^ Anfgarim^ and Alberm Mioi^ 
fter of the Gofpel, fent from Hamborough into HoUanJ. 
But rhefe things feem new, if compared with what 
ny fauh, upon the Teftimoay of Cornelius Nefos^ 
that formerly there was a famous P -tfage through the 
North, and proves it thus : V Q. Mcteiltts Celer 
was joynt Conful withQ. Anmius^ and Governor of 
Gauty the King of Su^ihit prcfented him with fome /«- 
dians^ who having been a trading Voyage at Sea, were 
by a Storm caft a-(hore in Germany. He means tbaJ 
part of German/ where the iVefer and Elbe run into 
the Sea ; for we have proyjed clfewhere, that the Do-^ 
i&inions of the ancient. Suevis reached fo far, and it is 
probable thofe* Indians c*ime from the Cape of labin^ 
which liek on the Nonh fide of Tartary^ and is calle4 
by Piiii/MoiintXsi/ff^ndthat they wefe Inlial^it;ants of 
9Bt9s^ a itd||hbcNiring Country, borderiu now oq d|9 
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Fiontiersof Catbai next the Dead Sea, which islikewife 
aSi Mtrrn^a ot Maramamafa by the Cimhenfes, zc, 
(Dfdingto what P/i^;r9ffinns upon the ^ of Pbitif 
am ; and, in fine, that the Storm caft *ein upon the 
Coats of Girmanj. 

SuppoQng all this it tnie, the aboi^mention*d Re^* 
larionofthe SamoiedswUlptove true alfo, and confe* 
mienily is a Matter of great moment ; fince it appears 
that the Ruffians failing every Year ro a Cape near *em, 
which ihey call the Cape cf Vgolitam beyond the River 
Ohy , arrive there in five Days Voyage through 
rhe Sea before it is frozen. Therefore if we defign to 
undertake a Voyage through the North, it muft be by 
the lame courfe, as being the (horteft, and with Sub* 
miiTion, the fureft. Herein we (hould imitate the wife 
Condud of Eimam%l Kii% of Pmugsl^ who firft fent 
able Mariners to acqoaint themfelves with the Hed Sea^ 
fuul all the Routes to the Eaft-Indies, its Sinuitiofl»Galft, 
&c. before he fent a Fleet into the Eaft. 

In like maaner, if we undertake to fail through the 
Strrightof J^ajfau QtfVm4»$^ we ought to fend able 
Mep at the Qharges of m PnUick, who ihoaU firft 
make that Voyage with x}ai B^jfians. By tfaefe means 
we (hould certainly know whether the Sea, which is 
beyond the PVaygats^ is the great Tartarian Sea, or only 
a Guit, beyond which it is impoffible to pafs. We 
ftould alio difcover whether the Cape of Tabin is al- 
ways frozen, and whether *tis poflibleto fail by it. Wc 
ought, I fay, to be exa(ftly informed of all thefe Particu- 
lars by the Inhabitants of thofe Climates who. know 
ihem very well. 

To £icilitate this Underuking, we ought to fend 
thitliera Man of War of the Joweft Rate, and Man 
her with good Qfficersand Mariners, who have faird in 
thofe Climates. We fhould alfo furnilh the Ship with 
?tovi(|Qns for a Year and iaafj/tc ; and being arrived in 
theStr^igbt, tbeylhouIdWinterinthenEioftGommodious 
Pbce, and jceep Correfpondenoe with the fytj/tans and 
tbe San^hds, waiting till the Mtfeeuitet be^in their 
Voyage*, It would be very neoei&ry alfo, that fome 
Dutch Merchants who trade into Japan, (\\ou\d fail that 
Way to the Cape TabiUy or at leaft, to fome neighbouring 
Place, and oblerve the Cqurfe and the Country. ' Thele 
f^tiiefurefty ^ iiindoubfiQ^ Means to be 
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imde ufc of to clear that confidcrablc Doubt, vjjf. 
pf/Jjether it is ,foJfihie to find a B ajf age through the f aid 

Streight? 

I am not ignorant of the Opinion of others, who 
pretcfidchat thefurcft Way is to fail into the Main-Sea, 
togo round about the Northero Coaft of Nova T^embla 
tocbeLautude of SiDegrees, orthereabonts; 'bccaoft^ 

* fay they, the Days and the Summer are tfaafe longer, 

* and tbelce isnoc fotroublefome,v nor thrown in uicb 
^Q^miRCf from the Shore: Infinethe Cold isnocfo 

* fevffe tt io 7d'Degr. and under. I gramaU dbrfe Par- 
ticulars are fo upon the Sfhert^ which it very crooked m 
that Latitude, and raifes the Sun upon the Horizon fix 
Months in the Year. However, this Opinion cannot 
ftand for two Reafons. Firft, we are not at all acquain- 
ted with the Nature of that Climate, whether it is all 
over Sea, or whether 'tis a Continent, or Iflands. 
Secondly, fuppofing we could fail thither by the Main- 
Sea, the Difficulty ftill remains : for we muft go down 
from the %oth, to the Totb Degree, and lower, and 
there be expos'd to thelnconveniencies and Sharpneft of 
the Cold, be furrounded with Shelvet of Ice, have no 
Commuaieation with Mankind, in an unknown Comi* 
,try, never fee the Light of the Sun, be in perpetaal 
War with wild fieafts, and at length, in all Probability, 
perifh nuferaUy. 

All the Voyages nodenook to this day upon that De- 
fign' have had no manner of Soccefr • Nicholas ^efkttm 
was the firft who went to the Northerly Coaft of A" 
ntcrica in the Year 1380 ; and being tolled up an down, 
loft all hopes of Succefs in his Dciign In the Year 
I 500, Gafpiird CortffiiK fcarching for a Strcighc, found a 
River, and was oblig'd 10 come back again. He un- 
dertook the fame Voyage nexc Year and dy*d. His 
Brother Al/tf/74ff/ dy d foon after him in the fame Voy- 
. age. S^y^ftiAn Goiertus^ a Venetian^ was in the Year 
] 5c6, fenc by Henrjr VlL King of England^ to find a 
North Pailage ; bot he was ftopt by the Ice, and re- 
turned withont Suoceis. 3ohn Varajcentis going thither 
in the Year 1524, with a Commiffioq from Francis 1^ 
King of Brancff landed ac the Cane of ^itasmiM^ 
where he and Ua Men were dovoorVl by the Savajges* 
SehftsaH Grnrnfiur^ Spaniard^ undeftbok the finne Voy- 
age, but got HQ other ^tedix by the Expedition, rhaci 

tha^ 
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thatof bringing home fome Savages withhimJ 

Afterwards tlie BngUp: having fenn'd the fame De* 
fign, Sit Hugh ff^leughbytiWdmtbt Year 1533, and 
all came to yz Degr. where be and Us Crew were 
loft tbroagb the Extremicy of Cold and other Incon* 
veniences. Three Years after Stefh. Bmm^m fteer*d the 
fame Courfe, and difcovcr'd the Iflands of Galgoievia^ 
Nova ^embla and fomc others ; but beginning to feel 
the cold Weather of that Climate, and fearing the 
Confquenccs that might attend it, return d very oppor- 
tunely. After him Martin ¥orbi(he9^ Arthur Petrauf^ 
Charles Jackjnanm, and John Davis, undertook the fame 
Voyage without any Succefs. For bifher was turn d back 
by the Ice so I576» Fetrxus said Jac^jHm had no better 
Fonane in 1 580, only they made a nicer Difcovery of 
fotne of the Coafts of Nnm T^embU. Dmns in 1 585; 
difcoverM a Gulph ; but no body yet koovlrs how &r 
this Gulph ezcends. At laft the ZHmb in our Age grow- 
ing famoHS in the Art of Navigatioo by the Voyages 
ad the Difcweries they have made, midertook the 
(ameVoyagevrith all the Trouble and Fatigue imagi- 
mble, but with no better Succefs. Therefore I con- 
clude that the Parage through the faid Streight can 
never be difixiver'd, bui by the Methods above-meiv- 
Utt'd*

THE Diuch fubfifting tokrably by their TtatScX, 
in Sfain and other Parts of Bnrofc^ never 
thought of undertaking long Voyagies , and, 
making New Difcoveries, till about the Year. 
1594. At that time the Spaniards hyltig an EnibiufgQ 
upon cheur Ships, feiz'd their tgc&s, put thfe Merdaib 
and Mafters of Ships into Prifon, under the Pretence, 
that they came from their Enemies Country ; expos'd 
them to the Rigour of the Court of Inquifition, and 

fometimes kept cbemfor (he Koogs Service. Xa fliorr, 

; ' they 
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\ hu the EaflJndies* 

they treated tfiem with tiie grcatcfl: Injuftice, snd kfc 

em no Hopes of an Akeraticm. 

ffiefe Confiderations indue d foQie Merchants to form' 
aCompany, which at firft was call'd The Company of 
foreign Countries. Thefe Gentlemen fitted out feme 
Ships for the Eafl-lndies, They were credibly informed 
that this Trade had brought a great deal of Riches to 
the Portuguefe^ and therefore refolv'd to try if ihey could 
fenlea certain and durable Commerce with the Indians 
and Iflanders,who had no dependance upon xhc Portugues[e^ 

fiefideSk they look'd upon fucfa an £ftabli(hment as the 
only Means to avoid the continual Mulling of the 
Smlards^ and to convey Spices, DrtigSi and other 
MeicbaDdize, from huUa into their own Country t 
Sftitt being now the only Store-hoofe for thofe rick 
MercbaDdizes* For that purpofeio the Year 1 6^^ they 
toed ourfiitir Ships at Amfterdam^ one nam*d^ Maurice^ 
of 400 Tuns, and fix great Pieces of firafsOnnon, 14 
little Guns, four great Patereroes, and eight little ones, 
with Muskets and fmall Guns in proportion, mann'd 
with 84 Seamen ; John Molenaar Aiaiter, and ComcliuM 
hmman Commiffioner. 

Thefecond Ship was nam'd the Holland^ a Ship of 
the fame Complement, Burden, and Strength with 
the Maurice ; John Dignumf^ Mafter, and Gerard Vam 
Bemnghen Commiflloner. 

The Third Ship, Amfieriam by Name, carry'd .100 
Tuns, 5^ Men, fix Pieces of Bra& Guns, ten other 
Httleones, four great Patereroes, and fix fmall ones; 

JacA Sbtlingvt Matter, and J^gni Van Bel C(»- 
Iniffioner. 

The Fourth was a fmall Ship calTd the Piz^on, of a-^. 
boot 90 Tuns, 24 Men, twt> Pieces of Brais Cannon, 

fix little Cannons, and two Patereroes,; Simon Latfi'^ 
htrts Mm Mafter. So the whole Fleet carry'd 249 Men. 

April 1^ i595' the four Ships broke Ground from 
the Ttxel^ and fail'd through the Spani/h Channel The 
i^fb they faw the Hand of Palma^ without meeting 
any thing confiderable in their Courfe. The fame Day 
they faw the Iflands of Tenerijf \ Gomera^ and Fier^ 
or the Iftand of Iron, which is a Pare of the Canaries* 

* The Iflands which the Ancients call'd the The Fmu^ 
* note ffiands, by reafon of their Fertility and Tempera- 
Itnreof che/l^, having been difoover'd by the Spm* 
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* m Ji ill ihe Year 1 402, they nam'd tliem the Canariei , 

* or the Iflands of Dogs • becaufc they found great 

* Numbers of 'em there. They are feven in all, 

* Lancer Ota, Fuerte of Forte Ventura^ the Great Canary^ 

* Teneriff^ Gomera^ Hteiro or Ferro^ and Palma. The 

* Great Canary is far diftanc from the others, and coo- 

* tains 9000 Inhabitants. It is the Seat of the Bifhop^ 

* che Inquiiitors^ and of the Council-Royal, which go- 

* verns all the feven Iflands. 

* There is a Mottntain in the Tenei/iff callM the PaK 

* oflhterijf Of Terraira^ 'which according to the commoo 

* Opinion, is the higheft in the World. It may be di- 

* ftin(5lly feen at fix Leagues diftance. There is no tra- 

* veiling to the Top of it, but in July and duguft be* 

* caufe all the Year be (ides it is cover'd with Snow, tho' 

* there is none to be ieen in the other Places of that I-* 
*fland,nor in the other fix at any time of the Year. lt*s 

* three Days Journey to the Top of ir, whence you may 
' eafily fee all the Ciin4r/-Xaand$, cho' fotuc of ihem are 60 

* Leagues diftant. 

* Hierro or Ferro is alfo dne of the biggeft, but very 

* barren, and fo dry, that there is not one. Drop of fre(b 

* Water to be found in it, except in fonte Places along 

* theSea^fide, Where it is alfo very troublefome and 

* dangerous to fetch it ; but this Place the Providebceof 

* God fupplies with Rain to reooedy that Inconvenience ^ 

* For there grows almoft in every Place a fort of a Tree 

* which is pretty big, and incomparably fine ; its Leaves 

* are long and narrow, always green and lively. This 
** Tree is always covered with a little Cloud that hangs 

* over ir, and wets the Leaves by i s Dew ; fo that a 

* fine clear Water diftills trom em into little Pails,which 

* the Inhabitants fei to catch ir. This Water falls in 

* fuch large Quantities, that it not only abundantly 

* fupplies the Neceflicy of the People, but is fufficicnt 1 
' alio to water the Cattle. I 

' The Canaries in general are very ferdi, and stbound 

* with all forts of Provifions. They zSovd great Nuoh 
*bersof Canle, Store of Com, Honey, Wax, Sugar, 

* Cheefe, and Skins. The Vine of that Country is 
' pleafiuit and very ftrong, and tranfported into all Pans 
*of the World; 
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' ftay at thole Iflands to take in Provifions. 

' On the right haixl of cbefe Iflands about i oo Leaguei 
*off, tfaeMarincrs very ofcen perceive an Ifland nam'd $, 

* Boranora. Th^y fay 'cis all over green, very pleafanc, 

* fiiU of Trees,and faaS Plenty of all manlier of Pcoyiilon^ 

* They fay 'tis inhabited by Chriftians^ but no Man can 

* tell of what Nation tbey are, nor Mrbat Language they 
i * fpeak. The Spaniards in the Canaries have attempted 

* oftentimes to go thither, but could never find the way 
'into it, which raisM an Opinion in the People, that ic 
*was an Illufion or an invhanccd llland, or that the I- 

* fland is only Teen at certain times, and nor always; 

* but others aUedge a better Reaton, by laying the I- 
' Hand is fmall, and almoft covered with Clouds, and 
*that the Strength of the Currents are lo powerful 

* there, that they drive the Ships from it. However,: 
' 'tis certain that there is fuch an Ifland at fuch a Diftance 
•from the Canaries sls I mention'd before. 

Thei'ith they faw the Ifland Bona Vifta^ one o^ 
dnfe which are call'd by the Portugueses Green Iflands^ 
or Lai lihasFerdes^ in xhe Latitude of i6 Deg. The 
Ifland of BanaVifia is dry, full of Rocks, and ooc 
taaA inhabited j for there is no Water, nor any Pro^ 
• rifions for Ships. 

The x6th they dcfcry'd the Ifland of St. Jago^ inha- 
bited by a few Portuj^ueT^e, and about Noon came to an 
Anchor under the IflaiJ of Aluo in 14 Deg. 50 Min, 
N. Latitude, and in 8 Deg 40 Min. to the South of the 
Tropick of Cancrr. There ihcy landed, and found a little 
Church, with a lighted 1 amp hanging up in it,and a few 
ruin'd Houfes which made *em believe there were fomd 
Inhabitants there, but that they were perhaps frighted a- 
way at their coming, . • 

The idand is alfo vefy dry, but there is abundance 
of Kids and Goats in it, with fi^r/'/ir^-Heris, and other 
Fowls, There is alfo abuiidanoe of Salt caft up by cbei 
Sea, but very bard, to be got, becaufe the Sea. breaks 
vicrieDcly upon the Sand. At the Eaft Side there is a 
Rivnkc a£ irelh Water let With CocthTtus on both fidet^ 
which we (hall treat of hereafter* .Tbe Seamen going 
a-hunting, kill'd many He^ati^iksA Met in their way 
Horfes and Carts ; whence they inferr'd there Was Peopltf 
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* The Green Iflands, which the Dutch call the SaU^ 
^IJUndSy from the Quantity of Salt found there, were 

* di(cover*d by the FtfT^^tff ;(e in the Year 1572^, who 

* inherit fome of them to this Day. They are Ten in 

* Nnmfacr, vit^, St. Jago, Sta. Lucia^ San Vineente^ St. 

* Antonio^ St. NieboUs^ Ilba Blanea, liba de Ssl^ llha 

* de Ma'io, Ilha do Fogo^ and llha de Bona Vifta. They 

* reach from the Green Cape^ of which we fhall fpcaJc 
'hereafter, 160 Leagues into the Sea. Some are of 

* opinion that they were nam'd Green IJlnnds from the 

* Green Cape ; others, becaufe the Sea that furrounds 'em 

* is cover'd with a green Herb call'd by the Portugue:(e^ 

* Sar^alfo or Creffes^for that it is much hke fVater^CreJfes^ 

* This Herb fo covers the Sea, that you can hardly 

* fee the Water ; nor can the Sbip (ail through it, bnc 
' witfaa ftiff Gale of Wind. It brings forth Berries 

* imichlike white Gooieberries ; but they have no man- 

* ncr of Tafte. No body can tell how it grows ; for 

* there is no Ground or Land about the Place where it 

* floats upon the Water, and it cannot come from the 

* Bottom of the Sea ; becaufe the Sea is very deep, and 

* in many Places unfathomable. You begin to lee that 

* Herb when yoir are come to the Latitude of 34 Degr.

April 28. they had the Sun upon the ^enith perpen- 
dicular over their Heads ; fo that there was no Sbaae ae 
all, being then in 13 Degr. 90 Min. North Latitude* 
May 4. about five or fix in the Morning, they difcover* 
cd two Carraques ot Portugue^if Vefleb ; who feeiii|( 
then. Would have been elad to avoid them ; but meet* 
ing together, they took cbwn their Fkgs. Tbe For/n- 
tdd them they thought they were 80 Leagues di^ 
ftant imn tbe Laud, bavi^ been 10 £)ays (ailing firooal 
lMbm» There were five Ships of *em all bocuid fer 
Gm^ the Archbiihop of that City being on board one' 
of *em, with 400 Soldiers, 150 Mariners, and 18 Pie- 
ces of Brafs Cannon. Tliey prefented the Dutch with' 
lome Marmalade and Sweet-meats ; and the Dutch gave 
'em fome Cheefe and Gammons of Bacon ; after which 
they parred,and falutcd one anoiher with their greatGuos. ' 

The <)th they endur'd a violent Storm. The i otb 
they faw feven Ships, vi:{, five Dutch Veffels, and two 
PortugueT^e Barks coming from St. Thomas. They row- 
ed with great Joy on b^rd the i>utch^ and treated em 
with all kir.di of Sweet-nieacs land Sugar. And the 
Dutch having prefented them with Beer am other Pro* 
vifions, they parted about Bvening. 

The (gmt Night the Ship Maurice and the Vatcht 
lofi the others, but met them again about Noon. Thcf 
Admirars Mun-Top-Maft was broken down by t 
Tbuoder-bolt in the Night ; which, ^th the rapid 
Currents they there met with, retarded their Voyage , 
five or fix Days. However, they ftill ftood to their di- 
redl Courfe as near as the Wind would permit, which ill 
that Latitude is always North-Eaft, and is oftenames 
accompany d with Gufts of Wind, which the Portw 
lueie call Ttvrbadci or Travades. Thefe Hurricanes at* 
tended with exceiTive Rains, fall on a fudden Upon the 
Ships, and tofs them fo violently, that one would think 
tfaey would ^iih iittttediately, tfiey Atm't Jaft ^ 
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bove ao Hoar and half ; and when they are over,die Air 
is fo calm>thac cheSurface of the Sea is as fmooch asGIafs. 

'^une 14. they crofs'd the Line, under which they had 
a great Calm, and ezceffive Heats, with a Sontb^Veft 

XVind which blows all the Year from the Line to the 
Rocks caird Ahrolhos. For that Reafon, when you have 
crofs'd the Line, you muft fail to the Eart as much as 
you can, to double thofe Rock<: which run from the 
Coidt of Br,/:(?7 3c l.c^'gues inio the Sea; for elfe, if 
you laii towards the Ro.ks, your Voyage is at an £nd,| 
and you muft return h.ick. 

The 25^/7 the\ palsd the Rocks, and then for Joy 
made a great Feaft. They were then in 1 8 Deg. South 
Latitude. In the b-g'nningof J/z/r one of Joi n Mole^^ 
if4^'s Seamen dy'd, who was the firft Man they loft: 
But at the fame time all the Seamen were fickof ihe 
Scurvy, occafioo*d by the Sea-Air, and by eating of 
Salt Meat. v 1 

The ^^tb they thought they were near the Cafe of 
Good Hojpe, and yet they could fee no Land, and were 
all in a deplorable Condition ; for there was in one Ship 
above 50 Men fick of the Scu vy. ' 

The 3 ly? they began to fee the Trumhas or Bundle'; of 
Rullies with their Ruors floating, which is a certain Sij^n 
that they are rot very far f rom i\v^ Cape r^f Gee! Hop:.- 

* This Cape IS -.he ir.oR Soiuhcrly Point of ylf'"'c>t^ 

* and was fo nam'd bv rh^- l^on-ngucTi^e, B-irthctome-^v Oi&i 

* difcoverd it in the Year 1493 , or thereabout. When

* had hapned, to Johi IL (peaking of this Cape, be told 
*thc King it might be call d The Tempeftuons Cafe, be- 
' caufe of the furious and dangerous Winds that blo^ 

* continually in that Latitude, fiut the King rcply'd, it 

* was better to call it the Cape of Good Hofe ; bccaufcj 

* Men were always in good hopes of doubling it ;| 

* and from that time the Mariners call it by that Name ! 

• The PeirtugucT^e coming from the E :JKln<ucs^ always 
' congratulate one another when they have doubl'd that' 

* Cape ; for they fear no Dangers afterwards, but rec-' 

* kon themfeives to be fately arriv'd already, bccaufe 
. • they cannot be driven back into the Eaji'lnd'ies, as it 

* fometimes happens when they are beyond that Cape; 
.*and for that realon alfo itwas juftly call'd 'i he C^i/f 

* of G-'od Hope, The i^ortuguci^e pretend that Vafcf> 

* L4m4 wasthe firft that difcover'd U. I Ibe 
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• The trueft fign that you have palTod chat famous 

* poiiit is, the meeting wirh Rufhcs that are covered 

* wich M(»fs, and feme fmall Birds, urhich are a li^- 

* tie bigger than Swallows, and whore Feathers arc 

* white I'potted with black. The Portuguefe call them 
^Fefotts, The Country which lies beyond 'he Cape 
*is very Heahhful, and the Air very Temperate ; if it 
' were culdvated ic, would produce good Fruits. Ic har- 

* hours great numbers of Stags, and other forts of 
'Venizon. 

Aufuft the 24/, about Sun fetring they difcover'd 
the Conrinent of Africa^ and rejoyced extreamly at 
the difcovery. About five Leagues off the I and to the 
Notth-Eaft, the Country feemed to be high and Moun- 
tainous, but fteering along the Coaft ihey fourid it 
lower as they advanced. The next day they Taw a 
River, the Mouth of which has a (helf running a 
crofs it ; and about. Evening the Cape of Ncedle^^ 
which is very low. 

The ^tb they came into the Bay called by the Por^ 
tufusfe Afjuada deSanbrjs, which isexpofed to all Winds, 
but the North. The Coaft is very high, and upon 
the moft Wefterly Point of it yo» may fee a Tree like 
a Caftle. That Bay lies 45 Leagues above the Cape 
of Good Hope, It has a little IHand, or rather a great 
Rock cover'd with an infinite multitude of Fowls cal- 
led Finguins^ about the bignefs of a Goofe. They have 
either no Wings, or elfe they ate fofmalland'fo fhort, 
that they look more like Furr, or the hair of Beafts 
than Wings. You may eafily take them, for they will 
not fly frvom you, which is an evident lign that they 
lee but few Men, or none at all. Their Skin is fo 
hard, you can hardly cut it with a broad Sword. There 
was a!fo upon that Rock a great many Sea Dogs, 
who ftood in their own defence againlt the Mariners ; 
theykiird fome, but neither the Sea-Dogs nor the £irda 
were good to cat. 

The 'yth about Night eight Men rowed to the (boav 
CO obferve the Country, and while they were walking^ 
and had advanced a pretty way, feven Blacks foliowi^ 
ing the Footftepa of the Seamen, came to the Sloop 
whkli lay near the (hoar. When the Seamen rettumed^ 
thev prcleni^ them with Knives, Linnen Cloth, little 
Bella, Looking-Glaiib , • and (bme $tu£ft and Cloth ; 
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but they did not care for 'em, for they threw them 
down upon rhc Ground. Then they gave them fpnie 
Wine and Biskets which they liked much better, and 
appeared very well pleafed, Ihewed great kindnels cq 
the S>amen, who let them underftand they would be 
glad to have feme Oxen and Sheep ; upon which the 
BIack$ told them, they ihould have fome the next day 
^ter. 

Some of the Seamen having landed again on the 
fyb, found a very fine Connrry full of fweet Woods 
and Flowers. They alfo obferved the Footfteps of 
Men, Beafts Dogs, e?c. and little Bells, and Looking- 
Glaffes which they ^refented the Blacks with the day 
before, dl broken in pieces and lying on the ground 
with the Linnen Cloth. In the mean while fome o- 
ther Natives of the Country advancing to the SIoop^ 
the Seamen quickly reuirncd 'O her; whereupon tne 
Savnpes rerired, running by them without being feen, 
for th y are very nimble in croftinp the Woods. They 
came back a little while after, and fecirg lome Iron^ 
which they call Cory^ they promiied to bring cm fome 
Cartel in exchange for it* 

' In the Afternoon 20 Seamen went a(hoar again, with 
t refolution to find out the Habiutions of the Sava* 
ges; The Savages joyn'd 'em without fpeaking to Vol 
When the Seamen mov'd forward, they movM in Hke 

manner, and when thofe made a hale, they (at down 
fquat upon rheir Breeches, with their heels brought up 
to it. At U{\ the Seamen perceiving that Night ap- 
proached , returned on Board without doing any thing. 

The -jth 23 of 'em came a-(hoar in queft of the places 
where the Savages had their Rcfidence. After they 
had walked about half an hour, they faw them coming 
with fix Sheep, for which they gave them Iron Barrs 
of 30 pounds Wei eh t, and lome pieces of Money. 
But feeing they conk] not break the Iron to divide ie» 
they quarrelled, and prefently made a fmoak to ^v¥c 
fiotice to their Companions. But the Seamen putting 
put the Fire, the Savages (lezed two of the Sheep and 
ran away, but the other four were brought on board 
|he Sloop. 

The Savages following the Seamen in their Retreat, 
told them they wofild bring them more Cattel, and 
that pi^omife^ a Peace was ikiade '^nd agreed to. 
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The Seamen gave tbem ibme Sack, upon GODdi'don 
tfccy ffiould bring thetn more CacteJ for Iron. Then 
tbey filled their Veflels with frefh Water, which was 
very good in that place. Probably other Men had 
been there before to get frelh Water, for near it on the 
South fide, they fa w a little Fort built with Scones. 

The next day feme more Seamen landed, and in 
rowing carched Oyfters, wherein rhey found Pearls. 
They gathered abundance of Sweet-Herbs which grow 
tl^re. Then the Centinels gave notice that the Sava« 
ges were coming, who bringing Cattle, defired to fee 
looie Iron, and took feme in exchange for the value of 
the Qattle, upon which the Seamen went on board their 
Sioopy and cook the Cattle wi:h them. 

On the ^th the Savages waited for the DtuA on. the 
Sea fide, and told them tbey had brought a great ma^ 
oy Cattle. The Dutch going alhoar aeatn had a whole 
On for a forry Hatchet, and another for a Coopers old 
Addice. But the Dutch demanding two Oxen for a 
new one, the Savages would give but one, and fo they 
could not agree. The next day in the Morning they 
began to trade again, and had two fat Oxen and three 
Sheep, for an Iron Bar of 70 pounds Wpghr, divided 
into five pieces. They had three Oxen and five Sheep 
for a Bill, an Ax, a Shovel, a great iron Nail, aKnife^ 
- and other little pieces of Iron not worth four Livers. 
They thanked the Dutch twenty times, when they 
cotdd gee a Knife for a Sheep ; and the Dutch would 
have bought more Catcel, but they had no*more fma^ 
iron Wares. 

The Oxen there are as big as Spaniflo Oxen, they 
have a bunch upon their Backs» and fome of ihemi 
have no Horns. The Sheep are alfo very large, and 
well tafted. Their Tails are half an £11 thick, and 
have as much Meat upon 'em, as a Leg. Their Fleece 
is long, and like the hair of a Goat. This place do's 
likeiftfe atfbrd Quails, Larks , feveral forts ot Hawks, 
9Bd a great naany Sparrows. 

The Natives of the Country are not quite (b call 
as the Dwch ; they are of a reddifh brown Complexion, 
fame more apd lome lefs. They are very ugly, and 
paint their Faces with black Paincing : Their Hair is 
like that cf a Man, chat hath hang'd a long time on a 
Qibt^C T^y fio ^ »^aked , fav^ that: ihcy co- 
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ver their Bo ly with lan Ox Skin, with the Hair fide in- 
ward, and a large Girdle of the fame about iheir 
Middle, bi4ing (heir Privy pares with the Tail of the 
Skin. 

Some noake ufe of two pieces of a Skin for Shoei» 
others wear Boards under the Soais of their Feet, o* 
others cue and burn their Skin to make Beauty Brands, 
and pour Greafe and Ointment into the Wounds, which 

makes rh-m ftiik fo terribly, it is imp niFible tocome 
near them. For Ornament they wear Bracelets made 
of Ivory and Copper, fhe:l< finely polifli.'d, and Gold 
Rings upon th(» r F ngers, wich little Balls of Bone and 
V/ood. For Weapons they ufe long Javelins, the Irons 
of which arc very broad and dangerous. 

Thefe People are wholly Savage and jlhtLrofofh^p^ | 
or Men-eaters, where they have the advantage. When 
the Dutch killed an Os« they beg*d the Guts and eat ^ 
them up raw. They cluck when they fpeak like Ta^'' 
ky- Cocks, or like the Germans that live upon the Moun- 
tains of S?o:t::^crl.t}id towards *he juHan Alps^ who by 
drinking Spring and Snc^v Water very cold, have al- 
W?.ys fwcil t'gs in their Throats. 

They h.ivc no o:h :r lore of ViAuals but Cattle, 
Vcnizon, and Herbs ; for they were mightily affraid 
of Water, as far as the DutQb couid perceive, and 
therefore nevei wenta Filhing. But fince they could 
not fee their Habitations nor their Wives, nothing can 
be faid poGtively of them. I'hey ftrike fire rubbing 
|wo bits of Wood one againft another. 

In that Bay tlicrc arc many ^reat Fi(h, which came 
in the K:'gi:r to play about the Ships, bat you can 
hardiy I . c any little ones, bccauie ihe Sea Wolves de- 
vour trcm all. 

jiiigu(i nth, they refolvcd to fail about the E- 
veniag," though they wanted more Prcvifions ; but the 
Seumen being extreamly weak, and fatigued by the 
frequent turns .they had made through the Water, 
which oufed great fwellings in their Legs, and bc- 
fides fearing fome other accident from the violent 
breaking of the Sea, they weighed Anchor about SiW 
(tv.'uM^^ hut nor.without intolerable trouble, forajreac 
nia:.y cf their Seamen were (ick. 

Fro'n th.K Evening till the 7d of September, they 

Vw crc oblig ci lo keep ieverai courles, being toifed by 

the 
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ifae Winds, tormented by Storms, and fcattered one 

from another. The fame day feeing a great many of 
their Men ly down upon the Decks very lick of the 
Scurvy, they rcfolvcd to ftand in for the Ifland of Sr. 
Lamence, or Madii^^fcar , which ihcy favv the next 
day very car/y. 1 he ground is Jow and imooth, ex- 
xepc theWeftero Point called (he Cape ot San^omant' 
where the Country is Hilly, and very bigh, having 
double Mounrain. 

They run feveral courfes, and racket a long wiiile to 
doable that Point ; but being hindred by the Cur- 
leiKS and ftrong Winds, they fleered to the Weftera 
Point. The Ship called ylmft:rJum being near it, fenc 
off her Sloop with iix Seamen, who rowed to the Cape 
of S^itiffa Maria^ and there they faw fix Men ; but as 
foon as the Men faw them coming to the Moop, Uiey 
run away to the Hills. 

The Sloop lying near the Cape, which is a very 
bigh and fteep Point, found there three Filher-Boats 
oMed Laecd* They rowed to them and took two, 
tut could not uoderftand their Language. They gave 
Am fome Beads of Ghfs « and other fmall Wares for 
Rft, and let them go. When they landed they faw 
five more Men, who would not ftay. So finding no- 
thing but Oyfters, they went on board the Ship a- 
gain. 

The gth they manned another Sloop, which rowing 
along the Coaft by the (hoar, faw two other Filher- 
Boats under flielter of two Rocks about a Cannoniboc 
from the (hoar. They took one with three Men* arid 
having Haled heron board the Yatch, they bought 
Aont fizty Breams of them, with Money and lirae 
*Beads, and gave them Meat and Drink ; but they 
cared not much for i:, though they thankfully accept- 
ed; fome red Caps, and other fmall Wares, which 
tbcy prefented to them. Hiiving got into their Boat , 
ihey rowed immediately to the Ihoar, (hewing by their 
Cries and Countenance, they were overjoyed that 
f^ey had efcaped. One of them , when he faw the 
Sloop rowing to them , threw himfelf into the Sea 
fot to £ive himfelf, but by many ligns was perfwaded 
to return to his Boat. They were fo ignorant, that 
when the Durcift invited them on Board the Yatcfa, 
they did not know how to come ou BuarJ, but look't 
fcke lo many Fools. ^ ' They 
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They were very well ftiaped, though rhey had no* 
thing about their Body but a little Fillet to cover the 
Middle : Their Hair was long and black, and curled in 
three TrefTes ; and they had in their Ears litrle fionei* 
and pieces of Wood about an Inch thick. They were 
alfo Circamct(cd« 

The others who were aflioaf fteing the Dtucb tra* 
ding with thefe three Savages, made a great noi(e« 
and kindled a great fire, as they did before when they 
firft faw the Ships. ' 

Seft. the 13^^ in the Morning, they faw a long and 
narrow Oelf of Sands, re^hing about a League into 
the Sea. The Yatch went to view it. KUienaar who 
knew nothing of it, failed that way, anci call Anchor 
there. SheMingher and the Ship, the HoSm^ did the 
fame, thoufth her Pilot alnd her Crew were angry at 
it , becaufe they were not fbdotfd from the Sesk 
Winds. 

About a Lengne off St. Lawrence they found an I- 
(land, which they lefi: North- Weft and by Weft, and 
afterwards called it the Dutch Church^Tardy becaufe 
many of them dyed, and were buryed there. The fame 
day they fent Seamen alhore, to fee whether they could 
find any Fruits for the Sick ; but they found nothing 
but a dry flioart divided by fait Water, neither coola 
they fee from whence that Water came« or which way 
it wentout ; and being unable to go farther that way ^ 
they returned, and met with the . prints of the Feet of 
Men, Children, and places where fires had been made, 
but no Houfes. 

The next Morning rhey failed behind the fame Ifland, 
the breaking of the Sea forcing them out of the other 
Road. Here they fent Men a-ftore again, but could 
find 00 Fruits, nor freih Water, no Cattel, and no 
Birds, except a few Herns. They faw fome Men up* 
on the fliore, but the Sea broke fo much on that fid^, 
that it was impoifible to come near them* 

^uguft the 19/iin the Morning, they failed to tbf 
Eaft, and again caft Anchor beyond the Rocks, where 
they had been before. There they perceived a great 
fmoak arifing out of a Wood, and pOiPg thither, met 
with an old Woman and a young Girl, that were burn- 
ing fweec Broom, who by figns diredted them to fome 

Mep who wese carrying theicNeuj. The Men ftopc, 

and 

ft 
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•nd ftiy*d fome Minutes for the DuteK who made figns 
to cheoi, bat aclaft they threw their Netson the grottod, 
and ran away* 
The Seamen having loft fight of them followed thefr 

fteps, and came to the (hoar, from whence they faw 
upon the other (hoar over againft them a Man fifhing, 
and three Children : the Fifherman fenr one of the 
Children to callfome body to him, and the Child came 
prefently back with an old Woman. The Seamen 
iryed to crofs the Water in one of the Fiiher-Boats, 
but being not nfed to fuch fmall fioats, they fell into 
the Water, and were forced to fwim to fave their Lives. 
The two Men feeing them in the Water, rowed to . 
them, and came with their Lances b their Hands to 
affift ihem. The Dutch prefenttd diem with fome 
finall Wares, and went to their Sloop again. 

The I %th they fent three Seamen alhoar in a litcle 
Boac to get fome Fruits. Two others that went on 
the other fide, met with a Man and a Woman, but it 
being late, returned to their Sloop ; the three firft took 
their walk through a Wood, ana having a Compafs 
with them kaft they (hould lofe tbdr way , went- 
round about a Gulph of fait Water ; and about Even- 

a meeting with a young Bhttk* he led them to an 
&&n m Father, who prefennd them whh Crabs 
and Water. They defigned to go further into the 
Country to look for fome Provifions, but the Blacks 
made them underftand they bad a mind to flccp. Then 
the Dutch prefented them with two Night-Caps, and 
for a re^^ard, the Savages promifed them to be their 
Guides. 

They had not travelled far by Moon-light when the 
old Man left them, but came back prefimtly ; then 
they nude a fire, aiid fat down upon the ground to reft 
themfelTes. But die Seamen thinking it was not fafe 
toftay^ long in a place, continued their way* The 
young Black rantfht away, but in a few Minues after 
came again with fix Men, who talked often one with 
another, as if they held a Council. 

The Seamen fulpedked chem,and not without reafon; 
for while they gave them fome fmall glafs Wares which 
the Savages ask*d for, the Blacks took hold of two of 
them ; but the third having redeemed them» they began a 
fight with ^tones^ wheieiin th^ Seamen were ib ipea« 
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ry, that they were forced to yield. Then they ftript 
them qiii e npked, and took every thing from them, 
ev en their very Arms. Afrerwards they continued their 
way along the fait Water Gulph, till the next day at 
Evening nnd arrived not till Night on the other fide 
of that Water : where the little Boat fetched them on 
buard the Ship in a very weak and lamentable condition. 

The x^th they attempted another Defcenc, and found 
along that Salt-Water Gulph on the right Hand, iittk 
Hurts of Fifhermen, wherein were two Men and four 
Wo nen. who 'hcw'd them a place where they might 
get frolh Water. One of the FiOiermen went a long 
w 'h r >em, nrul carrying two Barks of Trees to draw 
Water with, conducted them into another Habitation, 
wncrc thry found two Women only, but they took no 
Waicr there, becaufe it was Brack iih. 

After this rhey rowed to a little Boat, where they 
bought fome.Fifli with their finaU gtafsWares; after thtt 
they defign'd to row towards another ^/iiMdkV, orfmall 
Boat, but they could rot come up with her; becaufe 
there was no depth of Water. Then they g6t up to 
the top of Trees, and difcovered three I'roops of 
Blacks whofe Commander named AndYexK\ made them 
figns to go to a fl allow place, which at low Water 
was quite dry. They were affraid, and miftruftcd 
Andrevfi^ fearing the Savages defigncd to draw them in* 
to an Ambufh, and attack them in the Night at low 
Water. Therefore they caft Anchor In deep Water, where 
two Almadies came on board their Sloop, and prefented 
them with feme Crabs finging and playing upon a fen 
of Inftruments. The Dutch took them for Spies, and 
therefore bid ibfoa be gone, and watch*t all Jslight. 

The next day the Savages came to the Sloop a- 
gain wi:h Eleven little Boats, and defired the Dutch 
to come and (ee their Habitations, which they call 
Lmgenss^ in order ro trade with 'em. The Dutch 
went near the place, but would not land, lead they 
Ibould be created in the fame manner as their Com- 
rades had been be fore; and their fufpicion was inflam'd 
when they faw fome Blacks hide themfelves behind the 
Trees , and ob(erv*d that their Commander Andrew 
durlt not, or would not come to them. But at lall he 
came, took all the Fifh from the Blacks, and fold it to the 
Dutch for Kiaffdde, He was cover'd dowa ;o his ^"5^^ 

with a ^iped Cotton Cloth like Ticking* 
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The Seamen having now got ftore of Fifli, row'd 
towards the Mouih of rhe Giilt ; and the Savages 
not being able lo row fo faft, went a-flioar regain, 
and Jay in Ambufh. The Seamen landing, fent 
Centinels before them left they (hould be furpriz^d. 
Then they fent five Men ro view the Country ; 
who coming into a narrow PaOage « fell into an 
Ambnfli of fifty Blacks, who furrounded *eni , and 
(hot Arrows fo thick at *em, diat rhcy were forc'd 
to defend themfelves. Then (hooting three times at 
em with :hcir Musktcs, one of *cm was Ihot in the 
Head and fell down dead ; which fo fr'ghred the reft, 
that: they all ran awiiy, without flaying for another 
Difcharge. By which means the Dutch being deli- 
vcr'd from 'cm» vicw'd fcveral places of the Country, 
which was every where very barren, dry and Wood- 
dy ; and about Evening retum'd on boatd their Sloop* 

hpt. I a. in the Morning, the Pinnace and the Sloop 
being both well arm'd, put out towards the Sea to dit 
cover foTie Place where they might get Provifions. 

The third Day ihey landed upon two Iflands that 
were very barren , where they found nothing but 
two Fil"hermcn. To the Eaft- North Haft of thcfe I- 
flands, there's a Bay call d St. Auflin ^ in the Lati- 
tude of 15 Degr. diredly under the Tropick of Ci- 
pimn^ where they found a fine and large River 
ninning into the Sea through two Canak which came 
down ixom t he Mountains. 

As foon as they got into the River, the InhaUtant$ of 
dial Counrrey came freely to them, and were amaz*d to 
fee white Men, and much more to fee the Pinnace 
move without Oars or Rowers. Thcie the Dutch 
bought Sheep of an extraordinary Bignefs, and very fat, 
tor a very few Glafs Beads, little Looking-Glalfcs, ^c. 
One of the Seamen (hewing them a Pewter Spoon, they 
proter'd a great and fat Ok for it ; but the Ox running 
away, others came to make the fame Ofier for the Spoon, 
wbich rais'd a Quarrel amongft them, and they were 
going to figbc if the Dutch had not given the. Spoon to 
diefirft Man, who left his Boat, and a Man in pawn» till 
he ihould bring an Ox. 

That Country i*? very pleafanr, and full of green 
Hills and Vales, with an infi uic Number of all forts of 
£irds« which (ung to admiration. There was alio a g rea t 

many 
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lAany Apes on the Tops ofwUd PaIm*Trett whkhbrintf 
fortlrTifm^rimCf , or Iniim Dates. This Fruit is cooh 
fortable to the Stomach, and cools the Liver and Reins, 

and confequently is a Sovereign Remedy againft the 
Scurvy ; which the Seamen were at that time fo 
tormented with, that thofe that were indifferently well, 
and not downright fick, were not fufficient in Number, 
nor fcarce able to Man the Sails* But cheie Dates did 
them a great deal of good.' 

The Pinnace's Crew donfidering that their CompaDi"> 
ons expedlcd them with great Impatience, and that 
\was unfafe for them to tarry long in the Iflands» fince 
there were but 20 Men left in the whok Fleet, above 70 
being dead ; they pat to Sea again, and came to them 
the firft of OHohtr^ and gave em to know that they 
had found a good fiay, where they might be furniih'd 
with all manner of Provifions and Refrefliments, which 
was a very agreeable Piece of News to them. 

While the Pinnace and the Sloop were in their Voy- 
age, two Seamen, one of the Holland's Crew, the o- 
therof the Amfterdam^ had been condemned as Muti- 
nersta be left alhore, unlefs in five days tim^s they (bonld • 
brine Oranges and other Refrefliments ; and tlien they 
Aoald have their Pardons; but from that time they were 
never heard of. 

The 3of^ was remarkable for the Death of John 
Dignum:^ Mafter of the Holland^ who was bury'd in a 
little Ifland call'd The Dutch Church-Tard, OBober 5, 
tbe feal'd Letters o{ the Diredors were opened and 
read before them ail ; by which it was order'd. That 
Peter Dirk^:{ K^)fi^ or Emperor,, (boiild be nominated 
Mafter of the fame Ship: .Whereupon diey all proim* 
fed to obey him, as toey had done to the late Ada** 
fler. 

OBdfer 7. they faiPd again ; and the ^tb about E* 
vening they came upon the Coaft where the Pinnace bad 
been before. Here they caft Anchor upon a Clayie Bot- 
tom in 30 Fathoms Water. The 10th they row'd with 
their Sloop to the River, having fome Inhabitants of the 
Country for their Guides, who had come on board, 
and prefented them with Sheep, affuring them that 
they might find dU forts of good Cattle in chat 
Country. 
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In fliorty when they had landed, they bought as 
manjr Oxen and Sheep as they defir'd, for Pewter 
Spoons. One Ox» or three or four Sheep were fold for 
one Spoon $ for nothing pleas'd them lb well as aPew* 
Xjcx Spoon, or Kltchin Impiements of the fame MetaL 
They were fo great Admirers of them, that ihcy gave a 
Seaman a young Girl of ten Years old for a Spoon, and 
he having accepted her, was forced to fend her away a- 
gain, becaufe ihe cry'd fo bitterly they were not able 10 
endure it. 

The 1 1 r& a great many Blacks came on board again 
with Cattle and Fiih, both dry'd and frefh, befidesMilk 
and other Provifions ; and after adjufting the Price, they 
went away very well contented. Afterwards, the t^icb 
appoioced three Ofioers to find out a convenient Place 
fi>r the Sick« who warned to take the Air, and to rc-^ 
frelh themfelves. The Officers having executed their 
CommiiHon, the Sick landed to refre(h theoifelves after 
a long Sicknefs. 

But they were not long at quiet there ; for the Sava- 
ges coming to them under the Pretence of felling (ome- 
thing, obferv'd they were very weak ; and having vetur* 
aed to gather more Men, came upon 'em again with a- 
bove a hundred Hands, robbing the Diuebmm and 
braifing them with Stones. Then they went to a* 
ootber Cbmnany that were not very 6r from the o- 
thers ; batthefe being ftronger, and having fomr or fix 
Guns, (hot and kill d two or three of the Savages. 

The reft of the Seamen who were on board, hearing 
the Noife of the Guns, row'd to the Shoar ; but the 
Savages ran away, whom the Sailers purfu'd ; but 
they row'd fo fa ft with their little Boats to the Number 
of twenty five, that it was impoflihle co come up with 



them. 

This Adventoie dbfig*d the Dutch to make Intrench- 
ments witii Trees fonnd about the Place where 



fidt Men lay, which they fortify'd with three or four 
Patereroes» aiid a Deutchment of four or five Men 

cut of each Ship. 

Notwithftanding this Treachery of the Savages they 
came afterwards very confidenily aboard to fell their 
Sheep ; and fomc of them were feen to be wounded 
With Musket-fliot. The Dutch bought fome Oxen of 
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Hanmb. 17. they detatch'd the Pinnace to go fur& 
tber to the Northward to (eek for Fruits, fiich as 
Oranges, Lemons, C^c. 

The 2 5^^ (he came back, and join'd them again, hav- 
ing gone as far as the Latitude of 20 Deg. without 
difcovering any thing but poor Savages all naked except 
ibeir Privy Parts. 

The Qiiarrel the Dutch had with the Savages Iefien*d 
the Conidence they had in them formerly ; info^ 
much that they would bring them no more Cattle, 
nor fell any tmng; but as foon as they law the 
bmA; would run away , and refnfe to (peak with 
them ; which |>ut the Dutch upon other Methods to get 
Flovifions and other Neceflaries. 

November 28. Sixteen of their Men went farther 
in the Country to the Wells where the Cattle iis'd 
to drink , and here came fome Blacks with their 
Gourd-Bottles to take up Water. The Dutch followed 
them to their Habitations, but the Savages ran away. 
Being come to their Hutts, the Dutch were furround« 
dcd immediately with above 300 Savages* who threat* 
nedcoflioot*em with their Bows and Arrows. T)k>' the 
Dmb did all they could to make them Friends, by 
Aeiring them the fitiall Wares they brought to at^ 
diange for Cattle ; bur the Blacks continu'd angry, 
and ftill threatned the Dutch exceedingly. In the 
mean while a Musket going off accidentally, it fo 
frightned the Savages, that they betook themfelves to 
their Hutis; but fome of them were ftopt, and by good 
Words perfwaded to fell two Oxen and three Sheep 
for Pewter Spoons : After which, they defii-^d ch^ 
Dutch to retire ; becaufe all the reft, Men, Women, 
and Chikiteliy Were frighted aWay ft the Sight d 
tticin. 

About Noon fome of the Blacks sfyproadi^d deaif 

the Intrenchments, fignifying to the Dutch by Signs 
that they had brought them fome Milk ; but their on- 
ly Aim was to decoy 'em out of their Forr. For 
coming again in the Afterrtoorl, Nicholas Janjfcn^ Pi- 
kt of ihe Maurice going With two Volunteers to 
meet them, they took them afidc about a Musket-* 
Ihot off, and then fell Upon them with their Knives 
andHacchecs» and ihotthcf Piic^ into the Thicttt with 
m Arrowy whkhkitt*d i6ttu They ItMcWift wotinded 
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the two Volunteers, and would certainly have kiU'd 
them, if they had not ftouily defended themfelves with 
their Weapons. 

At the Koife of this Batrle great Numbers of 
Blacks came ouc of the Woods dsuiciog for joy that 
they had been revenged of their Enemies. The Dutch 
carry 'd ofi' the dead Pilot . and bury'd him decern- 
ly ; but refolv'd to revenge the Afltont. Upon that 
defign forty of them went the next day to the Sa» 
vages Habitations ; but they were all fled with thdr 
Wives, Children and .Cattle. So they were obliged to 
return back without doing any thing. 

The next day two Savages coming near to the In- 
rrcrichmcnrs in a Jirtle Boat, one of cm landed to fetch 
Packs of Callico, and the other being purfu'd and boar- 
ded, he threw himfelf into the Water, aod did all he 
could to defend himfelf $ but at. laft was taken. The 
two Volunteers knowing him to be one of thofe who 
had morder'd the Pilot, he was condemnd to ,be 
ty'dto a Stake in the fame Place where the Muf- 
der was committed , and to be llxot to Death. He 
was about fiky Years of Age. 

The Death of that Savage broke all manner of 
CorrefponJonce with them ; and the Dutch feeing 
there was no Probability of Trading with them any 
more, brought their Sick on board again Deccmk i. 
and burnt their Intt^nchmems, whither the Blacks 
cane afterwards to fee if there was any thing kft 
behind. 

The Third they went up the River again with t 
little Boat and a Sloop, to fee if they could difco- 
ver any thing elfe ; but came back the next day, 
becaufe the River was fo rapid that they could row 
but Three Leagues in it. Befides that, ihcy faw 
nothing but a wild, uninhabited, barrdn and unfocia- 
ble Country : For if they faw a Man, he prefently 
fled from 'em. So finding nothing but good ittk 
Water, they took in good ftore of it 

The 6tb^ They went out in the Sloop again ; and 
being two Leagues off the Fleet, they landed to 
kill fome Venifon, of which they found abundance; 
and having (hot a Deer, the reft were frighted away ; 
but one of 'em running to the Sea-lide. was taken 

and brought oa board the Ship. A( this time the 
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Hfjft cKcefTive ; for the San was ih tbe J^eifiiit^ 
lod perpendicular over their Heads. ' 
The Inhabitants of both Sexes in this Place irt 

black, ftrong, and well-ftiap d. The Men have no o- 
iher Cloaths but a Piece of Callico ty'd about the 
middle of their Bodies, and the Women have a Piece 
of the faiiie Cloth upon their Breafts , which hangs 
down to their Feet. They have great Holes in the 
Lobes of their Ears, in which they hang little Bits 
(tf Wood: and they wear fira(s and Pewter Bract* 
lets. 

They neither few nor reap ; but live only upon 
fifli, excepting a few of die richer fort , who have 
Giitlc, and feed upon 'em. They live in fmall 
Huts without any (lore of Provifions. Their Arms 
are little Spears or AJfagays^ which they dart very 
dexteroufly, eachof *em being provided with a whole 
Handful. They are lo fcar'd with Fufees, that one 
Mao fo arm'd will put a hundred of them to 
flight. 

In chat Country there is plenty of Turtk-Dovts^ 
fantf ?mfs^ Battridgcs^ Herns ^ and other Fowls, as 
in Empe ; together with a Multitude of Apes of 
tmxher Shape and Haif than thofe of Brafil or SpiUn. 

They have plenty of Dates, Melons, Pumpkins, and 
two or three torts of fmall Beans; namely, red, bUck 
and white. In the Woods they have abundance of 
Honey ; and they have likewife an infinite Nuoiberof 

finging Birds. 

The Herb of which tbe Anil is made, grows there 
in the Fields ; and when the^r have occafioA to dye 
Cillico, they gather it bmife it, and (o employ 
it fas that purpofe. The Inhabitants call it Bngar^ 
and will not fell it to be carry 'd out of that Country. 
!tsl .eaves are like Rofemary Leaves; but the Plane 
is not much higher than Thyme. 

They have alfo feveral forts of Wood, which dye 
black, yellow and dark Colours ; and plenty of Iron 
and Copper Mines* They have fuch a high Efteem 
for PeWter, that if you prefeot em with a Silver 
Spoon, and a Pewter one, they will noake dhoice of 
the Pewter one. 

I » Cei. 
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Cotton grows in very great plenty in the Fields upon 
liitle Trees. They trade only in dry and roafted Fifli, 
and carry it farther into the Country^ to the great 
Town cdrd J^ngo^ whither they alfo carry Dates and 
Salt, and exchange it fer long Darts and great 
Knives. They call the firft Uffo , and the other 
VedL 

The Men pafs their time in Hunting , and the 
Women in fpinning and weaving Caliico's. Their 
ordinary Food is Filh, Dates, Bean?, Milk, and feme- 
times Flclh. When any of them has kiird a good 
fieaft, all the Neighbours come to ask a Piece of 
it, protniiing to return them as much again. 

Their Oxen are very big, full of Fleflw and have a 
great Lump of Fat upon the Back. The Cattle feed 
in fine and good Paftures, fon:ietime$ in one Place^ . 
fometimes in another, according to the Seafonof the 
Year, as formerly the Nomades in Africa, us'd to do. 
The Sheep are of an extraordinary Size, and very 
fat, a Loynof Miuton being 23 Inches thick, and com- 
monly of 1 1 Pounds weight. 

Bvery Man has a Wife. The Men marry when they 
are but 11 or 12 Years old , and the Women ac 
10. Adultery and Robbery are Capital Crimes* 
The Dutch could hot underftand of what Religion 
they were ; but afterwards they leam'd from the 
young Men they brought into HolUfid, that they ob- 
fcrv'd the Alcoran. Thefe Boys Ihow d thai they had 
been circumcis'd in their Infancy : To which they ad- 
ded, that thofe who circumcifc, are oblig'd 10 fwallow 
without chawing the Brafunum or Fure-skin of the 
Yard. 

They believe in one Creator of all things, and ofler 
up their Prayers to him ; but have no particular Day 
appointed for the performance of their Devotions ; for 
ail Da5$ are alike to them ; nay they have nop fo 
much as diftinguiihtng Names (w them. They never 
reckon by the Year, Month or Week ; and have on- 
ly ten Numbers, which they call IJJa^ /(pvc, Tello^ Ef* 
fat^ Enning, fruto, f^Vedo, Sidal, Scula ; that is to fay, 
Owff, Ttvo, &c. They ftand mightily in fear of the De-^ 
vil, whom they call Taiwaddet^ becaufe he takes delight 
ill tormenting (hem very often, and efpecially the Men.

*rate, and foe chat rea(on the Ifland is very popu*

* The Inhabitants, efpecially thofe that dwell upon 

* the Sea-Coafts are for the generality Mahometans. 

* Tfaeir Manners, Cloaths, Religion and Way of liv«» 

' ing, have been already accounted for in fome mea- * 

* fure. 

* Marli Paul of Venice reports that the Ifland is go- 

* vern*d by four of the Seniors or ancient Men, and 

* enjoys plenty of Fowl and feveral other things, 

* Here are Elephants and two forts of Unicorns, one 

* caird Indian Ajfes^ which have Claws, but no clo^ 
' ven Feet ; the other fort are cali'd Orix^ and havA 
^boch Ciaws and cloven Feet. There is a greas 
^QQantity of Lizzards in the Ifland^ and a greas 
' Wood of Hedfanders Trees, which are mtlch vala'd, 

* becaufe they are fo plentiful. 

' The Sea cafts upon the Shoar great Quantity of 

* Amber. The Ground produccth abundance of Rice, 

* Barley, Citrons, Limons, Oranges, and fuch large Pum- 
' pkins, that a Man can hardly claip one with his Arms | 

- * fome are red, fome yellow, and ethers white, whicM 

* have a more pleafanc Tafte than thofe that grow in 
' Holland ; they have alfo Ginger Honey and Sugam 

* Canes, ~bat don^ know the Ufe of them; abun* 
^ dance of Saflfron, Ivory, medicinal Herbs, Coco* 
'Nutf,€?c. 

* The Ifland produces fome Silver, and has many 

* Rivers and Harbours frequented by the Moors and 

* Saracens. There arc Lions, Leopards, Scags, Hinds, 

* Deer, and feveral other wild and tame fiealis in it ; 
*but efpecially a great Number of Camels whofe 

* Fiefli the Inhabitants feed much upon, and reckon it 
! il^faoUbme Foocl, Tfaos far i^ilL Pa$Uoi Veifiee. 
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The Dutch feeing they were like to have no more 
Provifions nor Commerce wiih ihe Natives, weighed 
Anchor the Arftpf December 1595, and fail'd in order 
to continue their Voyage to Java, They were afflii^ 
cd with imny Storms rill the ^hoi Januaty 1596^ at 
which time they ob/erv*d thac the Spreogth, of the 
Currents, an(L the Winds blowing from the Soiuh- 
Eaft, drove 'em more ro the North than to the Eaft. 
Many of tl eir fick People rclaps'd again. Thofe 
Accidents made them refolve to fail back to M^tda- 
g^fi^^, 5- in the Latitude of 17 Deg , and then 
(land in for the Ifland of &ta, Afari^ in hopes of gecoog 
fbme Refreil^nients. 

On the lotJj they made to the Ifland of Sta. Maria^t 
high Country lyingtotheEaftof Af44if;4/c4rin iSOeft 
Min. The i ifJj they anchor'd to the South of that 
Ifland at 1 3 Fathoms Waier, and the next Day refolv'd 
to (end a Boat and Men from each Ship to view die 
Country, and fee what Fruit ir produc'd. 

In the mean time a Toi or Boat belonging to the Ifland 
came on board the Lion of HolLind. The Boat would 
carry thirty or forty People, having Benches round .abouc 
to fit on, without any Cover | but her Timbef vm 
poly jpyrfd with wooden Pegs. 

This Boat was mann'd with five A(en Ivho broi^ 
with them very iSne Sugau Canes, I^emons and a Hen ; 
for which the Outeb gave them in Exchange Handker* 
fdiiefs and Glafi Beads, and gave Thanks to God Al- 
mighty, that had fo well provided for them. The Sava- 
ges (laid to eat and drink on board the Liow, till they 
were all quite drunk, and then they dancd merrily aft^r 
the manner of that Countrey. 

In the mean time fome of the Dutch Seaaicn hODSA 
row'd three little Boats towards the Shoar, fettoia 

freat many of the Natives tjiere, who had btt)ught'ciil 
enioni and P^/mW/^ a Fnut refembling Pioe-Applesor 
Bananes^ which grpw, upon high Trees, not on the 
Boughs , buc 00 the Body of the Tree , which is 
Thorny, very fweet, and of the Colour of Gold. They 
btoiight alfo Milk of Bananes, and Stremetn, another 
fort of Fruit like Dates, which heat the Mouth like Pep- 
per, with a fort of grey. Pears, clammy within, but ve- 
cooling and wholfopae^ and another kind of Fruity 
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as cold as Melons, having a very thick Rind , with 
fcveral other forts of Fruits. 

The Dutch row'd with them to a Canal between 
the great and little Ifland, where they found a Top- 
Maftand a Mizzon-Maft half burnt, which made them 
think that tuidoubcedly fome Ship had been loftm thac 
Place. They* w«ft thctt too far oflf their Ships to go 
farther with their Boats : and therefore fent five Men 
along with the Natives to fee their Habitations 5 who 
wming back, reported that they had fowfid frefli Water. ; , 
Afterwards they row d to go on board, but landed by 
the Way again to gather fome fruits, and law fine Pa- 
ftures full of Oxen. 

The next day they went a-(hoar again to a Village 
«kh about twenty Houfes in it, and alfo to another 
thai was near it, where there prefcmly aopear d a 
Multitude of Men and Women met together with 
their King, who fat under a Tree, the Benches of 
it being twifted one with another fo, as to make a Hifid 

^^The^^Women waik'd to thac Place with abundance 
rf Gravity carrying upon their Heads leveral forts 
of Fruits, Hens and other Provifions , which were 
hwht to the Boats by their Servants, and the Dutch 
methem GUfs Wares for them. Their Kmg, whom 
5iey caird Cheque, feem'd to make a long Speech to 
x\it Dmvh upon their Arrival there, lifting up his 
Eves to Heaven while he was fpwking ; but the 
Dutch could not underftand one Word he faid to 

^J4«.the i^th fix or feven Seamen beb^S^ng to the 
Shipcall'd the HoHand, went a-lhoar and prefented the 
King with 4^eLo€)king-Glafs, and fome blue Beads, 
which they pat about his Neck. The Prelent was ac- 
cepttd-by the Ckefut, bat without any manner ot Ke- 
fpeS : for they are all meer Clowns, and made no Signs 
a all of giving Thanks to the Donors, or acknowledgwg 
their Kindnels. ^ _ ... 

Not long after one of their gteat Bo*»,^which Aey

The Ftrfi Voyage of the Dutch 

Alt this while the Ship Maurice and the Pinnace 
COntinu'd theif Voyage to Madagafcay\ and arriv'd at 
the Ifland of Sta. Maria in a Gulph lurrounded with 
Hills, and Rocks, andrwolictle Iflands, one of which 
was fow*d with Rice, and the other was full of Wood. 
Saih'ng along near the Coaft, they faw many Houfes 
among the Trees upon the Shoar, but no Men. A licde 
while after they difcover'd a River» and a Boat widi 
People in it, and fome others a*(hoar. 

Two Dutcbmm landed immediately to fpeak with 
tliem, and law in che fioat five Men who would not 
f^Ome a<»fl]oar, whatever Signs and Noife they made to 
tbem. Upon which the two Men went back to their 
Boat, thinking the Savages would the fooner permit the 
^eamen to come to them ; and they were not miftakco: 
Tor a httle while after the Blacks aOembrd log^ 
ther, and invited the Dutch to come a-lfaoar ; but it bs^ ' 
ipg too late, they put it off till the pext day, fliowiitt 
them fome R^ajfados, which they did not fell; becaofe. 
the Savages had brought nocUog with them to give in 
*^T^ef^' had four long Javelins adom'd 

ll!^^ ^ Women were doath'd 

in fineftrip'd Linncn Cloth, having a Gown and Pet- 
ti<»atthat reach'd ro the Calf of the Leg. The Men 
had no Cloaths, bur what was woven very finely widi 
Herbs, and painted of feveral Colouis. Each of them 
^arry d a Reed with Salt Water in it. They were very 
ftrongand tall, butfo jealous of their Wives, chat fome 
putchmen having «et with Women in a Village , 
Who made them we lcome, the Men lurnM all tb^ 
yomenout of the Village, and would not permit their 
u ^"Vif ™ Dutchmen had left the Country. 
■^cre^Men fnd Wpmen go ali jDare-fopc barc- 

xJ^^f^ ^^^^^ v^^y low , are boik of 

^ood, and ccvtr'd with the Leaves of Battdnes and 
Hice Szvz^N They make ufe of licde JaTelins made 
of a very hard Wood , which are ix or 13 Foot 
long and abour. an Inch thick.

end, being extraordinary fertile ia Rice» and all o* 
tiier Pnmfions. The Inhabitants are Safins or Pa^ 
tbougb Circanicis*d. The Duteb ftay'd fi> 
t a rime there, that they could not tmly inform 
ihemleliref of their manner ot Hiring. 

Next day 25 Savages came in a Boat on board 
the Ship Maurice, and brought Hens, Rice, Eggs, Le^ 
mons, Bananas, and fmall Beans. The Dutch gavb 
ihem in exchange little Looking-glaflcs, Beads, and 
other fmall trinkets. And then fix other Boats came 
with other Proviiions. 

In the Afternood die King came from the higb 
Coontry in a Lanciare , or Gaiiot with eight Row* 
en, and 25 of his Nobles. The Gaiiot rowed in 
grpu Order and Silence ; and the King attended 
widi one Man only, came on board the Pinnace, 
where he fat upon a Carpet. The Dutch conducted 
him about the Pinnace, and he extreamly admired 
her; they prefented him with Looking-glaffes, Ear- 
Rings, Beads, and other pretty Merchandize, and then 
heraurned into his Gaiiot. 

He wore fine ftriped Callico tied about his Mid* 
dk^aiid reaching to the Ground, a Cap like a Mi- 
ttr QDon his imd, on each fide of his Gown hong 
two Horns very finely * wrought with Loops at the 
eod. All his Retinue ihew^d him wondermi refpeA, 
ttd durft not fpeak before him. He appeared to be 
about fifty or fixty years of Age. 

The Women of this Country paint their Faces 
with a fort of white Gum , to make them appear 
Handfome : And for Ornaments wear Ginger, and cer- 
tain dry*d Leaves that taft and fmell like Cloves. 
Tbofe of St. make ufe of the iame Leaves 

for Ornament!. 

Oo the i %^h the Matters Mate of the Ship Maurice 
being dead, th^ Diacb bury'd in St. Maria ^ in 
fight of the Inhabitants. The Savages by Hgns made 
wen underftand, that his Soul was in Heaven, which 
fl»cw*d they had more knowledge, than the Natives a« 
'ong the Frefh- Water River. They importuned the 
^>ntch to cut of the Leggs of the Dead Perfon at the 
Knees, but the DutcJj would not do it. 

Then the Duscb entred the Bay to get aboard 
'(Utt^ frdh Water^ t>i^ they conld find none, nor any 

' ' " ^nha- 
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Inhabitants ; but having landed, they difcovered near 
the fhoar many Hatts my low, and ac a Javdins 
caft one from another. By and by they faw a Man 
with a loog Javelin, and a Buckler in liia Hand* 
who came out of the Haus, andcried out withalldie 
fioife he was able co make, upon which die Sava- 
ges came out of their Hatts, and got all together well 
armed. 

By what the D«fcA could underftand by their figns, 
thofe Savages were at War with the People of Af^-p 
dagafcar^ and for fear of being furprized, had biulc 
tMife Hatts on theSeafide, and had pat Coatinels in 
Yery one of them. 

There was aUb a Village upon a high MomKata. 
with Falil&docs about ic^ almoft inacccflSble ewttj 
where, by reafon of the fteepneft of the Moontaitt, 
except on one fide, which was fortified with triple 
Palifladoes, and fo narrow, that but one Man could 
pafs through it. Here the C/7<ffwff made his Refidence, 
and from thence came aboard the Dutch Ships with lus 
Wife and bis Court, bringing with him ieveral Ro» 
frefhmems, wUeb the Dutch paid for to expvefs their 
Gratitude. 

On the m the- Mormtig • they weighed Anchop, 
with a defign to fail into tbe Gmt Bay on the Coaft 

©f Madagafcar : And aboiK Evening having tackt a- 
bour, they thought to fail along, and behind the Sou- 
therly Point of that Land, but their Maps deceived 
them, for they could find neither Giilph nor Bay, tho* 
delineated in their Map, nor any (helter from the South- 
£aft, EaftwSouth-Eaft , and Souch*South-£aft- Windf^ 
which commonly blow in that Latitude. 

At length on' the' 23^ they found that Great Ba]\ 
which the Pcrtuguefe call Antm Gily and caft An-* 
chor in las Fathoms- Water, and- good Ground, two 
Leagues off the (hoar. Here they faw feme fire in 
the Nigbt in the Country. Next day Landing in it, 
they faw twelve Blacks in fix little Boats. The Dutch 
Tent fix of their Men to a Village not far off, over a- 
gainft which was another, and a bigger Village full of 
People; with whom they exchanged fmall Commodr- 
ties for Hens, Rice, Honey, M tnigete or Corn of Pa-- 
radife, green Ginger, fieslns, andOranges. The Blacks 
made, tfiem underftand by figns, that^they woidd come- 
next day, and bring (bipe Cattle with tlienpL Tho 
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The Sloop belonging to the Ship Amfierdam row- 
ifl| to aoomer Village, landed there, and found it 
ivdl mkbaEed. Tbctr Kii^ was richly cbathed, ami 
ao InMan Bockkr bordeicd with GoU was carryed 

behind bim, * ' 

On the i^th about Sun-rifing, the Pinnace came 
again to the other Ships, and the Crew acquainted 
ihem that they had found out a River of freih Water, 
and a good ipacious Road at the back of an Ifland 
about two I^eagiw in Circutnferenee, which lay high; 
and that in the middle ox the Bay, there were four 
Qcbo: little lilands. The whole Flm came to an Anchor 
bekbd that Illaodi and the next day Ibme Seamen 
going 08 (hoar, went co a ViBage, where they faw a 
great Houfe, which they took for a Guard-Houfe, be- 
caufe they faw two Drums hanging up in ic. Here they 
iwught fome Honey, and a Imall Ox. 

The i6tb in the Morning, the Dutch faw i 5 great 
^tnom or Boats coming down the River , one of 
which came on board the Maurice, The Savages de- 
iired the Dutch to fend one of their Men with them, 
and tb^y would leave three of theirs for Hoftages. 
They agreed to the Ftqiolal, aad ganrc their Man 
im foBttU Wares to. prdent to the Savages, In the 
mean time they entertained the Hoftages very well 
on board, who were fo well pleafed with the Wine, 
that they could not forbear drinking. 

Ac the fame time the Dutch fenc fome other Men 
a-/hoar, who found very good frefh Water, and in a 
very convenient Place. The Ifland produces Rice in 
ahandaoce, befides Lemons, Citrons and £^924^^/. The 
Scamien advancing further, faw ixor 15 Houlesthac 
We Inhabdced, imd going ditcher, met with a great 

Etky ef Banmes. Near chat place they faw vl9o 
is of a Man, between two pieces of Wood, which 
w«re the Hands of a Black that had dole fome Ba- 
nms^ whofe Body lay above ground not being al- 
lowed a Burial. About Evening the Man who 
went with the Blacks came back again* and the Ho- 
ftages were fent honoe with Prefents. He had been 
very well entertained with Fowls, and Hens roaft^^ 
or boiled with Rice, and brought with him* aii Ape, 
*faicii ihe Kin^ had ^refeKcd bii» withk; 

The 
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The r^th they fent three Boats a^ihoar, two to- 
wards the Village of Sfakpnbowrg lying Weftwatd.and 
the third to the Village of Sc. Angela^ lying Eaftwatd, 
and fortified with PalifTadoes. The two bad very good 
trading, becaufe the King and his Attendance were 
all Drunk. They prefented the Dutch with a very 
pleafant Liquor, made of Honey and Rice, of which 
they drunk very heartily in an Oxe*s Horn. The 
Village contained about 200 Houfes, which were ve- 
ry populous. Twenty Men kept watch in a Guard- 
Houfe, with round Shields and long Javelins, having 
a white mark upon their Brcafts to diftinguifli them. 
There was alfo an Inn m the Town, where theltoid^ 
drunk with the Inhabitants till the^ were all drank. 

When theyenccr d into the Village, the King came 
to meet them, and received them with Songs and 
beating of Drums, which they beat on both fides ac 
once ; the upper fide with a Drum-ftick, and the un- 
der fide with the palm ot their Hand. When the 
Poc out of which they drunk was empty, they began 
to knock one another over the Head with it, and parted 
very drunk. The King entertained his Guefts widi 
boiled Rice very Well cooked, and inflead of Spoons, 
they made ure cS great Leaves cut for that porpofc 

In their return, they faw litde Hoafef like Gaard- 
Houfes, which indeed were Caves, wherein theGwa* 
decs were buried, and hard by there were Wells, and 
H^rns to drink in. The Tombs were covered with 
little Mats. The Bodies were firft put into hewn 
Trees, and there laid in a Grave, covered with ano- 
ther hewn Tree. They took up a cover of one fide, 
and iaw the Bones of a dead c)orps, and while the 
Dutch were confidering the Tomb, the King of Sc. 
Angeh came and defirra them not to touch any tliiiK 
in thole Caves, becaufe they were the Burial-place ot 
their Phulo^s or Chiefs. 

Next day the Dutch went again to St. Angelo^ whefC 
they bought 700 weight of line Rice, andagoodPro' 
vifion of Hens. They gave the Inhabitants fome Sack 
to drink, who are greater lovers of Wine, than any 
Oiher Nation in the World. 

The day following they went in three Companies to 
the three Villages, where they bought 1100 weights 
Rice, and would haye bought more, if the lohabi' 
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atts bad HOC fet ia ftrong Guard of 30 Men upon ic 

Hotcbey gare only fome gUfs Wares of liale or co 
I nhe for the Rice, every Savage brought about a pound 
I of Rice in a little Basket, and fold it for five or fix 

red or blew glafs fieads, but they were fondeft of 

the blew ones. 

The People of this Country were of the fame (Tiape 
I with thofe of SanHa Maria, having the fame Habit, 
and the fame way of Living. Their Houfes ftand 
aponScakeSffottr or five Foot high from the Ground, to 
preferve chem from Venemous Infe&s, which fwarm in 
that CouDtry, Here is alfo a sreac deal of Rock- 
Cbryfhl, whicb is very hard, and feveral other Curio- 
iiriei. The Sea cafts in upon the flioar both white aiui 
rd Coral. 

The 30 and ^ift the Dutch bought more Rice, and 
other Provifions, which frelh Aliment fo perfe<ftly ci^- 
red them of the Scurvy, that they recovered, and coo* 
tinued in a good ftate of Health. 

Feb, the ifi* 1 598, they went once more into every 
Village to buy Rice ; but the Phuh of the fecond Vil- 
1^^ had ezprelly forbid the felling of any more He 
WIS dothed with fine Linoen Cloth, and had a Cap 
vppa his Head neatly Woven of green Herbs. The ' 
&tdf thought chat this Prohibition was made bocaufe 
Ac Rice was not yet cut down in the Fields, and 
there having been a great deal of Rain, it might make 
it fcarcer and dearer ; however they bought a little, 
and likewife cheapned ten or twelve Oxen, but could 
Qo: agree upon the price of them. 

The id they bought a great qiuntity of Rice, and 
fome Goats, and then refolved ^to fail as next Day; 
But about Midnight there was fo terrible a Storm 
horn the Soatb, thu they were very much afraid , left 
theHtflmi^and Mmrr/cf ihouldfall foul upon one ano* 
ther, and run on Ihoar ; but by Providence they were 
preferved. And about Evening the Weather grew calm 
3gain, but the two Ships loft their two Boats ia tha 
Storm, which the Savages drew a-fhoar. 

The yb fome of the Seamen landed to redeem the 
two Boats, but found the Mouth of the River as broad 
^gain ; as it was before, by an extraordinary Current; 
^he Tombs tbey had formerly feen. Were then uadt» 
Water. 

Thtr 
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This great Flood hinderd them from rowing up 
the River, and forced tbem to draw cheir Boat akmg 
with Ropes. The Savages of Sfskprnkcurg were agreac 
help to them, and told them tbic thofe of Sc. Ai^e^ 
fe, had already taken their Boatis to pieces. Being 
arrived ac Sc. An^elo^ they demanded their Boats ot 
the Inhabitants, who told them they were funk in the 
Storm. The Dutch knew well enough they told them 
a lye, and therefore fent Five Men to coaft along the 
(hoar in queft of them, who found the Canows were 
iMDken up by the Savages^ and all the Iron*work (o the 
very Nails taken away. 

The Savages perceiving the Butcb were very an- 
gry to fee their Boats caken in pieces, got all tbeii^ 
Goods and Children in their Canms^ andi rMPed np 
the River. A Troop of 50 of them came down arm« 
ed with round Shields and Javelins to hinder the 
Dutch from landing, and the Men having no orders 
to commit Hoftilities, went on board again. 

The whole Fleet being acquainted with what paf* 
fed, refolved in Council to lend a Sloop from each 
Ship well armed with 48 Men, to delire the Inhabi* 
tanis to fcU them fome Ltfnci^rfx orGaliots, cofenre 
tbem in the room of their Boats which were toft. 
Approaching near the ,Oioar, they faw- about 60 Arm- 
ed Negroes, Dancing, Jumping, and Infulting them by 
their Poftures. 

Thofe of Sp tkfmhour?; helped the Dw.'c/j to draw the 
Sloops along, but the Inhabitants of Si. Angeio crying 
out to them, they forfook the Dutch^ and ran away. 
However the Dittth ftopping at the Tombs, faw 48 
fine Ozen« bat becaule the People of Sfakpnbourg had 
treated tbeoai civiHy, they wotiU tKk carry them off. 

Then they went jap to St. AngeU^ where riie Blacfca 
preparing ta fight tbem, dipt the points of theif Dag- 
gers in rhe Water, put them irt their Month, and let 
the Water drop down, fignifying to the Dutch^ that 
they would dip the fame points in their Blood. After 
which they threw ftones that fell upon them as thick 
as Hail. This proceeding obliged the Dutch lo come 
to an Anchor; and ihoot at them, but more to fright 
than to hurt them. But they fttU^ continued throwing 
ftones, thinking their Bucklers were Musket ptoof , tiS* 
at length they uw thrte or four of shem were ftot ciead, 

upon* 
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upon which they remov'd their dead Men^ and retired 
l>ehind the Hou(es» 

Not loag after three or four of cbemcameaaddefirM 
the Dutch to forbear all Hoftiliries, and they would bring 
diem fimne Cattle ; but being in a Pafl^n, they could 
not Qnderftand what they faid, and therefore concinu'd 
10 fire which made 'em all run away. 

As foon as the Savages were out of fight , the 
Dutch row'd to the Shoar ; and half of them went 
to the Villages to fee if fome of the Blacks had 
not hid themfelves there j but found only a little 
Girl abouc aYearold^ whom chey took, and plundered 
ibe Village. . In the mean time the whole Village 
was fee on fire : Some fay it happened by chance, 
and no one knew who did it ; but others fay it was 
done by Order of the Council. The Houfes being 
all made of dry Timber, covered with Straw, and 
the Wind blowing hard ; the Fire rag'd fo violently, 
that the Dutch had much ado to fare themfelves. 
This Accident burnt a great Quantity of Rice, which 
was unthrelht, with Fruits^ Hens^ 

The Dutch took away nothing but two Drums, a 
Shield, a little Boat, a Kid, fome Botttes of Snaw, 
and fonae Hens, which they coidd liaye bought for a 
Piece ef Eight. At their Departure they laid the 
Child upon the Shoar, and the Blacks came and took 
her up when their Enemies were gone 5 and fav'd 
foirie fpw Houfes from the Fire. They were in all 
aboiir 130 Inhabicants, four of which were found dead 
in a Wood. The Dutch retiring to to their Slo<^, 
went again by the fiurying-place, where they met a 
great Company of the Natives of Spakemteurg^ who 
carrfs'd tl^em, and laughed at what had happened to the 
others. 

Daring this- Expedition at St, Angelo, five or fix 
Btacks with their Chiefs came in a Canow on board 
the Maurice, and brought fome Citrons ; but the Sail- 
ers hearing a Shooting, made them all Prifoners ; of 
which they made great Complaints. But when they 
faw the Fire, the Phu/o or Chiitf pour d a- Can full of 
Water upon hit Head to let them know he was inoocenc 
of what wasajfting on (hoar. 

The Seam<rn wlio were a-flioar being come aboari, 
and the Shif AUurioe feeing them all bk^ they re^ 

leasd 
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Ieas*d the Prilbners , and condudled them a-flioaf. 
Men, Women, and Children ran to the Sixiar to kifs 
the Phulos Feet, who fent for Citrons and prefeoted 
tbem to the Outeb^ who had accompany'd him a-^hotf, 
fliowing tbem a great Refpecft » and giving tbem 
Thank$ for his Rdeafeincnt. Not long after many 
of the Inhabitants of the Ifland came to the Sea-fide 
and threatned the Dutchmen in the Pinnace with 
their Latices and Shields, but could do them oo 
barm. 

On the <)th the Dutchmen landed with the Sloop 
belonging to the Lyon to fetch frefli Water. The 
Phido came on board, and brought with him fome 
Hens, Rice, tod Fruits, to exprefs his Gratitude, 
and they parted good Friends. A little while after 
they fern two other Cdnows, and one Sloop widi 46 
Men, who being cofme to the Tombs , me or 6c 
Blacks of Spakembourg invited them to vific their Plm» 
ios. Upon this Invitation they fent three Men into 
the Village, where tliey found the P/mlo with fix 
arm'd Men, who ran away when they faw the Dutch 
coming to them. However, fome of them came back 
to the Village without Arms, and fold theai Booei 
but would not fu&r the Diucb to approach too near 
tbem* 

The Dutch having treated them very civilly, fow'd 
afterwards towards St. Ungelo to fetch a Lancia or 

great Boat, which they coiild not bring with tbem 
while the Fire lafted ; but flie was gone, and they 
could find no b^dy in the Village. Then they went 
by Water to the other End towards the North, where 
they met with a great many Savages arm*d , and a 
great Town composed of a great many Villages* who 
had all their refpe&ive Phulos. 

The Savages fent one of their Namber to the DuiA 
to defire them to retire, promifing upon tha( 
condition to bring them Ibme Cattle. Upon whicfif 
the Dutch caft Anchor on the other fide the River, 
whtrher the Blacks brought an Ox and an He-Goar, 
telling them they had no more there ; for that they 
had lately remov'd and tranfported their Cattle further 
off. The Dutch gave them fome Trifles made of 
Glats, though the Savages would not take tbem atfirft, 
faying they deiir^d them to accept iheir foiaU Krefeot 

.at 
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a Teftimony of their good Wills, and to retirci 
The Dutch gave each Man a Cup of Wine, which they 
love dearly ; and the Pbulo himfelf, though frighted at 
frft, came and drunk fome, and immediatdy recir'd to 
hide himrelf behind the Honfes. 

The lotb zCamm of Spakembourg coining on board 
the Ship Maurice, the Savages defir'd the Dutch to fend 
fome body on (hoar , becaule the Phulo would prc- 
fenc them with fome Cattle. But feeing it was pretty 
late, they thought it unfafe to go at that time for lear of 
an Ambufh. 

On the wth they went to the Tombs to iee if 
what the Natives told them the Evening before, waf 
tme. Here they found fome Blacks; and the Wacch^ 
who would have perfwaded them to vnik into dbe 
Town ; but the ikucb not daring to cmft them, took 
file of them for Hoftages ; and then fenc two of 
their own Men to the Town, who came back pre- 
fencly^ and faid they might go freely and without 
Danger. Here ihcy found nothing but a little Ox; 
for all the Inhabitants were run away. Then they 
wenr to the Town that lay more Northerly, the In- 
habitants of which brought them an Ox, and fold 
it for four fiUs of Unnen-Ciotb ^ and fooofe Glafii 
Beads. 

AU the Ships weigVd Anchor on the iitb^ and got 
oQt of the Bay , where they roae at Aneho^ tin- 
der the above-mentton*d little Ifland, that was inhabi-^ 

ted by four or five different fons of ]?eople ; who 
brought them B manes^ Hony, Hens, and other kinds 
of Refrefhmcnrs aimoft every Day: and where they 
bad took in frcih Water which was extraordinary 
good. 

When they got to the End of that Bay , on th< 
North fide, about two Leagues from the ohoar, cwd 
little Canows came on boafa the Fleet, and brought 
^ith them Sugar Canes and Ri«e ; for which the 
Du^b |ave *em fome I^ tjfaibs in Bitehange. Th^ 
Blacks invtred them to come a-ihoar | but tbey coiH 

tbu'd their CouiTe. 

This great Biy of Anton Gil lies in the Latitude 
Of 1 6 Oegr. and a half, and reaches ten Leagues froni 
Nonh-Norch-Weft to South* South- Weft. It has, as 
Wt iaid before. ^ v6ry hue and fruitful Iflaod, which 
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lies very high. On the Borders of the Coaft on the 
Norch*£aft Side, are fome Rocks, and three little I- 
Hands ; and then you pais into a River ihac has fcvcral 
Villctges on botb fides. 

Half way from the frefli Water Place in the Bay en 
the North fide, yoti find three Villages or Boroughs 
well inhabited, and feveral other Villages, which 
bring you to the fight of another River on the 
North fide ; and then you find the great River : a- 
long which the Dutch bought a great Quantity of 
Rice. This River hath two Branches, one extending 
to the Nonh, and the other to the Weft, with nn I- 
fiand in the middie. S. Angeh lies on the North fide 

of it. 

On the left-hand of the River is the populous Vil- 
lage of Sfak?mbotir)(^ abounding with all forts of Pm* 
vifions. To die Weft-Somh-Weft Quarter of the I- 

fland is another River with a Village on the Shear, 
which is all the Dutch could dilcover in this I* 
Hand. 

The Inhabitants are black ; but their Hair is not 
fo Bufliy, nor their Lips or Nofes of the fame Fornn 
as tbofe o£ true Blackamoors* They are ftrong and 
vigorous: They love to drink exceedingly, and* will 
mak^ then^lelves drunk as Swine wiijb a Liquor made 
cf pjce and Hony, though^ it is unlawful to drink 
it 'but at certain times* Their Hou(hoki*Stuflr is very 
mean, and of no value. They make ufe of a long 
Heed ftopp'd at the Top, inftead of a Cup or other 
Veflel to drink in. 

They fir and lie upon Mats well wrought, and of 
feveral Colours, and have little Scars under their 
Heads for Pillows. They beat or threih their Rice in 
a Wooden Mortar, and every one is famiih'd with 
a Sieve to fift it, a Pot to boil ic in, Bags to pot it 
in, and Gourds to ferveit up to ear* 

The Phuh or King, wears Cof per Bracetefs ; for which 
Commodity they would have given any thing : l>mtbe 
Dtiieb had none. He wears aHb a Necklace made of fmall 
Beads, and always carries a Hatchet in his Hand in- 
Itead of a Scepter, His Subjecfis go all naked, having 
only a piece of Cloth made of the Bark of Trees, 
about their Middles, and are always very dutiful to 
him. 

Their 
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TMr Women wear a fore of a Gown woven of 
the Barks of Trees, which reaches down co their 
Knees. Some have Petticoats of the lame Cloiii. 
Their Nccs are made of the ;.iirjc BarK. For Orna- 
ment they wear Pewter or isiilver BruceUts much like 
the Copper ones they wear in Guinea, Their Wotnen 
plant, fow and cue Rice and Beans, and culrivate Ba^ 
fk$neSf which are their beft and mod cooifnon food ; 
for they feldom feed on Flefli, and they ea*^ their 
Fiih aM Milk, witb the Fruit and ferries of B«* 
names. 

They have- fine and large Oxen, wfcich rhey e- 

fteem. fo much, that fome think they worHiip them as 
the Canarim and the Malabar es do in the Indies, 

They have abundance of Kids, but few Sheep or 
Dogs, and plenty of Fowls, fuch as Hens, Ducks, 
. C^c, and oiher fores of £ird$, which the Dufctj did 
ooc happen to fee. 

Tbia Country affords great ftore of Oranges, Ci- 
trons, Lenaons, Ginger ,^ and a fort of Corn call'd 
Manigetfe i as alfo a fort of Root much like Ginget 
on the Outfide, and yellow within, call'd Cunebirin 
the Maliijiayi Language ; Halet in ArahicK^ and Caff> an 
des its Indias by the Portugiic:{e^ being full of Juice, 
but very fliarp. Its Flowers are like thole of white 
Lilies^ and the Root isPhyfical. There is a great deal 
of it at Java, and other Parts of the Indies. 

The Dutch feeing they could drive no Trade witb the 
Inhabitants, became they both miftniAed and fear d 
them, pill to Sea again Feb. 12. 1 596. as we faid before, 
and faird with a fair Gale at Weft-Nortb-Weft, and 
Soitcb-Weft^ till March 13. That Day the Wind 
chang'dtothe Eaft, chopping fomettmes to the North,' 
and fometimes more to the South. Here they encoun- , 
tcr'd rapid Currents which came from the Sou th-E aft 
of Jdva^ and did them much Injury. The calm 
Weather alfo incommoded them ; infomuch that they 
refolv'd to fteer their coarfe to the moft Southerly 
Hands call'd Maldives. 

* Thofe Iflands call'd Maldives or Maldivar, lie juft 
oppofite to the Coaft <A Cemarm and AUishmr^ and 
Mhoot out into the Sea about i4o6sn»«iiLea»ies tothe 

* South of Cape Ccmarin. The cooRnon Opmion is» 

* thai they are above a Thoufand in Number | (or 
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' it's impoflible to number them all exadly. Some are 

* Peopl'd and fertil ; others are Defarcs and uninha- 

* bited. In general, they lie very low as well as 

* Cochin^ Cragantit, and other Parts of the Continent ; 

* and for that Reafon are expos d to be ovcrflow'd by the 
*Sca. 

*The Inhabitants of Malabar fay thofe Iflands were 

* formerly joyn'd to the Continent of India ; and 

* that they were feparated by the Inundations of the 

* Sea : But that which makes them fo Dumerous, is 
the Makitude of Canals that divide them; which are 

^ fo narrow, that the Sprit^fails of the Ships ftrike 

* the Leaves off the Trees which are planted on both 

* fides : And in fome Places a nimble Man may leap in- 
^ to an Ifland from the Top of a fiough that grows in 
•another. 

•In thofe Iflands Provifionsarc very fcarce ; but they 

* have great Plenty of Coco-Trees^ which alone fupply 

* them with what is ncceflary for Life, as you will find 
' hereafter, when we come to give a Defcription of tfaac 
' Tree. 

' They make Cloth and Stufis of the Lint and Silk 

* that*s imported to them, and of thefe make long Gar- 
. * ments , or very fine Night-Gowns j for they are 

* much better, and more decently dreU*d than other 

* Indians, 

* * They fiili with Nets made of the Branches of Palm* 

* Trees^ and find a fort of fmall 'Shells that are bright, 

* and of feveral Colours, which in fome Places pals for 

* Pieces of Money. 

* The principal Ifland is call'd Maldlve^ where there 
' ftands a City of the fame Name, which is well frequen- 

* ted for Trade, and being the Kefidenoe of die Kiq{, 

* gives Name toaH the Iflands. 

' In this Coarfe you may lee at any Sea(cm of the 

* Year a World of Birds , panicularly Grey Cohbs^ 
. • call*d by the PortugueT^e, Car aim Hubas Furcadas^ i. e. 

* Black^Btrds [putted like Al.igpies ; with a long Tail 

* fplit like a Pair of Taylors Shears ; another fore of 

* Birds that are all white like Pigeons, with a long 

* Tail, but few Feathers in it ; and others which are 

* much like Ducks fpotted ail over. 

ilU 
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All thefc Birds feed in the Salt Water, ^in which 
there is a fort of a flying Filh about the Bignefs of 
an Herring, having two Finns, and fomc of them 
four, refcmbling Wings ; which, when they are parfu'd 
by great Filh, rife or fly out of the Water to fave 
themfelres , but cannot fljr long : for as foon as their 
Wings ace dry, they fall into the Sea, and are de- 
vour'd by the great Fifli. Befidcs that Danger, which 
is almoft unavoidable , they are expos'd to be 
catch d in the Air by the Fowl : fomc of them 
being clofely purfu'd in both Elements by their Ene- 
mies, fled to the Ships, where they found no better 
Quarter ; for the Seamen eat them as very dainty 
Food. The Cobbs percb'd upon the Malts of the 
Ships, and were fo tame, that they were not fright- 
ed when the Seamen took them. 

Thefe Seas are frequented by Bmfoes or good 
Filhes, which are wholfome Food , though the Flefh is 
dry : They are of the fame Figure and Bignefs as 
Carps, but fomewhat thicker. They fwim in Shoals 
dofe together, and always follow the Ships. Thefe al- 
fo devour a great Quantity of the flying Fifh, which 
you find many times undigefted in their Bellies. The 
Albocores (another Fi(h in this Sea ) are fo caii'd be- 
caufe they have no Scales, their Skins being (mooth 
and white under the Beliy , which renders them 
vifible under the Water. They are nnade like BonUcesi 
only they are fomewhat bigger: Some are five Foot 
long, and as thick as a Man ; and one of this (brt 
made a good Meal for 60 Seamen. They are a lean 
fort of Fifh, and have but one Bone fiom the Tad to 
the Head. 

The Dorades ^another fort of Filh in the fame Seas) 
were fo nam*d by the PortugucT^c , becaule they appear 
yellow in the Water, and lometimes ihine like Gold* 
The £w^/i/fe call them Dolphins , They are in Figure 
MdShzjpc like a Salmon. There is no Salt or Freih* 
Water Fiih of a better Reliflu They have fmall Scales, 
and the Back, from the Head to the Tail, is bcatitifal, 
and brifti'd (as 'twere J with fmali Finns. 

The brown Filh, which the Portugtdc^e call Tonmns, 
arc a kind of Sca-HogSy and arc of two forts : feme 
have fliarp Snouts like a Hog ; others flat, having a 
kind of a CqwI ovei: their Heads, and iberefoire lome 
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call them Sen-F y.v s. They are commonly five or fix 
Foot in Length, ihc Tail being Iplic and very broad. 
Tbe> Skin IS "very fmooth, and their Infides juft like 
Sci'H xs, as to their Lard, Fiefh, Liver, €^c. for they 
ea* the fame Food« 

I he Seamen having open'd one of them, found in her 
a young Sm-H^j^ as big as a Land Pjg. They always 
fwim in great Shoals ; and when the Sea begins to 
fwe !, they come to the Ships in ibch great Multitudes, 
thai they jnake the Water look green, and fnoar and 
gruTit like H(jg« ; which would be a plcafant Enrcr- 
tainmenccnojeb if their Approach were not a ceiuia 
Prcgnuftick or an enfuing Storm. 

TheSea- Oogs call'dby the Portuguese, Tulorms^ ap» 

J ear commonly in calm Weather. They iwim very 
owly, and have a fmooth Skin. They are always 
attended by 7 or 8 little Fifh callM Lesches^ about 
the Bignels of a Herring, or lomcthing lefs, which have 
a flat and wnnkl'd Head, by which they are glu'd, as 
*twere to rhe Sea- Dog , till he catches fome Prey, 
and then they come off and (hare with h'.m. They 
enter the Bodies of the Sea^Dogs by the Mouth, and 
go out again without hurting them. When the Seamen 
are oblig d to fwtm, they tal^e great care to avoid Se^F 
Dogs ; for many times they dfagg *em tothe Bottom of 
the Sea. They are not very gooa to eat, having anon- 
favoury Tafte. 

The Fifh which the Portugue^^e call Pifceporco , is a- 
bout the B gnefs of a Bream, and grun:s like a Hog. 
In fleering this Courfe, we iikcwile met with abun- 
dance of Torfoifcs, mo{\ of which flcep fwimming : 
They are very Excellent Food, and tafte like VeaL 
When the Sun hath heated the Shell upon their 
Back, they turn ; and then the Seamen approach theip 
ibftly, and fatten a Hook betwixt the two Shelb, and fo 
take them. 

The Lamw fwim io Shoab like the Tmmns, and 
arc a little lefs than Whales, but have not a Hole over 
their Head like them to blow out the Water. 

While the Dutch were failing to the Iflands of Mai" 
dives, the Quarter- Maflers complain'd that there was 
but little Water left. Therefore it wasrefolv'd that each 
Man (hould have only a Pint of Water a Day , which 

was but a Ihort Allowance at that S^afons ^ was tbep 
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May, and exceeding hoc. Some of the Seamen were 
io thirfty, thacthey offer'd z Piece of ^ight for a Glafc 
of Water, bur cou'd nor get it. 

January I ^ i^()6. they were over- joy *d to fee Land, 
becauTe they were in hopes of finding frelh Water. 
Being near the Shoar, they faw an Ifland lying be- 
fore the Streight oi SitmU in th^ Latitude of 50 Deg. 
and a half : by compadng tfae time of their failings they 
thought it was the Ifland Pagmatsn^ adFd by the 
P&riugue7[e^ Denj^ano, and lying 16 Les^uct on rhh 
fide of the great Ifland of Sumatra, Here one at three 
Leagues diftance might fmell the fweet and ftrong O- 
dours of the Spices that grow in that Ifland, 

Under the fame Ifland on the 6th they faw fix or fe- 
ven Canows, which were afraid to come near the Ships, 
The Dmch manned a Sloop to go and fpeak with them.* 
But as foon as the Men law ber rowing cowards them* 
they fled into the Ulaod and left their Canows afi.oar* 
Thefe little Boats are long, but fcarce a Foot broad. 
They have two long Pieces of Timber on each fide, 
which make them broader at the Top, and eafier to 
lack about. None of the Men would fpeak with the 
Dutch, but made Signs to them to come a-flioar. But 
the Seamen being unpLOVided of Aims, did not think fit 
to land or truftthem. 

They were 2j in Number, well arm*d with Bows 
pnd and Arrows, very tall» and of a yellowifli Comple-» 
iSdon like the Br^fiUanr. They had long Hair hanging 
damn upon their Shoulders, which fome lay is as ftreight 
asaSticku 

They were quite naked, and indeed the Diinb bad 
fccn no fuch Savages in their Voyage. 

On the I ith they came under the Ifland of Sumatra^ 
before the Strcigl t oi Sunda, where they faw an in- 
finite Number of Iflands. They caft Anchor un- 
der an Ifland that was very long ; and landing the 
aott IHjt found it Defart, Woody « and wicho\^^ 
Water. 

Here (hey faw firft three Sail, and then nine, com^ 
ing {ram the Ugh CosA of Sumatra^ who were the firft 
they had feen to the Eaftward of the Cape of Gtiod 
Hope. They fent out a little Boat to them, who com- 
ing on board ihofc Veflels, found they were mann'd 
Wub 16 ^Icn a-{)iece, 7 of which row'd, the rdi be- 
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ing placd under a ftied, and cloath'd with fine Calli- 
co of feveral colours, from their Middles downwards, 
fo as to leave their upper parts naked. Some of them * t 
had about their Heads pieces of Ciocfa» roUtd like i 
Turbans. i 

The Dutch could not underftand their Language. 
They fnention*d B^tHtam- znd Jappare^ and SmdaCO' 
lappa ; but the Dutch having never heard fo much as 
the name of Sunda Calappa before, could not under* j 
ftand what they faid of it. However the Indians IliewM i 
them Sumatra^ and made them figns they would there , 
find much good Merchandize. Therefore they lent the | 
Pinnace with i6 Men', Jtme the lift towards the high | 
Coaft, where they found feme Villages, the biggeft { 
whereof was- named Dampin. , 
A Sloop' was alio fent towards that part of Sm*' \ 
trs y from whence they faw the Veflels come out, J 
and go in again ; for it feems they took them to be { 
Pirates, that were cruizing to take the Ships that went | 
from Mtnancabo to Bantam. The Sloop caft the Grap- . 
ling-Hook or h'tcle Anchor near an Ifland, hard by two 
other little Iflands, from whence they heard Menipeak, | 
but could fee none. , 
Next day they faw four Veflfels at Anchor, and | 
three other failing together, and again three more in 
Comptny. When they iaw the Sloop failing towards | 
them, they kept clofe together. The Sloop made up - 
to them, and ask'd them where they might find freih 
Water, whp direfted them to a |dace. The DutA . 
fearing and miftruftlng them, went aboard their Itcde 
Boats, where the Indians (hewM them feveral Curiofi- , 
tics; among others a fine guilded Poignard, which ^ 
they call Cris, and a Gold Ring fet with a Diamond , 
ijf little value, which was but fma 11, and ill cut. 

The Sloops Crew came on board the Pinnace, whi- 
ther the Indians, followed them in their Canow, The i 
Dutch bought fome Fifli, Rice, Water-Melons, Sugar* 
Canes, Coco, Garlick, Onions, and other Fruits of 
tkttn ; and gnve thetn in exchange glafs Wares of all 
Coloun, And afterwards they went together to Swa^ 
trs. 

In tMs CouHe they met three or four Canoxvs wkh 
Men onboard them, who lookt like confiderable Per- 
fons, being doatbed in fine and rich Linnen Cloth of 

....... , 
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Sky oolour, and attended by In:crprecers. They were 
Ibcoinplaifanc, as tocro& aCan^of fair Water with 
^Dmch,to (hew them a place of jPreih Water. And they 
came together to a Village of about twenty Houfes, 
neatly built of Palm-Tree Timber ; which was the 
firft place that afforded them the opportunity of feeing 
rhe Pepper Plant, which rifes up upon thick and high 
Reeds like Hops; and at which they bought a9 much 
Pepper as the Indians would Icll them. 

They alfo bought fome Cloves and Nutmegs, Ci- 
trons, Pumpkins, and Paltp Wine ; but couid procure 
no Flefli. in this place the Wooaen wear very large 
fifacelets, and a kind of Petticoats made of CalUco 
from the Waft downwards, with a piece of Cloth to 
com their fireafts. Part of their Hair hangs down 
rbeir Shoulders, and the reft is tied up in Trcffcs. 

After this four Canoxvs came on board the Pinnace, 
and brought Hens, Rice, Pepper, and Caxias to fell. 
In the mean time a Gun went off by accident, whicii 
fo feared the Indians^ that ihcy took their Shields, 
haled a little brafs Patereroe on Hioar, and threatned 
the Dutch with their Arms, thinking they had commit- 
ted an A& of Hoftility. The Seamen belonging to 
the Sloop rowed to the (hoar, but fome itiJians that 
me on board the Canovy got thither before them^ 
and iunder'd the Dutch from coming near it. 

To prevent the ill Confequences, and bad Opinion 
they might have of them, the Dutch went on board 
their Ship again, where they found the Almadis wait'- 
ing for the payment of twelve pieces of Eight for - 
Caxias^ which the Dutch had bought of them. Thefc 
CaxUs are a kind of Mony of worle allay than Lead, 
of which they ftring 200 together, and call it Vm 
Sauta Je Caxias^ or Caxas. 

The 141^ the Crew of the Um met with a little 
firogue or Indian Boat, and by figns perfwaded her 
to go on board the Maurice. Accordingly one of the 
hians went on board , and offered the Dutch to 
guide them to Bantam^ on condition that each Ship 
Aould give him five pieces of Eight. 

3une the 17//? being under fail, a Pirogue of Suma* 
trit came on board the M.ntrice which belonged to the 
Pilot, who was aboard the Ship. She had fourteen 
Men inher, two of which came on boand and pay'd 
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tkcir rerpe(3:s to the Samanar or Pilot, holding his left 
jfooc io their Hands* and gently ftroaking his Leg up 
CO the Knee ; after which they ftroak*d him from 
the lower part of his Face, to the Crown of bis 
\He9d« 

The litb they faw a great flight of Birds, which 
were as big as Ravens, bur more like Bats ; for they 

had no Feathers. They do a great deal of harm to 
the Trees and Herbs, and oblige the Country People 
to watch all Night upon the top of the Trees, tho* all 
their caution is not lufficicnt to keep off fuch mifchie- 
vous Birds. The Indians cat them, and lay they are as 
good as Partridges. 

The iame day two other Pit^egues came on board the 
Afaurice^ im one of which was a very grave JmUam^ 
cloatbed with fine Callico firip*d with Gold. The 
other Indians proftr'd (bme BiteUy Areces^ and Cae^ 
to fell, and the Dutch bought it all, giving them Lin- 
ncn Cloth for it; but the Indians liol^ z Shirt, and 
fome pieces of Linnen Cloth. 

Here it will not be improper to defcribe the Trees 
and Fruits which the Dutch (aw at Sumatra, The 
Indian Palm-Tree which grows every where in the 
Indies^ is of four kinds. The firft is that which produ* 
cech Oc^ the moft ufefial Tree in the World. It grows 
very hi^h and ftrait, and has no Branches, but in tbe 
top, which fpreads out like the Tale-tree. The Fruit 
grows very low juft by the Trunk, in clufters often, or 
twelve together. Irs Flowers are like tliofe of the 
Chcdiut Tree : It never thrives but near the Water lide, 
or in I'andy places. 

It hath fo little Root, that one would admire how it 
can ijtand fo fall in tbe Ground, and yet it is fo firm, 
and lo high, that *tis a furprifal to fee a Man at tbe 
top of it. The Canaritu or Pcr^fants make notches 
like fteps of Ladders upon the Tree, and then climb 
fo faft to the top, that no Monkeys can hardly 
nimbler. 

Thefe Trees areas common \n Sumatra, as OHve- 
Trees in Spain^ and Willows in Holland, Its Wood 
inough very fpungy, is good for many things, particu* 
larly by reafon of its talincfs. • They build whole Ships 
of iiy without any Iron-work ; for the Wood is joyn-» 
ed and eyed w;cb Cords made of Q^e^^JheHs^ and the 

Saiia. 

4 
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Sails 4tt made of the Leaves ; with the fame" Leaves 
rhcy cover their Houfes, and likewifc make their Um* 
bidks, Macs, Teors, and fine Hats, which are ve« 
ry proper tor the Summer, by reafon of their lighc« 
oeTs. 

Tlie Natives PJant abundance of thefe Trees for 
two reafons. Firft for the fake of the Nuts, and Se- 
condly, to make Wine out of ir. The Nuts are as 
bgasOftrich Eggs, covered wicha green fliell, while 
tk Fruit is on the Tree, but when the Fruit is ga- 
thered and dry, the (licU peels off like flax, of which 
they make their Calro^ that is, all flianner of Cables 
and Ropes for the ufe of Ships ; they likewife caoll; 
dieir Ships with it, in ftead of Tow and Mofle. 

When the Fruit beeins to be ripe, its ioU of a ve« 
ry dear Water, which is fweet and €ooUng,f and ve- 
r)' plealant to drink. Each Lanbo , which is an un- 
ripe Coco, contains above half a Pint of this Water, 
which turns by degrees into fmnll white Grains or 
Kernels, of the fame tafte with fmall Nuts ^ but much 
Iweecen The inward Pill under the (hell, and which 
in time grows as hard as Wood, is good to eat with 
a little Salt, and is of an extraordinary pkalant uft, 
wlienitis thin and tender $ but when its grown quite 
liatd, they make Spoons, CupS| and other Uteofits of 
it The Smiths alfo bum it for Coals, and floake a ve- 
ry hot fire with it. 

The Indians beat the Kernel or little white Grains 
in a Mortar, of which they n:ake a fort of Milk, which 
'hey boil with Rice and oiher Ingredients, bur the 
poor People and Slaves eat them raw. They alfo 
great quantities of them to tranfport into foreign 
Couarics, and make an Ovl of it, which is very good 
to eat, and to bum, and ot a Phyfical ufe. While the 
Cac9 is in the fliell, it may be tranfporced into all 
patts of the World, without being fpoiled : And it 
lomedmes happens, that the water within it turns in- 
to a kind ot yellow Apple, which is very healthful 
and pleafant. When the Indians draw VVine from 
the Qoco Trees, and not from the Fruit, they cut off 
fhe Flowers, and find under them a round (heath which 
(iiey call QoUao^ and ftop with Clay, io^ that the Air 
caoQot get into it. Some days after tbcy open it, and 

a Uiqoor called by them $i|r4, comes ous of which 

is 
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IS fweetcr and more pleafanr to drink than Whey.' 
But if you let it ftand in the Sun above an hour, it 
mrna into excellent Vinegar, Which is fo much'e- 
fteem*d, that all the l'm£f4»/ ufe no other. Befides rhey 
diftil F«/f, or l^a, from it, which is a fort of Bran- 
dy, as ftrong and as good as that which is bought at 
Francfort, 

They alfo make Aracea out of it, which isiheJu- 
Aian Wine, and is ftrong enough^ though they drink 
it like water. The Portu^uefe prepare it fo well with 
Raifins and other Ingredients, that it is as good as 
any of their Portugal VVinc. They alfo make the Su- 
gar, which is called Jagra, with the fame Sara, bat 
tis not ac all valued, becaufe brown and white Sugar is 
jdentiful enough in the Indies. 

The iiifide of th- Coco^Trce^ which the Portu^uefe 
call Palmtro, is much efteemcd, and is commonly us'd 
• asa Prefent for great and rich Men. Ic is as thin and 
white as Paper, and is natiirally clofe or plaited, be- 
ing long and narrow, and having from fifty to fixty 
plaits, and more, like a quire of Paper. The InJUns 
ute It as we do Paper, writing upon it with ftyles of 
Iron when it is green, and then the writing can n^ 
^fi^ ^. ^^facU They call it Offa, and with it write 
all their Books, Memorials, (^c. which they feal up 
as we do our Letters. 

The Second fort of Palm-Trees is called by the 
Ponugnofe jinc^fuero , of which we will treat here- 
after. 

The Third fort is the Palm-Tree that brings fofdl 
Dates, which is called Tamar, and is very common in 
Barbarjif, cfpcciaUy in the Mand of Gcrh, of which 
anon. 

. • The Fourth fort is called Lgtme in the MaUi^ 
Language. That Tree brings forth a Fruir abouc the 
big^fsof a Cherry, of an Orange colour, having an 
liidi^reni btg Kernel, of which they make a thick, 
wholfom , and palatable Oyl of the fame colour. 
1 hey (ay its the Female of the firft Palm-Tree. There 
as two lores of it in Guinea. We will fpeak of it Vfboi 

. we come to the Defcripcion of Java, 

ki Sumatra they (aw abundance of Fattams^ or ln£^ 
a^ Figs, which (erves the Natives for a great part of 
theu: fiopd. Though there are feveral fons df Figs in Ac 
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JndteSy fome of which are bigger, and better than o- 
thers, yet almoft all of them are of the fame figuf« 
and colour. The Tree is no higher than a Man. Its 
Leaves are a Fathom long, and three Spans broad. The 
Turk.^. make ufe of them to cover Pepper. • 

This Tree has no Wood, and in truth 'tis rather a 
Shrub than a Tree, the Leaves fpread when it is half 
as high as a Man « and while the frefh Leaves are 
ftcibting forth, the others dry, till the (hrub is come to its 
Perfedlion, and the Fruit is formed. The Stalk is not 
above a Span thick, and fo tender, that you may ea* 
fily cut it "wirli a Knife. 

In the middle of the Leaves, while the Plant grows, 
there grows a Flower as big as an Oitrich Egg, of a 
Perfiaa colour. This Flower in time brings forth a loi^ 
Bough, which is not ijroperly Wood, but like die Stem 
of a Cabbage, and is full of Figs, as big at firft as 
large Beans. Then the Figs grow a Span long, and 
three or four Inches thick like a Cucumber. 

The Stamp or Bough* bears about 200 Tigs cling- 
ing as thick and clofe together, as a bunch of Grapes, 
and fo heavy, that a ftrong Man can hardly carry 
them. They cut them off when they are but half ripe, 
that is to fay, half green and half yellow ; and then 
hang the Bough upon a little Joyft, after which they 
ripen in four or five days. 

Each Shrub bears only one Bough, and when cfaey 
cut the Bough, they alfo cut the Shrub at the Root j 
which foon after fprouts fenh, and in a Months time 
grows as high as it was before, fo that it produces Figs, 
ail the year round, in incredible quantities. 

The Figs have Hur^ks like the Husks of Beans, which 
are whitifh, on the i: lide foft, and as eafie to chew, 
as a mixture of FJowrr.md Butter. They are very 
fweet, and of an excelient tafte, and are in a nunner 
Bread and Butter. One nuy live upon them very well 
witfaomc any other Suftenaoce, as many of the Indt^ 
MS do. 

The Bttteh faw likewife at S$tmatra , a ibrt of 
black and round Pepper, whofe Plant grows as we faid 
before, on a high and thick Reed, which brings forth the 
Tabaxir, that is fold in Pcrjia at its weight in Silver. 
But when they ojpened^thcfe Reeds, they found no T4- 
baxh m them. 

Pepper 
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Peppef grovirs upon little Boughs or Sprigs \ as 
Juniper-Berries da Ir ,is green till ir is ripe isA dry, 
and then ^tis black. They gather it in Dicemhr and 
Jtmuary. The Pepper Leaves are like Orange-Tree 

Leaves , but fomwhat leffer ; they are green and 
(harp pointed, and apt to bice the Mouth when you 
chaw them. 

Ic grows like a bunch of Grapes, though not quite 
fo big, orfo thick, but thicker than Strawberries. There 
I is plenty of it in Malabar^ Onor^ Barfelar^ Mangakr, 
CaUcut^ Cranganor , Cochin, Coulan^ flSf^da^ ( >^hich is 
mat far from Mildcca) Pedir^ Camper, Andkagir^Danh 
fin^ and in (everal other j^Iaoas d SumsinL Some 
grows aUb in the Sooth of B4»idm and Jdvs. The 
Malaias call it LacU « the Juvans Sahang^ and dief i 
MalabreSy Melanga. You find in the fame places white 
Pepper of the fame taft and ftrength as black Pepper. 
There is no difference betwixt them, but in the outward 
Rind, which is white and fmooth. 

The long Pepper grows chiefly in Bengali, though 
indeed there ia looiein Java, the Fruit is about the 
length of a tag of a Point, but thicker. Ic is wrinck- 
led, and AOi-coloiiftd,. and hat the famt taft viidi ike 
block Pepper. i 

The Pepper which they call the CanarinSy or tfct i 
Boors Pepper, becaaic none but poor People ufe ic, ! 
groweth in Goa and Mil.tlKiv , and is like Vrench 
Wheat, but Atli-coloured, and hollow on the infide i 
.with Kernels. 

The Indians and other People of the Eaft, con* 
liiino great quantiti^ of Pepper, and much more ia ; 
proportion than all the other Nations to which it is 
Tranfported ; for they feidom dreis any thing widioat 
"throwing a handfol of whole «nd unpounded Pepprr 
into it. 

At Sumatra, they likewife met with a Root much 
like Ginger, called in Latin Crocus Indicus, or IndUn 
Saffron, and Ciinhet in the Malautn Tongue. It grow- 
eth like Lillies, and brings forth white Lillics. It is 
yellow on the infidc, knotty, brittle , and waterilh. 
When you chaw it you cannot feel the ftrength, but a 
' little while after it fet s the Mouth all in a fire. There is 
plenty of it in Madagafcar^ JQim^ and ftvenl other 
places in the hidhs^

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* tc is not very lai^nant to know wiiether the I* 

* fland wbicb the ancients called Tafr&bana^ is the fantie 

* as Sumstra^ or that of dildn ; nnct we here only 
*tfeac of cbeldaad of Sumaira : fome pretend it is cbe 

* Ifland of Ophir^ where Solomon fent for Gold. 

* Sumatra is ficuated over againft Malacca^ at the di- 

* ftance of ten Leagues from the Continent, and fome 

* are of opinion, that it was formerly joyned to it. 
' And though the CurioHty of this Age harh in a »an^ 

* ner lefc nothing unknown, yet a i^reac many are of 
' diierenr opinions concerning its Extent. Some Wrt* 
' ters affirm it is 700 Leagues in Cirasmfimnee , and 

* too in Bveadcb: Odiers fay, k is bat 170 Gemum 
'Leagues long, and 60 broad. 

* Thofe that dwell in the Middle of this Ifland, ar« 

* dire<5lly under the EijuinoHial Line ; fo that one half 
'reaching to the South, and the other half to the North, 
*the whole reaches from the 16 Deg. of South Laci<- 

* tude, to the Latitude of five Deg. Nonh.

* Mines* Hcreisabimdanceof Copper, of which they 
'make good Guns 1 federal forts of precious Sio^; 

* and a Mounuin of burning Brimftone, vriiich eonti- 
' Dually blows out flames like Mount GiMh m Skily ; 

* 'tis faid it has aifo a Fountain of fialm. It abounds ' 

* with Spices and Silks. 

* Bur the Air is not vcvy wholefom, efpecially for 

* Strangers, bccaufe there are fo many Rivers, ftand- 
' ino Warers, and thick Forefts in it. There is no 

* W beats nor any other fore of Corn that growechin 
Europe. But there is plenty of Rice , Millet, and 

' Fruics, which a0brd a good and fufficienc Nouriih- 
^meottor the Inhabitants. It aftrds likewife abun- 

* dance of Honey, Bees-wax, Ginger, Camphire, Caffia, 

* Pepper, white Sanders, and efpecially Cotton, of 

* which the Inhabitants make their Garments. 

* The Ifland of Sumatra is divided into feveral King- 

* doms yet unknown, efpecially rhofe that lie in the 
' middle. The Portuguefs mention but two inland 
' Kingdoms, namely Andragidany and Aman^ the Inlia- 

* bitants of which are Pagans and hien^Batcrsi thofe 

* that iohabic the Cotfts. 
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* The Ktogdom of P^iir is one ot the moft Ma!<l, 

* aexc to thdie of Faean^ Camparan and Mamiucuhi 

* where they make the heft Crifes or Daggen in ttn ^ 
^ dia^ which thofe of fava, and the Malautns efteciri 

* the beft Weapons for ufe. Bat /ichem is now recko- 

* ned to be the mofl: confiderable Kingdom of Suma- 

* tra, becaufe the King of that Country has not only 
*- conquered Pedir and l^afan^ butaifo all theNotthero 

* parts of the Ifland. 

The Portuguefe are in poflfeflioo of no place in Su- 
matra^ and hnve only the liberty of trading thither, is 
all other Nations have. 'Tis true, they have attempt- 
ed formerly to oiake fome Conqoefts ; and fame of 
them to thisday« receive Pay from tlie King of ?4fUh 
galy upon the fcore of Intriguing , and endeavouring 
to execute that defign. But they never had any Suc- 
cefs. We ftiall fpeak of the City of Achcm, the ca- 
pital of the Kingdom, ^nd of the Kings Coon, in 
George Spilberts Journal. 

January the i^th^ 1 59^, the Dutch Ships edging near 
a little ,Town, a great many Plrotjues of Sumatra 
came on lipard them » and brought Coco-Nuts, Pep* 

Er« Cloves, Nutmegs, Hens, Oranges* The W 
biiamt asked the Duteh^ whether they caooe from 
G$0f or from Cochin^ and if they were going to fi4N* 
tarn, TheD//^c/> told them, yes, and gave them Knives 
in exchange for their Commodities. 

The Dutch continued under fail till the lid of the 
fame Month, and in the Streight of the Sunda, oppo* 
fire to Bantam Road, without advancing muciTfanher^be- 
caufe of Currents and contrary Winds in that .Screighr. 
From Midnight till ten in the Morning, the Wind was 
ftill fiatterly, and after that it tum'd al^vays Wefterly, 
and conruiued ib till Night, which made the paflage of 
the Streigh t very difficult. 

The the Commif&oners of each Ship aflum'ddie 
Title of Captains, and Cornelius Hootman was made 
Captain Major. That fame day they favv in the Bay 
of the Ifland of Java, a Velfel called by the Inhabi- 
tants a Jonque: She had a Fore-Maft, 3 Main-Maft, 
and a Mizzen-Maft, with a Main- Sail, and a Sprit- 
Sail. She look'd afar off like a Herring Fi(her-Boat, 
but was quite another thing in her manner of foil* 
ing. ' 
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The Sails were Woven with Rulhes. The Shroudi 
Were made of the fame Materials : The Bulk of the 
Syp was joyned together after the fame manner as a 
' Cooper joyns the head of a Cask. She was of about 
30 or 40 Tans. The Deck was cdver'd with RuflieSj 
^fimie Coantry-Mens Houfes are In Holami, 

When rhe Jonques have the Wind a ftern, they 
fatten the Ropes or the MizzenSailto the Fore-Maft,and 
thofe of the Main Sail to the other. The Sails are 
fowed to the Ratingiies below, and at the top at thef 
fame diftance ; fuch a way of Rigging a Ship^ isalco* 
gether new and extraordinary to zt\ European. 

They faw alfo near the City of Bantam^ above fi<« 
tf little Barks, which the Inhabitants call Praos^ Prat^ 
or Pirogues. The Sails and Tatkling afe the fame 
. with tli6fe of the Jonques. Thofd Were Fifliettnens 
Boats, returning back to Bantam, which made the 
Dutch conclude, the City was very populous. 

About Evening a Pirogue with (ixPortui^uefe and their 
Slaves, came on board the Mmrice. They (aid they 
were lent by the Governor, and by the Inhabitants, 
who were in a itrange- Confternation at the arrival of 
the Dutch Ships, and asked them whedce they came. 
The Dutchmen madeanfwer, chey came from Holland 
to tralSck peaceably with them. The Pwtufuefe told 
than J chey were indeed in a trading Country, but that 
the time and opportunity was not favourable, becaufe 
they had font to China but five days fince, Veflels loaded 
with Pepper, which the Chmefe call Sommes^ and the 
Jonques they Uw in the Morning at Anchor in the Bay, 
were loading along the Coaft. 

The Portuguefe were civil and kind edough to the 
Dutch I Who asked them news of the King, and of the 
Country. They told theooi that the King had been kil'^ 
led in befieging Palimbam^ a City in the Ifland of 
Sumatra J whidi rebelled agaioffhim; and that his Ar^^ 
my, though poflefs'd of pare of the ToWn, being put 
into diforder by his Death, had been forced to retire- 
That when the Navy went out of Bantam to go to 
Sumatra, it confiftedof above loo Sail, and that the 
great number of People that were on board the Fleets 
caufed a great Famine, and deftroy'd many of them. 
That the King had left ody one Son, who was but 
Iff MoBKitt M$ and ibtf IniudntMia bad chofen fot 
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their Governor a Noble-Man called Cbeflate^ who 

was the Father of one of the late King s Wives. 

Some of thofc Portuguefs faid, ihcy had been at 
Tetmatc^ on board Sir Thomas Cavendlf j his Ship. They 
gave them alfo an account of Captain Lancajlers great 
Ezpedition>and the havock be had made among the Ptr^ 
twitcfit and Indian Ships in the Streight of MUaeca; 
l%e J^eb told theoi toey did not concern themfelves 
with tbofe things, but were only come to bay Cbmauh 
dities, and pay punAually for what they bought. 

The Portuguefe defired them not lo appear in fight 
of the Ships that were fcnt by Don Antojiio, Icaft it 
Ihould caufc a Mutiny or Tumult among the Sea- 
men, which might ealily happen by the means of fevfc- 
ral Men that were banilhed at Pe/u , Be)igall, Jen* 
nafferin^ Maruban^ and indeed all over the India. ' 
They fiiid that thofe Men waited only for a Com- 
nuuider to head them; and in that cafe their Pany | 
would grow very ftrong and numerous; but that ic 
was dangerous to truft them, who to icdeem themfekes 
ftom fianifhment, would reward their Pariizans with ' 
treafonable Pradices. ' 

The Dutch dcdrcd thefc Envoys to prefeni their Ser- I 
vices to the Emperor, and aflfure him they vvere come ' 
upon no other defign, but to trade peaceably. Upon 
which the Ponuguefc Teemed well pleated^ and fo re* ' 
turned. ' 

The fame day the Sabandar^ who is the firft OAoa | 
of the Cburt, and judges all ai&trs relating to 
Taxes, came on board the HoBand/xo know theoc* | 
calion of the arrival of the Dutch Ships. They told ! 
him as before, that they were come only to buy Pep- ' 
per and other Spices, and had brought good Money ! 
and Merchandlfe to pay for them, and Ihew'd at the 
fame time fome pieces of Money to the Officer, who 
was very well fatisfied, and lold them they were 
come to a good trading place, and that in fe^v days 
they (hould have their Lading. In fine, he (1 ew'd * 
l^reat deal of Friendfliip and chrility to the DutcL 

?ii«e the i^b, a great many of the Inhabicanttcafloe | 

jon board, brought federal forts of Commodities, m 

exprefTed great kindnefs to the Dwrc/;. Thcyatquai^ : 

ed 'cm that there was Pepper enough to lade li^^ 

Sbips» and befides chat, in a Months time the new 

Pepper 
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Pepper ^firould be gathered. Ac the iixAt tittie tbet 
reprefeocedt that itwasrhis year, as good, as fine, and 
aicbeapasichad beentbefe ten years. And that one 

might buy five or fix Sacks for one Cati, which is 
about nineteen Florins ; whereas at other times three 
Sacks coft as much again. A Sack weighs fifty four 
or five pounds Dutch Weight; fo that the pound of 
Pepper was not above 15 Deoiers, or five Far« 
diiogs. 

In the Afternoon the Sahandar cafne on board the 
Hfilmtd again, and defired Captain Major Hootman to 
come a-lhoar, and pay a vifit 10 the Governor. Hcom 
9m told him, that by his Comtniffion he had not the 
power to do it, but if the Governor wouid be pleafed 
to come on board his Ship, he would accompany him 
to the City. The Sabandar propofed alfo, that the 
Ships fhould Anchor nearer the Itoar, which the Dutch 
confented to j and the fame day they cafl: Anchor un* 
der Bido Fmj4m^ that is, the long liland^ diftanc abotic 
two Leagioea/rotti Bm^titm. 

As foon as they were incbor'd, the Admind whom 
Aey call Tommt^m An^abaia^ came on board, and tofaS 
the Dutch by his Interpreter, that the Gonimor aflti- 
icd them of his Friendl^ip, and would ferve them with 
all his power. They thank'd him, and return'd the 
lame Complement. The Sabandar came again a little 
while after, attended by the fame Portuguefe ihty had 
feen before, to give frcfli affurances of rriendlhip from 
tbe King and Council ; and brought with him a greac 
many Hens , Goats, Fntits, and other Refrefhmenc^ 
tdliog the Dttteh^ that any thing that was in the Coun-> 
try wa at the fenriceof all honeft Merchants, of what 
€?er Nation they Were. 

Tbofe afiurances of Frienddiip and ProtediofI ap-* 
pear d much more fincereto the Dutch, becaufe theyfaw 
^iBantam.Chinefe, Arabians, Perjians^ Moors Jurkj, Ma^ 
UhgrUns, Peguans, and other Merchants of feveral Nati- 
ons, who were all very kind and civil to them, not 
only in Words, bnt in iheir Adions while they behaved 
tbemfelves weU, and did not provoke theou 

Aboat Noon the Ubandar went to TjoWif, but the 
^mugucfe ftay'd and leafied all the Atoootoft with the 
^b. They adviled them to mtftraft the Inlmbitanta 
^ 7^4, becaufe they were not true to ibfir Word# 

La beftiii 
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befide$ that, they bad very light Fiogen ; in fine tbey 
oonvinc'd them, that chey ought to tnm no body, bot co 
believe their own Eyes* 

Tbe r.ext day the Admiral and the SdhmJar came 

on board again, and proffered to the Dutch all that was 
in the Governour's power, and what ever they want- 
ed ; and withal, a4vifed the Dutch not to truft the Por- 
nigfufe^ who had HanderM them already , and were fo 
deceitiul, that no body could know their Hearts. 

A certain Black,a Quihinm^n^ commonly called QtdlF' 
tin Pmjanf or Lmtg R^illin, came on board alfo from 
iihe Governor, and (aid that the whole Kingdom de* 
fired a Service from the Dtach^ W to go before 
iimbam, in the Ifland of Sttmainf, and to batter tbe 
place with their Artillery, while thofeof Bantam Hioakl 
land fome Troops to rake the Town, and they would 
give it up to them ro be plundered ; but the Dutch refil- 
led it as civilly as they could, telling him they W€t€ 
come only to Trade, and not to make War. 

The 26 Merchants of feveral Nations came 00 board, 
and tbey traded together; but every one advifed 
the Diucb to be very clofe, and to nuftnifttbe Psr- 

tuguefe. 

The Vfth in the Morning feveral Pirogues came 
on board the i>itteb Ships, and amongft others that 
of the Sabandar^ who intreated the Dutch very car- 
neftiy, to come and vific the Governor, and purfuanc 
to the ufual Cuftom, to make him a Prefent from 
their King or Superiors, as a Mark of Alliance and 
Peace. Upon ib prefTing a Sollicitarion, the Dutch fent 
four chofen Men, with Glafles of fine Cryftal» a Lock^ 
iog*gla($ gil^ and a piece of Scarlet Cloth. 

CSomkig into the Town they met with the Prnmn 
guefe , who with their ordinary dil&mbUng fiifaited 
than, and made them great Complements. The Sa^ 
tatuUr condiK^ed them to the Palace of the Gover- 
nor, who was at Dinner 5 they waited till be had di- 
ned, and faw before his Palace a brafs Gun, about 
two Spans in Diameter, five Granadoes, as big as a 
Bean , and Ibme other little Cannons, with a Mortar- 
piece. 

As foon as chey were admitted before the Gover- 
nor, they made him their Prefents, and invited him 
to come on board their Ships to fee ifaek QiScen^ 

and 
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and make an Alliance with tbesu He an(Wer*d them 

by his Interpreter, that he would confider of it. Af- 
terwards they wenc to the Palace of the Sabandar^ 
who prefented them with Sweet-Meats. The King 
and his Council fent them alfo Prefents of Hens, He- 
Coacs, Fruits, and other Refreihaieacs» which they car« 
ijf'd on board with them. 

The next day the Dutch had nonce that the Cover* 
mr would come to viHtthem, and they prepared to 
rccdye hini. They fingled out (bme of their number 
to go and meet him, and in cafe the Governor ibould 
make any fcruple to come, they had orders to offer 
to remain as Hoftages. The Dutch being near Ban'' 
tm, the fame QuHUn Panjan^ Inhabicant of Sc. Thomas 
of Mdiafut, a Town fituated upon the Coaft of Co- 
romndel, and the Governor's Interpreter came to meet 
them, aodtoidthem, that the Governor ftay'd for their 
Capnun in the Harbour, and that he defired liie Cap- 
tato to come and fetch him. 

Upon that advice the Deputies came on board a«p 

En, and acqoainted the Captain Major of what the 
erpreter faid to them. The Captain Major wenc 
in a Sloop prefently, and fent word to the Governor 
of his coming to wait on him. In the mean while the 
SiiUndar came on board the Sloop, and importun'd 
the Dutch ro come on (hoar, and offer d to ftay him- 
fdffor an Hoftage. But the Dutch would not do it, and 
perfiftcdin faying, that the chief Officers fhould not 
come a-ihoar, till an Alliance ihould be made betweeo 
them and the Inhabitants. The Fartugttefc who were 
there alfo, faiutcd the Oflkers, and made them great 
Complementt. 

At length the Governor went out of the Harbor 

with fixieen great Pirogues, and the Dutch Captain 
met biip, and going on board the Governors Pirogue^ 
fat by him ^ they talked of the Vnited Provinces^ and 
the Governor asked him, how many Ships the States 
could Equip in a year ; and in how many Months 
they would be in coming to Bantam ; but chiefly he 
foqiiuwd whether the Dntcb inteqd«4 O^ke more 
than one Voyage. 

While they were fo dif^sQurfingt diey arrived on board 
tjie DmA Fleet, where the Governor and tbofe that 
ascended him were received n^di all nurks of 
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ftinftion and Refpeft by rhe Commiffioners. Never- 
chelefs being invited inro the Capcain*s Chamber; 
he began to tremble, thinking they were going to clap 
him in Phfon ; ar length by the SoUiciracion of cbe 
Sahndar, and of the Tommgoa^ be went into the Cap« 
Uins Chamber ; where among other fiivours, he a^* 
red them, that no Merchant mould buy any Spices be* 
' fore their Ships Ihould have taken in fuch loading 
ihcy defired. 

The Governor having a great mind to fee the Mer- 
chandife the Dutch brought, they fhew'd him pieces of 
Velvet and Scarlet Cloth, and made him a new Prefent 
of a piece of Scarlet Cloth, and fom.e days after they 
prefented him with a piece of green Velvet. He view- 
ed the Ship from the top to the bottom, and defired 
they would makea difchargeof their Artillery; when 
he (hould go away, which was done accordingly. The 
Sdbandar ftay*d on board to have the pleafure to fee the 
Difcharge, and afterwards went away to joyn the Go^ 
vernor. 

All the whole Court was richly cloathed after their 
own fafhion, which is much the fame as that of the 
Inhabitants of Sumatra. They exprefs'd in their diG- 
courfe no great etteem for the Portuguefe ; nay the 54- 
baudar faid, that the Portugueft had oflerM to the Ci- 
ty of Baniam 200000 Ducats for the Ifland of Pid9 
Panjau, but they had been refufed, becauie they were 
fnfpeded ; and becanfe they would certainly have built 
a Fort in it, and fo have ruined Bantam, where no 
Jonque nor any Veffei can go, without going under that 
Jfland. 

July the ly?, 1396. Cornelius Hootman went to B^n- 
>4m, attended by nine Men. They were received by 
the Governor, and by the Lords of the Coun veryci* 
villy after their manner 5 they ftiew'd them the Letters 
Patents, and Commiffions of his Highneis the Prince 
of Orange^ which gave them power to make Alliances 
for the better fecurity of Trade, and that they might 
enjoy the fan^e Priviledges that other Merchants en- 
joy 'd in* the Country. That CommilTion was prefently 
tranflated into Portuguefe and Arabian, Then the Dutch 
delired the Court to give them an Affurance and Pro- 
tection in Writing, which they promifed to give, the 
&ft time they ihouid come to Court again. 

The 
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The fame Evening chey faw a great Lord or Prince : 
• arrive at Bantam. The Porntgue;{e gave him cheTick of 
Bmferor\ becaufe bis Father had an Abfolute Eoipire 
over all the Kings of Java ; but chey took no notice 
of hioi, becaufe he Iiad relided a long wUfe at JWk* 
/4C»4, and bad a great Kiodnefs for the Pmugw^t^ 
whom ibey bated for fear of being made fubjeA to 
them* 

However, this Prince was very well receiv'd eve- 
ry where : The Kings thcmfelves came holding up 
their Hands to fpeak with him as Slaves. They ac- 
cused him of being a great Drunkard » an4 very 
prodigal. 

This Prince, King or Emperor, came the the arf 
of Jwm on board the AUtiricCy with his two Sons and 
fome Pmriuguiie, They view'd the Ship every where, 
and went to fee the other two great Shi^, examio- 
ing every thing. The Emperor profer*d bit Ser^ces 
to the Dutchy and made them great Promifes. 

He was cloach^d with fine Callico chat had a Ground 
of Gold. His elded Son was a fine comely young 
Prince, about 20 Years old, and had on his Girdle a 
rich oval Jewel of Gold, fet with feveral precious 
Stones very big ; moft of than were £merakl$ and 
Rubies. 

The 31/ the Capcaio->Major went on fhoar agan to 
defire the Govemonr to odnfirm the Alliance propoi'd 
and agreed upon the firft Day rf. the fame Month* 

In order to thar, the Dutch had drawp fome Articles 
ready to be fign*d ; the Subftance of which was, chat 
they Should keep an inviolable and mutual Faich ; 
and if any one (hould infult or moleft one of the 
Parties, they (hould join together againft him^ and 
fift Force by Force. 

When Captain Hootman went to Town, he was at^ 
tended by feven or eight Men in Velvet and SactiQ 
Cloaths, widi Swords by their Sides; fome walking 
before, and fome after him, and one held a Farafal iyf 
ver his Head. A Trumpet marcfa'd before founding 
now and then, and ten or twelve Seamen dos'd the 
March. 

They met the Emperor in the Way, who con- 
duced them to his Palace out of the Town; for 
the BamMmes will not pemiic him to ly within th^ 

L 4 Wallai 
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Walk ^ and he ordered a fine Collation of Fruits of 
Jofoa^ and of Confervcs, to be ftrv'd up. The Por- 
tugue:(e, who prerendcd ro be great Friends to the 
Dutcb^ accompany 'd them to the City, and defird 
tliem to do them the Honour to come into their Hoa-« 
fes, where a great Entertainment was prepared for 
them* The Dutch^ who would not deny them, were 
eaureamly well entertained. In fine, the Portuguere 
gave them a thoufand Careffes and felfe Pfooff of 
Friendihip : One of them who had feen Captain Hoot^ 
man at Usbm^ ask'd him in jeft if he bad been made a 
I>nkefince. 

The Captain-Major came on board again in the Eve-* 
ning, and brought the Articles fign'd by the Cover- 
nour ; by which it was agreed that the Dutch (bould 
♦ have the Liberty for the future to trade iafcly and qui* 
^tly with the B intamitcs. ' 

The fame Day the Sahavdar had been on board tbo 
Lion of Holland** This Nobleman was very well afi* 
^ed to rhe Dutch, and did them great Service^ aftcn 
He cold them chat. Day the Price and the Weight of 
Pepper, advifing them to buy fome without Delay ; be- 
canfe ic was cheaper than it h-.d been for ten Years before. 
However, the Council of the Fleet did not think fit 
to buy a Stock yet, and fp it was refolv'd to tarxy lUl 
the new Crop. 

July 5. Quiliin Panjan came on boaid the hUuri^ 
from the Governour, to give notice to the I}utcb to 
be upon their Guard ; becaufe tHe Emperour wixm 
they nam'd ^ d'Amna^ mif-led and fedivfd by t^e 
trnvgucTie, was to come and attack them, mider pre- 
once of a Vifi&Upon that Advice they call'd a Council 
and prepared tfaemfdya to receive him , having charg d 
their Cannons with Bullets, and arm'd every Man. 

The 6th the Govcrnour fent an Exprefs with the 
fame Errand, and to give them notice that there was a 
great Murmurinj and Diffenfion in the Town ; and that 
themoft part of the common People had a Mind tq 
attack them ; but the more mocierate among cfaem^ 
would notconfent to it. The />4«^ci&, feeminjc to take 



no notice of fuch ao Advice^ fiat a Man to tie 
bandars Houfe, under pretence of (bme Comtnilfion; 
where he feond fisty Mnakets charg'd, which fright- 
C(f Jum Tcry rnnchj bat. the SabanUar bid Jwn fear 
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nothing ; and that the Arm he faw, were only to tara 
the Emperor out of th9 Town. 

Ic was really fo 9 for this Prince had a great 
Farcy in Bsnfdm^ $nd they were afraid he .would 
Daake himfelf Matter of the Town* Therefore the 
i(A4nJUr charged the Dutchman dt tell his Mafters to 
take care of themfelves ; for the Emperor was foI-< 
liciting the Nobility to furnilh him with Alen to 
.execute his Defign : And Til aflure you, faid he, that 
the Nobility cannot in Honour deny him, and muft 
march in Penoo with him ; but we. will give you a Sig- 
nal of Advice, andlce^p oar felves out of the Can- 
non- flior. 

It appeared by all thefe Circnmftancei, that the £m- 



in hopes of making a great fiooty by the plundering 
of the Dutch Ships, refolv*d to attack them ; but fuf- 
pefting that the Dutch had notice of his Defign, he 
took other Meafures. He prepared a great Feaft, where 
all the Captains and Mafters of Shijps, Trumpets and 
Muficians were invited. The of the Month was 
the Day appointed for thatgreat Entertainment. 

The jtb^ iheOmeh fent two Officers to the Govern* 
onr andto the Emperor, to fpeak with tbeni» and define 
them not to anempt any thing agaioft the Iki$d» Slups, 
becanfe they ftood upon their Guard ; and if they (bonid 
attack them, they would find fuch Refiftancc, that they 
would be oblig'd to retire with the Lofs of their Ho- 
nour and their Men. They defir'd them alfo not to 
believe the falfe Reponsof the Portugue:^e, who flan- 
der'd them only for their own Ends, and would 
have them topafs for &^/k Pirates, a Nation fear*d, 
and odious in that Country for the great Diibrders they 
eommitted three Years before. 

The Emperor look'd fnrfnnsM at this Speech, and told 
the OiBders he knew nothing of all this. He defirM 
only that the Officers of the Ships, and tho(e that were 
invited, fhould not fail to come the next Day, which he 
would take as a Mark of their Confidence and Friend* 
fhip. The Envoys told him cbey would make their Re- 
port, and fo retur0*d back.

The Emperor having mifs*d his two Projeds, \ 

made his Excafes to the Dutch^ and aflnr d them, thtt x 

if there had been any ill Defign againft 'eoi«he was vtrj t 

innocent of it. Then having accepted of the Pieftflt :

July 9. a Jonqueczh Anchor in the Road of Bmum^ \ 

and after difcharging 8 Brafs Paterer^es^ difplay'd a • 

white Flag for joy of their fafc Arrival. She was i 

a Bantam Ship coming from China^ after a very long t 

Voyage. # ' 

The iith feveral Merchants, Turks and ArahUns, ; 

came on board the Dutch Ships. There was one a- ; 

mong *em nam'd Goia Bjaan, who had been formerly . 

ar Veniccy and fpoke Italian. He 6ud be would ; 
think bimfelf very happy in returning to C^nfidniinofli 
bis own Conntry, by the Way of H^tmU ; tnd tbit 
he could not go by Aebem in the Ifland tsS Suwutiftt\ 
becaufe the King of that Country ftopp'd all the Mer- 
chants, and had but lately taken tv^^o Bantam Jonques* 
For rhat purpofc he offer d to carry all his Efleds a- 
long with him, and to make the Commiflioners his 
Heirs in cafe he lljould die in the Voyage. He alio 

aiTur^d the Dnfch he had done all he could to iiif" 

fwadf 
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fwade the Emperor from his ill Defign againft them ; 
aod that he told him be would find, more Difficulty 
io k than be had found three Years before againit 
a Partu2ue;(c Ship, which he atrack'd and to6k before 
7«r^4Ji, between MMdura and J4VM* 

The 13^6 theyfent three Men a-(hoar to meet the 
SdbanJar^ who came on board with them. He defir'd 
the Captain-Major to go and confer with the Gover- 
nour, otfering to (lay in the Ship as an Hoftage. But 
this Offer was not accepted. However, Hootman and 
B^er Ver Hel oflfering to accompany him to Batuam^ he 
lot his Eldeit Son in the Ship. 

When they were arrivM at th^ Govemoujr's Houfe^ 
the Oaths were re^iterated on both fides. Ihe Dmeb on 
one part engag'd themfelves to affifk with all their Forces 
the GoTemour and the Subje ds,and to do peaceably and 
honourably by cm in the Way of Trading. On the 
other part, the Governour promised to maintain and 
protedt the Dutch againft their Enemies, and even a- 
gainft the Emperor himfeify if he Ihouid offer to iofuk 
them again* 

On the 14^^ Hcnier with 10 more brought into the 
Town feveral Commodities to begin the Trade. They 
gave him a Houfe built with StoSe snd Brick, 



was very conmiient fer boldtng and preferring the 
Goods. Then the SshiOuUr came and advis*d them to hare 

a care of going into every body's Houfeand to ..void go- 
ing often to any of them. But above all, he conjur'd 'em 
to have no manner of Converfc with Women, or elfe 
tome Mifchief or other would happen to them. 

The fame Day a Javanois y'lCitcd them, and fhew'd. 
them their three Ships and the Pinnace, defign'd after 
the fame manner as they rode at- Anchor in Banf4m» 
Road, with the Prince's Fiag, which furprisK^d them eK- 
creanUy. 

The t^tb the FaAor of the Captain of die MtUcu 
dy*d at Bamsm^ and was much lamented as a very ho* 
neft Man, tho* a Portu^ues^e. For it is certain he 
had difprovM the Confpiracy againft the Dutch ^ 
and had oppos'd it with all his Power. 

On the ^th in the Morning, the Governour.tbe Saban^^ 
iMT^ and the Admiral, came to the Dutchmens Houfe, 
frhere having feen their Goods, they bougbc a great 

deal 
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deal, to be paid only after the Crop of Pepper at t&e 
then current Price. 

The ^oth the Governour with his Father, attended 
by feveral Gentlemen, went on board the Maurice, 
They all exprefs'd a great Satisfadiion to fee the four 
Ships. The Dutch having prcfcnted them with Glais 
Wares and other diiogSy tbey re^urn'd back* 

About the fame time fome Merchants of Chim and 
AtMbU proiier*d to the Dutch fome Pepper to fell. Bat 
lUotnum and the Council thinking chat the new 
Pepper would be cheaper/ would -buy none, tidio' 
a Pmugue:{e nam'd Ftdto d§ lAydHy a Native of Mtf- 
Ucca^ and who was really a very good Friend to 
the Dutch^ advis'd and urg'd them to buy up a Stock. 
Other Merchants befides told them that it was as 
cheap as it ever had been, and that it would be 
certainly dearer as foon as the Mercbaots of Qhiiu 
arrived. 

Btdro ie Tayda was a famous Pilot, who had fre- 
quented all the Coafts and Iflands of the E^-Indies^ 
and made Maps of them all, which be promised to 
^hew the Dtutb. This gave them great Hopes of 
dilbovering num of that Country, than he had di(> 
covered to them before. 9ut nocwithftanding aU 
this honeft Man could (ay to perfwade them, it was 
refolv'd that they Ihould buy no Pepper. And at length 
they delay 'd fo long, that they loft the Opportunity, and 
could get nothing but fome Refrefhmenrs and Prpvifions, 
fuch as Hens, Ducks, Oxen, and Fruits, which ihey 
might have bought at any time. 

in the mean while the Par/z/^ue:^^ werenorafleep. 
•They continually whifper d into the Ears of th j Cover* 
jxmt, that the Dfuch were Spies ; they allcdg'd two Rea- 
fons to prove what they faid. Firft^ tbey ihew'd by their 
Condud; that they had no nrind to trade, idfyy It was 
very iniptobable that they wou'd latl in fo gr^ Ships, 
and fo for off, with fofew Seamen ; and confequentljf 
one might conclude they had fome Rencounter in their 
Voyage, in which the moft part of their Mep had been 
killed. They added to all this, that they had feen feve- 
ral Flemings and Dutchmen at Lisbon^ but none like 
thtfc. 

Thefe Reafons made fuch an Impreflion upon the 
povefnor's Mind, that he ^ga)i to ear to thf 
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hrtugues^e^ atid fufpeift the i)9itch ; efpedally confi« 
dering thac the Pdriugues^e ofier'd him a great Sum 
of Money, to forbid the Dunh any Trade in the 
Country. 

The Govemour having already carry *d off part of 
the Goods he had bought of the Dutchy on condition to 
gire tbem Pepper for Exchange, was often in con- 
ference with the Chief Officers of the Fleet about 
iediog the Price of Pepper. At laft he offer d to 
^ve tbem five Sacks for a Cafi^ dedu&ing what he 
ew'd them ;.and he defir*d them to fend the Sacks 
tohisHoiiletobefiUU 

For that purpofe he bought all the Pepper the*. 
Merchants of China had, at the rate of fix Sacks 
for a C4/i\ or at leaft, 1 1 Sacks for two C4/r/« 
But the Portuguese by their repeated and falfe Infi* 
nuations, prevaila fo much upon the Chief Lords of 
the Court, and the Governour himfelf, that he re- 
fus'dto deliver the Pepper. Such Proceedings con- 
vmc'd the Dutch ^ that the Bantamites had no mind 
10 difpaccb tbem » bat to wafte their Subftaoce by 
Delays. 

Befides, Pedro Jk acquainted them every day 
widi U that was concerted. This Man, who was 
fijcere, vifited often, and entertahiM a great Friend- 
Wpwith the Dutch. And if he had liv'd longer, no 
doubt but he would have difcover'd many things un- 
known to them, and very particularly concerning the 
Eifi'Indies. But the Governour winking at the Portu* 
pie:{ey ill Defigns, j1u7. i2, fixteen of thefe Profligates 
went to Pedro TAydA% rloufe about Noon, and murder'd 
ium while he was afleep upon his Bed ; and no Incpiry 
Was made into fuch a horrid Munhen 

On the the Arabiatts gave Advice to the Dutch^ 
that the Pmi^te had concerted another iU Defign 
' ^pioft them. Tne Govemonr and the SdbstuUr 
ing their firft Attempt proved abortiye, faid, it was 
Wtt defign* d againft the Dutch^ but againft the City 
of B4«f4r;i, which the Emperor would have furpriz'd ; as 
being affifted by fome petty Kings of 'his Pany , in order 
to take the Regency upon him. as belonging to him by 
Right : and to compafshis Defigns, he had above loo 
Foijls or Galleys fitted out at 7rfc4rr4, caU'd formerly 
^onda Qallafjfts. Bitt the Dutch^ who were exa<5kly in- 

forni'd 
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f<mn*d of a)! things, did not believe rlieiii» btii ftood 

upon their Guard. 

The Officers of the Fleet complained to tbe GoT«r* 
Hoar, becaufe be would not debver die Pepper be bod 

frombU They told bim very freely, that fuch a 
rince as he wa% failing in his Word, had not much 
Honour ; and talk'd to him fo boldly and To big, that 
they threatned him to burn the City of Bantam, 

The D//rc^ bonghc in the Ba/ar or GreacMarkec» one 
and twenty Sacks of Pepper , which they embarked, 
and pack'd up all their other Mercbandice, with a I>e» 
Sga to fail from Bantam. Tbe Fortugue:(e had two 
Jonjues^ whicb tbey were lading wicb Cloves and o» 
tber Goods for Mslaccd : and the Govermror. odling to 
his Mind what he had done againft the DtitA^ was a* 
fraid they would take the two Jcnaues ; and that the 
Captain of Malacca would make nim pay for em, as 
being feiz'd in the Harbour of Bantam. 

But, that which increaftd his Sufpicion and his Fear, 
was, that the Dutch fent the Pinnace before the City to 
found the Harbour every where , and to know at 
what diftance they might approach it ; or rathcf to 
affront the Governour and fright the Inhabiranss, who 
remembered what Hootman faid before tofbc Governour. 
This Motion oblig'd all the Sbif$ of Java which were 
at Anchor in the Road of Bimam^ to cot their Cables , 
and ly by tbe Shoan 

The Dutchmen that Were in the Town had alfo 
Advice, that great Preparations were making at ^a* 
catra to come and attack the Ships ; which Advice 
was immediately communicated to thofe that were on 
board, to prevent their fending any more of their Sea- 
men on Ihoar. They (enc alfo the Money the Governor 
gafetbem. 

Notwithftanding thefe Advices, Hootman mth fcven 
Seamen went to tbs Governor, who had them arretted, 
beestt(e» among other Words, Hootnum bragg'd he 
woald cake the two 70?2^ff##« The Governor lent in»- 

mediately a Man to the Dutch Warehoufe to command 
them to tarry there ; afliiring them at the fame time, 
that they had no reafon to be afraid ; and that what he 
did, was only occadon'd by ibme pa^nate Words uc^ 
ter'd by the Captain. 

Tbe 
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Tbc Dutch who were aboard, nor feeing the Sloop 
letum back, conjedtur'd that fooie ill Accideoc or DU- 
oidcr bad happen'd. Tbey grnmhl'd at i]r» and were 
like to muony upon it ; for chev alledg*d^ that Was 
no* 'Wonder the Regency would noriufler fo high 
ind cbreatning Words ; or tamely fee fuch a Hand- 
ful of S:rangcr$ come and affront them in their own 
Country, without being reveng'd. 

On the i<)th the Governour fcnc his Interpreter 
with nine Slave? and one of the Dutchmen that was 
in Town on board, to teli them that he had only 
arretted their Companions to prevepc the Captain's 
Tbreatnings; and he would keeptbem no longer than 
the two Jonques laden with. Cloves, and bound to Aii* 
kcca^ ihoxia fee out* 

The Duteb^ who wou'd not tmft tbe Governor « ar» 
lefted the Interpreter, and put bim in Chains in the 
Maurice, with all his Slaves, except two, whom they 
fent back to the Governor to tell him,if hedid not releafe 
tbe Dutchmen^ they wou'd keep his Men Prifoners. 

The Governor, who was then at the Snband.ir\ 
Houfe at a Wedding- Feaft of this Oficer s fecond Son, 
rofe from rbe Table in a greac Pailion, and fwore, thac 
if bis Interpreter was not releas'd before the Sun fet, he 
would certainly put to Dearh all ch^ Prifoners be had 
in bts Hands. Tbe Dutch Prifoners baying notice of 
fuch a Rrfoltttion, fenc Word ro the Sbics tbac tbey 
flKMiId releafe fmmed'utely tbe Governor's Servants, and 
that the leaft Delay would expofe their Lives. 

The Lerter was brought by three Portugue:{e 
Slaves, to whom they prelencly gave up two of the 
Slaves, and told the Bearers, that they would have 
releas*d the reft if the Weather had been fairer, and 
ibe Boat bigger to carry them. 

Tbe Tuaa Morning the Inrerpreter being releas'd, 
the Governor permitted the Sloop to go on board 
the Ships wiib five Mfto only ; and tbat the Free 
Trade Ihould continue as before, on condttiou die 
Sioop Hiould return tbe next day on ihoar with Com* 
modities. But the Dutch would fend nothing but a 
few Heales of Eighty and a Man to prefs the Prifoners 
to ufe all means to be fet at liberty j for it wasimpof- 
Gble for the Ships to tarry long at Anchor, becauie 
tbey bad no more frelh Water. 

Tfat 
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The Man that was fent a-(hoar, ^as kept Priro* 
ner with the reft, under pretence that the was come a-^ 
lone, and had brougbc no Merchandice. This De* 
tention having exafperated all the Sbips Ctw^ tfey 
found means tb ler the Priibners know,v that they 
were refolv'dco come before the Towo and batter it. 
The Prifonen fent them word they were all undone 
if they (hould come to fuch an Extremity : And 
thofe that were in the Warehoufe fent every day 
freOi Water and Refrefhments to the Fleet, to the 
end their Companions ihould not execute fo fatal a Re« 
folution. 

When the Interpreter was made Prifoner by the 
Duub^ they did it with fuch Paflioo, and Tranfport 
•of Anger, that the Indians that were in the Pirogue 
were afraid they (hould bemurder'd, and feme of them 
threw tbemfdves into the Sea for fear. The Inters 
precer btmfelf was very much frighted, and ask*d the 
Jkittb what Reafim tbey had to ufe them fo ; fuch 
violent and inconfiderate Proceedings could produce iKH 
thing but an ill Effed:. 

September the 4^/7, 1596. a General Council was 
held on board the Maurice ; and it was refolv*d to 
write a Letter to the Governor. In their Letter 
they defir'd the Governor to releafe their Compani- 
ons, and permit them to come on board with dieir 
£ffe(£by or elfe they would make ufe of RepriTalSi 
by virtue of their Commiffion. The Difficulty m$ 
how to fend that Letter; but {being a FiOieniian's 
Boat, they gave her Chace^ and gave the Letter to 
the Fiflierman ; who for fome little Looking-GIafts 
promised to deliver it (afe. 

The 5f/>, having waited till Noon for an Anfwer 
to the Letrer, the Ships aj^roach'd the City as near 
as they .cou'dy and cait Anchor at about three Fathom 
• Water. 

Then the Council order d the Sloops tobemannci, 
and as foon as they were ready, the Sloop of the 
. J^utcb Lion mann'd with 19 Men, row*d towards 
one of the Jon^ues^ faften'd her with the Grappkt 
and took her. They found in her fourteen Portu^ 
gucTfe Slaves, who made no Refiftance, and demai «^ 
ded Quarter. Prefently they drew the Jonque near 
the Ships without any Oppoiicion, in the fight of the 
whcde City of Bantam. Tho 
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The Sloop of the Maurice boa fded another 
who made no mote Refiftancc than the firff. 
Tile Pinnace fleering towards a Third i the por* 
tugucTic faw the Dtutch D(roa'd quickly be Matters 
of her, and thefefore fet her ob fire. The fame 
Pinnace accack'd another, and took hei* : but her 
Lading was \mt of little Value ; for there was 
nothing in her, but Rice, Nuts, and other fuch Cooi- 
modities. 

The Jou^ue that had been burnt was richly laden," 
according to the Report of the Slaves. For flie had 
50 Tuns of Cloves, vvhich were all confum'd by 
Fire. They found in one which they took, twenty 
Tuns of Cloves, twenty fix of long Pepper, fi^ja- 
min an4 odier rich Merchandice, and five Slaves of 
MaUcea, who wete over>joy'd to have got lieW JMa- 
fters. The other JonqUe i^as laded only wit6 
Provifions and a feW other Cbolttioditi^ of Very fmaU 
Value. 

The Letter written by the Council to tfie Go- 
vernor, had been delivered to one of th^ Dutchmen 
of the Warehoufe, who immediately brought it to 
the Sabandart Houfe ; where the other bu^ctjmen 
Were then, that they might read it before it ihould 
be prefented to the Governor* While they were 
confuking about it , the Interpreter Quillin PanjM 
came to them, and told tbenti that the Ships were ac 
an Anchor beifbre' the Town, that they had taken the 
Jon^ues, and that the whole City was up* ih Arnds zi^ 
bout in 

At th€J fame time they heatd the CannOns of the 
Fleet playing againft the Town , which put them 
into the utmoft Confternation ; and not without Caufe. 
For the Governor, who Was then in Council , fcnt 
Orders to the Sdhandar to put them all in Prifort.- 
Thofe that were in the Warehoufe, were alfo con«* 
duded CO the Palace, and from thence to the Pkce' 
of Execution, there to be put to deaths fiut a fe-? 
cond Order caoie from the Governor, wUda 6a£it 
pended the firft. * a • ^ 

Tbcti tbey Wttt diftriboted in kiterd HaiSki Jtl 
Cbind MerchdiKSV and i Kttle t^faile afef 6nf scf PA* 
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The 6fb Hootmm wrote a Letter to the Coundl 
d[ the Fleet to defire them to manage the Afiairs 
gently and without Violence ; for the People of Batu^ 
tarn told him, that in cafe the Jon^ues were not 
affronted nor plundered they would rcleaic him. 

The Council receiv'd alfo a Letter from the Go- 
vernor, by which he defir'd the Dutch to forbear 
their Infuits, and promised to releafe the Captain- 
Major as next day. The^r reprefenicd by way of 
Anfwer, that it behov'd him to be as good as his 
Word; or if he fliould fail of his Promife, they 
would approach nearer the Town. Upon which Ac- 
county the; gave him no further time than till the 
End of the Great ^arket, which begins in the Mor- 
ning. • • 

On the jth, after the great Market was over, the 
Dutch rerciving no Anfwer from che Governor , and 
fearing that the Inhabitants would have time to put 
thcmlclves in a P< ftnre of Defence, fcnt the Pinnace 
and the Sloop mann'd both with twenty eight Men, 
againft a Jon^ue^ which was fteering behind an I- 
lland. The Pinnace boarded her, and funk tier imme- 

diatcly. 

The Inhabitants of "Bantam feeing the Jonfue 
funk, went into twenty long Pirogues^ each of them 
mannM with' fifty Men arm*d with Pikes, broad 
Swords, round Shidd^, Javefins, and fome fmall Guns. 

The Pirogues drawn up in a Halt- Moon , fail'd ail 
together towards the Pinnn.ce. The Sloops Crew 
feeing the Danger which the Pinnace was cxpos'd 
to, went aboard her, tack'd about, and fet her a- 
float wi:h inuch ado. Then they let the Pirogues 
approach within Cannon-Shot. Then they fir'd with 
their Cannon fo thick upon the Bmtam Vcifek, that 
they damnify 'd many of them, funk fome, and kiird 
or wounded above loo Men, 

Notwithftanding this Expedition, the Bantams by 
the diHerent motions they made with their Pirogues, 
came fo near the DufcA, tha: they cur off the Halfer 
which tyed chc Sloop : and jun pir.g inro her loughl 
bravely, pailine th^ r 1 r.trs ihj ugh the Porc-hoks, 
and fo hindering the Dutco lu u ake '.fc of their Ca- 
non ! bur tliey ialuted th^rm with many Volleys of 

Musket-ihoc» that many fell down dead, whicU fright- 
ed 
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cd the reft fo, that they durft not board them; 

After this Difafter, the Piroj^ues recurned to Bantam^ 
the Pianace chafed them, ancl approached fo near the 
Town, that (he (hot two Guns againft it, while the 
other Ships bacter'd it with all their Artillery. The 
Inhabttancs ihot Ibtne Pacelrerbes againft the Pmnace^ 
but without huning her, however one fioUec Bit th(i 
Aiaftof the Maurice in the middle. 

This done, rhc Dutcl^ Prifoners were condemned to 
dye, but the Pc.:)p]c of Bantam could not agree about 
the manner of their Death. Some would have them 
tyed to Stakes, and there (hot through with Arrows ; 
others would have 'em cxpofed to the Mouth of the 
Cannon, and many would have them ftabbed. So 
nxatiy di£krent oninions dciay'd their Execution till the 
Jiexc day. All this while the Ships fired till the break 
of day» and many Inhabitants were wotinded, and 
among others, the Jaylor who kept the Dtacb Prifo- 
hers, fiat a BuUet which fell in the King s Palace, 
frighted the whole Town. 

The ^th Captain Hcotman fcnt another Letter to the 
Fleet, defiring his Companions to forbear (hooting, 
and to retire further off the Town ; or elfe the Go- 
vernor was refolved to tie the Prifoners to Stakes up- 
on the (hoar, and to be (hot with Arrows in fight of 
the Ships. He alfo gave them advice, that the Ban^ 
tamites were making great 'Preparations to attack 
the Fleet by all means whatlbever ; that the Inhabi- 
tants bad force, enotgh to undertake it : That thef 
Noble-men, fuch as the Governor, the Sabaniar^ the! 
Admii^al, and feveral others, had each of ^em above 
300 Men for their Gtiards, who would e:fcpofe their 
lives bravely for their Ma(ters, and their Country. He 
alfo told them, that he was mightily afraid they would 
tranfport them to Malacca^ and deliver them to the 
JcvQs, which would be the greateft misfortune in the 
World. 

The Fleet having received Hootmans Letter, went 
further off the Town, and unloaded the two Jonquas 
they had taken4 In mean while the Bantami 
6fd now and then upon the Du^cb^ but without hart« 
inf them^ 

On the i^ib A fortugue:{e SlaVe Well affededl ia 
ttie Dfu$cb^ ^e oft bo^rd 'th^ 'Sbl|t Mturice.^ H0 
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brought another Letter from Hootman, and one from 
a certain Portugue^^e Prieft. The Captain was to be 
relcas'd, and the Prieft to accompany him on board, 
on condition that the Dutch would pay 3000 Pieces ; 
of Eight for his Ranfom. They had alfo advice, 
that the Pomigucfe who endeavoured before to deftroy 
the Fieec, did their utmoft to obtain the liberty of the 
Dutch. 

But it was not for the love of the Dtaeb^ but only 
becaufe they had a great mind to recover the Jonjue 
laded with Cloves^ PeppM, and other good Merchan* 
dife, which belonged to tnem, and which they would 
with all their Heart have exchanged with the Prifo- | 
nets. But the Governor told them, the Dutch were | 
his Prlfoners, and not theirs, fo he might difpofeof them 
as he pleafed. Which made the Dutch conclude, 1 
they might eafily redeem their Companions, ia giving i 
•'the fum demanded for their Ranfon. 

The I u/j the Governor wrote a Letter to the Fleet, ' 
in which he faid, he would releafe the Prifoncrs, if j 
they would be but quiet ; but if they rais'd new Owi- : 
motions, he would certainly take Vengeance on them. [ 
He was anfwered, that if he would be reafonable^ 
• and deliver the Prifoners, the Ships would lie a day ^ 
longer at Anchor, in the fame place where they rode ' 
then ; but they would be deluded no longer by ' 
words, and wcie rcfolv'd to put otf the execution of ^ 
their dcfigns, only till the next day. ' 

Some fay the Governors Letter imported, that if the ] 
Dutch were willing to enter into a War, he did not J 
care, and that he would put himfcif in a condition to ' 
receive th^m ; but if they defircd to live id Peace, 1 
he was very willing to keep peace with them, and to ' 
perform all the Conditions of their Treaty^ as be had ^ 
done to this day. He urg*d that if he had arreftcd fomc 
their number, it was the &ult of fome of their chief ' 
Officers, who had chreatoed before his face to take 1 
the Jontjues^ which no body durft offer to do before; 
and for that reafon he was in the right to keep them 
^Prifoners, and feize their Eflfcds by way of Security, ; 
till the Jonques were gone. . 

Bcfidcs he offer'd, that in cafe the Goods were da- , 
magVi, he would make them all good, by making Re- \ 
ftuutioQ of the Money he had receiv'd» or paying ih^ 

valae 
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value of it in Pepper. He protefted he had no man* 
jier of Animofiry or Ili-will againft the l>utch^ that 
the diforder had been canfed by the Malice of feme 
of the Inhabitants, and by fome high words between 
them and the Dutch ; but that the firft original of the 
Quarrel, cime from the Portu^uefe, ^c. 

The Dutch Council anfwered. that they defired no- 
thing ehe but Peace, and to I ivc in good intelligence 
with the Inhabicants of Bantam^ and that they were 
ready to pay for the lofs the yw^ues had fuffer^d. 
For that f urpofe the fame day in the Afternoon, the 
Maurice and the Holland having taken OMioilhtJerKiues^ 
what they thought would ferve them, fet 'em on arift. 
As foon as the Bantamites faw them, they went in 
their Pirogues and feotred them, without any oppofiti« 
on from the i>tttch. 

The fame day towards the Evening, Peter Dirckj 
Ksyjer dyed. He was the firft Pilot, and an excellent 
Mariner j Whofe death was very much lamented by 
the Fleet, and by the Eafi-India Company. 

The igf/j the Dutch receiving no anfwer from the 
Town, weighed and failed to look for frefli Water, 
leaving their nine Men prifoners Bantam, There 
was upon the Coaftsof Java, places enough to uke 
in frelh Water at; but they were afraid of not ha<^ 
▼ing the liberty to take in fome« becaufe the Gover* 
nor had pofted ftrong Guards upon all the Ri?ets ; 
which obliged the Dutch to go to the Coaft of Sutna* 
tra, along which they failed from the i4^/>tothe i ^tb. 
At length the 19^/?. they touched at a little Village cal- 
led Surnor in the ^lalaian Tongue, and Lam f 071 by tl^e 
People of Java. 

There they landed, and asked the Inhabitants where 
they could find good frerti Water. The Country Peo- 
ple told theni) they were forbid by the Governor to di« 
red em,or to fell them any Provifions. However they 
faid,if they would give theCommander of ciie Village two 
Fttib, and promiie to do them no harm, thev would 
ihew them a good place for frefli Water, ^ ^11 thenf 
all manner of Refirefliments. 

The Dmch willingly granted to the NativcSi what 
they demanded : and upon that they promifed not to 
infttlt them, or hinder them from taking in frcfli Wa- 
ter I which they confirm'd by dipping the point of their 
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Poignard into the Water, and dropping the Water 
upon their Tongues* and faid, they defired to be pu- 
nUhed, if they Ihould not keep their Word. 

Sefumb. the 20^^, the three Sloops went to fetch in 
frefli Water, and fome of cfae Seamen having ftay'd a 
ihoar without leave, the Commander of the Village 
nanned Anaffin^e, prefented them with a Gine of Wine, 
which they drunk ; hue being not fatisfied with it, 
they demanded anocber Cane, at which the Inhabitants 
were difplcas'd. 

The next day the Matter of the Amflerdam going 
a-fhoar, was informed that the Seamen had abafed 
the Inhabitants, had broken fome pots full of Wine, 
and made moft of the Country People run away, <A» 
pedally the Women ; which Adlion was not at aU ap* 
proved by the Officers, and the Council, 

As' foonas the Ship failed out of the Road of B«»* 
1410, the Prifoners were diftributed in the Town, a* \ 
mong thofe who loft their Slaves in the Fight. They 
foliciced them mightily to renounce their Religion, 1 
and made ufc of Violence to force them to it ; but the 1 
Dutch endured their Perfecution with great Courage 1 
and Patience, and would not deny their Faith. At laft 
they let them go where they picafcd. j 
In the mean while the Portuguefe were very adtive, 1 
and prefented Petitions every day to the Reeeacy, in 1 
order to obtain leave to buy the Prifoners, for whom i 
they offered 4000 pieces of Eight, But by a particiilar { 
{.race of God, they coold obtain nothing. 



^nd came within a League and a half of Bantam, near j 
the long Ifland called Pido Panjan : the Prifoners 

hearing of this good News, began to chear up. The j 

zd about Sun-riling, a little Pirogue came on board • 

with two Java Slaves, or Servants of a Noble-Man ; | 

who brought Letters from the Prifoners, in which they | 

deiired the Ships not to approach msa: Bantam^ Qt »' | 

front any body, ' 

The next day another little Pirogue came on board 
the Maurice f with a Portstgifrfe Save named Ammo 
dt Silveiro, an honeft Mao, and a good friend to the 
Dmeh. He brought Letters from Captain Hetmam^ , 
who, defired the Council to write to the Governor, and | 
treat -wiih him about thdr Raofom. All agreed to 
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pay their Ranfom, but they had mnny cJcKires about 
ibe terms. Ac Jaft they came to this Relolution. 

That the Dutch iliould pay down 2000 pieces of 
Eight, and prefently after the foifoners (hoald be re- 
leafed, and have their liberty to come on board ; that 
what bad been taken on both fides fliould be compen- 
iaced, and go one for another ; that is to iay» the Ef- 
feAs of the OuicK and what was due to them, (hoiiU 
be adjudged to thofe who bad them in their Hands ; 
and that the Dutch (hould keep the Ladjng of the , 
two Janqiies a< their own. Upon thefe Terms, all 
Quarrels and Differences (hiould be ExtinA, and they 
Ihould make a new Tteaty of Al^ance, and continue 
to trade as before. 

All thefe Conditions were exaflly performed. The 
fame day the BaHtsmites fent on board two Hofta- 
one of them was a Noble-Man of China^ who 
above a hundred Slaves. The other was the 
Landlord of the Dutch Ware-Houfe in Bantam. ' On 
the other fide the Council fent to the Governor a 
thottffind pieces of Eight, and the next day a thouland 
more ; and prefently after the Prifoners were releafed, 
and fent on board. ^ 

From that rime the Sutlers came and brought all 
forts of Provifions to the Dittch^ and the Seamen went 
with all freedom into the Town, where they bought 
feveral parcels of Pepper, and Nutmegs, which they 
embarked as foon as they bought them, not doubting 
but they would find enough to lade their Ships with. 

This peaceable commerce lafted till the zid of the fame 
Month. At which time Hootman being arrived on board 
the Fleet , was asked how things went hi Town 5 he 
anfwer'd , that they did not go very well ; that the Gover- 
nor was a Man very inconlUnr, and eafie to be prepop* 
feftd ; by which anfwer the Council conjedur'd, what 
pofture the affairs were in. 

The 23c/ and x^th, they fent three Deputies to the 
Sahandar, about a new demand the Governor had made 
of the Ships, vis^. of aoo pieces of £ighc for each Ship, . 
except the Pinnace. 

Ahhongh fiich,a demand was altogether ftrange and 
extraordinary, fince they had already pay'd abpve their 
due : The O>oncil for all that declared, that in cafe 
the Pepper (hould crnne fafe on board, they would not 
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look fo narrowly into it, and had rather pay more 
then lefs. The Sabandar told the Deputies, thar they 
pould not trade with them rill the Cuftom was paid. 

The lyh Hootman waited on the Governonr , who 
rold him from himfelf, and from the Council , tbac 
the Dutch would do better to po and trade fome- 
where elfe. Firft, becaufe the Council of the Fleer 
were not willing to pay what was demanded of 
them. Secondly, becaufe thev miftrufted the Inha« 
bitants, who were not pleas'd to fee the Dutch buy 
^up the fcpper Sack by Sack, and never above lo 
Sacks at a time ^ whereas they expe(Sed they would 
buy at !<*aft looont a time. In fhort, he told them 
they were too miflfudful one of another; and for 
that reafon it was impoflible to trade peaceably, or 
jvith any reafonablc Profit. 

In the mean while a royti/guf:(e Ambaf&dor came 
frotn Malacca to Bantam, This AmbalTador brought 
3vith him loooo ^^ales cf Bight ^ and fome Toy<» 
which he prefcnted to the Goyernour in order to 
folUclt him to fprbid any manner of Ttade with the 
Dutch. 

The Governor, who could not wlthftand fuch a 
noble Prefent, promis'd the Ambaflador to comply 
with his Defire: And for that purpofe, he pretended 
that the Nobility would not fnffer the Dutch to 
to trade any longer in that Country. The Dutch 
were then bargaining with the Captains of the two 
Jonques for the Nutmegs and Mace which came froqi 
the Idands of Banda, and belonged to the Landlord 
pf |he Dutch Warehoufe in Bantam^ and to his 
pmipany ; but t)ie Governor hearing of it, forbid 
th^ Merchants to conclude any Bargain wicb the 
putjj. 

The Trade being thus interrupted, the Council of 
yhe Fleet call'd on board all thofe that were a-lhoar, 
who were alfo told by the Sabandar, and by their 
Friends, to depart, and never come again, or elfe 
they wonld be in danger of being arrcfted and de- 
livcr'd to the Portugue:{e. They brought with them 
fome EfTeds, and burnt the reft. But they had much 
ado to embark ; for it was late, and the Ambaiiador!s 
Veflel lying in the Harbour, wbeti they came by 
fter^ foipe ^ortugu^j^e agronted thepi ; but finding too 
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much Refiftance, were forcd to let them go. 

l>Iocwufaanding the Prohibition made by the Cover* 
nor to the Merchsnts not to conclude any Bargain 
with the Dutcb^ the jMafter of the Warehonfe wenr 
nrivacely onboard every Day to lell the Parcel of 
Mace and Nutmegs, though be durft not deliver 
them to the Dutch openly. But he propos'd that to 
clear himfelf before the Governor, they fhould feize 
the Goods under pretence that they bought them, and 
fo the Bargain was concluded. 

The 3 1/^ of the fame Month the fame Merchant 
had one of the Dutchmen who was ftill in the Town, 
carr^'d on board between two Mats by feven of his » 
Slaves, who were each of them arm'd with a Fufil and 
a Pike to fecure him,tho* 14000 C4X4/, which is fix fcore 
Pieces of Bight, were oftr'd him to make him Prilbner, 
and deliver him to the Portugue:(e» This was a*? great 
Proof of Frieodlhip and Fi£lity ; and in eftft he 
always ihew*d himfelf a real and true Friend to 
the Dtttcb. 

The fame day a certain Portugue:(e Slave came on 
board the Ho Hand, difguis'd in a Javanefe Habit » 
and brought News from Antonio Sylverio, who had 
been put in Prifon, only becaufe he was a Friend to 
the Dutch ^ and had done them fome Service. He 
defir'd the Dutch to fend him by that Slave 6 or 7 
Pieces of Eight to give them to a Javanefe Slave who 
promis'd to releafe him for th^c Sum, or elfe he was 
afraid the Portugueji would hang him. This fame 
Mefleuger told x& Dutch that great Preparations «vere 
making at BantMm to attack *em ; bot they found 
the Attempt fo hazardous, that they were afraid to put 
it in Execution. 

Noveml^er i. 1506. the Council being aflembl'd on 
board the Maurice, refolv*d to make Reprifals for tiie 
Wrong and AftVonts put upon them by the Bantam * 
stes and the Portugue:{e. With that View the Ships 
approached nearer the Town ; and having taken two 
ioMues laden with Adace and Nutmegs, brought 'em 
on board the Maurice^ where the ChitM Merchant 
and Mafter of the Dutdi Warehoufe was prefent, 
^d confented that the Dtttch Ihould feize ttpon tJ^p 
Wo Jon^ues^ as hs^ving bought their La4ing« ' 
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There was in one of the Jonques fixty Slaves, who 
knowing nothing of the Bargain concluded, put them- 
felves in a pofture of Defence. But as foon as the 
Dutch (hot at them, they all threw themfelves into 
the Sea and fwam away. At the fame time two 
arai*d Sloops row'd towards a Porttq^ue:^e Bark which 
was on Ground: But the Par tugue:ie &td foupon^ein 
with their FafilSt that they oouU not board her; and 
one of the Dutch Seamen was wounded, and dy'd 
five Days after. On the other fide, the Ships firVt 
with their Cannon fo briskly upon the Bark, that ihe 
was very much damnify'd. Then thQ Dutch ftood off 
from the Town. 

The id they faw a Jonque coming from the Main, 
and prefcnrly fent two Sloops to give her the Chace ; 
but fhe would not furrender ; for the Crew covering 
themfelves with Mats, made a vigorous Defence* 
They had a fort of Trunks, with little fharp Iron 
Laoces, and (hot with great Dexterity upon the Sloops; 
for the Dms fell as thick as Hail, and wounded five or 

can hardly perceive the Woands; 
for the Darts are (b fmall, that they don't go above two 
Inches in the Fle(h ; and the Point, which is made of 
^ced^ cannot be taken our. » 

But when the Dutch began to difcharge their Fufils, 
and their Mats could not fave them ; they got into 
th-^ir lirrle Canow, and cfcap'd by the Might of their 
0..rs, leaving behind rhem theiv Jonque and two of their 
Men dead in hen The Dutch purfu d the Canow, and 
kili'd hree Men. Then they brought in the ^m^^ 
which was laden with Rice and dry Fifli. 

After they had ftood off from before the City, in or- 
der to unload the,7^iff fif/, and put their Cargo on board 
of choir own Ships ; they us*d all means to acquaint the 
Proprietors, that they might come and take their Mo- 
ny ; but they received no Anfwer, and heard no more 
of the matter. 

All this while the Bantamites continu'd their Prcpa- 
ritions for attacking the Dutch Ships, by the Inftigaiion 
Of the Portugue:(c ; who offer d their Adiftaiice, and had 
defir'd the Emperor to come again, and execute the 
Eacerprize : for be «m counted a valiant Man, and a 
great Adventurer. 

The 
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The Emperor was then before Pido Dana with 6 or 7 
Barks mann'd with 150 Men, ready to fight. He fenc 
word to the Portugue:(e he would not come to Bantam ; 
for be bated the Inhabitants mortally : Nay, he follici- 
ted the Dw^c^to joyn with him, and attack the Town, 
jdfiiringthem of his Friendfhip and Proteftion ; and as 
a Mark of it, he prefented them with a Goat. 

Soon after he fent a Pirogue on board the Dutch Ships 
with 13 Hens, defiring at the fame time a fafcCondud: 
forhimfelf to come on board, which was lent immedi- 
ately to him. 

On the -^d they law a Pirogue coming on board the 
Maurice y with four or five China Men in her, and the 
Brother of theMafter of the Dutch Warehoufe, who 
came to be paid his Mbny. Bur the Dutch did not truft 
tbeio. They would have the Matter or the Captains of 
the 7<m^»ex tfaemtelves, to come on board*. The Bro- 
ther cold them they bad been all three put in WSon by 
the Governor's Order, under pretence of CoUufion and 
Corrcfpondence with the Dutch, 

The ^th the Emperor having receiv'd the lafe Con- 
dudl, came on board the Fleet, and defir'd them to 
give him one of the Jonques^ feeing they did not ' 
defign to make any ufe of her. They told him 
they meaQ*d to give them again to the Owner 
when he claimM them, and pay bim for their La* 
ding, fiat if be ihould not come» they would prefent 
bim with the two Jonques. 

Such a Vifit was very much fiifpeAed, and looked 
upon as a Vifit rather of a Spy than an Emperor. 
They told him all that pafs d when tbey arriv'd before 
Bantam^ and what related to the Defign he had to 
furprize and attack them. He reply *d, that being ha- 
ted by the Inhabitants, they charg'd him with (uch Ca- 
lumnies ; but be was confident the Dutch would not be-; 
lieve tbem> 

He alio told them he bad been turn'd out of Ja» 
tatra, and that they would not receive bim at Ban^ 
$m. The i^tch believ'd bim, becaufe they were very 
well acquainted with the general Comphims of bis 
bad Government and Debauchery, and were confirmed 
in diat Opinion by the Oftr be tiuute them of a fine Wo- 
man for one of the Jonaucs. 
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The fame Day fevcral G^:(arates and Ahyjjim 
brought on board fome Refre(hments ; but the Dutch 
bought but a few, being afraid they were poyfon'd : 
Fot» they had Advice that there had been fotne poyfon'd ' 
before. 

On the the Emperor came on boaid again, | 
with all Neceflarxes to bring the ^onqucs away, not 
doubting biic the Dutch would give them to hitn : < 

buc they made him the fame Anfwer as before. ' 
He told them that they were making greater Pre- ' 
parat.ions than ever at Banurriy and that they would ' 
have fuddenly a vaft Fleet, and would then attack | 
the Dutch Ships. 

The 6(h they recciv'd a further Advice, that the i 
BantamUes were ready to attack them the next day : 
that feveral Noblemen and Officers of the Town j 
were to imbark to encourage the Inhabitant! to fights ' 
that the ^mques mention'd before, were to put to i 
Sea again, to draw the Sloops into the Main, and at- ' 
udt them with more Advantage. 

Upon this News, the Dutch confidering they (honld ! 
gain no Honour nor Profit by a great Slaughter of ' 
the Bantamites ; and that they might lofe Tome of 1 
their Men, which would be a confiderablc Lofs to ' 
tbcm ; ihey weigh'd Anchor, and fail'd to a River 
nam'd Tanjunjaxa, at the diftance of 8 Leagues to . 
the Eaft off B^nmn^ which a Pilot nam d Abdul, 
ihew'd them the next day after their Departure from i 
Bantam, This River lies at the moft Soutiicrly ] 
Point of the fiay of Jac4tr4: behind fome Iflands. 

While they ftay'd there at Anchor, they obferv'd, that i 
thegreateft Extent of the Iflandof ^£va, is from the | 
Eaft to the Weft; that the Ground along the 0«ft 
is very low, and not good ; that it was lull of Creeks, t 
Gulphs and Holes, wherein many Rivers difcharg'd 
rhcmfclvcs ; and had feveral Villages built upon it: 
that in the Gulphs there are Bottoms and Shelves 
of Sands, particularly before Pun^au and TiuhAra, 
which arc Villages very populous, and whofe Inhabi- 
tants have a great many Firtgues that ply from 3^^^ 
to Bantam, 

On the ^th fome China Merchants, and among them 
the Son-in*Iaw of the M^fter of the Du$ch Ware* 
iioof^, came on board the Maurfa^ They brought 
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fome Pots full of Brandy, which they bought at 
jAcatra^ and faid they would come again to bring 
ibiDe ocfaer Provifions. They told the Dutch that 
there was then at Jacatra, a Jonquc Inden with 
Nutmegs, whifih dme lately from the Iliands of 
Bands. 

The Umcb fufpeded them , and fear*d they had 
contriv'd this by way of Revenge, for not being paid 
for the Goods which were in the two Jon^ues they had 
taken. 

The Brandy brought on board by the ChitLt" 
Merchants, was made at Jncatra, ot Goco-Nuts, 
caird by the '^avanefe^ Calappas^ which grow in great 
Quantities at ; for the Country was formerly 

call'd Sumk Calaffa. 

The nth a Pirogue came from Bantam on board 
the Ship Maariee^ under pretence to fell lome Pro- 
Wfioos and Cbtua Wares ; but rather to fpy and di(« 
ccnrer what the Diueb were doing, and what I>e(ign 
they had on foot. The Merchants that were in the 
Pirogue would perfwade the Dutch that the Cargo 
of the two Jongues they took, belonged to the Pov 
tugue:(ffy who were forced to pay for it ; that fome 
of them had been kiird in thelaft Fight, and among 
others, the Captain of the Bark, by a Cannon-ihot* 
But all this was meer Lies. 

The fame Day another Pirogjue came on board the 
Hoiiand with C/>iM4*Merchants, and the Son-in-law a- 
bove-menttoo'd ; only in all appearance came to 
fee if they could be paid for their Goods. TlieSon- 
iQ*law prefented two He*Goats to each Ship ; and 
havtiig lent the CMif4*Merchants to ^aeafra^ ftaid for 
them on. board the Maurice. 

November 1 3. about the Evening, the Ships arrived 
under the Town of Jacatra^ which lies in the Latitude 
of 5 Deg. 40 Min. and caft Anchor about a League 
off the Town, upon 7 Fathom Water, and a Clayie 
Bottom. That Country, as we faid before, is low 
and unfruitful. There are a great many Creeks on th^ 
Coaft, and fcveral IHands all along it. 

On the i^b in the Morning fcveral Pirogues with 
Proviiioos came on board the Ships. The Sdiandar 
came bimfelf in his Pirogue^ who ofo'd the ikitch 
to fiintifli them with aU - things they wanted , if 

they 
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they would fend iMen a-llioar to fetch them. In the mean 
while he propos'd to tarry himfelf as an Hoftage. 
Accordingly they fent tv/o of their Men with rhe 
Son-in-iaw of iheir old Landlord to go along widi 
the Sal^andar^ and fee if tbey could buy any Spices. 

The City of Jacatra contains about 3000 Houfes 
very clofe built. 'Tis i'urrounded with bigbPaiifiadoes, 
and faas a fine River tbac ruoa through the middk* 
l^he tnoft pare of the InhaUtants being frighted aw»r 
at the Duteb Ships Arrival, chei« was little or noTiade 
to be expeAed , efpecially confidering that all tk 
Goods imported to Jacatra from the neighbouring 
Countries, are carry 'd to Bantam to be fold. There- 
fore the two Dutchmen, after having been very well 
entertained by 'the Sahand.iry who fpoke good Mu* 
gue:(c^ came on board agam in the Evening. 

The River of Jacah-a is the only thing remarkable in 
theTown. The Country about it 4s watered wiibfeverai 
little Rivers,which render it very plentiful of all Pnmfi^ 
ons and Fruits. The Inhabitants came the next day on 
board the Fleet, and brought abundance with them, 
which were fqld and bought with great Demouftnnoitf 
of Civility and Honefty on both Sides. 

The King having nocic;^ of tht^ Arrival of the Ditff4 
Fleet, came on board the i6th attended by fome Gen- 
tlemen. He was very old, and fome fay he was the 
prefent Kings Father. He view'd the Holland, and 
in parting, he thank'd the Dufch Officers for the 
Honocu* they had done him, and promis'd (hem bis 
Protedion ; upon which the Dtttcb gaV^s him maof 
Thanks for that Favour. 

On tbet 7^^ in the Evening they caftAnchof 6 Leaenet 
oflF Jacatra^ under t Village caU'd Crtft7^,inbabim for 
the moft part by Fi(hermen : For there is abundaiiCB 
of Firti in the Mouth of the great RiVer, which mnf 
under the Village. The zid they inw a and 
gave her the Chace, but could nor cake h-jr. 

The 27 //j they fa w a great many Filhermen coming 
from the Main, and fteering to the Coaft. They 
told the Dutch they were near Japara, The 29'/^ 
tbey aUa (aw niear an ifland more Filhermen failing 
into the Main, who made them to tinderftand by 
Signs to fleer to the South of the Ifland ; whicb 
made the Unteh bdiinte these were fome Habimiao^ 
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on that (ide. This IflaAd is very low by the Sea-fide, 

and planted with Trees. But furilicr off you might 
fee high Mountains. The Ifland is nam'd B^rimaan 
Jova, and is not far off the Continent. 

After feveral little Voyages with great Trouble 
and Fatigue, ihcy went a-fi.oar ; where theyrfound 
Fifticrmen, who told them they were upon the 
Coaft which is above the Town of Tubaon. .That 
Country is very Hilly, and you may fee it a great 
way off. For in the Middle of it there is a high 
Mountain which you difcover going from the Weft 
CO the Eaft> and which bears the Figure of a broad* 
briin'd Hat, haWng on the Top a Tree higher than all 
the reft. 

At the Weft of that Mountain there is a great Gulf 
that look'd like a River. Continuing the fame Rout, 
they faw another great Gulph, where a great many 
Fiihermen were cruifing • and alfo fome Jonqiies at 
Anchor, which obliged the Dutch to Anchor there 
likewife. 

The Inhabiunts feeing the Ships at Anchor, fent a 
?iroguexo know whence they caoie. The ftormy Wea^- 
tber caas*d the pirogue to board the An^wiam ; for 
ihe was neareft the Sfaoar. The tHiUih received the 

Inhabitants very civilly , and defir*d them to tarry on 
board till the next Day. They brought with them a 
few Cloves, Mace and Nutmegs to lell. 

This Country is alfo very Hilly, and hath three very 
remarkable Mountains, which are long and level like 
Tables. The Portugue^it call them Ajinefns de Tiibaon^ 
and the MaUums, Barto CiUimh. The Inhabitant^ 
faid there were three Towns* in th t Country near ^ 
one another j namely, Tubaon the biggeft, Sydaio and 

About three Leagues off there is another Town cat 
ki^oartam^ where yon fee many ^on^ms, which fail 
to the Mol^ques^ Amboine^ and Banda, From thence 
they go to Bantam to fell their Merchandicc. 

Upon the Invitation of the Inhabitants who were 
come in the Pirogue, and ro intorm themfelves more ex- 
adlly of the whole Country, the Dutch fent one of their 
Seamen with the fame Abdul mention'd before, who 
fjpoke very good Portugue:(e, Malatanzod^avanefe, As 

loon as they were landed, the Inbabiiaats brdught them 

Hor- 
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Horfes ready fad led and bridled to go into the Town 
to faluce the King ^ but they refuied their offer verj 
civilly. 

The Iflaoders obferving that AlMil was not a J^va- 
nefe boro, ask'd him what Countryman he was, he 
told tiiem he was born at Bengali, and dwelt at £4;^- 
tarn : as loon as he faid he lived at Bititam^ they had 
a mind co arreft him, becaufe chey bated the BmusF 
miiis^ and efpecially cbe Governor. 

fiut when the Dutch-man told them that AhM Was 
come along with him in his Ship, they were fatisfyed, 
and went together to wait on the King, who receiv- 
ed them very kindly, and cold them he would come 
the next day co vific them on board, and would bring 
along wich him Hoftages, that they might come a- 
fhoar freely, and without any fear. He alfo (hew'd 
them about three fcore Tuns of Cloves, which he of- 
fered to fell at a reafopable Price. The Ktn|^*$ name 
was LeUa. The two Envoys having taken their leaver 
returned on board again. 

Among diofe that had invited the IHiPch to cornea- 
ftoar, there was aP^/i/^nif/^Renegadoe, who (aid he 
had been taken Prifoncr at Malacca^ when he was bat 
fifteen years old, and tranfported to Java with fomc 
ocher Portuguefe^ who were alfo Prifoncrs. This Re- 
negado had got great credit in that Country, and was 
one of the chief Officers of the Town of Surl^^h 
where he commanded above loco Men. 

He offer d the D/z^c/? not only to hire, but to k\\ 
them PiioteS to condud them to the MoUqucs, Buc 
they would not tmft him, fufpeding he had been fenC 
by the Bormniefe^ upon fome ill defign againft them; 
and after waras (hew*d, that they were not deceived id 
their iiifpicion. 

The fame day the King fent to Schellinget Maftef 
of the Amfterdatyi, a Prefent of a rare Bird called Ems, 
He was as big again as a Swan, and quite black, his 
Feathers being like the Feathers of anOftritch. He 
had no Tongue, nor Wings, nor Tail , butatthetcp 
of his Head he had a Ihell as hard as a Tcrtoifef 
(hell. His Feet were long, big, and fo ftrong, that he 
made ufeof rhcm to defend himfelf, and kickcHke a 
Horfe. FJe fwallow'd whole all that fife .eat, even a 
whole Apple, as big as a Man s Fift« And which o 

wendd* 
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Wonderful ; he would fwallow Rre»bmnds Without 
burning hioifelf, and great bits of Ice to coo! him. ' 

Thofe Birds are found only in the Iflands of Banda^ 
whence this came, and was brought to /frnfterdam as 
a gre^t Rarity. He was prefented to the States Gene- 
ral, by one of the Merchants of the Company. 

December the yh^ 1 596. The Ships made fome pre- 
parations to receive the King, who was to cooie that ■ 
day. Every body appear d neatly drefled; the Trum- 

?ts founded finely, and all the Flags were difplay'd. 
be Inhabitants feeing fucb a (how, had Ibtne fulpici**. 
on of the Dutcb^ and the Kbg hioafelf, feot a Pira^ 
pie on board to know what was the meaning of it, 
and why they put np all the Flags. He ask'd them 
if he defign'd to ufe him as they had ufed the B^inta^ 
mites i adding, that for his part he defigncd no harm, 
and would adl with them very fincerely, and as a 
Friend, and that he did not love the Bnntamites, The 
. Dutch fcnt back word to the King, that they had no 
other defign than to ido him all the honour due to bis 
quality, according to the mode of their own Country. 
After that anfwer, the Pirogw went on. 

A little while idfterthe P^r/iieiri^Renegadocameon 
board the Maurice^ and defined to fee fome Mercban- 
dife ; they IhewVl him a Cuirais, and a piece of red 
Cloth, which he pretended to buy, and would have 
the Dutch let him carry ir to the (hoar, but they would 
not confent to it. At the fame time they faw two 
Jonques upon the Coaft, fceming to 7tecr to the Main, 
but they foon ^hanged their courfe : for they were 
fent only to fee whether the Sloops would give them 
the cha(e, and in that cafe they were refolved to attack 
the Ships which were then unprovided of Men to de« 
fend themfelves. 

About Noon fix great Pircgues well manned came on 
board the Fleet, three on board the Amjlerdam, and 
the other three on board the Pinnace. 

The firft three Pirogues which boarded the Amfter^ 
dam^ brought with them two rare Animals, which they 
dcligned to prefent rhcm, and the SaharJar who^ was 
there in Perfon, to mannagc and carry on their de- 
ii^n, hiflcd, which was a Signal to feizc the Ships. 

"Xhe Seamen having no manner of fufpicion look'd 
upon them, and of a fudden they faw a great many 
^ H * Men 
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Men fallingfoul upon the Ship. I{enier F^/'/t/, who was 
Commifliojifr , ask*d the S ^bandar what thefe Men 
came for. The S4i»W^r feeing the oppornioicy favou- 
rable, made a great noife, drew his Poignard, and cut 
Verbcl's Throar. His Men following his Example, kik 
led John SckeUitifer^ and moft of the Seamen that 
were upon the Deck, and wounded mortal^ all the 
reft, who fufpedking no fucb things had no Arms to 
(defend themfclves. 

Bac the other Seannen who were under Deck, 
fought with fuch courage wiih HalfrPikes, long Pikes, 
and broad Swords, that they killed a great part of their 
Enemies, got uprothe Deck, and fo mauTd the 0- 
thers with a Paterero, that thofe Tray tors were for- 
. ced to quit the Deck. There was a Pirogue juft by 
ito receive them, which being full of wounded Men, 
was funk by; a Cannon flior. The tbrc^ Pirogues which 
had boarded the Pinnace, feeing the others had mift 
their Dcfign, durft not venture any thing, and paflid 
under the Bok-fpricof the Amfterdam. 

The Seamen of the other Ships hearing the noife, 
and feeing J Panders jumping on board the Ship in 
great confiifion, got into their Sloops, purfued the Piro- 
gues^ boarded one of them, and made fuch {laughter of 
the JjlandsrSy who were in her, with their broad Swords, 
that not one efcaped, even thofe that fell into the Wa- 
ter, were moft of em killed. 

The Inhabitants fedng their Gmntry-meii foUIu- ; 
led, ient thirteen Pirogues well mann^ to their aC* 
liftance. But the Ships^ fired fo warmly upon theoBi 
phat they forced them back.

ty of Q>m and Fruits , and plenty of Cattle, and of 
all forts of Animals pood to eat, which the Inhabi- 

* tants do fait to tranipori: them abroad. They have 

* abundance of Silk in the Woods, and Gold Mines 

* in the Mountains, and the fineft Emeralds in the 

* World They produce a world of Pepper, Cinna- 

* mon. Ginger, and CafTia. In (horc, they arc truly 

* the horns of Eknty. The Inhabitants talk of a lic- 
' tie River thefe, which has the virtue to change all Ions 
f pf Wood into Stone. 

The Origine of the Inhabitants of ^Ava^ is yet xor 
known. They fay themfelves that they came firft 
from China^ and that their Anceftors to avoid the Ty- 
ranny of the Chincje^ czwc to Java, and made a 
Colony in that Ifland. 1 heir Phyfiognomy favours 
this Opinion, for they refcmblc the People of China 
very much, having a fiat Nofe, a broad Fore-Head, 
great Cheeks, and little Eyes like them. 

Bc(idcs» Paul of Venice^ who w4s ip the Service of 
the Tartars^ affirms^ that the Great ^ava pay'd for- 
ineriy Tribute to ^ Chinefe^ and that when the Ci^ 
nefe revolted againft the Tartars^ thofe of re- 
volted io like .manner. And to this day many Peo* 
pie of China, div^ til at Banfam^ to avoid the Rigor of 
^he Laws of Chhiii. 

However that be, the Inhabitants of Java had Kings 
of their own long fincc, and ic has happened in that 
Country, as ic do's in all others which have no eftablifli'd 
Sovereignty, that a great many fee up for Kings. For 
the itrongeft made iumfelf Sovereign, and by thele 
ineans every Town in Java have their King ; but 
the King of Bantam is the moft conGderable. There 
was formerly an Emperor over all the petty KiDg$» 
)>ut they fliopk off that yoke many years agoe. 

We come now to (peak of all the Towns pf 7^ 
M that are known, aiui ibail fet o^t froin Hnc Eaft 
4ide. 

The firft Town on the Eaft quarter is Balamhtian, 
^ famous City, furrounded with flanked >VaIls. They 
have a King of their own, who was befieged in it 
whep the Dutch arrived before it, as we fhall mention 
iicreaftcr. Oyer againft this City there is an Ifland 
called BaU^ which is very pleauot and fruitful, and 
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tiiakes the Channel called the Screighc of BMn-' 

Ten Leagn^ off more towards the NbrcK, yon find 
the City <xr Panarticm^ inhabited by a great many 

Portugucfe, and by the Natives, who are all ChriiHans; 
It is govern'd by a King who loves the Portuguefe 
extremely. The Town is furrounded with Walls, and 
hath a very good Harbour, much frequented by the 
Fortuguefe, The moft confiderable Trade is of Slaves, 
and an infinite number of them is tranfported from 
thence to Malacca : they alfo fell a preccy deal of 
long Pepper ! And the Womens Clothes which they 
call Coajarins in their Language , are made at Bona* 

Above h tt behind it, is a liteat Moontain of bnn^* 
ing Sulphur, which opened for the ftft time in the 

year 1586, with fuch violence, that it deftroyed above 
10000 Souls. It blew Stones into the very City, and 
the Country about was covered with fo great afmoak, 
that it was quire dark, for three da:ys together. The 
Kings of Baiambuam^ and of Fanarucan , are Hea- 
thens. 

PaJJarvan is another very pl€afanc Town, watered 
by a fine River at the diflance of fix Leagues from 
Panarucm. The King of this Palace was befieging 
BaLnntuam, when the Dutch were in dm Cotintry, and 
how i'U tell you the resSon why he befieged it 

The King of Pajfarvan #howas a M^^r and Al4« 
bometan^ having demanded the King of BalambnanCi 
Daughier in Marriage, (he was fent tq him wiih ^. 
great Rcnnue. The reryfirft Night of the Confum- 
macion of the Marriage, the King of PaJJarvan mur- 
ther'd her, and all her Retinue, only becaufe ftie was 
not of the lame Religion as he was. After fuch a bar- 
barous A&ion he aflembled an Army, and went before 
Panartican with a defign to furprize it, bat he did not 
fucceed, for his Army was routed by t„be Town^ 

Having gathered the reft of bis troops, he earned 
before Balamtuam^ and befieged ic. He built two For9 
upon the River, and put fo good 6arri(bns bt th^. 
Mat no Ship or Bark could get into the City. Tlwf 
Siege had continued four Months, when the Dutch arri* 
^ed upon the Goaft, and the Town fuffer*d very much 
for want of Piovifions* 
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They trade chiefly at Paffarvan in 6ne and fmaU 
Gamine^ which is a fort of Fruit much like Scraw- 
tories. The QitiHins Merchants value ihem very 
much, becaufe they make Beads of them for fereral 
ufes. 

Here is alfoa ManufaAare of Callicoes, which ait 
tfadported to Bantam^ and ezohaaged there for cUm 
Wares. 

Ten Leagues off Pajfarvdn more towards the Weft, 
is the Town of Joartan, (ituated upon a fine River with 
.a good Harbour, wherein the Ships coming from the 
Moluques, fiay commonly to take in Refrelbments. This 
Town is furrounded wiih a thick Wall. 

Gerrici IS another Town fituatcd upon the fame Ri- 
ver to the South. The King of this place isfo Great, 
that the other Kings of Java never fpeak with hittf 
but they hold up their Hands* as Slaves do to tbdr 
Matters. Thefe two laft Towns &od great quandcics 
of Salt to B4iif 4111, and fievenl other places. 

The Town of Sarabata is fituated upon a little Ri* 
vcr , and its King is alfo Sovereign of Brandaofi^ a 
Town fituared (ix Leagues to the Weft of SarabaU, 
The King re fides at Cidaio, a ftrong Town furroun- 
ded with tanked Walls : But the Harbor is without 
fheker againft the Winds, and the breaking of the 
Sea $ and for that reafon no Ships can lye there at An* 
chor in ftormy Weather. 

Two Leagues off to die Norih-North-Weft, you 
find Tabaoft^ a good Town, which hath a King, ana it 
not £ur off Banndm^ the capital City of J.iva. 

Cdidon is bat five Leagues diftant from Tahaon, be* 
ing fituatcd to the Norrh-Weft. It has a King, bat 
no vtinnner ot trade by Sea, no more thzn Mandalka' 
ow, where there are not any Sailers but FiHicmien. 

The Town of J.ippara is five Leagues off to the Weft, . 
fi.uated upon a point, which reaches three Leagues 
inro the Sea. It is only iodofed about with Palifla* , 
does, it hath a fine River, and a very good Harbor, • 
whkh is always full of Ships. The Ki^ is very Fo- ' 
Mit -by Sea andLand. 

At the diftance of fire and twenty Leagues fiom 
Ji^ppara^ and forty five froai Bmitmn^ is the great 
of Mntavaon, whole King or Emperor is the grcawi 
Prince of juva, and threatens often to beiiege Bantam, i 

He 
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He IS the fame Emperor we mentioned before, but ht 
loft his Credit and Authority by his ill Government! 
and Debanchery. 

P4ry is a Town that Kes fi#e Leagues Japfitrd 
to the Weft, and three Leagues farther you find Dan^ 
ifna^ a Town Called about, which harh alfo a King ; 
and three Leagues farther is the Town of Ta^^af: 
Thefe three Towns are watered by a fine River, and 
fituated upon a Gulph. 

Next to thcnh you fee the great and pleafant City 
of Chctrahoon^ walled about wirh a thick and ftrbnj; 
Wall» aAd watered by a fine River. 

Dermao is a very pleafant Town fituated upon a Ri« 
?er» as well as Mmcaon. Between this and Jappara^ 
lies the Wltctx Town Cravaen , whence yon pals intof 
the Bland , \^h!ch reach to the Port of Jacana, this 
being a gteat Gulph, with ^nbtt^r Royal Town up- 
on it; 

When you have paffed the Chanels between the 
Iflands, you come at laft co the City of Bantam^ whole 
Harbor is certainly the fineft and the largeft in Java, 
which makes that City the moft trading Town of 
all the Neighbouring Towns or Idands. Therefore 
we fliall give you a large Defcription of it, having 
bad time enough by the ftay we made in ir, to know 
it perfei91y. 

The City of Bantdih is fititated rh a low Country, 
and at the foot of a high Mountain. You nnuft fail 

about 25 Leagues between ^Iiiit4fr4 and Ju'Va^ before 
you come to it : It is watered on both Cidts by two 
Rivers, and a third runs through the middle of it. 
But they are fhillow, and not above three foot deep. 
Thefe three Rivers are furrounded with high and big 
Reeds, inftead of Trees. The City is much of the 
fame bignefs as Amfterdam Was formerly 5 but it is hot 
€0 be compared in^ Beauty or Strength^ to the leaft City 
hi Holland* 

The Walls are fotur Foot thick t^A mttf 
bulk of red Brick : they hate no Ramparts nor Pan(< 

pets, but thfey are Flanked at equal diftancesfv 'i''?. thai 
of a ftones throw. At the Angle of e^ery Flank th*er6 
is a Cannon, but without any {>reparatiohs to nfiake 
ufe of them-, bccaufe the Inhabitants dp not kno^'^ how 
to handle themv andf are afraid of iistttt ^ be£kle5 they 

a 4 fc^* 
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have no Ammunition to charge them, but what come 
from Malacca, where the Powder Mills are. Their 
Cannons arc green Brafs. They have abundance of 
Patereroes, but all lying on^the Ground, or upon 
Sledges without any other AccoutVemencs. 

The Gates of the Ckf ire hoc ftrong ; nty, yoa 
may break them open with a Lever , for they arc 
made of a dun Wood, wicbouc Locks, or any Iron 
upon them ; boc they are placed (b, that it u hard 
to approach them; befides, there is always a ftfong . 

Guard about them. 

There are no Towers upon the Walls or the Gates ; 
but when they have occafion to (boot, they raife up 
Scaffolds three Stories high upon high Mafts , and 
huge Beams, and afcending by Ladders defend them- 
feives very well in a Siege. Not long fincc the Em- 
peror of Matavaon making great preparations to be- 
fiegc Bantam, the Inhabitants maae a covered way. 
about the Walls upon high Trees, which rais'd 'em 
to fttch a height, that the Wail which was above, 
the covered way, might ferve as a Parapet, and fo 
they might (hoot down upon the befieger. 

This City has bu? three long and ftrait Streets, 
which meet before the Palace called Paceban, The 
fiilt Street goes diretflly from the Palace to the Sea, 
the other from the Palace to the Country G^ite, and the 
third from the fame Palace to the Gate that leads to the 
Mountains. They are not Paved, but only Gravelled. 

You m4y go by Water in all parts of the City, 
from one Canal to another ; but in regard they are 
not broad, and rapid enough tp carry oS all ihc 
Sewers that are continually thrown in, and the Ground 
being very Marfhy, they ftink mott bocribly. Befides 
thar, the Cuftom of the Inhabitants, both Men and 
Women, in wailiing themfelvcs publicklv in ihofeC** 
riaN> contributes very much to luch a iVink, for they 
conrifuully trouble the bottom, and make ail the Wa- 
ter muddy and (linking. 

Every Gentleman or Great Mafter, hath a Ghappcl 
in his own Honfe, but befides there is a publick Mef- 
^uita, or a prciry large Church before the Palace to 
the Weft lide. The Arfenal is at the Eaft of the fame 
Palace, wherein they keep all Warlike Preparations. 
To the South is the young King's Apartmeor, and tJie

Cfjdf ire or Governors Lodgings are juft by it. Then 
come the Stables and other Apartments. 

The City is divided into feveral Wards, which have 
•'>e|cty one a Governor to adl in time of War, Fire, 
or any other Accidenc, Each Ward has a feparare ^ 

S liter, and its Drum, which is as big as a Tun^of 
ine. They beat ic wkh a Mallec hanging to ir, 
! wbn any Duorder happens io the Town. They beat 
alfoAe Tatooactbe break of Day, about Noon, and 
b jjie Evening. There is likewiTe fuch a Drum hi 
i\ssiMef^uite or Church. When they beat the biggeft 
of all, loooo Men are affembled and armed in a very 
linie while, becaufe every body hearing it, knows that 
ii is for feme great Expedition. 

Tfaey make ufe of fome Bafons of Bell-Metal for 
MnimeDtsof Mufick* which found much like Btlk^ . 
and chefe they alfo make ufe of when they make pub- 
lid. Prodamat tons. 

They place Cendnels io ievery Cbmer of the Streets, 
andat Night aU the Boats of the Tcywn are lock'd up, 
aad no body is allow'd to- walk. Fifty Men watcb ail 
Night in the Palace before the Prifon, and lo or iz 
Wore each Gentleman s Houfe. 

Almoft all the Houfes are built under Coco Trees, 
which are planted every where in the City. They 
arc bailc ot Straw and Reeds, fupport^ by four, 
eight or ten Wooden Pillars well carv*d. They are 
covcr'd with Leaves of Paim Trees : The lower pare 
ia open to let in the Air ; for ic is always hoc in that 
Coootry : And this they Ihut in the Night with Cur* 
taios. The^ have no Rooms or Garrets above to 
keep any diing. All that they have for that Ufe is a 
Bam or Warehoufe of Stone one Story high, without 
Windows, which has a Roof coverd with Straw. 
Therein they keep what they have : And when any 
Fire happens, which is ihcie very frequent, rhey cover 
the Top of the Roof with thick Trees, and fand o- 
ver them, to hinder the Fire to come to ic. The 
Partitions of the low Rooms are made of thick 
^ods call'd Bambus^ fplit and cue like Laths* So 
their Houfes are foon buik, and at a fmall Charge. 

Ac the £ntry of the Gentleman's Houfes and NohIc« 
mens Palaces, there is a large fqtiare Pkoe or Goarc, 
^alTd Pacebam^ where the Guards ftaod, and where they 

giver 
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give Audience ro every fbody, under a Huic covcr'c 
with ^eeds^ or Leaves oif 

The M?f]uhe or Chappel, is built in one of the 
Corners of the Court ; and there they never fail to meet 
Sind fay their Prayers at Noon. Juft by is a Well, 
our of which they draw Water to warn tbemfelves. 
Going fiirrher, you fiiid a Dooi^jand a narrow Alky, 
ivbereki are many Corners and By-Phces likeCeotry- 
Boxes, for die Slaves, who (land there to guard and 
defend their Matters, that they might not be furpriz'd 
in the Night by their Enemies : for they are very falfe 
and miftruttful one of another ; and judging of others 
by themfelves, truft no body. 

There is in the City three great Places wherein they 
kecp^ Market everyday of all fores of Commodities 
and Proviiionsi as we (hall tell you hereafter^ Be- 
fides the above-mention'd Hoafes, there are feveral 
without the^ Towh, and on the Sea*fide , moft of 
Which are inhaUted by Foreigners, namely, MMms, 
Gjf:(4rattSy Bengales^ Abyffms^ &C. 

The Chineje have a particular Place towards tfc 
Weft (ideof Bantam.^s well as the Portugue!(e^ and there 
the Dutchmen had their Warehoufe. This part of the 
Town is defended by good Palilfadoes on the Land- 
fide^ and by a Marfli, which makes it very ftrong, and 
difficult to be taken by force. It is alfo watered by a 
River on that fide ; and if they could but make Wells 
of freft Water, they might eafily build a Fortreli; 
dwre> by pulling down the Town*Wall which runs on 
that fide and ^ionj; the Shoar, and making u(e of the 
fame Stone to bmld it. It is a thing to be wi(h*d for, 
ihat the Dutch had prevented flie Portuguese in dttt 
Country, or at Icaft had been fuperiour to them ; fpf 
then they would not only have had the Trade of the 
Spices in Java, but alfo that of the Mola^ues^ Amhina^ 
Banda^ Timor ^ Solar, and other Places. 

We faid already that there is at Bantam st Market e- 
verv day in three Places. The biggeft of them is in tb: 
Eaftfideof the Town. There you may fee a Meet- 
ing early in the Aforning of Merdiants of all 
Nations* P^rtugucTie^ AraUams^ Turl^f^Chhuft^fydKnt, 
Peguans^ MsUiam^Bengales^ G)zarsie9^ MaiaHans^^ 
byffins ; and in a Word, finom all the Indies. Tli< 
Meeting of fo many Merchants kfts till Nine, at wfcich 
timp they retire. ft* 
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to going to cbe Market you find Women fitting by the 
PaKlTadoes of the Mefyuife or great Church, with Sacks 
of Pepper, and a Mealurc cali'd Gantam, which contains 
about three pounds weight. Thefe Women buy Pepper 
rf the Country people, who bring it to the Market at 
eight or nine Caxas the Meafure. They are very cun- 
ning, and have great Experience in that Trade. But 
yoaige alio Tome Chmefi^ who are more cunning : for 
tbey go and meet the Country people in the Road, and 
buy their Pepper very cheap. 

Within the Paliffiidoes of the Church you fee on 
both fides a great many Women^ who fell the Sallec 
calTd BeteUe^ Araeea, Mehms and Bammes. 

Others fell a fort of Fritters or hot Cakes. Then you 
come to a Place where Men fell all manner of Wea- 
pons and Arms that are made in the Country, on the 
right fide, and Sugar, Honey and all forts of Sweet- 
meats, on the left. 

Near that Place they fell Beans by the Meafure of 
all Colours, White, Black, Red, Yellow, Green, Grey. 
Then is the Market for Garlick and Onions, before 
whidithe Lianen*Drapers and ocber Merchants walk. 
Tke Enfurance^OCce for Ships it kept there ; and 
wkn the Ship comes home fafe, they get a great deal 
btt if (he is loft, they lofe their Mony . 

On the right-hand of that Place you fee Hens, 
Kids, Ducks, Pigeons, Parrots, {and other Fowls, to 
be fold. Here is a Triangle, which makes three little 
Lanes, one of which goes to the China Merchants Shops, 
the other to the Herb-Market, and the third to the 
Butchers. Going to the C^/n4«Shops you find on the 
right-hand a forry fon of Arabian and Coracun]e¥feU€t$y 
who fell little J^uUts^ Hiaejfnibs, and other Stones of 
00 value ; and on the left the Bengates fell Enantiel 
Md adierfmall Wares. Over-againft them you find 
the rich China Shops fiiU of Silk, Stufis of all Co^ 
lours, Daouisks, Velvets, Saccms, Cloth of Gold, 
^^ceUine^ or China ^ and a World of pretty Toys in 
feveral Shops. When you go to the fecond Lane, 
you fee on the right-hand the Shops of the Bengalc 
Merchants, and on the left the Linnen-Drapers for 
Men. Then (be Linnen Markets for Women» where 
flo Man dares enter under a great Penalty. 
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A little further there is the Herb and the Frofc-i 
Market on both hdes ; and whett y<m ame Gck w 
fee the F,(h-Market Further on the Jefr£2 

turther the Spice-Market. where the Women have ; 
Shops very well fomift'd with all forts of Sp.Ss '

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Tbey keep two Lents in a Vctr, The longeft bc- 
pAluguft 3. and hfts 40 Days. The firft Day of 
tbefe Len^i the Slaves do Homage to their Mauers, 
as a Mark of their Bondage and Submiilion. . They 

take hold of their Feet, and rub foftly wich their HanJs 
opto the Knees : Then to the Face and the hinder 
Pare of (he Head ; and after that they hold up axK^ 
fpread their Hands. 

Ac the End of the Lents ihcy celebrate a Feaft like 
Eifier. Ooe of the Ceremonies of that Fead, is to 
fit down in the middle of a Circle with their Legs a- 
cro6 as Taylors do when they are ac work ; and in 
thatpoftttre they eat and drink together. Matters, Chil- 
dren, Servants and Slaves, without Diftin^on. 

Mm tbe New Mtm appears, they get on the Top 
of their Houfes, or of high Trees, to fee it ; and as 
foon as it appears, they make great Ihooting and Ac- - 
damations of Joy. hi Bantam one Man may marry 
ihree or four Wives ; and there are fome Men who 
luve twelve, which is not contrary to the Law of Ma^ 
imt, who permits the Plurality of Wives j and in 
tHar City, you will find at leaft ten Women for 
one Man. 

Bac befides their lawful Wives , they alfo keep 
CoDcnbuies. who are Chamber-maids to me firft, and 
»ttod 'em when they go. abroad The Concubines 
may freely He with their Maftei^ if the lawful Wife 

fl>nfents ; and flie gets much Honour by fuch a Piece 
of Complaifance. The Concubines Children cannot 
be fold, though their Mothers arc Slaves. They are 
born for the lawful Wife, as Ifmael was for Sarahs 
Butthefe Mothers-in-law commonly poifon their a- 
dopcive Children. 

Tbe yonng Children run about ftark-naked ; only 
they have a Golden or Silver Scutcheon about the 
Middle. The Girjs wear Bracelets befides. 

When they are thineen or finineen Yeats of Age, 
^iKir Parents are oblig'd co marry them, or die they 
^ lead a lewd Life ; For at that Age young Boys ana 
Cirlsknow ail manner of Debauchery. 

They have befides another Reafon why they mar- 
ry them To young, •yiY to make them their Heirs, and 
exclude the K ng from their Succeffion. For it is 

««<^blift'4 ^aw at M^tam, That 1y^^cn « li^an is 
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dead, tKe King takes hts Wife, Cfiildren, and Eftai 
as his own and nnakes the Mother a Sim. Now, 
prevent this, the Parents marry their Children \ 
nine or ten years of Age, and fomecimes younger, < 
fpecially ihofe that are rich. ' 

Women that marry Meri of Quality, have for thei 
Portion about a hundred thoufand Caxas, and fom 
Slaves, as vve were inform'd upon a Marriage mad 
while the Dutch were at Bantam. For the Sahanit 
then marry *d his fecond Son to a young Lady hi 
Coiifin, who had for her Portion fifty Men and fift] 
young Women, and Three hundred thoufand Caxd's 
which amounts to fifty fix LfVe/, Dfifcb Mony»or dKf» 
about. 

On the Wedding-day the Bridegroom and the Bride 
their Parents, Relations and Slaves, arc finely dreft, 
each according to their Quality and Condition. In 
the Houfes of both Spoufes you fee a great Quaa- 
tity of Javelins ftanding garnirti'd with hanging Tufts 
of white and red Callico, like fring*d Pieces of Silk 
that hang on our Trumpets. There is alfo a great 
Shouting of Patereroes upon fuch Occafions : For the)' 
have no great Dexterity in managing (ixialkr Fir^ 
Arms. 

In the Arcemoontbey bring a Horfe ready ftddld, 
to the Bridegrom, and he rides through the City tdi 
Night ; then he returns to his Spoufe. Daring roi 
Cavalcade, the Slaves who are given him by 
Marriage, meet him with a Prefent for each of thcBl 
and at the fame time bring him the BriJa's Portion 
adorn'd with feveral Ornaments. Then the Parents 
on borh fides, and che Relations, with the two Spou- 
fes, fit down to a great Banquet : And at laft tn^y 
are conduced to a low Rod in with Curtains round 
pout where they goto Bed together. . 

Women of Quality afe kept fo verjr ftnA, w« 
their own Sons dare not go into their ChwaWt, 
When they go abroad; which is very feldow, « *^ 
Man, even the King himfelf, meet them by chan^ 
in the Way, he is oblig'd to retire, or he will 
himfelf to be bafely aWd by the Mob. 
. wharfocver dare fpcak with a Woman of Q^*^ 
without her Husband s Leave. In the N^^"^'"?: 
they chaw BreuX^ which they have always ^^^^.^ 
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cm, ind now and then a Slave rubs 'em. You can*!: 
diftinguiA rich Women from the Poor by their drefie 
For when they go abroad , they have a great 
piece of Linnen-Cloth or Silk Stuff wrapt about their 
Body, which reaches above their Breafts, and is girt 
aboQC their Middle with another piece of Linoen 
Clocfa. They go bare-foot, and have nothing upon 
their Heads, buc their own Hair tyM at the T<yp : fiac 
wlmtiiey ajSift at a great Feaft or CerfmoDy, tbey 

CaCrowQof Gold upoo their Heod^ and weair Brace* 
of Gold or Silver. 

Tbey are extraordinary neat, and walh themfelves 
four or five times in a day : For they never do any 
neceflary thing, or ly with their Husbands, without 
wa/hing themfelves all over, afid CYCi^ fwinuniog pub* 
iickly without being aHiam'd. 

This Cuftom of Bathing jmblickly, makes the Water 
very unwboUbme : For all forts of fick Perfoas^ even 
thole who are pox'd, wafli themfelves in it. Some 
btudimm having drank ibme of that Waier« fell ?ery 
lick, and fixne of 'cmdy'd* 

Tbe Womeo of Bamam are cxtieiinly lassy. Thc7 
ft all day long without doing any thing in tbe World. 
The Slaves do all the Work in the Houfc ; and the 
Men only fit upon Mars in the middle of ten or twenty 
Women, and chaw BetelL Every time they make 
Water, one of their Wives walhes and rubs the Mem- 
ber implo/d in that Evacuation, till he faith 'tis e- 
ooQgh. This (ore of Work and Ezercife pleas'd aiigh« 
tily the Governor, who took a great Pleafure to keep 
liis Wives long at that Work, And the Dtach were 
(oUtbathenegkdedBiany important A&irsfbrfo filly 

So the Men pafs their time away in diverting 

Aemfelves with their Wives : Sometimes their Slaves 
play before them upon a fort of Violin with three 
Strings. They alfo make ufe of Bafons which they 
fcwi with Sticks, minding the Cadences ; and the Wo- 
men dance a fmooth Dance without much Skipping, 
turning about very nimbly their Bodies, their Shouldeis 
and Arms. 

Moft Gcnpmoidy tbey dance in tbe Night*time: 

Then yoai»ear a terriUe Noife ^f Mufick Inftrumenie 

^ Bafon^. In the mom whUf^ cbqf Husbaqd fits upon 
*• ^ ^ ^ Mats, 
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Mats, an4 looks very ferioufly upon every one of his 
WiveSi who all endeavour to pleafe and divert him 
that tbey may have the Honour to lie with him that 
Night. 

The Magiftrates of Bantam keep their pubUck 
Meetings in thefalace after the Sun*fet, to adminiiker 
Jnfttoe CO every body. 7be Poor as vwU as the Rich, 
have Right to come and make their Complaints. Every 
one is ^lig*d to appear in Perfon, and plead his own 
Caufe. So there is no need of Atcornies or Counfellors | 
and the Suit is immediately difpatchd. 

The Criminals that are condemd'd to die, arety'd to 
a Poft and Stabbed. The Foreigners that commit 
Murtbers have that great Priviledge, to redeem their 
life by a Sum of Money ^ven to the Lord or Msir 
iler of the dead Man. This Law was made to keep 
Boreigners from leaving the Cbuntry. The i>uMk 
have enjoy'd that Priviledge, which was never granted 
to the Natives. 

They always treat about State Affairs in the Night- 
time, and with Moon-light they meet under a very 
iarge Tree, and the AlTcmbJy muft be at leaft com- 
pofed of five hundred Counfellors, when they refolve 
to impofe a new Tax of Money upon the Inhabi- 
tants. They tarry under that Tree till Moon-fet, then 
they part, and go to fied. And when they are up» 
they divert tbemfelves with their Wives tiU Din- 
ner. 

' After Dinner* they give Audience to any body that 
has a mind to prc^fe-any thing to the next Coundl. 

And when they meet again, they fet^ipon the Ground, 
the King or the Governor being fet in the middle. 
The King himfelf propofes what is to be done, and asks 
the advice of every one in particular. 

As to the affairs of War, the King calls to the 
Council all the General and under Officers, which 
are three hundred in number ; and if any thing con- 
fiderable, or fome great £xpedition is retolved ttpon» 
thefe 300 Officers command the InhalHtants, who 9- 
bey them £iithfully. If a great Fire happen, the Wo- 
men only without the affiftance of Men, are obliged 
to put it out, but all the Men are p^fenr^ and well 
armed to prevent any Robbery or Diforden 
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When any of the chief Noble-Men, whom ihey call 
Captains, goes to Court, he hath a Javelin or two, 
aini a Sword with a red or black Velvec Scabbard 
born before him ; and if any Slave of either Sex meet 
him walking with that Ceremony, they mvft ftcp afide 
and kneel down, till the Noble-Man is pafled. 

The People of Bantam are mighty I^food, and walk 
with great Pomp, having a fine and rich Handker- 
chief in their Hands, and a Turbant of fine Linnen 
Gloth of Bengale upon their Heads. Some wear a 
little Vclvcr, or a black or red Cloth Cloak. Their 
Poniards are ryed to rheir Girdle, cither behind Or be- 
fore, and it is the beft Weapon they make ufe of; 

They are always aaended by their Servants, one 
of whom carries a bunch of Betel, another a Cham- 
ber*Pot, and a third an Umbrella, which he holds o- 
Yer his Aiafters Head. They go bare-foot, and it if 
4 great Infamy among them, to walk abroad widi 
Shoes and Stockins on. But in their Houfes they wear 
Sides of red Leather made in China^ Malacca , or 
Am. whence they likewife import their Umbrella's. 

The InhabicaiKS of Java are naturally Falfe, Mali- 
dous, and lovers of Munher; they fpare no body's 
life when they are the ftrongeft. When a Man has kill'd 
another in a Quarrel, knowing that he liiuft certain- 
ly dye for it, he runs in the Streets with fucb a fury, 
that he wounds and kills every one be meets in his 
way, without fparing the Children , till the Mob 
catches htm , and delivers htm up to Juftice. But 
they feldom catch bim aliVe, fof they are afraid of 
being ftabbed, and it often happen s that the Morthe* 
w himfeif is ftabbed in many places. 

They are fuch nimble and cunning Thieves, that no 
Nation in the World can furpafs them. Their Hair 
and Nails arc always long, but they file their Teeth, 
They are of a black- brown Complexion , like the 
B n:({liansy being ftrong and well fliapcd. Their Face 
iS flat, their Cheeks broad and high, their Sye-Uds 
large ; their Eyes little, and their Beard thin. 

They are extraordinary dutiful to their Stt()efi6rs, 
ind eza&Iy. emeute thdur Orders,, even to the danget 
of their Life. They are fo Revengeful, that vifbtn 
ihey are WMnd«d by titeif .KMFttfiei^ Oky Mve ntf 
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reft till they have taken Vengeance of them, in kil- 
ling them , or dying themfelves upon the fpot. 

From this one would judge, chac they were bold and 
intrepid Soldiers ; but at the fttne time they don't 
know bow to handle a Cannon or Musket : it is cer- 
tain, that if they were able to doit, they would be 
Invincible. They have no other Weapons, but long 
Javelins, Poniards, broad Swords, Daggers, and Woo- 
den or Leather Bucklers. They have alfo a kind of 
Armor joyned with Iron Rings. Their Poniards are 
extraordinary well cemper'd, and as 'twere Enamelled. 
The King gives one to every £oy that^s five years 
old ; for they begin to wear it at that A^e. 

They have no Pay, only in time ot War the King 
allows them Cloaths, Arms, and Riotand Fifhfortbetr 
Diet. Moft oi the Soldiers belong to Noble-Men, or 
rieh Merchants, who command them to March, and 
Difarm them when they pleafe. They are very good 
for a (ixdden Expedition, and for a Surprife. 

The greateft Riches of the Gentlemen and great No- 
blemen, confift in having a great number of Slaves, 
for he who has the moft, is counted the MightieU 
and Richeft. The Slaves are never idle, having al- 
ways ibme work or other to do ; but efpecialiy that 
of cutting Wood for the handles of their Daggers, 
which are made of white Sanders Wood finely carved. 
They keep their Arms very clean and (bining, which 
they rub over with Poyfon, and make them To (harp, 
that they cut like Razors. 

They never fleep either in the Day or in the Night, 
without having their Arms laid under their Head ; nay, 
they iuftjr no body to touch them, for they miftrujft 
every body. And indeed they are in the right, for 
there is no Man, whether Rich or Poor, Mafter or 
Slave, but he is capable of an ill Defign, and of a 
barbarous ACkicn, nil of them being the moft Trea- 
cherous People in the World. A Brother never fpeaks 
with his Brother, without having his Poniard ready, 
and three or four Javelins and JBucklers in the Hail 
of bis Houfe. Some of them have Patereroes in the 
Yard, bat without any Ammonition to charge them. 

They make ufe of Trunks to fling poyfon *d Darts, 
the point of which being made of Fifli-Teech, is fo 
iharp and fo fmall, that when they (hoot at any body, 

ic 
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ft breaks and fticks in the Fleft, and i'o cauflng an . 
Inflammation and great Corruption, quickly occafions \ 
Death. However, fome of the Duuh who were fliot 
with thefe Darts, had the fecret to cure the Wounds, 
at which the lahabicants were amazed, for cfaey took 
*em to beMonaL 
Ve iatimaced abore, that the Inhabitants of that Coun- 

aluve no dezcericy in the ufe of Mutkeis ; of which 
give you only one Inftanoe. One of them being 
taught by a Dutchman^ to (hoot a Mnsket, v^t one 
of the Town to Hunt or Fowl, and mcering with a 
wild Bull, killed him, but at the fame time fell down 
himfelf, and broke two of his great Teerh, and his 
lowermoft Jaw, and after chat accident, he never made 
ufe of a Musket again. 

fiebiod the City of Banum^ and the Coaft oi Sun^ 
da, at the foot of a Mountain called Gmm Befar^ 
where the Pepper grows, there lives a good fort of 
People, who tormerly dwelt along the Mountain of 
l^dffkmm^ fitnatedtothe Eaftern end of Jm^a. Thefe 
Peofrfe being oppre^Vl by the Tyranny of their King, 
came a few years agoe with the confent of the King 
of Bantam, under fome Conditions, to fettle them- 
^ felves under the Mountain of Gonan Befar , where they 
have built a Town called Sura, in which their King 
refides. They have alfo built feveral other Towns* 
in and about the Neighbouring Country. 

They live together very peaceably, and apply them- 
felves to Manure the Ground. They eat nothing that 
hath life, following in chat the opinion of Pythagoras^ 
and the Maziois cf the Brackjnans or tnJUan Priefts. 
All the Intmbitancs of Java, were of the (ame opini- 
on before the Mahometan Religion got footing in that 
place. 

They are extream fober, and never marry ; their 
Cloathing is a large piece of white Paper, made of 
the Bark of Trees; girt about their Body's, with a- 
nother piece upon their Head. In Ihort, they lead 
a Pbilolophers life. They carry Pepper and Fruit to 
Bantam to felL 

There is another fort of People in Java^ who till 
the Ground, and farm the Kings Demefn, and Lords 
Eftates» paying them in Rice, or in Caxas. They call 
them Caftiva$ del the King s Capcift. 

O 2 Gentle* 
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Gentlemen and rich Merchants have their Faring 
and Country Houfes , wherein they keep Slaves to 
Manure and Improve the Ground, who bring to their 
MaftcTs air forts of Fruits, Pepper, Rice, Coco-Nuts, 
Hens, Goats, ^c. 

Sometimes the Slaves farm ihcfe Eftates, but they 
muft be very careAil and exad to pay their Mafter. 
For that reafon they .choofe rather to be Day -La- 
bourers, for they get 800 Cav^j in a Day befides their 
Diet, or 1000 without the Diet. Others have nothing 
but Vidualsand Cloaths. 

There are fome that work fix days for their Ma- 
fter?, and fix other days to maintain their Families, 
by Filling, Tilling the Ground, orbyany otherTrade, 
bur they muft be very faithful ; for if they cheat iheir 
Mafters in the Icaft thing in the World, they lell 
them, or tie a Log of Wood with a Chain about 
them, which they always carry i or eife puni(h them 
fome other way. 

The Women Slaves mufl likewife earn a certain 
Sum of Money for their Matters. Some fit every day 
in the Market, and fell all (oris of Commodities : 0« 
.thers Spin and Weave Linnen Cloth, and are all day 
long bufie in getting Money for their Mafters, and 

their Family. 

When ibcy have a mind to fell a Slave, they lead 
him from one Houfe to another, and he who gives 
moll, haih the Slave. They fell commonly tor five 
Fardos, that is about nine Livers of Dmch Money. 
The Children born of thefe Slaves, belong by right 
to their Matters, who may difpofe of them as they 
plcafe, but cannot kill them, wiihout the^ng'sor Go- 
vernor's confent. 

The Merchants born in Bantam Town arc very 
Cunning, great Diflemblers, and falfe CO Strangers, tho* 
they are more (inccre among themfelves. 

They very often adulterate Pepper, by mixing with 
it black Saiitl rir.j little Stones, to make it heavier. 
They trade in all the Neighbouring Iflands, where 
they Import ^ind Export feveral forts of Merchandife. 
They bring from the Iflnnds of Mr.cafJ'er and SombAi.i, 
a furt of Rice called Brafs , and give two hundred 
Caxas for the Gmtam or Mealure , which is thwe 
pounds weight HoUund Weighty and fell it again lor a 

thou' 
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tbottfand Caxas^ more or kfs accctrdiiig to the Seafoo, 
which makes but three pence, and nine Deniers Omtb 

Money. 

Great quantities of Coco are tranfporrcd from 5^- 
Unbuam to Bantam. Tlicy buy a hundred pounds 
weighc for a thoufand C^rjj, and feil it again in B^w- 
tam at the rate of eight pounds for a Santa, i. c. loo 
Caxa*s. They a!fo import great quantities of Oyl made 
of Coco-Nuts^ and put up in Earthen Pots, 

From J oar t am ^ Gerrki , Pati , ^uanu , and other 
Neighbouring places, they tranfpon a great deal of 
Salc» of which they buy 800 Gaufams for 1 50000 
Caxof^ and fell three Gsntams at Bantam for a thou* 
fand Caxat. Oftentimes they export it again to feve- 
ral places of Sumatra^ and exchange it for Lacca, Pep- 
per, Benjamin, Cotton^ Tortoife -(hells, and other Coa> 
modifies 

Sugar, Honey, and Bees-wax, come from Jucatra^ 
Japara , Cranaon , Timor^ Palimban^ and other places, 
and are fold in Bantam, 

Abundance of dry Fifli come alfo from Carz-ton and 
BandermaJJin. Crimata^ a Town (ituatcd to the Sou- 
therly end of the Ifland of Borneo^ fends ro B.intam a 
great deal of Iron. Bamica, a very high Idand, fur- 
niihed Banum with Pitch and Tar. Pcra and Gufe* 
ion, upon the Coaft of Mdaga^ near Cuia^ fumifhes 
Pewtar and Lead. Bjdi and Cambaia, fends then) Cot- 
ton and Callico Garments ready made. . 

The rich Merchants ftay at home, and never Tra- 
vel. When Ships are r^ady to Sail, they give a Sum 
of Money to the Mafters or Pifois, on condition to 
have it double, when they return fafc ; fometimes 
more or lefs, according as the Voyage is long or Ihort, 
of which they draw up Articles : And as loon as the 
Ship is return'd into the Harbor, tiic Merchant is im« 
meaiately paid, or in default of Payment, the Ma- 
fter gives his Wife and Children in Pawn, till the 
Merchant is fatisfied, except in cafe of Ship-wrack, or 
foch other Accidents. 

They write Contra(9s and all other Writings upoi^ 
Leaves of Trees, with an Iron Style or Pin, and then, 
roll them up ; but they bind Bcoks very neatly with 
little Cords, between two fine Boards. 1 hey alfo 
write upon China Paper of all colours, which is ex- 
tr^t()iaary ^e a^d ckau. Q ^ They 
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They have no Printiiig, but they wrire a very good 
Hand. Their Leccers or Charaders are cweonr in 
number, by which they ezprefs every thing. The Cba^* 
radars are Malaian^ for they fpcak the fame Lan- 
guage, which is eafie to fpcak and learn. All the /«- 
diansand the IJlandcrs underftand the MaUUn Tongue, 
But there are Schools at Bantam to learn Arabicl^ 
which is much in ufe there. 

The perfians at Bantam, whom the Javanefe call 
CdraconSf lubfift by trading in Drugs and Precious 
Stones. They arc very fine and knowing Merchants, 
of a fweec and civil Humour, True and Plain Deal^ 
era, loving Strangers, and the moft Obliging and Ho- 
nourable Men in the World. 

The jlrahUns ^ni Pegttans trade by Sea, they trans- 
port Merchandife from one Town to another, and 
buy a great quantity of China Wares, which rhey take 
in exchange for the other Merchandife they bring from 
the Iflands. 

The Malaians and Quiliins Merchants are Pawn- 
Brokers, and lend Money at a vaft Imereft. The 
Ga:{arates are poor, and ierve as Mariners, and iliey 
help the Brokers to put out their Money. 
# Ail thefe Perfrns of fo many difeeor Natioiis, are 
doathed with fine Callico, and i/^ar Turbaots. -As ' 
foon as a Stranger arrives at Bmtam^ he bays a Wife ' ' 
fijr his ufe, for the Day, and for the Night. And ■ 
when he returns, he fells her, bnt takes the Children I 
with him if fhe hath any, and gives the Mother liberty ' 
to marry whom ll:e pleafes. 

The Chiyin Merchant?:, as we faid before, live in a ' 
quarrer furroiinded wich ftrong PaliiTadoes , and a ' 
Marfli. Their Houfesare the fineft in the City. They ' 
are very Ingenious, and Diligent, and know their own ' 
Intere{V, as well as any Nation in BMntm ; they, keqi ! 
a good Table, but are lookt tipoo as great Uforers, as ' 
well as the Portu^u^s^e Jem. 

They buy Pepper at the firft Hand, and go from 
one Village to another with their Weights in their Hands 
to weigh it; and fo they buy it as cheap as they can, 
obferving carefully the condition and the need of the 
Sellers. When they have bought a great Stock, they 
embark it in Ch 'na Ships , which come for that pur- 
pofc. They fell commonly two Sacks for a C<ir/* and 
gave but the fame price for eight Sacks. Thefe 
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Thefe Ships come every year to Bantam in the 
Month of January^ and carry fifty Tuns. The Mo- 
ney they bring is currant in Bantam^ as well as in the 
whole Ifland of Java, and the other adjacent Iflarids. 
They call it Cas in MaUian^ and Pitts in the Java 
Language. It is of a very bad Allay, being thinner 
cban a Farthing, and withal, nothing but a piece of 
Lead melted, and mixed with a little Copper Drofs, 
whidi makes it fo brittle, that when you let a Bag of 
'em &1L moft of them break in pieces* And if yoa 
feave them only one Nighc in (ale Water, they cake 
and ftick together (b fiift, cbac you cannot part them 
without breaking of them. 

This Money is made in China^ in the City of C/j/w- 
cheo. It wasfirft tranfported to ^4^4 in the year 1390 
for the following Reafons. 

H^antai King of China, feeing that the great quanti- 
ty of Caxas coyned in the Reign of Hujfim his Pre- 
cteoeffi>r bad filfd all the Neighbouring Iflands, and 
were fo common, that his Subjedb did not know what 
ta do with them, for that they were not then currant 
in CUna it ielf, whefe the Peqple pay nothing in 
Money , but with Uctk bits of diiver , which they 
weigh againft CmJurK , or fmall red Beans which 
have a black fpoc on one fide. fVantai I fay, found a 
remedy for this inconvenience, by making the Cax^ 
r» of a worfe Allay than they were before, to the 
end, that their apcneiis ta break, might reader them 
fcarcer. 

But this Contrivance proving infufficient to fink *en:> 
in time. King Hmmim who fucceedcd H^antai^ mdt? 
ed them all again, and made their Allay yet wor$^, 
when the fiutob were at Bantam, This is the reatbq 
why the Caxai are valued fo litde. They are {mn^* 
ed in the middle, and ftring*d with little twifts of 
Straw, two hundred in one Twift, which is called 
Santa, and is worth nine Deniers. Five Santas tied 
together, make a thoufand C^.v^tj, or a Sapocn. The 
Dutch had twelve or thirteen thoufand of 'em for a 
piece of Eight. 

The old Caxas are moft all broke and melted, and 
are no currant Money. When the new ones came out, 
(bey gayr loooo of them for fix $a^ of Pepper: 

P 4 ^ 
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but now that the China Ship<; are arrived, you haV6 
looooo for two Sacks, or two and a hnlf. 

Jhcfe Ships import likewKe Qhin.i Ware, both fine 
courfe. When they arrive, you may buy five of 
great Difhes of the two forts for a thoufand Caxas^ 
which is about Six- pence ; bur if you (lay longer, you 
have but two or three^ and hardly chat for the fame 
price. They alfo bring fine fowing Silk of all co- 
lours* and little pieces of fourteen or fifceeti Ells of 
Stlk Stuffs, and feveral other curious Mercbandife. 

Wlicn they return back they lade them with Pep* 
per, all the I.acca that comes from To'ombaon, Anil, 
Sanders Wood, Nutmegs, Cloves, Torroife Shells, of 
which they mnkc in China very fine Trunks and Ca- 
binets, and Elcph.inrs Teeth , ot which they make 
Chairs fo well wrought, that they are more valued 
than Silver ones, and the Mandarins and Viceroys make 
ufe of them. 

The Chiiid Merchants at Bantam^ diftill a great deal 
of Coed Wine to make Brandy, which is very good. 
Tbofe of them thart the Dutch faw there, had a very 
ordinary Meen ; they had great Eyes, the Skin ftretcht 

upon a flat Face, a broad Forehead, and long black 
Hair tied, and twifted together over their Head, with 
a little Net over it, which is very fine, being made of 
Horfe-hair, and tyed very hnrd 

They have very little or no Beard. As for their 
Religion, way of Living, Manners, and other Quali- 
ties« we (hall touch upon thefe hereafter. 

Every body knows that the Porf9tgue:(e have traded 
in the Eaft'-lndks^ thefe fcore years and above. 
Accordingly they built l?orts in all the places where 
they thought to gain anylProfir. Moftof thofcFort^ 
ftand to the Weft of the Streight of Malacca. But 
ihcy could not build any in the Iflinds, which lye 
on the Eaft of that Srreight, nor in China, nor in Ja^ 
p.m. They have fprcad themfelves over all the In- 
dies, and trade by Sea from one place to another in 
Fnflcs, which arc very light Vcffcls. 

They live in Bantam, in the lame Part of theTo^ 
where the Cbi$M Merchants live, neither of thefe two 
Natio: $ being permitted to dwell within the Walls. 
Their Commerce is chiefly in Bepper, Ciovc^,. Not* 
juegs, Sanders Wpodi long Pepper, and other Drug) 
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thar grow in the E.^fl-Jnaics. They give in exchange 
Lmnen Cloth, and L>ther Commodiries fenc to them 
by their Superiors from Md icca ; tor tho(t o( Bantam 
are but Fadi:ors to the Governor at Mdlacca^ or to 
ihe Arcbbiihop of Goa^ or to fotne ocher rich Mer« 
chants. 

They have no Cbnrch or Chappel in Bmum. Bnc 
they have fome at Fanaruean^ where ixony Inhabitants 
have embracod the Chriftian Religion. They v9ezt 
long Breeches after the Indian and Perfian mode ; but 

ihcy go barefoot attended by their Slaves, one of whom 
holds an Umbrella over their Head. 

They have Fuftes and threat Gnlleys at B.rw^*t;7j, but 
they can hardly preferve them, for they crack and o- 
pen, though they keep thcni under a Roof to prevent 
fucb Accidents. They make ufe of tbem upon Expe- 
ditions or Sieges, but *tis a long while before they gee 
em ready to iaiL 

Their Galiots are mnch like thofe in Europe » fa- 
ving that they have only a Gallery at the Srern, and 
the Slaves or Rowers fit by themfelves under the 
Deck, in Chains. The Soldiers are abDve them upon 
the Deck, that they may fight with more liberty. They 
have two Ma&s, and four Patereroes planted in the 
fore-part. 

The Praos or Pirogues ferve to Cruife and Guard 
all the Iflands againft Pirates and other Accidents ; they 
alfo make ufe of them to run Goods without paying the 
Duty. They have a Deck naade like a Roof of a 
Hooife, as well as the Pleafure-Barges, and no body 
can go to the Stern« bat by going over the Deck. 
They have a great Maft, atid a Muszen-Maft, at the 
top and bonom of which is a long Reed. The Sails 
are made of twifted Herbs, or Leaves of Trees. Six 
Men row at the forepart, and two fit at the Stern to 
fleer ; for they have two Helms, one on each fide, and 
a Reed in the middle fattened with a Rope under 
the Stern. All Jon^ues, and the Other Veflelsofthat 
Country, hav^alfo two Helms. 

Jonques have a Sprit-Maft, a Fore-Maft, a Great 
Malt, and a Mizzen-Maft ; as alfo a Deck made like 
the Roof of a Houfe, which (belters them from the 
Sun, the Rain, and the Dew. They have no other 
Appartinems befides tl)e Capcaio's , or the Mafter*$ 
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Chamber, and but a Bok-fpric Sail in the fore*p?Mt« 
The Hold is divided into feveral Partitions, wherein 
they flow the Goods ; and 'lis in cbis place ibac their 
Chimneys are. 

The Mariners of Bantam have no Sea Map^ £or 
they done know how to ufe them. It is not hxig 
fince they made ufe of the Compafs, and they are be- 
Iralden ta ihtPonugui^jB fork. JFormeiijr they knew 
bttC eight Rumbs of Wind^ becaufethefe itfc bat two 
Girdind Wind*, wUrb blow all the year hmg. One 
of thefe is the North-Eaft, which they call Ceilaon^ 
and which continues from OEiober, to the end of March* 
then the Currents run with fuch Rapidity towards 
the Eaft, that in that time the Dutch failed eleven 
days without advancing forward. The other is the 
£a{t-South-£aft, called by them Timor, which blows 
all the reft of the year, and the Ctirraits carry them | 
to the Weft with the fame violence, as they didbe^ j 
fore totheEaft. 

No body holds the Helin, but two Pilots, who al» 
ways coaft along, fo tbey need na Sea-Maps. A 
world of thefe Pirogues are made tti Bandermaffm, a i 
Town in the Ifland of Borneo^ where you may buy 
one laded with Bees- wax, Rice, dry Fiih, and other ' 
producSs of the Country, at a cheap rate. ! 

They build a great many Foifts, called Cutburs at 
Lajfaun, a Town in Java^ fituated between Chard" ' 
on and Japara, where they have pknty of good Tim- 
ber. In fine, there is a great quantity of Ships in tfa^ | 
> EaJi'Indtes, but fo fmall, that the biggeft Jmque the ' 
ihach there faw, did not carry above forty Tuns. ' 
Bat the Ships of Cbin^ and Pr^/ are larger. ' 

There is in ?4<v4 a fort of Boats which run fo faft, ; 
that it is altnoft incredible. They are made of the Bo- ' 
dy of a hewn Tree, very (harp before, and round un- I 
derneath ; and leaft they fhould over-turn, they put ' 
on both fides of the Boat two big Reeds, at the di- 
ftapce of a Fathom from her, tying them to two flicks, 
which are faftened to the forepart, and to the Stern, 
and by that means the Boat cairries fo great a Sail, 
that one admires to fee it nm, and to perceive that 
when mder fail, flie is nor over-fet by the Wind. But 
in cafo of foch an accident, there would be no great 
danger, foe the Inhabhants qm fwim my w^ll. 

When 
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When they travel by Sea, ihcy always take their 
Wives with them, and i hey wonder'd lo Utt t)^ Dutch 
in (b long a Voyage without their Wives. To ob* 
lige the Umeb^ they once Cent them a Woman on board, 
bat the Dmcb fent her back again. 

As for the Animals found in the Ifland of Java^ 
firch are Elephants, which they tame very eafily, and 
let out afterwards to work ; and the RhirKDceros, which 
are great Enemies of the Elephants, and have Horns 
over their Nofes, which preferve from any Poyfon, 
according to the Opinion of fome Aucliorf» anid of 
which the Dutch bought fome pieces. 

The Ifland of Jaifs hath plenty of Stags and Hinds, 
bnc k is very hard to ciecl^them, becanfe of the thick* 
nefr ot the Woods, except you kUl tbem wiib Fnfils, 
which the Inhabitants make no ufa o£ Thm is alfo 
z great quantity of wild Balls, BttiOcs, and wiU 
Boars , befides tame Bulls, Cows and BuAs, wbkb 
give a great deal of Milk, not to mention ihdr nume- 
rous Sheep, and delicate Goats. 

In the remoieft parts of Java^ you find feveral forts 
of Apes and Wheafees, which divert the Travellers by 
their Poftures. You alfo find a great many wild Pea- 
cocks, Parrots, and an infinite number of Birds. 

The Rivers are h\\ of Crocodiles, who attack Men 
upon the Water, and drag them to the bocmm. The 
Ckmefe have a fecret of ottdiuig, taming, and fiitning 
tbem, andchey fay tbrirFIefll eats very well, i 

You likewife find a world of Civet-Cat* , which 
they call Caftory, but the Inhabitants don't know the 
life of Musk, as they do in Guinea, where it is whi- 
ter, finer, and far better than any where elfe. 

In the Ifland of Java and Madagafcar, we met with 
a great many Cameleons. The Dutch found a Sala- 
mander in a Tree, in a little Ifland in the Bay of 
Jimm Gil : She was two Spans in length, and had a 
very iharp Snout, great Eyes, the Back and the Tail 
long and fmooch, and four great GhwsL This was a 
homdand drtadfiil fpedade* 

The Oif^ bonght in the Uand of Sama^ Maria ^ 
two little Beafts ot the bighefs of Rabbets, which had 
a Iharp fnouc, and did grunt like Hogs. Their Body 
was cover*d with Hair ftanding on end like the Quills 
of Porcupines, th^y bj|d but ihort Fei^, and wer^ ve- 
ry 
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ry eager. They carch'd them in a Canal of falc 
Water, becwceo that Idand and another which is near 
It 

Upon the So^utherly Coaft of MtJagafear^ you fee 
a world of little Cats, who live upon a fort of Fruic 
called Tiim0rins , which groweth upon Palm-Trees. 
They have a lon^ Body, a fliarp Snout, ihort Feet, and 

a Jong fpocted Tail. 

There is two forts of Pullets in Java ; feme are 
like ours in Europe, and others are half Turkeys, 
being of a ftrange 5/>faV/ ; for they are fo cholerick, 
and fight one againft another wirh fo great fury, that 
the Inhabitants take a great delight to fee them, ty- 
, ix>g little Lancets to the Spurs of the Gxrks , till 
one haih kiil'd the other, and they bet very high up- 
on the event. The owner of the Viifkorious Cock 
becomii^ Matter .of th^i; char it killed, brings it home 
and eats it. I'he Du^b found alfo in^ a Cm 
of well rafted Fowl, whofe Flelh and Bones and Fea- 
thers were black. 

' You fee a great quantity of Elephants in Ethio" 

* pidy and in the Stares of Prefter John, behind the I- 

* fland Mofnmblck^, where the Cafres and Negros kill 

* them to fell the Teerh to the Portugtte:{e. You find 
' alfo many of thein in the Indies, and efpecially in 

* Pegu, whefp they hunt them with a great multitude 

* of People, and tame fi(ephants. They drtre them 

* into an incbted place, a thoufaod ata tiknl:, ^ke as 

* ftiany as tfaqr want, and let the reft go* . 

* They, tame them by degrees , by Tbiseatnings, 

* Hunger, Thirft, and other Methods, till they un- 

* derftand the Voice of their Teacher ; then they 

* anoint them with Oyl, wa(h them, and ^ivc them 

* any thing they love to eat, which makes them at 

* laft as tame and as fubmimvc, as any Man can be, 

* and indeed one may fay, they waot nothmg but 

* Speech, J 

' The beft and the moft underltanding Elephants in 
' the World, are found in the IQand of Cejkn, and if 

* believe^ the Indians^ the other Elephants reipec^tbcm. 

* All manner of Burden$, as Tuns, Sadts, Tacks, (§c* 

* Aie tranfported from one place to another by Ele- 

* phants. The Carrier rides on the Neck of the Ele- 
. *phanc, ,with h^ Feet tender I^i^fars^ an4 a Hooic in 

• ' * his. 
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* his Hand, with which he pricks him in the Head be- 

* tween the Ears, where the Tefticles arc placed, and 
' thar makes tbem fo fenfible, and fo caiie co be ca* 
'med. 

I * When the Elephant is brought near ihe Load he 
I * is CO carry, the Carrier cyingcbe Pack with a Cord , 
' orders him to take it up. The Elephant prefently 

* takes up the Cord- with his Trunk, turns it with 

* hi$ Teeth , draws the end of the Cord into his 

* Month, and fo carries the Pack. Bat if you would 

* iiave him carry it a Ship-board, then the Elephant 
, 'goes to the Water- fide, and throws the Load into 
I 'the VefTel ; but if ir is a Tun, he goes to fetch fome 
1 * ftones with his Trunk, and placing them under the Tun, 
I * he gives a puili to it with his Teeth, to try whether

* The Elephants feed upon Rice and Water. They 
Mie down to fleep, and bend the Knees, and other 
' Members like other four-footed Animals. In the Win* 
' ter when it begins to Rain they turn hot, and grow fo 
' furious, that it is impoifible to rule them? In that 

* cafe they take them out of the Town to the Fields, 

* where they tie them by the Legs to a hu|e Tree 
*with an iron Chain, and leave them there till their 
*fijry is over, which lafts from jifril till September. 

* Afterwards they are as tame as before. You ought 
I * to take a great care not to aflront or hurt them, for 

* they never forgive till they are revenged. 

*The Inhabitants of Ceylon and Pegu, wage War 

* with Elephants. They tie Swords to their Teeth, 

* and lay wooden Towers over their Backs, wherein 

* are five or fix Men to ftoot with Arrows Ojr Mufc 

* kets. It is ftrange, that thefe great and ftrong Ani- 

' mab are frighted at the fight of a Cat, a Moufe, . 
^ or- an Indian AnL They have perhaps a natural ap* 
•prehenfion, that they would get into their Tnink. 

* When they have a mind to couple, the Mak gets 
*ona high Ground, and the Female under. When 

* they travel, they m^ke fo great a noife with their 
*Feet, and with the Ihaking of their Ears, that one 

* may hear them a great way off. 

* t7pon occafion they run as faft as a Horf^. They 
' are Ambitious and Proud, but never forget any kind- 
' ^ii dtfne to them, exprei&ng fometimes dieir Gcaii- 
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tude, by bowing down their Head to cheirJBeoefai^orss 
when they pafs by their Houfes. 

* As for the Bjnnocercte^ called Abada by the Indians^ 
you find many of them in Bengalc, and Patane. They 
are lefler. and not (b hiph as Elephants, and have 
over the Nofea Ihort Horn, which is (harp at Ac 
end, and thicker near the Nofe, being of a deep 
blewifli or whitUh colour. Their Snout is much 
like that of a Hog ; their Skin is wrinkled, which 
makes them look as if they were all over fcaly. 

* When they drink, all other Animals who arepre- 
fent muft forbear drinking till they have done. They 
cannot drink without dipping their Horn in the Wa- 
ter, becaufe it is fo near the Mouth. Their Horn, 
Teeth , Nails, Flefli, Skin, Blood, and even their Ex- 
crements, are very much valued, and foaghtfor by 
the Indians^ as a fovereign Remedy for many Oi- 
ftempers. Some are of opinion, that Rhinooerotet are 
the lame as the Unicorns » which were fo com- , 
mended bv the ancients, tbo' never yet fees in any 
place of the World. 

* The ancient writers thought, that the Camelions , 
lived upon the Air and the Wind. You fee a great j 
many oi them in the Indies^ and rhey never hurt any | 
body. Pliny reports, that the Camclion hath the fi- 'i 
gure and fliape of a Lyon, though no bigger than j 
a Lizzard. He is eight or nine Inches long from , 
Head to Tail, and about five Inches thick. His Legs , 
are three Inches in Length. His Skin is rough, and , 
lull of little knobs, and the Back bone very flm*p. 

* The colour of Cametions changes according to 
the feveral Obje<fts they are oppofed to, for natu- \ 
rally they are of a blackilh colour. They roll their j 
Eyes perpetually, and very quick, but have no Eye- 
lids. We know by Experience, that they live upon 
little Flies which they catch, and caft out fixcrc- , 
ments. 

*Ali over iht Indies there's an infinite multitude of \ 
Ants, which do incredible Mifchief. You cannot I 
leave any thing in the World in their way, whether 
Cloaths, Linnen Cloth, (Sc. but it is preiently co- 
ver'd with Ants, they will eac through a Loaf of 
firead in a Moment. To avoid fudi Mifchiefs, the 
Ittiimi Trunks or Capboards ftand oS the Qround 
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^upon lictle Pillars, and under each Pillar cbey put 
] a Pan full of Warer, which muft be always kept 
fall, and the Trunk or Cupboard muft not touch the 

* Wall, or elfe cbe Ants will fpoil all chat is in them. They . 
' put alfo the fame Pans fall of Water under the Bedftedls 
'and Tables, tofecarethemfelvesagainfttbem. Thofe 

* that keep Birds, are alfoobliged to perch them upon a 

* long ftick made on purpofe, with VcfTels full of Wa- 

* ter underneath, or the Birds will be eat up by the 

* Ants. There is another kind of Inre6l:s which is red, 

* and about an Inch long, and creeps upon the Ground, 

* doing a great deal of mifchief to the Trees and Herbs. 
la^sva and other Countries of the In dies there grows 

acenain Tree called F4^/ by the AraUms^ Pinan by 
the Malatans, and Artequtm by cbe Fortuguev^e. Upon 
the Fmic of this Tree they trade nughtily in the Indies^ 
and cfpedallY in theCdnfitries where it doth not grow. 
It b mtich like the Coeo^Tree^ bac a little tbhmr, witb 
narrower and (horter Leaves. 

It's Fruit refembles Dates : it is covered firft with 
Hulks, till ic begins to flower ; then it opens, and the 
Hulks fall, while the Fruit hangs upon the Boughs, 
fome of which are bigger, fome leffer. 

They have no particular tafte, but fill your Mouth 
with moifture, rendering it red as Blood, and the 
Teeth black. The Indians file their Teeth, and rub 
diem with a certain Herb, which makes them as white 
u Ivory. The Natives of Jopm and other luiiims^ 
eat that Fruit like the leaves of Betet^ mixing it witb 
a fort of Lime made of Oyfter-fliells burnt, but in fiv 
fmall a quantity, that they can get no harm by ir. 

Betel groweth like Pepper, Peafe, or Hops, running 
to the tops of Trees or Reeds, the Stalk is thin and 
eafie to break : The Leaves much like thofe of C/- 
tron Trees, but longer and lharper at the end, with 
Threads or Filaments. The ripeft are counted tlie 
beft, though fixne Women don't love them to ripe, 
becaufe they eat more crifp. 

You feldom fee any Natiff of or an Imlim^ but 
he is chawing BHtl and Arecca^ mist together with 
Lime. They cannot forbear it, even when they fpeak 
to the King, or to any NoWc-Men. The firft and 
greaceft Regale lo all Vifiters is the BeteL Kings, 
Lords, and rich ^cq, when they go abroad^ or ftay 

ac 
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0t home, iitcing or ftanding, have always a ServanTj 

who carries a little filver Kettle full of Bctel^ with aU 
its Necedarics, vi:(. fevcrai Arcccas^ and little Tongs 
to break them when they are harU, and a little BojS: 
full ot Lime. 

When an EmbAffador goes to the King's Audience, 
be finds him always upon his Bed, or fitting upon the 
Ground upon a Carpet, with an Officer by him, who 
holds in a Kettle fome Bctet^ which the King chaws 
continually, and fpits out into a (iiver fiafoo, which 
another Officer holds by him.: and it is a great bo- 
noor when he invites the Eoibai&dor to chaw fome 
Betel with htm. 

In (horr, the Indians arc fo much ufed to it, that 
they would think it impoinble to hve without Betel ^ 
for they not only chaw it in the D^y-time, but alfo 
in the Night when they are awake. They fay it 
ftrengthcns the Stomach, hardens the Gums, and itops 
Vomiting, a Diftemper very common in that Country, 
if not prevented by BefeL 

They alfo aflare you, it is very r^od againft aftink-^ 
ing Breath, and the Scurvy , and indeed yoo fee very 
few Indians fickot chat Difeaie ; nay, thcotdeft Peo- 
ple will tell yoo, they never had eirtier the Tooth-ake 
or rotten T^eth. 

Women never go to Bed wir'i rhcir Husbands with- 
out chawing Betel^ thinking ic is very good for the 
lix)rt. 

It is fold in every corner of the vStreets, and in all 
the Shops, even in the traveiiing Roads ready pre- 
pared, that is to fay, with Arecea and Lime; fome 
add for thofe that love it C4/# , i. e. a kind of lic- 
t'c Cake or Fritter, made of a certain Wood* or Tree* 
They take firft a piece of Arecca^ and a( Cate^ which 
they chaw a Utcle« then they take a liale leaf of Betcl^ 
flipping it oflT its ftrings with the nail of the Thumb, 
which they let grow not round, as in Europe^ but co 
a fharp point for this purpolc : after that they powder 
thefe Filaments wi:h Lime, and then roll ic together, 
and chaw ic. The Sj^ittle that they void, is like black- 
Blood, which comes from the Arcc-ca^ but they fwal- 
low the moifture that comes from the reft. 

The Portugueses Wojnen are fo uCed to it now, ibat 
<bey are as greedy ol; Betel , aft the IndiiUt Wo^ 
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men. There is a great plenty of it in an Ifland be^ 
hind ciie' Soreighc of Sunda, called Seveffi, where 
it grows Aaturally, without being planted. The In* 
haSic^tic^ of Javd fail rhtther, and lade dieiif Pirogues 
with it. However being Wee, tbey <2ahnoc take ic» 
«^ dtan it wkfaottt great cnmbfe ; for ic 1^ tWifted with 
Nettles^ and when 70a have taken out the Nettles, 
yoa mud be three or fdur days to make it fit to be 
tranfported. 

The Arecca, befides the qualities above mentioned, 
makes one drunk, when you have chaw*d a certain 
. quantity of it; for then you areas fadled, as if you 
had drunk Wine all day long, fiuc yjcm are well agaiii 
fai a little time. 

The Ifland of Java pfodaceth aUb a Ibrt of excel- 
knt fruit called Mang9. It groWeth upon l^eet 
mach like Walnut-Trees, with ftiaoy Boughs, but 4, 
iiew Leam. It it about the bignels of a Goofe-Egg, 
long, and of a green yellow colour, fome times reddifh. 

It has within it a big ftone, with a pretty long ker- 
nel, which is bitter when you tafteic raw ; but when 
roafted upon Coals, has the tafte of an AcOrn roafted. 
It is extraordinary good againft Worms, and the BIoo-^ 
dy Flux. Mango is ripe in O^ohr^ Novftnber, and 
December^ and is very plentiful. When it is ripe and 
foil grown, it is better than the beft Peaches. 

They pickle them when they are green, with Gar- 
lick afid green Ginger, and eat them as- we do Olives. 
So prepared, tbey tafte rather ifaafp than bitter, and 
they call them Mangss Aehar. There is another 
fan of MangM^ whiof xbt Pmugue:^e call Maugm Bra^ 
^as, Ic is a (harp poyfon, with which they poyfon one' 
another; tor if you do but caft it you die prefently, 
and there is no remedy yec found againft it. Thar 
fatal fruit is of a lively green colour, and full of white 
juice. The ftone is cover d with a hard Peel, and it 
is about the bignefs of a Quince. 

Ananes are a fine Fruit, and indeed the b^ in the 
Indies. They grow near the ground, upon a fliarp 
weU-fpnead Plant, much lik^ the Sempervive tn Sfain : 
tfaejr are green at firft« then while they are ripening 
diey grow yeDow or Ciold odbur^ Md reddilk. They 
oper^ Jifce aPi^Apple,- and for that reafon, tl!6 Spei'i 
niAfds €9likAi)^mPinm vaMraiU-^ bttt [bey arr foh/ 
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and eafie to cut. They are yellow on the infide, and 
of an agreeable fmell ; if you dip them in Wine they 
taft like Peaches ; but you muft not eat niany of them, 
for being very cool, they are Aguifb. The juice is 
fo (harp, that i£ you leav^ the Knife that: cut. it only 
one Night withoucwq^ it, it isaUwer* mfty the 
next day. . " 

A little bunch pf kaVes grows aboiu ths Fr^kt 
v^hich being planter! grows again, and brings forth 
Fruit , though you keep it a fortnight dry# The 
Canarins C2i\l ii Ananafa ; the Braj^tlians, from whence 
it came firft, Nafia^ and in Hi/paniola^ and the other 
parts of America^ it is called Jajama, 

It is as big as a Citron, or a little Melon, and has 
a fine colour, and good tafte, afar off it looks like an 
Artichoak, but its leaves don't prick. The Plant that 
produoeth it is about the l^neis of a Sf^nifh Car^ 
JuuSf and hath much fuch another Root. JBach Plane 
brings forth but one fruit that grows in tbetoiddteof 
the Stalk, and a fisw fniaU ones upon the fides, wfaich 
come ibmetimesto be ripe. 

It is of an eafie Digeftion, but when you eat too 
many, it heats the Blood, and caufes a great pain in 
the Gums. It ripens in Lent-time : its Juice tafts like 
fweet Wine, which makes it fo pleafant to eat, and 
really it is the beft aad the moit delicate fnut io the 
World. 

Samaca is another fort of Fruit which groWeth in 
Java. It has the bignefs of a Lemon, with a rcddiA 
greeo, being full of Juice, and of a iharpifli tafte ; 
within it has a little black ftone, its Leaves are tte 
tfaofe of a Lemon-Tree, but a little rounder^ They 
prcfene them with Sugar, and make ufe of them as 
ium.iritis againft Inflammations, and burning Fevers. 

You find alfo in Java plenty of T.tmarins, or Ta^ 
marinthds, a fruit which growcth upon high and large 
Trees, the Leaves of which are like Burnet Leaves, 
only they are longer. The Flowers arc at firft red, 
like thofe of Peach and Almond-Trees, but afterwards 
they grow white, and have long Fibres, out oi which 
the fruit is formed. 

When the Sun fets, the Leaves gather louiifl the 
Fruit to preferve it from the Cold, and as fooii as it 
tiles in the Morning, they open agAin* Tiie Fruit is 
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green at firft/buc when iris ripe and dry. iris Aft- 
eokmred and Reddilh. 'Tis cover*d with green faiiski 
about an Inch long, of a cawny brown colour. The 
tafte -of the Frait fliarp , and rnaxH like that of 
dry'd Flum^ In every bosk there are four or five 
Beins af a brown colour, wUch on the our fide are 
covered with what they call Tamarinbo^ a forr of clam- 
my fubftance, fticking to ones Fingers, wirh which 
the Indians feafon their ftcwed Meat. It is really an 
excellent Sawce, and ferves them as Verjuice in ma- 
ny pares of Eurofe^ for it has a (harpiih audi pleaianc 
uite. 

Tamarims grow ill barren ground, Phyficians miake 
iife of thenil againft continual Fevers, Coftiveneft, and 
the beat of the Lifir and Reins. iRibfe but a Itcde 
at Night in Water, drink it the next Morning, it wlU 
oertaimy loofen your Body very gently. They pickk 
dieoi with Salt, or preferve them with Sugar co fend 
them to Europe. 

There is a world of Tamarhs in the Southerly part 
of Mid^^ifcar^ where they grow very fine and large, 
being the ordinary food of the Natives. The name 
Tamarins comes from Arabia , where they call the 
Daces Tamar, therefore they call them Tanfdrindiy that 
Is to fay, Indian Dates ; but the Inhabitants of Java 
call them Sunda AJfa ; thofe of Madagajcur figiti $ oi 
Maiabar^ Pafy^ and the other /if^i«ifi» Amtify* 

The Trees are much like Chefnut or WafaratTfeet, 
fan of Leaves, and of a ffrong compa<ft Wood. Tb€ 
Fruit hangs like (heaths of Knives, only they are bent 
like Bows. 

* When you tranfport Tarriarins, you muft take them 
out of the husks, and make balls of them as big as 
your Fift. They arc mighty cheap in the Indies^ for 
there is great plenty of them. 

We faid before, that the P^cpper Plant which grow^ 
in^ Java, runs upon gfeat Reeds called by the Inhabi-^ 
tants MtnbuSy the infide of which is full of a Sub&ance 
called Tahaxir : However the Dutch, -bating cut fonoer 
of rfaem, found nothing iit (befe Reedn. The reafonl 
why thef Mmbm of Java bavef no Tdtdxsr , is yes 
fmknown , perhaps it hath not been well exami^ 
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However it is certain, that abundance of thofc Reeds 
grow along the Coaft of Malabar^ efpecially in Coroman" 
del^ Bifnajrar, and Malacca^ wtuch pcoducctb a fub- 
ftance called by the Indians^ Sacar Msmbur, Sugar of 
Mamhir; which is much valued by the Arabians, Fet» 
fiansy and Mb0r#, who fall it T^Mxhr^ chat is do iay^ 
white Juice, for it relembles oinUed Milk. 

The Reeds or Trees whidi produce T^haxsr^ are 
as high as Poplar- Trees ; their Bows grow ftraic up 
to the top ; the Leaves are a little longer than O- 
live Leaves ; the Trunk as big as a Mans Thigh, 
and commonly as high as the higheft Houfes in the 
Cities. The Joynts or Knots of the Trunk, are a 
Span and a half diftant one from another, and be- 
tween the Joynts groweth that admirable white fub- 
flamce called Tabaxir. It hath a Phyfical virtue againft 
to maoy Olftempers, that is fold for ks wtighc in Sit- 
m in Arabi^ and Perfia. 

The Indidm make ufe of it againft Claps, Cancers* 
and odier Venereal IXftempers . as well as bnming 
Feavers, Chdicks, and Bloody Fluxes. They make 
alfo their little Boats of rhe body of a Tree, which 
holds but two People : they leave a knot at each end, 
and excavate the reft. Men who row the Boat are all 
naked, one at each end with a pair of little Oars, 
and row extreamly faft even againft the Currents. 
They are fo Superftitious as to believe, that chofe Boats 
are never attackt by the Crocodiles. 

The Fruit called by tht Maldians Duriam^ and which, 
as they think, groweth only in Malacca, and there* 
abours, grows likewife in Java. The Tree wfaicfa pro- 
duceth it is called Batan^ h^mg as high as the higbeft 
Apple-Tree, its Wood hard and compact, and tfae 
Bark gray : ir has a great many Boughs, and bears a- 
bundance of Fruit : The Flowers called Biuu:, are of 
a yeilowifti white colour, the Leaves being a Span 
and a half long, and two or three Inches thick, are 
ragged abour, of a pale green on the out fide, and live- 
ly green on the in fide. . • v . 

The Fruit is as bgg as a Melon, being coyer*d with 
a hard Peel, and guarded wich fmall iharp points { Its 
out-fide is green, and ftreaked as feveral Melons are. 
The infide hath four Cavities, with four or five (hells 
like little Boxes in each of them ; and each of tbefis 
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ftcUs contains a Fruit as white as Milk, as big as an 
Egg, and bener rafted iban the Sjumifl^ MmtjMr Bi^up^ 
only *tis not fo fofc nor fo moift. 

The yellow or white ones are not good , being 
^iled by the Air, and the Rain. They doo'c keep, 
and yonmiiff eat them when the peel begins to open. 
Each Frmt hath a ftone as big asa Peach ftone, but 
HOC good to eat* If yon are not ufed to it, you will 
not like it, for it fmells as ftrong as Onions, but it 
ufts fo well, that it is counted one of the beft, and 
the wholfomeft Fruits in the Indies. 

The Antipathy between Duriaon and Betel is extra- 
ordinary, and reniarkable. If you put bur one Leaf 
of Betel among a Load of Dwriaon^ it will certainly 
fpoU it, and rot it all pcefeody ; and if you have cat 
too much of that Fniir, and ate Sick or it, pat only 
a Leaf of Betel upon your Scomach^ and you will be 
immediately cored. 

The Tree called Lmuor croweth alfo io Java in 
great mantities ; it is of the tame namre as the Coca* 
T^ee. It's Leaves arc five or fix Foot high , and fo 
fmooth, that you may write upon them with a Pen- 
cil or a Pin. The Inhabitants make ufe of them as 
we do of Paper. They have befides that, another fore 
of Paper made of the Bark of Trees, but they ufe 
that only to wrap up Packs. 

Cuiebe gfoweth only in ^ava, upon the Coaft of 
Sunda. 'Fhey call it Cucuonbi^ and Cttmoe. The othes 
Indiums call it Cuba Chini^ becaufe the China-Mcr* 
chants tranfported it to other Conmries, before ti^e Por^ 
^fff^ came into the Indies. 

j^bis Fruit growetfa only in barren places. ThePIano 
twines and mas up upon high Trees like Pepper : the 
Fruit grows in bunches like Grapes, with a Stalk to 
each of 'em. The Inhabitants of Java value it very 
much, becaufe it growetb no where clfe But there 
is fo great plenty of it, that it cofts little or nothing. 
It is very good againft Rheums and Cold of the Sto- 
mack , and for clearing the Bread of Phlegm. The 
JMocn mix it with Wine, and lay it provokes to Luft. 
It hath likewtfe other qoaliues, which we pais, by for 
brevities fake. 

Mmgofiam $xt alio an eioeUent Fruit ; they reiemble 
the Skws that grow b$re vpon Hedges, an4 have a 
very plealant afi&. P 3 T^^? 
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The Herb called Talaffc in Java^ and Lnlade in the 
Malaian, never brings forth any Flowers or Fruir. The 
Inbabuants make ufe of ic in their Sawces, and fomcv 
times eat ic raw, chinking it hath the (ame virtue as 
Cub^be^ to provoke to Lafcivioufnefs,. 

Jaca is a Fmic which growetb not only in 
but al(b in feveral places of the Indies^ being as long 
and as big as the largeft Pumpkins. Its out*i}de is 
green and hard, with little points like a Prne -Apple. 
• The in fide is of a Gold colour, and full of Kernels, 
which when rcafted , are very good againft Loof- 
neffes. Ic grows upon high Trees, not out of the 
Boughs, like other Fruits, but out of the Trunk dofe 
10 the Ground. 

When it is ripe, it fmells moft delicately, and grows 
black, with a very hard Rind. The little skin which 
is about the Kernel, tafls fpoiednies like a Melon, 
fometimes like a Peach » ac other cimies like Hone)% 
and oftentimes like a Citron. That Fruit is long, and 
fall of Juice, and of fo hard a Digeftion, that many 
tunes 'tis voided whole as 'twas eat. The Kernels 
are bigger than the Kernels of Dates, and white in 
the infide ; they tafte fliarp, and of the Soil, but are 
windy : But if you boil or roaft them, they are of 
anqxcellenc tafte, and provoke to Voluptuoufnefs, whic)| 
is the only ufe they make of it. 
^ In thelflandof Baly^ which we will defcribe here-?- 
^fiier, you* find a Fruit of the bignefs of a Pear, round 
ac^ the bottom , and (harp at the top , and cover'd 
with a rough Skin ; for which reafon the D«r^ti cal* 
led it Porcupine ; ic is binding, and white on theift- 
fide, and groweth upon high Trees as thick as Grapes ; 
they pickle them, andpreferve them, to tranfporc them 
abroad. 

You find in the Ifland of Santa Maria^ a Fruit called 
Palmits, which groweth upon high Trees without any 
Boughs. 'Tis of a Gold colour on the outfide, much 
like Ananj^s , and has Kernels like Pomgranates , 
which arc very fweet on the infide, but hard on the 
outfide. Here we likewife meet wirh Miraboians^ 
called by the Indians Chretean^ and by Phyfickns and 
Apothcfcaries €bebaU, Tkff are of a red brpwii cov 
lour, and tave a pretty big Kernel. When you eat; 
them, they burn tb^ Mouth like Pepper. 

Ther^ 
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Tberc is in the Indies, and particularly in Cambaye^ 
Ba/a^atte^ Malabar^ and Bcn^ale^ five forts of M/V^- 
bolansy the bulk of* the Trees is like Plum-Trees, but 
the Leaves have no fuch refemblance. The Fruk in 

Ceral is as big as a Plum, but fome are not round, 
coroer'd. When it is ripe it tafts like unripe PlUms. 
They make no ufe of them but in Phyfick. 

In the fame Ifland of Santa Maria you find a 
round Fkuir like a Melon,which groweth upon Trees. Jc 
hath a Shell as hard as Wood, full of fmall, flat, and 
clammy Beans, which are very loofcning. This place af- 
fords likewife a fort of Arti-colour*d , and very clam- 
my Pears, and another Fruit like Apples, which groweth 
in barren Ground, being of a Gold colour on the out 
fide, but full of ftoncs Uke Medlars on the infide. 

At the Mouth of the Streight upon the Coafts of 
Sumatra, and of Pul$ Carcatra^ you find C^j//?./, which 
alfo groweth in an untilled ground, but fo plencitully, 
tbit yon may lade many Ships with it. It groweth 
upon very high and large Trees, and at firft looks like 
green Cherries, or afliimes an A(h<-colour, but after- 
wards it becomes of a red brown, as you fee it when 
it is tranfported to Europe . The Trees which produce 
CaJJia, are like great Walnut-Trees in every thing, 
excepting the Flowers , which are of a Golden 
yellow colour, and fmell finely. Thefe Flowers ipring 
from the long aud big fticks or husks which concaio the 
Cajpa. 

Wild Cinnamon, which the Portugufis^e call Canela 
di MatOf and the Malauns Cajamanis, groweth alfo in 
^ava^ upon theCoaftof Sundla. It is not fo good by 
half as fine Cinnamon, and 'tis forbidden to import it 
to PMuj^aL Nbtwhhftandingthat, the Portujrue:^e ttnt 
Ships laden with wild Cinnamon, under the name of 
Cinnamon of Ceylon. The Government winks at it, 
becaufc the King hath the fame Cuftom pay'd as for 
fine Cinnamon. 

Wild Cinnamon tafts of nothing but the Wood, the 
^ark is thick and courfe, and hath no ftrength. Some 
grows in the Ifiand of Malabar , upon lefler Trees 
tlian chofe of Ceylon, 

Another Fruit which groweth in Java^ is called Carn 
eafuliy being of a ibarpifli tafte, and as big as a Cherry^ 
with a Mr ft*^ yimbin it^ Sovpfi m white. 
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feme a deep red, others of a fine lively red, but all 
are ycry good. The Trees are much like Cherry- 
Trees. 

You find in the Ifland of Smia^ a .Plant called by 

the Phyficians, Coftus Indicia ; by the Malaians, Pucho ; 
an4 by the Arabians Ccft, ovCaft. Irs branches rcfcm- 
ble thofe of the Elder Tree , and bring fouh white 
flowers, which have a ftrongrmell. The true Coftus 
confifts only of the Wood and the Root. There is a 
great trade for them in Perfit^ Tip ky^ Arabia^ Malac^ 
esy and feveral other places. The iniide is wbice» and 
the oucfidegray. 

CiUamus Arom4$ktts^ groweth alfo in Sunday and in 
tbe Neighboaring Iflanih. It is properly the Scalk or 
the I^eed which the Herb prodocecb. Its infide con* 
tains a fpungy and yellowifli fobftance, which is good 
to ftrengthen the Sinews, and difpels Women's Vapours. 
They give ic alfo to Horfcs in cold Weather, mixing 
it wirh Garlick, Salt, Sugar, and Butter; as being a 
Remedy againft many Diftempers. The Sralk is thin, 
and full of knots. It fplits in pieces when you break 
it, and yields a rough , binding , and flurp bitter 

!S^srumber^ called Canjar in Java, grcmretb alfo sa 
Sunda. {c is J ike Ginger, only its Leaves are longar 
fnd larger. T^^ey make a Confit of it when it isdry^ 
jnd it bath more Yirnie than Ginger 

GaUnga, which the Arabians call Calvegian^ is of 
two kinds. One fmall, of a good fmell, and trans- 
ported from China to the Indies ^ and from thence into 
feveral places. The other fort is bigger, and groweth 
in Java^ where they call it Lanquai, But it hath not 
fo fweet a imell as that of China, It groweth a fpan 
or two above- Ground upon a little Plant, and that na* 
turaliy without Sowing or Tilling the Ground. The 
Leaves are like the poin s of a Spear, and the Flowers 
are white. Sometimes the Indians Plant fome of them 
in their Gardens for Cvriofities lake. They make a 
Sallade of it, and then make ufe of it a^ainft many 
Dilbmpcrs. Tbe Root is long , big , and full of 
knots, as wefl as the Reed. It is red bMOth within and 
ivtthout. {t fmells f^eet, and has a (harp tafte like 
Ginger. 
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Taz^ra, a Fruit which growcth in ^ava, is as big as 
CuMs^ or long Pepper. It has a tender Skin, cover d 
with a black thin Shell, and contains only a fmali 
Grain or Kernel, which is good againilRhumes, Weak* 
nefs of the Scotnack, Loofncfrcs. 

The Dutch brought the Gum called Tacamdbaca^ 
fimn the Bay of Antm Gilt where ic is found npon a 
srott Tfee, which hach very long and narrow Leaves. 
The Fhm is no bigger than a Fliiiiu 'Tis an excellent 
and piedoiis Gum. 

Among other Merchandife that are IbU in Bantam^ 
you find Laque or Lacli, fo called by the Moors^ and 
Tieck at Pegu^ where there is a great fale of it. It is 
made after this manner. You fee in Pegu^ and in feve- 
ral other places, where the L^^we is found, great fly- 
ing Ants, which fly upon the Gummy Trees to fuck the 
Gum, and after they have fuckt it, they caft out the 
La^uc upon the Branches of the Trees, as the Bees do 
the Wax and Honey. When the Boughs are cover'd 
with that Matier, the Owners of the Trees cat tbeoi^ 
and dry them I and after the drying, being dry ed, you 
take one the Laque^ caked in the form of a Reed. 

It is of a red brown colour, but the Indians make 
a powder of it, and mix with it what colours they fan- 
cy, or make little fticks of it, which are fold in £&- 
rope^ under the name of Spanifo Wax, to feal Letters 
with. They alio make of it feveral other very curi- 
ous and well wrought Manufadtures. 

The Water Melons that grow at Java^ are of an 
extrabrdinary good tafte. Their outflde is of a gfeen 
browo colour, but their infide is white, they ate as 
long as cur Pumpkins. The IndUns regale one ano- 
ther with them in Company, as we do with Fruit in 

Benjamin growetb alfo in Java^ it is like Frankin- 
cenfe or Myrrh, but more precious ; for they ufe it in 
Medicines, and in Perfumes, and Paftils, which can 
never be good without it. Itgroweth upon high and 
thick Trees. The Leaves are like thole of Lemon- 
Trees, out of which runs a fort of Gum called Bcnja" 
min^ The youngeft Trees produce the beft, which 
is blackifh, and of a fine ftrong fmell. For the white 
Benjamin^ which comes out of the old Trees, is not 
niear lb good as the black. But they mix 'em toge- 
ther 
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ther to put all off. The Moors call it Lovan Javls^ that 
is to fay, Frankincenfe of Java. They make little In- 
cifions in the Tree and its Sprigs, to draw out more 
of the Gum ; for it is counted and valued the moft pre-» 
cious Merchandife in the £aft, no Drug, nor any thing 
in the World, having fo fine and fo oomforcable a 
fmellas Benjamin. 

They trade very much in Camfbin at Bsutdm. Tfaey 
call ii Cafary or Campbtre. There it two fores of it ; 
the firft came from the Iflandof Bmm^ aadiscocmt- 
ed the beft ; the fecond fort comes from Cbincheo in 
' China, but not to be compared with the other. The 
Trees which produce Camphire^ are as big as Wal- 
nut-Trees: The Gum grows in the infidcof the Trunk, 
and comes out of it like ^weat by drops, no bigger 
than a Barley Corn. 

The Camfiire of China comes forth in lumps, and 
is cheap enough ; But one pound weight of that of 
BomeOj is as dear as a hundred pounds of China Cam^ 
fbire. But the huUans who know how to mix them, 
adulterate the beft, as they do all ocher Mtrdmndik^ 
being as dexterous at that Work, as any People in the 
World ; fo that one muft be very cunning, and have 
a great deal of experience not to be deceived. 

You find in the Woods of Java, red San^iers^Wood ; 
but the yellow and the white, which are much bet- 
ter, come from the Iflands of Timor and Solor, fitua* 
ted to the Eaft of Java. Sanders Trees are like Wal- 
nut-Trees. They bring forth a fruit refembling Cher* 
ries, which is green at firft, but black afterwards, 
without any manner of tafte* 

The Indsans ufe a great deal of Sandtrs Wood : they 
bruife it and beat it with Water till it comes to Pap , 
and then anoint their Body with it, which coolls and 
perfumes it all over. The red Sanders Wood is of nq 
ufe in I he Indies^ fo they only tranfport it to other 
Countries. Ic is alfo Phyiicai, but not near fo good 
as the white. 

Ginger groweth plentifully in Java, however they 
4ry none there, but preferveitin Sugar, or ufe ic as 
jPot-Herbs in their Broth, There is a great Quantity 
ot it ta the Bay of 4^00 6i7, ^htte Tis Cf^Ued Sa* 
^aviro. 
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The Hale Sralk or Trunk of this Plant rifes above 
the Ground like the little Reeds we fee in HolLmd^ 
and IS not above two or three Spans high. The Root 
is properly the green Ginger the Indians cat in Sal- 
lets. They alfo pickle chetn wkh Sale and Vinegan 
The name Ginger comes from the Arabians^ who 
call the Root Gingimbil^ as well as the lurkf and 

r The Fruit called JhMc^rdUm^ or Heart«Fruir, be- 
ctnfe when 'tis dry, it hath the figure of a Mans Heatr, 
groweth in Sunda, and in feveraJ other places. It is 
of a red colour. The Portugiie:{c call it Fav^t de 
Malacca, bccaufe it refembles a Bean, though 'tis a little 
bigger than Dutch Beans. The Indians eat it with . 
Milk, as a Remedy againft a fhort Breath and Worms. 
They Fickle it like Olives, and eat it in Sailers. Tl»s 
Waiter within is as thick as Honey ^and ted like Blood. 

The Root called by the Portugiii\e F49 de Coebra^ 
and by the Fkmings Wood of Serpents, groweth alfo 
in StmiU^ it is of a yellowilh white comr, and of a 
I hard and bitter Subftanoe. The ItaBams beat it with 
r Wine and Water, and fo prepared^ make ufe of it a- 
gainfl burning Feavers, the bites of Serpents, and other 
I Venoms. 

It was fouud out at firft by the means of a little A- 
nimal called Qw/V, or Qtilrpel^ which is of the (lame fi- 
gure and bignefs of a Ferret, and of which the 
4ms keep a great many in their Houfes to catch Rats 
and Mice. Thefe QiiiU being naturally Enemies to Ser* 
penrs, fight them as foon as they iee them ; and when 
the Serpents bite tboiiy they nm to eat of that Root 
which cures them imoiediatdy. Since that time the 
Mians ufe Pao Cotira againft the bites of Serpents. 

The Wood Aloes^ called Calamba in the Indies^ and 
Pao d* ArguiHa in Pmugal^ groweth chiefly in Suma- 
tra, Malacca, Cambaye, Siaon, and other neighbouring 
Countries. The Trees are like Olive-Trees, but a 
little bigger. When you cut it, the Wood doth not 
iinell io well at firft, and when it is green ; but as it 
dries, it fmells better irjd better. The Heart of the 
Tree and the Wood whitt is abootit hasa better fmeil 
than theoutfide. 

Yoti may Jmow the goqdnefs of it by the Weighty 
\ff its li^ bUck Vdqs, ami by a fat humour which 

CODlCi 
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comet out of it^ when you fplit it in four pieces. They 
make nfc of it in feveral imporranc Cafes , which 
makes ic valuable, and particularly for its fine fmeli. 
If you take it in Powder with Wine, or any other 
Liquor, it will make your Breath fweet. It is an ad- 
mirable remedy againft a Weak and Phlegnwick &0* 
mack, and againft Pkuriiies and Bloody Fluxes. 

There is in Java another fort- of Wood called A* 
guiltaBrava hy ihe Portugue:(e, but it has not the fame 
virtue as Ahe$* The In^ans ufe. it to bom the Bhf» 
menes^ and great Lords when they are dead. Ic is . as 
great an honour in the MUs to oe burnt upon a Fune* 
ral Pile of that Wood, as in Ewrofe to have a fumptuous 
Monument of Marble. 

In fine, you find la Sunda and in Bantam^ the fol- 
lowing Drugs to be fold. I iubjoyn only $i bare Ca« 
talogue of rbcm lor brevity fake. 

PcM IS a ibrt of Meal or Flower, which is very good 
againft 'he Cold and the Wind. 

Caxumba or Flars^ is a Root with which the h$di*' 
am fealbn their Meat^ they ufe it alfo to die Cal- 
licoes. 

Cajapi is a Wood which bums the Mouth like Pep* 
per ; they beat it very (mall, and rub their Bodies all 
over with it, not only for the good fmell, but alfo be- 
caufe it is very wholefome ; for the Jii<//4»^ love Per- 
fumes above ail Nations in the World. 

Cantior is a Fruit of the fame nature as Potatoes 
and TruHes, or Sow-Bread: there is plenty of ihiaia 
Guinea. 

Semfarantam is ? Root which groweth in Sunia^ 
and is very bitter, but is poffcfled of great VertQca. 

Pamion comes frpm Malacca, and groweth, in Cm* 
mandel. It is very good againft Feavers and is very 
dear. 

Gar0 Gamier^ is a Fruit much like Olives, and green 
Arecea. It grows in Cambaya^ Coromandel, and $unda, 
and is a fovereign Remedy for the Tooth- Ach. 

Ganti is a Root like Ginger, and for thai reafon the 
Javarians call it by the fame name. It comes from 
China to Bantam, and is fQJ4 Very dear. The Indi^ 
ans rub their Bodies with it. 

ispr(^rlyaMijflMtfd*Seed, th« of 
. u m Smda^ 
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Dmngi growech in the iame pbcce : ibey give ic to 
New-born Children. 

Galam is a Root which growech in the Water, and , 
is very cooling. 

TiMeo is a Fruit which the Indians beat fmally and 
take in any Liquor when they are Sick. ^ 

Madian^ Maju^ and Carajfan^ are cranfported from 
Achem to Bmuam i the LiMans take of thefe to make 
ihcmfelves drunk. 

Spodian is the Aflies of a cenain Tree which grow- 
Cth in Sunda, they ufe it to rub themfelves with it. 

The beft Cummin groweth in Perjia, and is called 
there Chirman ; it comes from Ormtis to Acheyriy and 
from Achem to Bantam, It is very good when mixt 
with Madian^ Maju^ and Dauntico^ as a Remedy a* 
gainft Apoplexies , and againft Rheumacifms, which is 
a very common Difeafe in the Indies^ and which can* 
(es great Pains, becaufethey go all naked. 

S4rf is certain flower of AdeaU with which the In-: 
£ims rub themfelves, and which cures them of the 
injuries accruing from their ftormy Weather. 

Tagari^ Saraban^ and Sedowaja^ are Roots for the 
iame ufe. 

Sambaia^ called Gciduar in China where ic groweth, 
is a Fruit about the bignefs of an Acorn. It is fcarce 
and dear. They ufe ic againft feveral Difeafes^ efpc'- 
dally againft the veoemous Bites, and other Poy- 
&ns. 

Jdiava is a Fruit of a Tree as big as Samhais. and 
very Phyfical. 
Paravm is a Herb very cooling, ibtrce and dear. ' 
T(fmmtfW9 is anocher Root like Galigak or Cmema^ 

only it is white ; they rub their fiocnes with it, and 
find it cooling, wholefom, and very good againft the 
the heat of the Liver. 

You find alfo in Sunda^ a Plant whofc Leaves are 
like the Leaves of the Tree which produceth Tama^ 
^ins^ and which are bitter. Its Fruit refembles Frenqb' 
£eans,and is very wholefbme. 

A fort of little Beans called Conduri in the Makian^ 
and Saga in groweth in Sund4, Madagafcar and 

Chifut. They are fmail, and of a fine red colour. They 
are the common Weights for weigliing Gold and Sil- 
ver. And they make no other nte of them, becaofe 

^ they 
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they are very bicter, and fotne think they are Poyfo** 
nous. 

In the Srreight of Sunda^ in the Ifle of Pido Cer^ 
cnta^ there grpwech a fort of Nuts like Gall-Nuts. 
They cafte at firft like fn)all Nuts, but afterwards 
you faint away, and are ready to Expire: ' The ihtteh 

took it for the Nkx Iniica of the Apothecaries, and af- 
ter feme Experience , they found it was the fame. 
But if thofe that eat of it had not taken rome Re- 
medy to prevent the ill effcds of this Nut, they would 
cenainly havedy'd. 

The Dutch found in Majio^ one of the green Iflands, 

freac quantities of Trees like Sycomore Trees, tbe 
.eaves of which were not fo large as the Leaves of 
Fig-Trees. The Fruit refemUed a Pig, but was yel- 
low and foiall, without Seeds or Kemeb mtbtn *eiii. 
Tbe Body of the Tree, the Boughs, the Bark, and the 
Milk which lies within, were Kke thofe of Fig-Trees. 
The Fruit never comes to Maturity, but the Trees are 
full of them all the year long. They don't multiply 
by any Seed that is in their Fruit, but by Sprigs which 
fprout from the Root, or by Grafting them, as they do 
Mulberry-Trees. 

The Country which lies near the Cape of Good 
Hope^ at the Bay of AguadaSan Bras, produceth ^{/i- 
tar, in fo great quantiti^, that the Fields ate'co- i 
ver*d with it. It is a Plant as high as a Man ; and 
you would really think a £ir oflf, that the Fields -are : 
fiill of Men. They make the Aloe of that Herb in 
the Ifland of Sacotara, That Gum is -redcon'd good 
when it is fat, clean, without Sand or little Stones, of ' 
a red clear, and ftiining colour , or of a deep yel- i 
low colour ; and within folid and compad;, eafie to i 
melt, and of a bitter rafte. '' • ' 

After fo long a Digreffion, which we thought necef- 
fary, we muft now refume , the Journal of our Voy* 
age. The Dutch feeing that the Slaughter made oo 
both fides, had ftopc the Trade with the Inhabitants of 
Tutan^ Sidaj0yMd other Neighbouring places in the 
Ifland of Jav4y and that they were out of hopes of 
revenging themfetvesbf the Indians^ Goce they bad loft 
fo many Men, weighed Anchor and failed in the Nig hr, 
the Wind blowing from the Land. They went to the 
Ifland of Madura^ and cait Anchor in the Road, which 

kes 
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lies to the Southerly Coaft of the Ifland. The ca- 
pital City nzmitd AroMaia, where cbe Sheriff, or High 
Brieft refides, lies al(o on that fide. 

Decemb. 6$b^ I $96. iiaviog caft Anchor at reveii Fa- 
thom Water , on a clay Bottom » they had hardly 
dcrne working the Ship, when they faw two Pirogues 
coming on board, but their Crew durft not Tentnre to 
come on board the Ships : HoWever they made very 
obliging offcrs from their Sovereign , and told tho 
Diitch^ rhac if they would tarry feme while in their 
Road, rhey would bring them Refrdhtxients^ and trade 
fairly with them. 

But they were very well informed of what had paC- 
fed before Udayo^ for tbefe IJlamkrs have Pirogues at 
Sea, condimally going and comii^ to bring news of 
what happens. 

The nest day a Pirogue with a8 Men came again 
00 board the Hotamd ; they told the Duscbihcy had 
Spices to (ell, which they had fav'd out of a Ship that 
had Shipwrack'd there a year agoe : But it was falfe, 
for the Dutch having queftioned others of their Crew 
about it, they faid rhey knew nothing of it. Howe- 
ver the Dutch fent two Looking-Glaflcs to the Sove* 
reign of the place. 

* Madura is a little Ifland which runs out length- 

* wife, and lies almoft oppofite to the Nonb-Eaft point 
^ of the Great Java^ being feparated from it by a 

* narrow Channel. It is very fniitfol in Rice, and fur« 

* niihes all the Neighbonring places with it. The 
*Grocmd is lb fiit, that it is not &tter in HoUand^ bat 
'fo often drown'd mch Water, that the Laboarertf 

* and Buffs who Plough it, are in the Water up to the 

* Knees, even in Harveft time. 

* The great Ships cannot approach the Ifland, be- 

* caufe ot the flats which are about it. The Inhabi- 

* tants refemble thofe Java in everything. They 
' live upon nothing bat Piracy, which they exercife 
*• with iniall.Veffels, without any oppoftion from their 
' Neighbours, for they dare not troabk diemi becaofe 

* Madura is their Granary of Rice. 

December the 8/^, the Duseb faw three Pirogues com^ 
lag from the Iflaod toward the Ships f In the firft was 
the Interpreter of the Sheriff, who asked them whe- 
ther the Sheriff and ihe King might come on board 

the 
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the Amjlerdam ; and at the fame time he prefenred 
fome Goats, Rice, and other Provifions to the Dutch. 
The Pilot of that Ship who was very ill of the wound 
he received in the Fight of Striata, came oat of the 
Poop to go into the Captains Chamber, and would 
liave cat the Interpreters Throat with a Bagonec, sf 
they bad not hinder'd him, to revenge Umfelf of tbat 
treacherous People. 

That accident , and other Confiderations, obliged 
the Dutch to tell the Interpreter, that they would not 
have any body come on board the Amflerdam^ nor the 
Pinnace, becaufe few Men were in them, but on board 
the Maurice only. The Interpreter went back to bring 
that anfwcr to his Matters, who in the mean while 
were advancing with their Pirogues towards the Ships. 
And whether the Interpreter had not made a true Re<« 
port, or that they had an ill Oefign, they were failing 
ftill dire^y towards the Amfter£m. Otut of the Pi- 
rogues bad a Deck with three ranks of Men upon it, 
fitting very ckfe togcxbef. 

The Seamen of the Amflerdam frighted to fee fo 
many Men, made a difcharge of three Cannons, and 
kiird thofe that were in the ¥i\r^^ Pirogue^ who fell 
down dead one upon another. PrefentJy the four Ship's 
Crew hearing the noife of the Cannons, threw them- 
felves in the Sloops and fmall Boars, and attack*d ,the 
Firopiis with fucb courage, that they kilPd them all, 
. except one and twenty who faved cheia&lves, and a 
few more which the Dutch madrPrifoners. 

They fonnd the King and the Sheriff among the 
Dead. The King bad on bis Girdfe ajewelof Gold, 
fet with ifive preciot» Stones, which they t6ok» then they 
flung him into the Sea with the Sheriff, who had his 
two Arms taken off by a Cannon (hoc. 

The Prifoners being carried on board, and dreflcd,' 
they examined them one after another fcparately. Sotrse 
of them confeffed, they had a delign to attack the 
Ships, if chey had found an opportunity. But fuch 
confcffion was fufpeded, as extorted by Fear : Otbers 
iaid, that the Dutch had no reafon to fafpe& them^ 
becaufe if they had had any ill defign, they would not 
have Embark'd their Wives and Children in ibch an Ex-< 
pedition , which was a ftrong proof of their Inno^ 
cency^ 

Aftrf 
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After the Examinarion the Dutch laved ihcm all, 
^nd let them go, except the Inrcrprcrer, Who was a 
young Man of twenty years of A^re. He wns cxrream- 
ly concern'd for all that pafled, and wept bircerly, as 
well as the King's Son, who tvas but fix yearf5 old» 
and Was as hand(bnfi any one can be in thac Cotm* 
ny. This young Infant having obferved thac BMmm 
had Tome Authority oyer all the Omehn^en^ txA that 
the Interpreter call'd him Ca^tain-Majar, feU down 
^xHootmaris Feet, and beg*d the liberty of the Interpret 
tci\in particnlar, and of the reft of chef Prifoners, but 
witrMach Grace, Re'fpcd:, and Wit, that every body 
admired him, and tliey granted him his Rcqueft. 

The Dutch having given them fomc VicVtuals to ear. 
Embarked them in a Piro^^ii^^ and fenr them away, 
keeping only two young Boys for the Service of iHe 
Holland. One was named Arojfubaia^ and the other 
Mtdare^ from the names of the Town and Ifland where 
they were born. There was among the Prifoners a 
Woman, who lookt to be the Nurfe or Governant of 
the King*s Son. 

This fad Accident troubled very much the chief 
Officers^ becaufe the Seamen bad a<fled without Or- 
der. However, they could not blame them altogether^ 
for if fome Iflmderf had alledged pretended Reafons 
in their Defence, others had confeflTed they had real- 
ly an ill defign againft the Ship. The IJlanders had 
brought with them their Arms, vi:(. Javelins, round 
Shields, (^c. now what need had they of them, but for 
fome Attempt, in cafe they could iiiid a favourable op- 
portunity to make ufe of them, 

Beiides that, tbofe IJhsndcrs were as vigorous and 
malicious as the People of Cldaio : For when they 
were wounded in any place, but in the Heart, they 
run through the Swords, Pikes, and Lancies, to kiU 
their Enemies, and die with them. Even thofe who 
fell into the Water, defended ihemfelves with their Dag- 
gers, and would have killed many Dutchmen, if their 
Companions had not come to their Afiiftance. 

This new Accident obliged ihe Dutch to feek for a- 
nother place : Therefore they failed Dccemb, the 9^/;, and 
the I ith^ caft Anchor under a little Ifland called Laboc, 
Lehoc^ or the little Madare, lying in 6 Deg. 10 Min. 
Latitude, and nor 13 Leagues off Java, being fur- 
rounded with two other fmaUIdandi. Hene 
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Here rfwy faw Men walking along the Ihoar, 
and the Commander among them. They had a Stag 

along with 'cm, which they pretended to fell ; but 
no Seamen that day went on (hoar. The King of 
Japara who was Maftcr of that Ifland. had lent there 
three years before, that is in the year I'j^S, about a 
hundred Men to inhabit the Country, under the com- 
mand of one of his Noble-Men. Thefe Men found 
the Ground very good, and improved it fo well, chac 
they bad plenty of Rice, Hens, Cattle, Fowls^ and 
Birds. At the Southerly point of che Ifland there was 
a little Cburcb, with Coco^Ttce^^ , aad there che Inha- 
bitants had their Habiutions. 

The I ith about Noon, they fent a Sloop to the fhodr 
where the Inhabitants waited for her, and fold 'em,' 
Hens vpA Fruit for fome Iron and Leads which arc 
Coniinodities very ufeful to rhem. 

On the i4fth they put to fail and ftood to the Weft- 
ward, in hopes to find in their rout fome convenient 
Road for leaving in it one of their Ships, for they had 
but few Seamen, and rhofe that were iefc^ were noc 
fufficient to bring the Ships into Holland zgvin^ being 
but fourscore and fourteen Men in all, reckoning the 
.Sick, Lame, and Difabied Seamen* 

The z^tb they came again in (Ight of the Ifland of 
Leboc^ which farprifcd them extreamly, for tfaey had 
failed eleven Days, fteering always to the Weft. But 
the Weft and North- Weft Winds, and the ftrength of 
the Currents, had forced ihem I>ack , fo that they 
were obliged to Anchor again under the (ame Ifland. 
• The fame day, vi\. 25 D?ci*mb. \ S96,Jolm Mullenaar^ 
M'.ftcr of the hUurice^ dyed fuddcnly, and in Icfs 
than an Hour, of an OpprelTion of the Lungs. The 
next day they call'd on board the fame Ship Sur- 
geons to 'vifit the dead, in the preienceof the whole 
Council. Tliey made their report, that the Maftcr 
had been poyfoncd, and the fame was the opinion of 
' ail the Alfiftants, becaufe his Body was fuU of bkw 
.Spots, and that his Hair fell off his Head, befidestfaac, 
the Blood had run abundantly into bis Throat, by 
the great quantity of poyfon they liad given him. 

'Such an extraoidinary Accident caufcd fo great mur- 
muring a:nongft the Seamen, and fome of the chief 
Officers, that thofe who were wUiing before to fail to 
' the 
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the Motaguesy cryed out with a common Voice; that it 
was time now to return to Holland, 

On the Hootman^ who was fufpcdred of having 

poyfoncd the Maftcr, was put in Chains by his own 
Ships Crew. Thac which gave caufc ro luch Sufpici- 
on, was, thac Hootm r-/ and MnHenuir had continual 
Quarrels, for they had ibuglit one againft nn(uher, and 
fteqaeatly tbreacned to itab one another. In iine» Hoot* 
mm^ if we believe the common re{K)rt among the 
Seamen, faid, that he was fure Mulh?iaar would never 
kt jiim alotie* and therefore be would, poyfon him. . 
. >3otwithftaodlQg an thefe Reports, trueor faire,H(My/« 
man was declared j/inocefit the ^oth of the fame 
Month, tin better Froofs appear d : But this Declara- 
tion did nor rake off the Suipicion from the mod pare 
of the Seamen, who believed fUil he had poyibn'd Mui" 
terraan 

The Council having conflJered thac the Amflerd,im 
leaked on every iide, and was very much damnify'd, and 
that they wcre.obliged to Pump her continually, refolvcd 
to leaye her. This Refolution was executed Jan. the 
ifi^ J 597, Theq all the Seamen went about to unlade 
her» and cake off -all the Rigging, which work lailed 
eleven days ; then thiey burnt the Ship, which indeed 
w^ £reac lofsto tt^ Compan} . 

"Wliflc (he was on fire, the Inhabitants approached 
I her with their Boats and Pirogues, and haled her upon 
a Rock, to prelervc the Iron-Work. Several of 'em 
came on board the three Ships, and broughr Refrefli- 
mencs ro exchange for the Iron- Work of the burnt 
Ship. Some of chem aaked the Dutch way ihcy did 
bura her, for that they might have fold bet to the King 
for what they would. 

On the iztb the two Boys who had been kcpcPri- 
fouers upon the Coaft of Madan^ efcaped out of the 
UoBani^ and fwom into the Ifland of Leboc^ while 
the Seamen were gone to fetch in (bme frefli Water. 
The fame day they weighed Anchor, with iotention 
to go to the Eafterly end of the Ifland of J^tva^ to geo 
neceffary Proviiions for their return to Ho'.iind, 

The in the Morning they favv chw burning 

Mountain, which is under the Town of Panarucan, 
They alfo faw anorlier Mountain, called by the Por- 
tHgu^e^ Sierra do ^agode^ from a great Pagodc or Hea- 

Q z Heathen 
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Heathen Church buik there. At the foot of that Moun- 
tain is a fmall Town called FacaJa^ alias Sierra PaC* 
cadra. 

The fame d.iy they got into the Streighiof BaUvn^ 
liinn^ whicii is not quire half a League broad in the 
narrowcit part of ir. The Ifland of Bali is fituaied 
onrhe Southerly part of the Screight, as Java is on 
its Wcftcrn fide. 

On rhc lift they came fo near the City of Balam- 
baauy that they could very well fee it. The fame day 
two Pirogues came on board the Maurice ; there was 
in one of them a Portuguese Fryar's Slave, who told 
the Dutch he had been lately at Bdmnbuan. That 
there was a great Famine in that place, caufed by the 
long Siege we mentioned before, in the Defcription 
of the Ifland of Java ; and that three Portugue:(e of 
Vanarttcan, who were Gunners in the befieged Town, 
had declared they could defend it no longer. Then the 
Dtncb having dilcovcr'd a prodigious quantity of Sails 
in a Gulph along the Coaft of a Gentleman who 
wri$ alio in one of the Pirogues^ cold them that this 
numerous Fleet was going before Balamiuan^ to force 
the Bcfjegcrs to raife the Siege ; that therc'were Sooo 
Men on board, befides many other Troops which were 
embarked in other Ships. 

But the Dutch could hardly believe bimt they radier 
fufpedcd, that all the Forces of Java were afleoibled 
together to attack the three Ships, and ftop their Paflage. 
Therefore they prepared themfelves, and got all things 
ready to fight, in cafe ibe Indians ihould aflfront 
them. 

The 22^/they caft Anchor upon the Coaft, about a 
League North- Weft and by Weft off Balamhuan Here a 
Gentleman came on board » and made a Relation of the 
condition of the Siege, and among other Particulars 
he faid, that the King's Regent Father was living ftilJ, 
and very old, and that he had retired to the middle 
of the Ifland. And becaufe this ojd King fpoke of a 
Ship buiit after the fame manner with the Dmcb Ships, 
which was roving ten years ago about chelame Coafts, 
they prcfumcd that this old Prince might be the fame 
whom Sir Tbo/hts Caveyidifh mentions in his Jouraal, 
to be then above a hundred and fifty years of age. 

During 
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During thefe laft (lays of their courfe and (lay up- 
oa thefe Coafts, the Duieh fufTered cxcreamly by the 
Storms of the Sea, and the Violence of rhe Winds. 
They asked rhe Inhabitants if the Weather was al* 
ways or often fo ftormy as ic was rhcn, they told them, 
* they never faw it fo before, and that ccrrninJy the 
Dutch had broiighc the bad Weather with them. 

On the ^'yth they were told, that if they would 
fail a little further, they [\ow\d find a River, and all 
manner of Provifions: upon that advice they pat to fail, 
but leaftthey Hiould be deluded by the Country Pco- 

1>le, they fenc before, the Pinnace and a Sloop. They 
bund the River, but fo (liallow, that the Sloop though 
empty, could fcarce fail in it. 

There was upon the (hoar of that River a Village 
of about 60 Hoa(es, the Inhabitants whereof employ* 
ed themfelves in dying Callicoes of feverai Colours, 
and Weaving of fine Works, which they tranfported 
to the neighbouring Iflands, and lived by. Thefe Peo- 
ple had more convenience and neater Cioachs than 
any Tnd'ans the Dutch had feen before. 

They offjr'd to trade with the Dutch, and to ufe 
them well ; but becaufe that place could not afibrd 
Provifions enough to lade their Ships, the Dutch put 
to Sea again, and the zjth they calt Anchor at z$ 
Fathom Water, upon a black Tandy Bottom. Then 
they thought they were upon rhe Coaftof a fnsali fe* 
parare Ifland, but the next day they knew it was the 
Ifland of Bali. 

On the 3dfi& a Ptro^uf come on board with a Gen- 
tleman from the King, who asked from whence thefe 
Ships came, and dcfired to have his anfwer in Wri- 
ting. They told him they came from Holland, and that 
they were come to trade fairly and honeftly with the 
Inhabitants of the Country. 

Peb.^h 1597. they landed to take in fome frcfli Wa- 
ter, and met with feveral People who fecmcd to come 
from a Market ; for every one brought fome Commo- 
dities or Mercfaandife with them, and drove a great 
many Cattle before them. 

Some of them were on Horle-back, and one was 
carryed by four Slaves in a kind of a Litter, with 
twenty long Javelins carry *d before him, and adorned 
with long, red, and black tufts hanging down. This 

3 Man 
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Man fo attended fent fomc Fruit ro the Dutch who 
were a Hioar, and defircd that two of them would come 
J) long with him ; to which they confcmcd, upon con- 
dition of his leaving two of his Men for Hoftages. 

The yh the Dutch failed a little further to the Ntrth^ 
then they fcnt back to the (hoar the two Slaves, io oxdet 
to have their two Seamen on board again ; but when the 
Lord of that place bad his . two Slaves, he would not (end 
back the two Dunhmeny under , pretence chat, the Ships 
were removed funher. and that they were no mord 
in his Dominion. However, after many Promifesand 
Intreaties, he gave leave to one to come onboard the 
little Boar. 

The Seamen faid, that the Perfon who was carrycd 
in a Litter the day before^ was a Lord of the Coun- 
try, who was dilconrented that they had left the place 
where the Ships were at Anchor before, and becaufe 
of that, he bad alfo kept a Por(ugue:{e Slave whom 
the Dtnch Ships had fent him for their Interpreter, and 
.that he had fent him with the other D/i/cir Seamen to the 
King, in the Town of Bali* 

This Dtitch Seamam and the Portugues^e Slave, fent 
a Letter on board of the Holland^ ro let them know 
rhst they had been very kindly received by the King. 
\ 'pon this the Dutch to redeem their Man and the 
S ave, fent a line Prcfenr to ihe King tj/;?'. 20 Ells of 
jlowcrVi VVIvec, red Beads, fine Cryftal Glalfes, Looking- 
GlaiTcs, and other things. Prefenrly the Seaman and 
the Slave were releafed,arid came onboard again. They 
iaid, that the King offered them all ihat.was in his powd- 
er, and had pre! en ted them with four Hogs, and two 
.Veflcls of frcih Water. • ^ ' 
^ The 9//^ the Maurice got into a great Bay called 
.Padau^ where tJtie Inhabitants of the Coaft told tb^ 
Seamen, that eighteen fears fincethey had feen in their 
Country fome Men like them, who having cue a Rope 
jn four or five pieces, had joyncd them togerher a- 
4;ain. The Dutch apprehended it might b? Sjr Fratiw 
Drake, who had been there in that time. 

The King came ro the ihoar in a Chariot well made, 
,drawn by two Bufflcs with fine Harnafs, His Guards 
-walked before him with long Jayehns, and Trunjk^ 
r with Gilded Dares. He ^cfircd the Dutch to ialut^hita 
- With all thck Ajrtillery,"^ which jh^y did. Th^ .ncja 
f vj .. . • * • V' t 'v"; '■ ^ •» 'day 
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foon as any H^ir grows, they pull it out with an : 
ftrument made for that parpofe. They fay the Womc 
brought up this 'Cuitom , for when they fee;

They think ii is Dog-like to make Warcr {landing, 
therefore Men and Women ftoop when they make Wa- 
ter. They have many Wives, which make? the Coun- 
try fo populous; for though they iell a f^rcar many 
Men to be tranlporced, yet the IQand contains al- 
ways (ix hundred thoufand People^ which is almoit iiv 
credible. • Q 4 * They 
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day he fent; on board four Veffels full off frcOi Wa* 
rer. 

The King of Bali is a mighty Prince, and well be- 
iov*d and hdnour'd by his Subjed.^. His Court and 
ftetinne is ten times more Noble and Sumpcuous 
than the 6oTernor*s of Bantam. The Dutch Ljion bear- 
ing that the Ship Mauriee was in a good Road, weigh- 
ed Anchor, and failed towards the South to double 
the Cabo *V./> Porcos, the Cape oi Hogs, but they could 
nor weather it till the 1 2r/:> of the Time Month. Then 
they joyncd agr.in the two o:her Ships, cafting Anchor 
at 25 Fathom Water in the fame Bny of Fad.iu. 

This Bay deferves the name of B ^-y.i Fannofa^ the 
handfom Bay, becnufc of the quality and quantity of 
Provifions which are found in it. It is (ituated in 8 
Deg. 33 Min. South Latitude. The Coaft to which 
the H^Sand fteered, is tbe fineft Country they faw in 
their Voyage, and for tbatreafon they named it Toung 

The Iflandof B tli lies to the Eaft of y^t;^^, and Is ^ 
not above twelve Gnm.vi Leagues in Circumference. 
Ti::; Northerly Coafi is very Hilly ; towards the South 
there is a very hieli Cape, which reaches a great way 
otf into the Sea. The North Cnpe lies in 3 Deg. and 
a half South Latiru^io. The capital City is called fi^//, 
from the name of the liland. The King's Palace is 
nobly Built, and Spacious, and you find many other 
fine Buildings in the liland. 

The Country is full of People who are ail black, and 
have crifp Hair. The King is abfolute and fevere. They 
are Heathens, and worfliip the firft thing they meet in 
the Morning. They are Cloathed as the Japonefe^ 
and Other JJl.tndrrs, having no Beard at all ; for as 
foon as any Hilr grows, they pull it out with an In- • 
ftrument made for that purpofe. They fay the Women 
brought up this Cultom , for wh^n they fee 3 
Man with a Beard, they cry out after him, a He-Goat^ 
a JticGoat, and fo ridicule him. 

They think it fs Dog-likc tomake Water ftanding, 
therefore Men and Women floopwhen they make Wa- 
ter. They have many Wives, which makes the Coun- 
try fp populous for thoi^h diey fell a great many 
Men to be tranfported, yet the Ifland contains al- 
ways fix hundred thoufand People, which is afanoft In*' 
credible* • . • Q 4 • They 
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Tbey employ ihcmfelves in Tilling the Ground, and 
Weaving Stuffs or Linnen Cloth. The Ifland harh 
plenty of Cotfon of their own, befides what is import- 
fid Itom Sambaia, and other Towns. Here is a grea^ 
quantity of Caitcl, fuchasOxen, fiuffles, Hogs, Goats, 
and Horfes, but tbe laft are not very high nor ftrong. 
Of thefe they tranfport noQe« or very few, which 
makes them multiply very much: 'Tisonly the com* 
motiforc of People make ufeof them, to go from one 
Village to another, for the NoWe«Men are either car- 
ried, or go in Chariots as we faid before. 

The Ifland of Bali produceth abundance of Rice, 
which is not tranTported abroad ; but if any is left, after 
the Inhabitants have had their Provifion, it is brought 
into the ftrong places built upon the cop of high Moun- 
tains, to be kept for fear of barren Years, or greac 
^lopds, or to remedy the inconveniencies of War. 

Here v^-cfind alio great numbers of all forts of Fowl, 
fuch as Hens, Ducks, Peacocks , Turtle-Doves, 
and Frmt, vis(. Coco-^uts, Oranges, Lemons, aiid Ci- 
trons, whipb grow without being planted. 

Tbey have another (brt of Fruit about the bignels 
of a Pear, the Skin of which is very thin, much like 
Chcinius, only it has not lo many points. It is white 
Within, of a line and wholfom cafte, and very good a- 
gaiiift the vScurvy : You may prcferve it with Sugaf, 
or PickiC i:, and when yoii take it out of the Pickle, 
if you wa-h it w^'U in Water, wili tafte as well as 
when unpkkied* 

You find another Fruit which groweth in the Ground, 
as big as a Walnut, but a little harder. 'Tis obferv'd 
ih^c the Ifland of Biii produces no other Spices, but/ 
pinger^ but itytelds abundanre of Orugf- 
,- ,r The adjacent Sea is ftiliof Fi(h; the Inhabitants 
have butafmall trade by Sea, for they have only a 
jPe\y Piragua to tranfport Callicocs ancl oilier Scuffs to 

This lilmd is a common Road, and the place where 
the Ships which fail to the Maluques^ Banda, yimhoinc^ 
. MjCitccr, Timnr, and Solar ^ put in to take in RefreQi'* 
foents, which are there vpry plentiful and cheap, 
'{'he C^*;f 4 Merchants come there to tmde, and bring 
^ with them Daggers, and other Ware^ to exchange fpr 
^^Uicoes. The fmaUC^^c^f are luic current Money in 
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B4/1, bac only the gr^cooes^ 6000 of which are 
worth a piece of Eight. 
They nave the fame Weapons as the Inhabitants of 

Java ; you find in Bali feveral Mines or Cop| cr. Gold, 
Silver, ^Q, but the King will not fuffer any one to 
dig Cold. The Dutchmen who were lent ro the King, 
Taw in his Palace a great many VclTcls of Gold, and 
others guilt to drink in, which were £ncr and more va- 
luable than any they faw before. 

The greateft Lords of the Court hold up their Hands 
when they fpeak to the King. He hath under him 
% Governor of the whole Iflanc), and approves all that 
he does: there are other Lords under him, who have 
their Jarif4i<Sdons« and eovem under the King ; bar 
there*s an inviolable Union between the Prince and 
the People. 

If any of the Noblemen or Governors rebel againft 
the King, every body takes up Arms againft him, and 
the greateft favour he can expc(^, is to be banifhed 
out of the Ifland, as it happcn'd twelve years b^riorc. 
A Prince of the Royal Blood having confpir'd againft 
the Kings Life, engaged many Noblemen to affifthim 
in 4iis Deiign ; but being difcover'd^ they were all 
condemned to dye. The King moved with Compaf* 
fion, baoiihed them only to a wild Ifland, where they 
live now nnder the fame King. 

Thefe baniihed People have tilled and improved that 
Ifland called ?uU l<4//^«, they have built Towns- in it, 
and multiply every day, and have abundance of Cat- 
tle. They are all Heathens, and have that ill Cu- 
ftom, that when Husbands are dead, they burn a great 
many Women with ihem, and fuch Women are count- 
ed Vertuous, and great Lovers of their Husbands. They 
really believe they are going to live together in ano- 
ther World ; therefore they run to the Pile of Wood, 
Dancing to feveral Inftruments of Mufick, and drcf- 
fed with their fincft Cloaths and Jewels, thinking to 
pake ufe of them ii| the pthpr Wprld, where they are 
to be tranfported. 

The oommon o(nnion is, that this CuAom hath been 
formerly introduced by one of ^ their Kings, becaofe 
Vomenwho were weary of their Husbands, and lev* 
ed anocber Map, us'd to poyfon them without ^fiy 
fear, 

WW? 
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the Dutch were in chat Ifland, cbey were |:old 
that the Co^ of a Nobleman was to be b^fnr, and 
above fifty Wottien with him ; but fuch a horritl 
fjght frighted them fo niuch, that no body went tQ 
ce ir. 

During the time the Dtifeh lay ar Anchor in that Bay , 
they took cnrc to provide nil NccefTaries for their Voy- 
age. They went every day aHioar ro fetch in what 
they bought, and workt very hard to lade the Ships 
with all manner of Provifions; but the Seamen af- 
terwards thought they were very ill rewarded : For 
when they were at Sea, they had nothing but Rice 
and Water, and the Officers were ferved every day 
with boylied and roafted Meat, and all forts of Fruit. 
This ConduA gave occafion ro many Murmurings and 
pivifions amongft them.' 

Fcl;. iid^ part of the Crew of the hliurice having 
landed, two of them deh'gnirg ro go farther into the 
Country, bade the reft nor to ftrvV for them if they did 
not return in time. From rhat time they never heard of 
them, though they enquired feverai times after them, 
only one or two days after their Defertbn, they fctit 
•for their Cloatbs, but they were denyed. It is cer- 
tain rha'^they run away upon their own accord, but 
whether they would not have been glad to rettini on 
boArd again, no body can tell, for they wiere fccn no 
more. • 

Feb, t6th^ having made all things ready, they weighed • 
Anchor about Noon, and failed towards the Cape of 
GeocI Hope, through the South of Java : So the three 
Ships, namely the M.uiricc, Holland, or Dutch Lyon^ \ 
and the Pi^^eon or Pinnace left rhc Iflands of Bali and ' 
Java, having fourfcore and nine Seamen left oi^c of ■ 
ithe 449 that embark'd in HoUand. 

"Befides the Seamen, there were eight Men moM, i 
- whom they had taken in their Progrefs , vi^^. two • 
Boy^ from Madagafcar^ one Chinaman^ two. of Maia^^ 
' taP-^ St httlc floy nine years old born at Joartam in the 
ef ^ava^ and Abdul, fo oftjwi mentioned be- 
fore. 

^:' '^ kBfh all the Officers being afTcmblcd on board 
'-^the Ho Handy in the Capcain's Chamber, had many high 
--trords betwixt them, imputing one ro another the oc- 
iCoiion of what palled before Bantam. The Commif- 
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fioners charg'd the Mafters and the Pilots with reti- 
ring from the Town for fear, and expofcd ihem lo 
great trouble, and to the danger of their Lives. On 
tbeoiher fide the Mailers complained of the Cemfnif- 
fionerSy for not having bought a Aock of Pepper» when 
they could buy it ac fo cheaoa raxf. la (hort, both 
of them faad oiiifeto fepcqagi ooe aooi;her, ^ that 
was Qoc dooefo privately, tyuctbe Seaniei^ could hear 
them vef7weU. 

Afril i^th^ 1 597- after they had failed 57 days, they 
faw the Continent of Africa^ fituated in 3^ Deg. i r 
Min. South Latitude. The Caffrcs or Savages having 
dilcover'd the Ships, made a great fire and inioak 

The l6tb the Dutch Lyon parted from the other 
two through the Mifondcrftanding of the QfficerSi aod 
were a whole Month befiajre fbey met again. 

On the 'ioth chey faw a great many of tbofa Birds 
with white Bills, cali'd by the Por/K^f/^ Faifims, which 
are fported all over their Backs, and black under their 
Bellies. The Hght of them is a fign you are noc far off 
the Cape of GMd Hope. 

The 6th in the Morning the Maurice and Pigeon 
faw the Cape of AgutQas^ which they left behind to 
the Eaft-North-Eaftof them : the lower point of thisCape 
fhopts a great way off into the Sea. The jtb they thought 
they were on the Weft of the Cape of Good Hopc^ 
becaufe they met with the bunches of ftud^es mentio- 
ced before. 

On the i^d the two Ships found themfelves in the Lati* 
. tude of the Iflaod of Sr. Helene, which obliged therti to 
take their courfe to the Weft«-South-^Weft. The xsfh they 
law tbo Ifland lying North*- Weft of rheni, which a^ 

?ar*d very high, and 14 Leagqes diftant from them, 
he next day in the Morning, they were but four 
JLeagues off the Ifland. 

' Tlae Pinnace failing before, came under the Cape 
on the North fide, to get into the Koad. There, 
diey faw four gieat Can allies or Portugue:(e Vcflels, 
which lay there ac Anchor to rake in fome Rcirclh- 
ments, as they ufed to do 5 for although ihc Kings 
of Sf ti'n and Portugal had. forbid all their Subjeds to 
inhabit thac Inland, ic was for all that plentiful in O* 
ranges, Lemotiis, Citrons; Goats, Hogs, Hens of Bar* 
%ary^ Partridges, <2iiails, and feveral other Fowls and 
* • . ' • . • . *v . • Birds. / 
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Birds: The Ifland produceth all ma ner of Herbs 
good to Eat»and Pbyficali and tfae adjao at Sea is full of 
•good Fifh. \ 

The Iflaod is about feven Leagues in ( Circumference^ 
die Soil is dry and (andy, which ma :es the Tree* 
that are Tcry plentiful, good for notbir g but to bnni^' 
you find in fome places Brimftone. Wlien the ^ortuA 
guc\c difcover'd that Ifland, there was no Fruit nor 
Animals in it, but a great quantity of frc Water run- ' 
ing down the Mouncair^s to a Vailey» fi om whence ic 
runs into the Sea. 

The Vallcv is fo green that it is alw ays full of A- 
nimals and Birds, which you may kil I with Stones. 
Confidering the great number of Ships which itand in 
for chat Iflahd» to take Refrefhments and Provifions 
in great quantities, it is a wonder to fee ib fertile an 
Ifland uninhabited. 

There is abundance of Sale upon the (hoar, wUdi 
is very good for falttng Provifions ; fo that it feems 
Providence placed that Ifland there, to .fupply the 
Ships that fail to the Eaft'lndlcs^ with all Neceflaries 
for their Voyage. 

The name of Sr. Helene was gircn to that Ifland, 
becaufe ic was difcoverM the 217? of Ma^^ which day 
is Confecrited by the Church of Upme, to the Me- 
mory of Helena the Emprefs, and Mother of the Em- 
peror Canfiantine the Great. It is ftill about that time, 
that the Pcrtugui:{e arrive and ftay in that Iflaod to 
take Provifions. 

* The Ifland of Sc. Helene lies in 16 Deg. and a 

* quarter of South Latirade , 550 Leagues off the 
•Uape of Good Hope, 350 Leagues off the Coaft of 

* An7olo, and 500 Leagues off" Bra:{il, which are the 

* nenrefl Continents. The Country is fo high, and fo 

* full of Mountains, that when you difcover ic, you be* 

* iieve it is cover d with Cioads. 

• The Fruit-Trees which the Portugue:{e planted in 

* thac Ifland, mulciplyed without Planting or Grafting 

* any more ; fo that now the Valleys are full of them, 
' and of Fruits all the year long : The fliowers c£ 

* Rain falling five or fix times in a day, and die SiiQ» 

* which fliining out immediately after, caufes this great 
' Fruitfulnefs. 
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* Here is an infinite number of Beads and Birds, 

* and io great plenty of Fifh, that if you throw but a 
' Line into the Water, you will get as many as you 

* want in a Minutes time, and as good as any in the 
' Werld. In a word, it is a Terreftrial Paradife, and 
' the Ships which cannot ftand in for that Ifland when 

* tbey return from the Indies, as it happens fometimes^ 
*fu0er and lofe a great deal, for they are forced to 
' put into che Coaft of Guinea^ and day there for the 
' Rain, to take in frefh Water, which fatigaes eztream- 
' ly the Seamen, and canfcs many Diftempets amongft 

* them* 

* The Portugue:{e leave commonly their Sick in that 
'Mand, giving them Rice, Oyl, Bisket, and Spices, for 
'they find Flelh enough there. The fick Seamen ftay 

* in that place till the Ships come the next year ; and 

* the Air is fo good and temperate, that they are not 

* long without being well again. The King of Por^ 
' fugal will not fuffer the Ifland to be inhsd>ited, for 
*fear chat inprocefi of time, the Inhabitants would 

* govern them&lyes, and be fubjeA to no body ; fo he 
' had rather thaV the Sailors (hould labour ror their 

* own conveniency in that Iflind, than t6 Me the pro- . 

* perty of it. 

The Pinnace having feen theCarracks, difcharged 

many Guns, to give notice to the Maurice^ that there • 
was fome danger. The Seamen were extreamiy con- . 
cerned, for they were in hopes of failing in a (horttime 
to take in fome Rcfreihments, bur there was no renae- 
dy, and therefore they ftcer'd ftraight for Holland. 

They had not failed long after their departure from 
St. Heic?i, but they faw a Ship, which they knew to 
be the HoBand^ ana which they had not feen in a Months 
This good news caufed as much joy amongft the Sea- 
men, as their (ailing offwithoutftandingin forSt.i!Mbtf 
had vexed them before. 

The Hagand's Crew told ' them, that the fitceeadi 
inftant they had feen two fmall French Ships in the La- 
titude of 20 Deg. 50 Min. but that they could not 
come near them , becaufe the French were frighted 
away. 

They had alfo feen before them the i/^th of the fame 
Month, a Portugue:{c Carrack, which knowing they 
were Duteh^ fet up a red Flag, and difcharged two 

Guns 
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Guns againft ihcm j however the D tch (hot off as 
many more againft the Pcrtugues^e, 1 hen both conti-* 
* nuecJ their courle towards Sc. Helens^ Adhere three o* 
ther Carracks lay at Anchor ; and thef< upon fight of 
the HoUanci fhoc a Gun, to call on be ird their Men 
that were a-flioar, and in cficdt, when t ic Maurice was 
near them, Ihelawa^ the Scaxnenon >oard the Car* 
racks. 

The three Ships having fainted one mother at their 
meeting, took their courfe towards thi Norrh-Weft, ■ 
in order to return into Holland, the W nd Eaft-Souch- ' 
Ea'ft. The firft and fccond of jfune th( y faw feveral 
Birds, and that made them believe, th 7 were not far 
off the Ifland of Afcenfion, The 7/i 1 hey crofs'd the 
Equinoxial Line, which was the firft tine of their fee- , 
ing the North fide of it in two years Voyage. 
. * That Iftand was difcover'd on Afc 'nfion-Day^ and 

* was fo called for that reafon. It lies £ Deg. South of 

* the Line, and 190 Spanijh Leagues oS Si.Helene ; 

* there is no frelh Water, nor Trees, or Greens to be 

* feen, for the Mountains are almoft red. 

* It has a fine white fhoar on the Sea fide, which is 

* more filhy than that of St. Helene , and is frequented. 

* by fo great Multitudes of certain Birds as big as 

* Gecfc, that you may take them with your Hand, but 

* they have a compound taftc of Flefli and Fifh togc- 
' ther, which is not pleafant. The Soil is dry, and 

* A(h-colourcd, and nourilhes no manner of Beafts. 

June i6fh, they faw a great deal of Duft which the 
Wind blew o\'er the llolliin.1, which made them think 
ihey were not far off the Sc. Antonio Ifland, one of the 
moft Southerly ot all the lilandsof the Cape Ker^/, i, e, 
thofe whicli the Dutch called Salted Iflands, and which 
we have already defcribcd in the beginning of this 
Journal. 

* The Cape Verd^ or the Green Cape^ is a point in A' 
' frica, or rather a Mountain (hooting forth into the Sea, 

* which Ptolomeus calls Arlinarium ; it was difcover'd 

* by the Portugue;(e in the year 1474, in the Reign of 
*" Alphonfus iht ^th. It is bounded on twolidesby the 

* two Rivers, Gambra and Sencgra, formerly called 

* Stachiris and Garatiis. To the Weft fide of it there 

* is an liland full of an infinite number of Birds, whofe 

* Eggs are commonly gathered by the Mariners.

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*Th!s Cape is a dangerous, Landing-^plage, becaofe 
*of a great many Rodcs about: it under water ; there* 

*forc it is much better to land- farther three Leagues 
*ofrir, in a place uninliabitcJ, which affords nothing 
'but Wood and Siones. The Continent is inhabited 
*by Negroes, who trade with all forts of Nations, and 
'Ipeak fevcral Languages, cfpecially French atid Portu- 
*?Me^^ The melt pnrt of them goe naked, having 
oaiy a pdece of Linncn Cioih about their middle, V9 
*cov]er their Privy Parts* 

' fiut the Noblemen and Grandees cloatb tbemfelves

* Here are a^reat many good Black-Smiths, for Iron . 
'is macfa valued among 'em ; and you find long Iron bars 
'forged like Spcnrs , which ferve them for Filhing. 

'and Piovving the Ground. They make likewife fe- 
'veral forts of Weapons , as Arrows, Darts , Jave- 
'lim, (Sc. 

* They have but little or no knowledge of God AI- 
' mighty, except feme of them who converfe with 
Xfariftians. In general , what Religion they have 

* comes neareft to the Mahometan^ for they are Cir- 
*aund$'4l; They are very Lafciviou?, Men may have 

* as many Wives as they pleafe, and Wonaen are fel* 
'dotnfatisficd with one Husband ; but above all, they 
' Jove ftrangers very pafllonatdy. 

* The P<frtuguc;{e who live there, are not fubje& to 
*ilie King of Spain^ but are free, and trade with all 
'Nations ; but they have no Authority or Power, but 

* over their Slaves and Servants. The Country is al- 
I together governed by iji; Governors of eacii Town 

'or 
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* or Village, who run in little Boats to the Ships when 

* they arrive, to make them pay the Cuftom. 

* June i()th, the three Ships came into the Sea, which 
the Portuguc:{e called Mar de Sargaffo, becaiife of the 
Sargafp) or Crcjfes which cover it. The nexr day they 
pafled under the Tropick of Cancer^ which lies io 
Deg. 30 Min. Nonh Latitude. ' 

Juljf the loth one of the Boys belonging ro the Hoi' 
tand^ getting up to the Mizzen Top-Maft, fell into the 
Waccfy and the Ship failed fo faft» chat it was ioipoffi- 
ble to favebim; but having fwom a pretty while, the 
Pinnace which was behind met him by chance, and 
took him up alive. The nth they thought that they 
were near the Iflands of Ctirvo and Fhres , however 
feeing no Land, they took the Latitude, and found , 
themfelves under 37 Deg. 

* Corvo and Flores, are two of the Iflands which 

* the Spaniards call Acores^ that is, Iflands of Hawkj, , 

* becaufe when they difcover'd *em, they found a great , 

* many Hawks in them. The Dutch call them de Vlaam" j 

* foe Bilandcn^ F/fw//^ Iflands, bccaufe the firft Inha- , 
^ bitants of the Ifland of Fajal^ which is one of the , 

* nine Iflands were Flemings. \ 

* Tlie Race of its firft Inhabitants h perpetuated , 

* to this day in that Ifland, and you may know them j 

* by their Air and Shape, which refcmbles that of the , 

* Flemings. They dwell upon a little River, running \ 

* down a Mountain, which the Fortugue:{e C2\\^d libera ^ 

* dos Framencas, the River of the Flemings. ^ 

* Thcfe are the names of the Acores IQands, Tercere^ 

' Sr. Michael^ Santa Miria, Sc. Georges, Gratiofa, Pico^ j 

* FayaJ^ Cervo, and Flores : Tmere is the chief of them. ^ 

* It is 1 5 or 1 6 Leagues in circumference, being high, ^ 

* and fo ftcep in many places^ that it is almoft impreg-< 

* nable, and befides that, they have built Forts in the | 

* places where it is acceflSble. 

. ^ There is no Harbour or Road wherein the Ships , 

* can flielrer, but before the capital City named Angra, 

* which iiath a Port of the figure ot a Half-Moon, and 

* therefore called the Half-Moon of Angra, Upon the 

* two ends of the Half- Moon » are two Mountains cal- 

* led Brap'K which Ihoot forth into the Sea, and ap- 

* pear a far off, like two fmall Iflands. Thofe rvvo 

* Alountaius are fo high, that being at the top of them, 
t • you

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' you may fee at any time ten or twelve Leagues ofl^ ^ 
2nd when the Weather is fine and clear, above fifteen 
leagues off 

* Anffra faacb a fine Cathedral Church, a fiiH op, a - 
Governor, and the Council which governs all the 
Iilands» refides there. Three Leagues off Angrd^ lies 
another Town called da Praya^ or the Town of th^ 
Iboar, becaufe it is firtiated near a great fhoar, which 
the Ships can never approach ; fo that the Town is 
wirhout any manner of Trade, and very dcferc, tho* 
prcrry well builr, and walicd aboiic. 

" The Inhabitants live upon the Fruit that grows in 
the Ifland ; for it is very truirful and pleafanr, full of 
fine Corn Fields. The Wine is but fmail, and will 
not keep long ; therefore the rich Inhabitants pro- 
vide thcmfelves with M^dere and dinary Wines. 

' The Ifland is fo plentiful of Meat, Fi(h, and all 
fiins of Victeals, that even in time of Scarcity, there 
ii enough for the Inhabitants; but they Want Oyl, 
Salt, Lime, and Potters Wares, Which are imported 
from orhei* places. They have abundance of Peach-* 
Apples, Pears, Oranges. Lemons, all forrs of 
Herbs, Planes, and among others, the Root called 
Batatdf, which grows iike the ilock of a Vine, but 
the Leaves are not the fame. Some of thofe Roots 
weigh a pound, more or lefs : they have fo great 
quaactcies of chem, that the rich flight them, though 
tbey are of a gooid fweei taft^^ and vety nouriih* 
ing. 

' You find alfo another Root as big as a Man^s niir<^ 
Fifts, covered with Filaments of Gold colour, and 
fmooth as Silk ; they make fieds of it, but curious 
and skillful Workftien,wottld make fineStufB with it : 

Ycu fee but few wild Fowls, or Birds, except Cana-* 
ties, Quails, tame Hens, and Turkey-Cocks, which 
are very numerous. 

* You meet with feveral places very hilly, and full 
of fo thick Woods, that you can hardly travel through 
them; but that which makes travelling more difficult, 
is, that you find very often Rocks a League, or half 
a League long, which afe fo ragged, and fo Iharp^ 
that you can hardly walk 'em Withoix <uttin0 
yoarFeetorShoes^ 
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' At the fame time 'tis remarkable, that tbofe Rocks 

* are fo full af Vines, chat m the • Summer time you 

* cannot fee them, for they are all over-cover a with Vine 

* Leaves. The Vines Iprcad their Roots through the 

* craeks or chinks of the Rocks, which are fo lir*aIJ, 

* that 'tis a wonder how they can find any Nourifh- 

* nu'fit there ; and yet if you plant a Vine in the ochei: 
' good ground of this Cnuarry, ir wiU never grow. 

' The Corn and other Fruits of that Ifland,wiil nor keep 

* abovea year ; nay, if yba keep the Corn four Months 
^ without burying it under Ground, it will rot and be 

* fpoiled. To prevent that accident, each Inhabitant 

* has a Pit out of the Town» which is round at the 

* top, and large enough to let a Man go in, the Head 
^ b cover'd with a Scone, and lock'd up : Some of 

* their Pics are fo large, that they might contain two 
•or three Lafts of Corn ; new a I cfi contains io8 

* Bufhclsof ^/^-<^7:'/ ij7?j Meafure, and each Bufhel weighs 

* forty pounds and more. 

* Thev put their Corn in thofe Pits in j///y, and co- 

* vcr the (lone wirh Earth to prefci vc it ihe bct:cr. 

* And at Chrijima they tui^e it out, though fome keep 

* it longer; but ir is then as good and as. fine, as when 

* 'twas put in the Pits. 

* 1 he Oxen in that Ifland are the largeft and the 
' fineft in Europe, their Horns are monftrouily large, 

* every one hath his name like our Dogs, and they are 

* fo tame and fo familiar^ that when the Matter calls 

* one of them by his name, chough he is amongft a 

* thoufnnd others, he will come prefencly to him. 

' One would think that rhe G.uund of that Ifland is 

* hollow, for wlien ynu walk upon ri.e Rocks, it founds 

* hoaow. and ind ed the thiiig is probable enough, for 
' the is jubjs.vi:ro many £ ii hqaikes : You find 

* in many places of the Ifl nid cn St. jvLcuael^ holes or 

* cracks, out of which there comes a great fmoak, and 
' the Ground ail about is burnt : but this is no uncom- 
' mon thing in moft of thofe lilands, for all of them 

* have Mountains of Sulphur. 

* Here are Fountains 16 hot, that you may boil an 

* Egg in the Water. Three Leagues off Jingra^ there 

* is a Fountain which changes Wood into Stone ; and 

* there was a Tree to be feen, che Roots of which be- 

* ing ir4 tliat Water^ were ftony, and as hard as Steel. 

• This 
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* This Ifland ^produceth excellent Timber, rfpecial- 

* ly Cedar, which isib common, that they make Carts 

* and Chariots of it, and burn it. The Idand Qi P<- 

* Ctf, welve Leagues diftant from Tercere, produceth a 
' fort of Wood called Tci.xo, which is as hard as Iron, 
' and looks reddifb, and ihining when it is workU. 

* Ir lath alfo that good quality, that it is better and 
' finer when it is old, which makes it fo precions, that 

* no body dares cat to it, but for the King's ufe, and up* 

* on a fpecial Order from the King's Officers. 

* The chief Trade in the Ifland of Tercere confiJts in 

* H^oai\ of vvh'ch they have a great plenty. The Fleets 

* of Portn^ il Jifid Sp.iiriy wtiich lail into the /:.?/?- 
' Indies^ Br Cape-Vi'rJ^ Guinea, and father Countries, 
*and(tandin tor that IQand to rake in Rcfrcil^ments, 

* bring a good Trade and Profit not only to the Inhabi- 

* tants of Tercere^ but likewife to thofe of the neigb' 
' bouring Iflands , who fell to the Pwrtuguf^e and 
*SpM»iardi their Manufacture and other Uommodi- 
*ties. 

* Seven or eight Leagues South-Eaft off Tercere lies 

* tfaelflmd of St. Michael^ about 20 Leagues in length ; 

* it hath fcveral Towns and Villages; the capital Ci- 

* ty is namol Pn>ita dc! Gu lt, which drives a better 
•Trade of Garden Pf^^J, than Tercere^ bccaufc there is 
•a greater quantity of ic here, than in any of the o- 

* ther Iflands, for it proJaceth above two hundred 

* thoufand Quintals every year. Here are alfo arable 
^LandSy wh;ch bear abatidance of Corn, that ihey 

* traniport to the other Iflands ; but it affords no Har- 
' bor . no Rivers, nor any (belter for Ships. 

* The Iflmd of SanRa, M nl.i, is but twelve Leagues 
' South of St. Michael^ and hath ten or twelve Leagues 

* in Circumference. They trade only in Potters ware^ 

* which they transport to the other Iflands^ but they have 

* plenty of all manner of Provifions. 

* Seven or eight l eagues North-North- Weft off 

* Tercere, is the little Ifland of Gratiofa , not above 

* five or fix Leagues in Circumference, but very plea* 

* fant and fruittul. 

* The Ifland of St Gcor?;!^ is about eight or nine 
' Leagues North- Wcit from Tercere : ic is twelve 
' Leagues in length, and two or three in breadth: this 
' is a WUd Mooficainous Couiitry, and bears a lUde 
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Woad. The Inhabitants fubfift by tilling the Ground, 
and keeping Catrcl ; and ihey have abundance of 
Cedar, winch they export lo'lcrcerc. 

* Seven German Leagues South-South-Weft off Sc. 
Geor^es^ you find the Ifland of Fayal, which hath fe- 
venrcen or eighteen Leagues in Circumference, nnd 
is the bcft of the Acores, next to Terccre^ and Sr. Mi- 
cl\uL Ic affords abundance of Caccelf Fi(h. and o- 

* ther Commodiries, which they export to Tercere^ 

* and the other Iflands ; they have likewUe plenty of 
' Woad. 

' The chief Town is called Vila Doru. Molt of the 
Inhabitants of this Ifland are Natives of the low 

* Counties, but they fpeak now the PorttivucT^e Tongue ; 

* they love Flemings naturally, and ufe all ftrangers 

* very kindly. 

* Three Leagues to the South -Ea ft off Fayal, and 

* four Leagues to the South- Wrft off Si Georges, and 
' twelve Leagues to the Sou'h-Wtft, and by Weft off 

* Tercere, lies the Ifland of I'ico, fo called from aMoun- 

* tain in it, named P/c, fome being of opinion, that it 

* is higher than the Pic ot Tenerijf in the Canaries : 

* the Inhabitants till the Ground, and keep Ca'tel to 

* fubfift by. This Lland hath plenty of all Victuals, 

* and yields the beft Wine in all the Acares^ it is about 

* J 5 Leagues in Circumference. 

* From Trrcm to the Ifland of Flores^ which lies to 

* the Weft, they reckon 70 Leagues; andaboat a League 

* ro the North of FIcres, you find the fmall Ifland of C 'jr-. 

* not above two or three Lc.igULS in Circun:irerencc. 

* I'hcfe two IflaiiUs arc counted now amongft the rf^- 

* ccrcj^ and are under the fame Governor. F/orcs hath 

* about feven Leagues in Circumference, it produceih 

* Woad, and harh plenty ot all Prov. lions. 

' All thcfe Iflands are inhabired by Portugueses but 
^ the Garrifons are kept by Spanifls Troops, without 

* any charge or tioubfe to the Portugu?:(e ; for the Sol- 

* diers are kept under fo ft rid; Difciplme, that they 
^ dare not go out into the Country, without their Offi- 

* cers leave. 

* The Winds are fo ftrong, and the Air fo Corroiive, 

* and efpecially in Tercere^ that they fpoil and confume 

* in a fhort time the ftones of the Houles. and the very 

* Iron. They have a foit of Hone which tbcy find 

* wicbin 
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' widiin the Sea-Mark» and which is harder, and re* 
' fib the fharpnefs of the Air better than the other 
* forts, and for chat reafon they build the front of their 
'Houfes with it. 

Atigufl the 5^*6 the Dutch coinpiucJ according to the 
time of their filling, that they were in the EtigliJ}^ 
Channel, in the Latitude of 37 Deg. The ^th they 
got into the Channel, where rhcy met with a Ship of 
Convoy from Amflcrd.im^ which fujnill.ed ihcm with 
Beer, Cheefe, and B'sket, for they were then in great 
want of Provifions : But foon after the Seamen were 
very fick by eating too greedily, and the fwelling in 
their Legs increafed very much ; this Ship was the firft 
Ik^ch Ship they met in their Voyage. 

The loth chey faw the Coaft ot HoSanJ, which they 
bd not (een for 29 Months. The fame day the ftor* 
my Weather forced them to an Anchor, and now they 
had failed ten Months and a halt without cading Anchor 
any where. 

The next day the Mturice and ihe Pinnace failed to 
the Texel, wherein the Pilots conducfted her in : The 
Ship Holland's Crew were fo weak, that they could 
not work the Ship, nor weigh Anchor. Abour E- 
vening the Ship fuffer'd fo great a Storm, that they 
were forced to cut her Maft, and ihe was many rimes 
in danger of Ship-wrack. This ftormy Weather Jaft- 
(dtill the t^th^ then the calm fucceeding, the Pilots 
catne on board the Ship, and heip'd to weigh Anchor ; 
fo that after many Dangers and^ Accidents, (he gotfaf^ 
into the Harbor,

AT Malacca^ Acbem, and other neighbouring pla- 
^ ces, they weigh by Bahars, of which there is two 
foits, the great Bahar, and the little Bahar. The great 
one contains 200 Gates, the Cate 26 Tayels, or 3S 
Dunces and a half of Portugal Weight, each Tayei 
Weighing about one Ounce and a half fliarp weight;. 
They make of tl|at weight to weigh Pepper, Cloves, 
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|4atmegs. Ginger, Cinnamon, Tamarins, Lack, Mace, 
Sugar, MirabolanS) Sanders Wood, Indigo, Alan, and 
other Commodities. 

The little Bahar contains alfo 2oo Cates, but each 

of the'fe Cares contains but 22 Tayels, or Ounces, 
and aticigh'i! parr, for the Tnycl of the little B.^h.ir, 
weighs an OuriCc and an hali good wcighf. They 
weith with that weight Qnick-lilver, Crppcr, Tin, 
Pewccr. Lead, Ivory, Silk, Musk, Ciyet, Amber, and 
Camphir. 

But in the Continent ot the Eafl-Indics , Camphir, 
Caifia, Aloes, Rhubarb, Spikenard, arc weighed by 
. Farateles , each Fnratele weighs r.n Arraba, which is 
two pounds of Lisbon weight. Saffron is iold by ano- 
ther weight, called Almene, which weighs alfo two 
pounds. 

. In China they alfo weigh by Bahars, but each of 
them weighs 300 Cares, v/hicK makes but 200 of ihofc 

of Malacci-i. Each Care in China^ contains i6 Tayels, 
and mMi'icca bnr 14 ; that is, 2i Ounces of Lif*, 
ban weight : A Taycl which weighs a real and half, 
contains ten iMaics, and a Mafe ten Cor duris They 
^fi^eigh in China the Silver they receive for their Goods 
with that weight, bccaule they have no coyned Mo- 
ney, and the cut the> Reals, and all the Silver in fmali 
pieces. 

In Bantam, ih the whole IQand of Java^ and in the 
neighbouring Iflands, the Tayel contains but eight AdU* 
fcs, and two Reals weighs feven Mafes. 

They make ufe alfo of another weight called Maa 

or iVIain. which weighs only 12 Cates ; but in Cam- 
/a7v», an ! in the b.dics^ it contains 27 Tayels, and they 
weigh all V^idualsby ihat weight. 

In C in^ they alfo make ufe of a weight called P/- 
r'7, which contains 66 Gates, and three quarters; lb that 
three Picojs and o .c Bah^r, weighs Zoo Cates : ihcy 
weigh Si k. with thai weight. 

In Europe they we g'l Diamonds, Rubies, and other 
precious; Stones with Quillates, each Quillate weighs 
four Grains; but in the Indies they weigh them by 
Mangalis, each Mangalis weighing five Grains. Emo* 
raids are weighed with Cate^, each Cs^te contaiping 
three Grains. ; • 

Appti[ie^ 
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Apothecaries make ufcof a fmall weight called Me- 
tricol, the Hxch part of an Ounce, and of Alirricoli, 
ihe eighth pare of an Ounce. This is all we could 
karn concerning rhe Wcighrs. 

Iq the Eafl'lndies^ in C^mlyaya and Bengale^ they 
make nfe of a Meafure called Candil, or Cradil, and 
fell Rice and other Grain with it. It contains about 
finirteen fiudiels , which makes about five hundred 
pounds weight. 'Tisby this Meafure that they compute • 
the burden of Ships. 

There is anorhcr iMcafure in Jdv.t^ and in the neigh- 
bouring Countries, called Gantan, which conrains a- 
bout three pounds (.f Pepper. The Sack which they 
call Barath, contains 17 pounds, which weighs 54, and 
fometimes 55 pounds of //i^Z/rv / Weighr. I hcyhive 
alio another Meafure called Gedeng, and meafure ail 
forrs of Grains with ir, it contains about 4 pounds. 

The Meafure which they make ufe of for Velvet, Wool-' 
ten aad Lintien Cloth, and fuch other Goods imponed 
bm Europe^ is the famfe with the of Porttigaf, 
which is two Ells and a quarter of the Meafure of 
HtHoftd, As to their Manufadures, they fell them in 
whole pieces , or half p ieces, each of them being about 
14 or 15 Ells long. 

As to their Money in the Tndirs, ar Goa, and upon 
the Coaft of Mi.ab.ir, rhry count by Pardao's Xcraffins 
a lilver Coyn, hut of bad Allay: It is coined at Goa, 
and hath Sc. Sci'^ijtian on one fide, and a bnnch of Ar- 
rows on the other ; it is worth 3 Tcftons, or 300 Reys 
of Portugue:(e Money. 

They alfo tell Money by T/w^Vf , which are not pro- 
perly Money in Specie, but like Dutch Guilders, as a 
Pardao Xeraffin for, example, is wonh 4 Tangas good 
Money, and five of bad Allay, for they tell Money by. 
good and bad Allay. 

They alfo tell Money by Vintins, four Vinrins of 
good Allay, and five Vmtins of bad Allay, makes one 
Tmgas. The Balaruco's arc the worit Allay, bc'ng 
niade of the worft Pewter: 15 good Balarucos or .8 
bad ones, make one Vintin, and 3 Vintins are worth 
two Portugal R^Qys^ and 37$ £afaruco's make a Parcaa 
Xeraffin. 

They counterfeit very often thofePardaos Xerafiins, 
(hoai^ii ihqr ^ 4^ current Coyn in t^e Indies. Ta 

R 4 
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prevent your being imposM ypon , you find in e- 
very corner of the Streets terrain Indian Chriftians, 
Vho ftand there purpofely, and v i fu your IVloney for 
little or nothing : they are lo nimble at ir, that in tel- 
ling and handling the Money, they know the value of 
Si ; and without rubbing it with the Touch-flone, they 
will diftinguilli a fal(e piece amongft a thoufand. The 
Duub with all rht ir skill could noc do it, for they 
knew tbem by (be found onl^. 

The Counterfeit pieces are coined in the Continent 
by the Heathen Indians^ fo that no body receives Mo- 
ney, not fo much as a half Pardao, without (hewing 

to a Xaraffe, which is the name of thofe who view 
the Money ; who for a fmall Sallary are obliged to 
make ail good that they pafs: they alfo change Mo- 
ney, and mrnirti you with what Species you wane, and 
live very handfoinly upon that Trade. 

There is alfo in the Indies^ a fort of Money called 
llanos, twenty of which make a Pardao, and another 
fort called Latrins, which comes from Perjla, where it 
is coined in the City of Lar, It is long like thick 
double Silver Wire, of pure and fine Silver without 
Allay : a Lanin is worth 108 or 105 Brfatmoi^ accor- 
ding as the Change goes, 

Befides that, there is another foR of Coin called 
fago4esi there are two or three forts of thefe, which 
are always worth ^bovc eight Tang4*s : It is coined in 
iS^rfinga,. Bi/hagar, and other places by the Heathen 
Indians^ who (tampon one fide of it the figure of an 
Idol, like that of the Devil fitting on a Seat, and on 
the other fide, a King in a Triumphal Chariot drawn 
})y an Elephant. 

The S'lch ini or Ducats of Venice ^ which are trans- 
ported into the Indies h"^ OrmuSy and the other Ducats 
coined in Turk^ey^ are commonly worth two BarJao*t 

Xcraffns, 

The St. Themas\ a piece of Money fo called, becanfe 
St. Thtmoi is engraved on obe fide of it, and a. loag 
Crofs on the other fide, are always wqrth above feven 
Tama$^ and fometimei eight. 

Of all the Money that iscoynedin Spain, only the 
Reals of eight ire only current in India ; commonly 
when the Ships arrive, they are worth 436 Porfuguei^ff 
Reys ; then they rife when they iranfport t{iein to ChU 
na^ but they are never lower/* • • . ^ • « - W^en 
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When you buy or fell any thing in India^ you muft 
always agree before-l)and, in what Species and Coin 
you will be pay d, whether in Pardaos Xeraffint^ ot 
Pardaos de R^^a^s, or Pardaos of Gold; as in fooie pla* 
ces in Italy, there is a difierence between Seudo JfOre^ 
and Scudo di Mtmeta* 

But if y<m buy or fell Pearls, precious Stones, Gold, 
Silver, and t^ries, it is enough to name the number 
of Pardaos you have agreed-upon ; for every body 
knows there are Pardaos worch fix Ja?igas : but for all 
other Mcrchandiie, if you ipecifie nothing, and fpeak 
in general of fo m.iny Pardao's^ they are underftood co 
be Pardao's worth five Tangai, 

The Merchants pay fomecimcs in Pardao*s of Lmrim^ 
and then five Larrivs are worth bur one Pardao. 

There are feveral other forts of Money, which at« 
only current in the Provinces where they are coined : 
Tis faid that at Bengale^ they make Qfe of licde -^P f 
and Almonds for (inall Money, as we do Farcluogs in

INTO THE 

EAST-INDIES, 

Made by a Fleet of eight Ships in the year 
1598, under the command of Jam€S Cor-- 
neUfz Van Neck^ Admiral ; and Wybrant Van 
ff^rM?/cyf, Vice- Admiral} taken out of the 
printed Journals, and other ManufcriptSt 

TH E Diredors of the E.if}- Indict Company 
fitted out in the year 1 598, dx Shipsaod two 
Yatchs, bound for the Eafi-lndies. The firft 
Ship was named the Mturice^ in which were 
Admiral Comclifi[ Van Nsci, bom at Amfindam^ Gtf- 
vert jAnJ\ Mailer, and Cornelius Hemsk/rk^ Commifli- 
oner. 

The fccond Ship named the Amfterdam , had on 
board htr Vice- Admiral Wybraw^ a Native alio of 
Atnperdam^ and Corneille Jitnf:( Fortwyn Matter. 

The Th rd was named the Holland^ Simon Lamhert:^' 
thilfi Matter or Captain, and H^jte CommiiQo- 
ner. 

They called the fourth Ship the ^ealand^ Hfchola 
7411/^ Micl^naf was Matter of her, Jbc 
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The fifth was named ihe GeiderUnd^ John Brayn 
Maftcr, Uuris Hendrik$:( B?nxver CcmmifHorcr. 

The iizth was named the Vtretcht^ John Martf;^M^ 
ftcr. 

The great Yatch was called the Fri^eland^ John 
Cemelify Mafter, and fVonter ff^ffiukim G)mmidio- 
oer. 

The little Yarch was named it\c Overif^cP^ Simon 
Jatfy Hosn Mafter, and Arem Uarmauf:^ I u^i Alk^naa:} 
CommiHioncr. 

All chcio Ships were Manned with 560 Seaman,' 
who were Murtcrcd the (^th of March. 

They failed cut of the Tcxci the ifi of Maj^, with a 
South4iaft-Wind, and the i$tb they were in fight of 
the Ifland of Madere, and the other adjacent Iflaods^ 
called by the Parntguei(e, Defett or PVild IJlands^ and 
by the Dutch, Sorters, 

The f^tb they pafled the Canary Iflands, and among 
others Gomera and Patma : And on the ijd the Iflands 
cf Cape Verd^ or the green Cnpc, called failed Iflands, 
and particularly Sr. y*/j^o and Mayo, 

June the r/? they catch'd a Tortoife of 143 pornds 
Holland weight. 1 he ^th they pafljd the Hqmnoxial 
Line. The i^th th^y pafs'd the Shelves of Bra^il^ 
which lie in the iSDcg. South J atirudc. 

July the Z'\th rhcy came near the Cape of GoedHofe^ 
in 35 Deg. Sou: h Latitude. On the 27th they favir 
great floats of Trees, and Roots 25 Fathoms Iong» 
and many Birds flyings an infallible tign they were 
not far off the Cape. 

The %M after a great Storm, they faw on 6ne of 
the Main-Top -Mafts, a fire called St. FiVf, Ihi- 

ning like a Candle. The -^ifi they difcoverd the 
Coaft of the Cape of Good Hope ; and the i^th the I- 
fland of Sr. Laurence ov Madagafcar^ under which they 
caft Anchor the next dciy, that being the firft time 
fince they failed out of the Texel, On the z<)th they 
doubled the Cape, and the ^otb they weather'd Cape 
Julian, 

Sefiember the ijtb, they faw the Ifland which the 
?9rtugue:^e call Cerne; the Seamen rejoyced mightily 
at the fight of it, in hopes to find there iireih Warer» 
and fome Refre(hmems which they wanted extteamly^ 
for they begaif to be flck of the Sciiryy. 

pn 
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On the I %th in the Morning they fent two Sloops 
on (hoar, where they found a good and clofe Harbour, 
large enough to fiiclrer 50 Sail from the Winds, and 
a good Ground for Anchorage. 

The Sloops Crew recurning on board the Ships about 
the Evening, brought with them eight or nine great 
fiirds, and many little ones, which they took wich 
their Hands : They alfo found very good frefh Water 
ranntog down the Mouotains; fo that this Harbour 
is one of the beft, and the moft convenient to pat into 
for Refredunents. 

On the the moft part of the Seamen landed, 
and the Minifter of the Vice-Admiral preached a Ser- 
mon upon the fhoar, and gave thanks to God Almigh- 
ty, for having brought them into a Harbour fo much 
defired. Then they named that Ifland Maurice, for a" 
reafon fo well known, that ic is needlefs to mention it. 
September iifi, they landed in another place of the 
fame Ifland, to fee whether they could find Inhabitants, 
but they found none. They took an infinite multi* 
rode of fiirds with their Hands, which made them be- 
lieve, that the Iflanil was uninhabited. 

T^e 17 tb a certain InMan who had been bnmght 
to HoSanJ in the firft Voyage, embraced the Chriftian 
Religion, and was Chriftcned by the name of L^in?- 
rertce. On the i()th they went farther to another place 
of the Ifland, but could find no Inhabitants. 

The Ifland of C*rneox Maurice^ is about 1 5 Leagues 
in Circumference , it hath a very fine Harbour, the 
Mouth of which is above 1 00 Fathom deep. The Coun- 
try is Hilly, and full of Mountains, which are co« 
vcr'd with green Trees, moft of them wild, excepting 
fomeP4/w2- Trees, and F4/«w>^Trees ; but thofe which 
grow in the Valleys, are a great deal finerl 

The Mountains are fo high, that they are for the 
moft part of the vear cover'd with Snow, and fome 
times (b full of imoak, yon can hardly fee them: Th^ 
ground is ftony every where, but withal full of wild. 
Trees which grow iodoie together, that they touch one 
another. 

The Wood of thofe Trees is the fineft Ebony in the 
World, very black, and as fmooth as Ivory. There is ano- 
Hier fort of Wood of a fine red colour, and another yel- 
low like Bees* Wax : They tranfporte^ fpo^e of thefe 

three 
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thtec forts to Holland^ which were valued very much ; 
the outlide of chc Bark is green and chick, and under 
it is the Ebony^Wood. 

They found alfo many Palmhcs-Trees, which fur- 
nifhed chem with good Refreihments ; they are much 
like Coctf-TreeSy but on the top of the Palmltes^ there 
is a great knot or bead which they Cttt, and found ia 
it a kind of Juice or Pith very good to eat, efpedally io 
Sailet, and then it.is purging : that Juice was whiter 
and as (weec as a Turnep. 

The Dutch made fome Hutts in the Illand, and lodgVl 
the (ick Seamen in them, who in a little while were 
well again; ihis fliews the Air is very good. The Sea 
is fo full of FtHi, that at one caft of a Sean, they 
caught a half Tun of FiQi ; there is no fuch fort ot 
Fi(h to be feen in the 'Netherlands Seas, except Eells 
and Pearches. Among o:her Full they took fuch a 
monftrous Thomback, that itferv'dall the Seameo of 
one Ship for two Meals. 

They found aUb a great quantity of Tortoifes, fome 
of which were fo extraordinary big» that four Men 
ftood upon tbeoi as they crept along, and one (bell was 
larjK enough to hold fix Men in it. 

There they faw an infinite nnmber of Birds and 
Fowls, efpecially Turtle-Doves, of which the Seamen 
took 150 in an Afcernoon ; they alio faw a great ma- 
ny Herons, but could catch none, for they fled out of 
fight. . 

They faw but a few wild Gcefe, but withal a world 
of grey Parrers, and a fore of Fowl as big as Swans, 
with a big Head and a Creft on, like a Fryar's Cowl : 
they have but four or five black Feathers in ftead of 
Wings, their Tail is very fhort, and hath but five lie- 
tie grey and curled Feathers. The Dutch called them 
Fowls of aloathfome tafte, becaufe the more they roaA- 
ed them, they grew the harder ; and perhaps alib^ 
becaufe filling their Bellies every day with Turtle- 
Doves, which were excellent Meat, they difliked the 
other Fowl. 

The Ifland of Maurice , though uninhabited, and 
without any four-footed Beafls , is for all that as good 
and convenient a place to take in Refrefhments for 
the Ships chat fail to the B^tfl-Indics^ as St. Helene is 

to cbolis chat return front the fame. They found in 
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it ^oo pounds wei^hr of Bcr^s-Wnx", with Greeks Cfaa- 
ncilers writrcn iipon ic; hc/ides a JJcck of" a Ship, a 
Capfl(>ne, nnd a Main- Yard, ihe remainder undoubc* 
ediyof aShipwrack. 

The Vice-Admiral put up a Bon d or a piece of 
Wood on a Tree, witb the Arms of Holland^ T^aUnd^ 
and Amfterdam^ carved upon witb thefe words, C^iv- 
ftUnoi ^formados^ Reformed Chriftians ; chat if any 
body (hould ever come into that place, they mighc 
know, that fome Chriftians had been in that Idand. 

He alfo f!nf»lcd oui a larg:^ Ipace of Ground, four 
times more ip/iclous rhan rhc D.un whit .i is before the 
Town-H'Hjfe of /hnjleydim, and inc!os d it v/ith ftakes, 
like a Garden, wherein he fuwed and planted Fruit- 
Trees, and Icvcral o^hcr rhir.gs, to try whether they 
would grow in that Ground : He alfo left behind him 
fome Hens, and other Fowls, that the Ships which 
Oiouid put into that Ifland, mighc hnd all forts of Re- i 
frcfliments. 

' Ic is neceAary here to explain a thing which is not 

* plain, enough in the Jonrnal, chat the eight Ships j 

* which had always failed together from Ho/land to 

* the Cape of Good Hope, were feparated by a terrible i

The other three, t I'he M luricc^ che Iio!IanJ^s,nd the 
little Yaich, cill'd the Oi^rijfel^ who were feparated J 

* from the others, were forced to fteertothe Ifland of j 

* S^ta M.^rU^ and from thence they continaed their j 
' * coarfe to Bantam. I (hall now relate what happei^'d 1 

* to them in their PaiTage, .and in their Return ; and | 

* afterwards ihall refume the Relation of what concerns ; 

* the five other Ships, which we now leave in the I- 

* Hand of Miurice. 

The three Ships being arrived in the Ifland of Sant.i \ 
Maria, took rheir Pl ulu or Ki* g Prifoncr, who gave a 
Cow and a Caif for his Ranlom. They found no Re- 
treihmenrs there, bccaule it wa^ not the f:albn of the , 
year for Fruit, only they got a good quantity of So- i 
gar*Canes aixi Fowl. 

Whim 
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Vbilft they lay there at Anchor, they fiiw a very 

extraordinary fighr, fome Indians having fecn a Whale, 
rowed towards her in a (mail Boar, and canghc her 
with 1 Cramp-iron faftcncd to a long Rope, made of 
the Bnrk of a Tree. The Whale being wounded run 
through the \V.uei\ ^ndihQ Indians Xqi out their whole 
Rope, upon which the Whale drag'd along the Canou^ 
or the fmall Boa^, and tofled her about like a Straw ; 
bpc the Indians were not much concem*d ; fiir if the 
CAnou bad overtum'dy they could iwim and euro the 
Boat again. 

This kind of fport lafted a pretty while, but the 
Whale being weary and fpent, flie began to float ; and 
then the Indians drew her upon the l£oar, and divided 

her amongit ihcm. 

From Sa7jta Maria, they failed to the great Bay of 
Anton Gil^ where they took in frcili Water. The Indian 
callfd Mada^dfiar^ whom they had carryed off in the 
firll Voyage, might have then tarry'd in his own Coun- 
try if he would, but he faid he did not care for ftay- 
ing, and that he ihould not be known there, and with- 
al, that he had rather live and be cloathed after the 
European mode, than go naked in the Indies^ 

They ftay*d but five days in that Bay, and found 
no manner of Refrefhoients, becaufe of the War be* 
tween the petty Kings of the Cbuntry ; for one of 
them having been routed, the Inhabitants his Subje(£b 
were brought to thelaft excrcmity, of periftiing by Mi- 
sery and Hanger. 

I'hcy put to fail again after five days ftay, and with 
a fair Wind came to an Anchor the z6th of Novemh. 
159S, before Bantam, Prefcntly Cornei'Jc Uccmfkirl^e^ 
Coauniiiioner of the Admiral landed, and went into 
the City to foliicit the favour and friendihipof the In*^ 
ittbitants, afluring theinthat the Dmrc/i were come with 
no other Defign, but to trade peaceably and fairly with 
them. 

The Bantamhts thought at firft, they were the fame 
that came the year befim, and that they had kept the 

Sea all that while; upon which grounds they took 
them for Pirates, efpccially conirJcring that the Porttt^ 
l»c:{e had endeavoured in the ftrlt Voyage the Dtuch 
made iherc» to perfwade them to believe it. 
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The D«/c/? did all they could to juftifie thetnfelves^ 
and upon that head fenr into the Town Ahduly wborrt 
ihey had brought with them : he pacified them, and i 
at laft obtained Audience. The Dutch then went to i 
Bantam to wait on the King, who was but an Infant^ \ 
and made him fome Frefencs: The Governor in bii 
name received them very kindly. 

They prefenred him with a gilt Cup, piecetofVel- i 
vet, filk Stitffi, fine Cryftal Glafles, and Looktng-Glaf^ , 
les all gilc ; and at the fame time they ihew'd the , 
Patents of the Stares-General, and of Prince M^urice^ 
which were received with a great deal of refpedk, and , 
bowing rothe Ground. , 

After fuch Ceremonies, they began to trade w'rh the . 
Inhabitants with fo great Succefs, that in five Weeks j 
lime, the three Ships were almoft laded. , 

A Month after their arrival at B.int.tm , the other j 
five Ships came into the fame Harbour, in a very gooci , 
condition, and had but few Seamen fick on board* ^ 
The Ships being happily joyncd together, to exprefs ^ 
their Joy, pot up their Flags, and nude a general Oif* j 
charge of their Artillery, and the Officers regaled one y 
another on board their ohips. , 

As foon as the five Ships caft Anchor, feveral Pi- , 
rogues came on board, and brought sll forts of Refrelh-* | 
ments, which they exchanged for Houlhold Pewcer, 
and gave far one SpooD, as much Victuals as a Man , 
can eat in two days. 

It was no advantage to the three Ships, that /lb* j 
dul made known to the Inhabitants, tiiat five Ships j 
more were a coming, and fome others would lail 
thither in a little while from T^eaLind ; for upon that 
the Bantamites raifed the price of Pepper, and where- 
as they fold at firft 5s pounds weight for three Reals 
of Eight, a little while after they fold the fame weight 
for four Reals ; bciides, they would be paid in Reals, 
and feemed not much to care for the Merchandife the 
Dutch brought wiih them. 

When the three firft Ships, and the great Yatch call'd 
the Fri:^eLt?2d^ were laded, the Du:ch gave publick no- 
lice, that they were ready to lail away, therefore ihcy 
defired every body to come on board, and fucch their 
payments* 
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' So after they had made a good Provifion of Rice, 
and other Retrefliments, they put to fail the luh of 
January 1 599, and ftood in for Sumatra to get Ibme 
frefli/Watei', becaufe the Water of Bantam growech 
*wbice prdencly, and breeds Worms. ^ 

In Smmairs they ezchaneed Knives, Looking*6laC- 
fes» SgK>nSp and other fihali Wares for Fruit, vi:(. Me* 
Ions, uacnmbers. Onions, Garltck, and alfo for tery 
good Pepper. 

Some days before they failed from Bant^itn^ the o- 
ther four Ships bound for the Mnluqiics^ took their 
leave , and put to fnil in the Night : At the time 
cf their Separation they made fo many difcharges of 
their Artillery, chat the whole Ifland of J-iva reiounded 
with the noife, and the Inhabitants of Bintim were 
up all Night, not knowing what was the matter ; buc 
in the Mornings feeing the four Ships gone, they ^cre 
Tery ^ell pleafed, for they were afraid to fee eight 
great Ships in their Road. The other four Ships having 
&iied OQCof Sumatra^ arrived fafe, and in a little while 
at St. HtleHs^ where they ftay'd to take in Refreflx* 
ments ; and in that Ifland they fotind plenty of all 
things, particularly Ooais, wild Boars, Pheafants, Pi- 
geons, (^c. 

But becaufe a great many Ships ftand in for that 
Ifland, and the Seamen landing , go a Hunting and 
Fowling; all the Animals are fo wild, andfo hard to 
be found, that it is very d ifficult to kill them, and make 
a fufficient provifion of them. 

ficlides that when Goats are wounded, then run to 
die tops of Mountains, where it is impoffible to come 
at them, neither could they catch as much Fifh as 
they wanted ; but they made a good provifion of freih 
Water,^ and indeed enough for their return to Hoi* 
Und. 

They left in that Ifland the Maftei^s Mate of the 
great Yatch, becaufe he had been fo fawcy, as to 
ftrike hisMafter: However they gave him a certain 
quantity of Bread, Oyl, Rice, Fi&-hooks, Gun-pow- 
der, and a Gun. 

^une the i()th 1599 , afcer a long Voyage they 
landed in the Texel, having met with no ill accident 
in their Voyage, and having failed always with a fair 
Wind» for which great favour they gave thanks to 
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God Almighty. They brought with them 400 Laftj 
of Pepper, 1 00 of Cloves, a fmall quantity of Mace, 
Nutmegs and Cinnamon; they fpent i 5 Months in the 
Voyage, both outward and homeward, choiigli tliey 
failed 8000 Leagues. 

After their teem into the Texel, the Diredors 
went there togiv^neceOary orders, and Corn^iUs Heemf* 
kirJ^ft Vf iih Henry Bi^ek ^ waited on Prince Miuri^e^ 
and prefetited him with the Prefents the King of Bm^* 
tarn nad fent Um. 

July the z-jth, the Adniral and the Ship calTd the 
HoSandy arrived before Amftardam with the found of 
Trumpets, and the City expieffed all manner of re joy- 
cing ulual upon fuch occafions. 

I come now to give you an account of the Succefs 
of the Voyage of the other tour Ship?, vi:{. the Am^ 
ficrdam^ the T^caland^ the GuclderUnd, and the Vtrecht^ 
commanded by l^Vybram as Admiral, and ^amtHeaa^* 
kirk as Vice- Admiral. 

They failed from Bantum the %th of Januarf 1 599, 
to the Moluqutt i^i^tb they caft Anchor before the 
Town of JacatTiij a League off the fiioar. Prefentiy the 
Saiander of facatra came on board with a final! Pi« 
rog^uB^ and asked the Dutch what they were oome for-i 
tte Vice-Admiral told btm^ they were ac Anchor to buy 
fome Refrefliments. 

The Inhabitants declared they were willing to fclf 
(bme, their Country being plentiful enough ; and ac 
the fame time prefented the Dutch wi:h Man^/j^ a fort 
of Fniir which wedcfcribed in the tirft Voya^^e. The 
Vice Admiral gave them a little Looking-Glafs, and 
a tew GlafK sof fmall value by way of compirniation 
lor their Frefent. 

The Ships putting to Sea again failed four or 6^4 
days, and Dcing driven back upon the Coaft, and came 
in the Night between the at)? and %%d of J^mr/ 
before the Town o£ Tttbamt^ or Xa^4ii : Early in tfaio 
'Morning thc) fent two Sbdps a-ihoar, who came back 
about the Evening, and brought with them a Lord 
of the King's Court, who was a Portugue:^? Renega- 
do: He had fome Difcourfe with the A imirnl, and 
told him, if he would ftay three or four Months upon 
the Coaft, he might eailly find Mercbandife enough 
to lade his Shif s. On the i-^d they feni fome more 

Men 
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Men on fhoar, rb carry fome Prtfents to the King : 
ht received them vefy kindly, and fent them back 
nrich 19 Sacks of Rice, wUch lie littfemed cothe Ships as 
a Mirk of his Gratitude. 

The 14rA in the MorAing vko Sloote landed a- 
gain, to meet and receive the King, who had fent 
he would vifit the Ships. The Vice-Admiral 
having vvaired on the King, he brought him inro his 
Palace, Ihew'd him his Wives , and his Daughters , 
and all his Horfes, which were very fiae» and well 
kepr. 

Abvouc Nocn the King*i Son came on board with 
the Vice-Admiral, the King having not thought fit to 
go along with tb6m : The Prince returned back a- 
boot the Evening, and they fiiluted him with % Dif* 
charge of fixteen great Guns, tdac |>Ieafed faim migh^ 
tily : the Dnteb invited liim to eac and drink, but be 
laid, bis Religion forbid bim to do it. ^ 

Tiibaon or Tuban, is a fine and trading City ; it is 
walled about, and hath Wodden Gates Well carved 
after their falhion. Ic is without Difpute, the fincft 
Town in Java, and the King is accounted the moft Po- 
tent King in the whole Iflmd ; for in lefs than 24 
hours, he can raife a confiderable Army of Horfe and 
Foot. He makes a better figure than any other Prince 
in that liland, and his Court is always full of No- 
hiei. The Kine of Tuban is of a middle fize, but 
omrfe buiic He was very well yks^ki with the com- 
pany of the Dutch Officers. 

Going one day a-lhoar, they faw the Prince fitting 
on his Elephant, with his Legs a crofs like otir Tay- 
lors : He was there nnder a eover, made in the figure 
cf a CalHe, with a Panicion on one fide, and a Ca- 
nopy over his Head, co keep him from the Sun and 
the Rain. He had a kind of Doublet of black 
Velvet, with broad Sleevs , and thofe that attended 
him, were armed with Muskets and Javelins, fome of 
them having two large Irons at the end. The Man 
who led the £Iephant had a little hook iohisHaod, 
which made him go where he pleafed, and as faft fome- 
times as a Horfe. As the King came nearer the (lioar 
with bis Elephant, he alighted ffbm bis Caftle to (peak 
with the Dmb* 
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When the Dutch came aflioar , the Kitig came to 
meet them, and brought rhcm into his Palace, which 
ii very fpacious, and hath a grcac many Appartments. 
Firft they went up by a Scair-cafe of fcven Steps, and 
paft through a narrow Door , though broader than 
ordinary ; for yon muft obferve, that ail the Doors in 
that Country are very low and narrow. Then they 
W^nt into the great and finell Palace, built with £nck, 
and the Rooms paved with fquarc Tiles, as they are in 
Holland ; but before they entered into that Palace, they 
faw the Kings Elephants, who have each of them a 
particular Roof, fupported by foar Pillars : in the mid- 
dle of the phce cover*d by the Roof» there is a ftake, 
to which tne Elephant is tied with a Chain, faftea*d 
round one of his Fore-feet. 

The biggeft Elephant is fo cruel and to mifchievous, 
that he haih killed a great many Men : If you cona- 
mand him to kill a Man, he doth it prefeutly, and 
then takes the Body upon his Back, and carries ir to 
the King's Feet i he is mighry ftrong, and as high as 
two Men ftanding one above the other. He carries the 
King to War, half of his Trunk is white, and when 
he goct.hto fight, he holds a Weapon with it, and 
knows how to makettfeof it, as well as any Man. in 
that Country. 

' They faw twelve lefler Elephants, but indeed they 
were bigger than any they lud feen before clfe- , 

U'hcre. 

They bring them every day one by one into a Ca- 
nal near the Palace to wafh them ^ their Governors teach 
rncm to lie down, to turn about, and feveral other po- 
Itures and things. 

The Dutch being in the Palace, they fhew'd them 
o:re of the King's Apartments, full of his Baggage in 
feveral Trunks, and Cafes piPd one upon another ; 
when the King goes out of the Town, this Baggage 
marches along with him. 

Near this Apartment is the Cdckpit, where each 
Cock is kept: in a Cage; and thefe Cocks will fight 
with fuch Fury and Courage, that it is furpridng to 
Ice them. 

They faw alfo his Parrots, which are a great dcd 
"finer than thofe that arc brought into Europe^ and not 
very big ; rhey have a lively .and fliin^ng red under 
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tkcir Throat and their Body, and a fpot of a Gold-colour 
over the Back. Their Wings are of a fine green, 
and blew on the oucfide, and of a lively Flefh-colour 
underneath. 

They are fo much valued in the Indies^ that they 
are fold for eight and ten Reals a piece. The Dutch 
brought one alive to Amftgrdam^ which they fold fof 
170 Livers, ibo' 'twas none of the fineft. 

John Huggens faith, that the Portuguc:(e have often 
tryed to tranlporc fome of thofe Parrots into Eitrops^ 
bat could never keep them alive, becaufe of the ni- 
cety and tendemefs of cheie Birds. They ate very fa* 
miliar and careffing, and know their Matter, and how 
to flatter him wonderfully well : They clean his Head 
and Beard hair by hair, put their Bill in his Mouth 
and Ears, without hurting him; but if Sc rangers come 
near them, they fall upon them like angry Dogs. 

Then the King fhew'd the Dutch the Dog-kcnncI, 
each Dog had his particular Matter to teach him all 
theExercifes fit for fport. The King asked the Dutchmen 
whether they had great Dogs in HoUimdy they told 
him, they had fome as big as lime Horfes, and foftrong, 
that they would fight a Man, and fometimes be too 
iard for him. 

He enquired alfo whether the Horfes were very big , 
they replyed, they had fome as big as little Elephants : 
He laugh*d at it, thinking they did not fpeak in ear- 
ned ; but when he faw they look: ferious upon him, 
hedefired them to fend him romc of the biggeft Horfef 
and Dogs, but they told him they thought the thing not 
poifible. 

Going out of the Kings Palace, they went through 
a narrow Door, and over a ftone Bridge into a place, 
where the King keeps his rare Fowls. They faw a-r 
moogd the reft great quantities of Ducks, much like 
Ihtcb Ducks, only a little bigger, and all white i their 
Eggs are as big again as a Hens E^g. 

From that place they enterM into the Appartment 
of the King's four lawful Wives, of which the two 
oUeft came to meet him, and ftood at the Door : he 
liad fix Sons and two Daughters by them. When the 
Bttteb got into the Room, they faw the two young 
Wives peeping behind a Mat; they were all ferved 
and tended by old Slaves: Out of that Appartmept fome 
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of the Kings Concnbiim were fifting, all drel&d wicb 
very fine Callicjq. 

Then they went to another Apparrtnent (epa rated 
by a Wall, where they faw moft of the King's Coq» 
cubincs fitting in order, and drefled as the firlt. Their 
Rooms are roundabout that Partition Wall; thoferhac 
are moft in favour, are waited upon by the others. 
After that they went to another Appartmcnt. full of 
Concubini^s, {o that (he King keeps at leaik goo Con* 
cubines. 

The Dutch faw the King's Palace, and all the Apr 
panments two feveral times ; aqd thcfecond tinr*e th^y 
were more numerous than the firft : And hiiving (een 
all that was ihew'd to them, they all ^^^ent oat of cha 
King's Apparrment, through a little Door, exccptj^ 
three, whom the King brought into bis Bed*Cbai|i|;ier» 
called the Tnrtle-Dom Ciuimber. 

As foon as they were in the Room, the King lay 
down upon a filk Quilt, and Cufhions of the fame 
Stuff. The Bed ( or the Pile upon which ihe Quilt 
lay ) was of the figure of an Altar, made of grey 
ftones rais'd above the Floor, and carved on the out- 
fide. The Head upon which ihc Quilt Jay, was broad- 
er than the Foot, and of the fame fione, tbac itmtgbc 
be <;:ooler. 

They lay *d a Mac before the thiee Dutchmen, who 
fat upon the Ground after the mode of the Country. 
The King asked them who was their King, and their 
Matter ^ they gave him a full ainl fatis&oory aofwer 
py their Interpreter : But he took a great delight in 
hearing an account of the long War the Dutch had 
wiih the Sp^tnitnh^ oi tlie Horfe and Foot the States- 
Cjtiicral kept, bur efpecially of their Forces by Sea. 
All (l^eie CiccuiiilUuc^s were to hitn very wondcr«> 
fill. 

During this Convcrfation, an old Slave came inro 
the Room, carrying on her Back one of the King s 
D.iugl|rcrs, whom ihe lay'd on tiic Grouiid by the 
King s Bed. This young Prince fs had very largQ 
Uraceletsof Goldenamm^iied, and play'd aU ih^M^bU^ 
wi.h the Kii?« her Fatber. Th^ R^oom wa% OMa 
on every fide to let in the cool Aur, as it is ihe Ci^ 
(jtoui in 3^wL. 

/ The 
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The Tanlc-Doves hung in Cages round the Kings 
fied; their Pearching-fticks were final! gUis Balls, or 
JBeads of all cokmrs ftring*d upon ftidcs» which mad^ 
a glorious (hew. 

The King defired the Dutch to fee his (even Sta* 
bks for Hones* and in each of them there was Init one 
Hofie ; thefe Stables were incbfed with fticks or (takes, 
Iwr kept very clean. 

The Horfes were frnall, buc very fine and good 
Racers ; they are much valued in the Indies^ becaufe 
they are fcarce. Their Harnefs and Trappings are 
fumpruous in their way, buc nothing (o regular as ours 
in Europe. 

There are many Nobles in the City of Tubaon^ who 
trade in Silks^ Camlets, Callicoes, and a fort of a little 
Garment made in that Town. They lade their Jonqucs 
or Ships wkh Pepper , to rranfport it to £4/1, where 
they exchange is fi)r a pitiful fort of CalUco Gar« 
laeacs : Then they go toBsnda, Terrate, the FhiUfpine 
Uands, and other Qmntries where they exchange tnofe 
forry courfe Garttients for Mace, Nutmegs, and Cloves, 
and with that Cargo return to their own Country. 

The common fort of People live upon Fifhing, and 
Cattle, which they keep for themfelves, for there is a 
great deal in that Country : They go naked from the 
Wafl upwards, the reft is coverM with a piece of 
Callico, and a Dagger hangs on their Girdle: Gentle- 
men wear a litcie Camlet Coat. 

Thofc that litt high keep a great many Slaved aU 
ways in waiting, where^cver they go. They are never 
withoac Bcteie^ whkh they chaw contfaroally, it being 
mixt with powder made of Lime, and green Wat- 
aucs : They lore Horfes mightily, and keep as many 
as they can ; the Saddles are oiade of Velvet, or Spa* 
nifh Leather, with mooftrous figures of Dragons and 
Devils painred upon em, and gilt. 

The Bridles are as white as Alabafter, and fet with 
precious Stones ; the Bits are very fine, and the Scuds 
are all of Silver or Copper gilt. 

They ride often out of the Town, being three or 
four in Company ; and run Races, and excrcife their 
Horfes with a great of Dexterity. They make 
nfe of fliort Speers in their Carroufets or Races, and 
handle tfaein rcry nimbly cme againft another : Tbofo 
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who are behind Ipur their Horfes to overtake thofe 
that are before rhem, and give them a phillip wich 
their Spears, ro make ihcw run as fait as they can ; and 
thus tbey cooiinue that fporc till their Hories are 
weary. 

The 29^ of January 1599, tbey honoured the Dutd^ 
with a Race, where a great many Noble^Men, and 
the King himfelf, run one againft another: TbeKing 
was fbmecimes 00 Horfe-back,. fomettmes on his Ele- 
phant,having a fine Callico (iamienc, with a little Uack 
Velvet Cloak, and a Dagger of Gold banging on U$ 
Girdle, and the figure of a Devil engrav'd upon it. 

The Noble-Men that run, had feveral led Horfes 
to change, and I cannot forbear to fay, that it was a 
very fine Enrertainmenc. 

January the 24^^, the Vice-Admiral and the ^ealand 
put to Sea, and the two other Shipsftay'dat Tubaon^ to 
Ihip fome Cattle and Rice they had bought of the 
King, fiat on the x^th they followed the others, and 
cnfl Anchor between J<tv^ ^ and the (maU Town rf 
Mtdare. The 17 th the .Vice-Admiral came before a 
Town called Joariam , where they anchored : Here 
|hey landed to get an expert Pilot in that Country, 
who wogild fhew them rhe Road to the Moluques^ but 
they could find none. The28^i&fome ot the Seamen 
landed again, and brought the Sahander or Commif- 
fioner of rhe Duties on board the Ships : At the fame 
timL' the King's Brother came aifo on board, and made 
a Prefenc to the Vice-Admiral. About the fame time 
phey had a long difcourfe with a German^ who was 
kfied in that Country, and who traded in Pepper, Nuc<- 
mcgs, and Cloves. 

On the they agreed with a Pilot : The Night 
following a Boat came on boaad the Vice-Admiral 
|vith rhe fad News; that fqrty of the Men belonging to 
the Admiral, and to the Vpretcb^ bad been made Prw 
foners at Mtd^re^ and brought to a little, but very 
flrong Town called Arofobaia. 

The 3 \J}, the Renegado of Tuhmi brought a fine 
Prefcnt from the King, to the Vice-Admiral, vi:{. a 
Da gger, and two Javelins : The Handle of the Dag- 
f.cr was of Gold fet with Diamonds, and the King s 
Picture engraven upon it. It was worth aboye 500 
Livers ^ the Blade was made ^d (eipper'd after their 
faihion, f^^. 
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Teh. ift 1 599, the four Ships met together ag^n 
bctorc Mddare : The Dutch had brought with them 
the Renegado, to mediate the liberty of their Prifo-* 
ners ; but be could not prevail, becaufe the King ex- 
a&ed a great Ranfom ; thevefore they reiblyed to have 
tbem by force, but the means tbey noade ufe of for 
tbeir Deliverance, had no Siiccefs* In order th a full 
nnderftanding of this Affiur, ic is neceflBuy to relate the 
beginning of it. 

Whilft the Gttelderland and the ^ealand lay at An- 
chor before Joartam, the Admiral and the Vnetchtoolc • 
their courfe towards the Southerly point of Madare, 
and had caft Anchor before the little Town ArofobaU , 
a ftrong place, with thick Walls and Gates, ftrength- 
fied with Platforms, where the Inhabitants make a 

!^ood Guard all Night, and which lierve than for ado- 
ence agaii^ their Enemies. 

As. foon as the Dutch arrived in ibac Roadt diey fenc 
a Sloop and a fmall Boat a-Okiar, to buy fome Rioe 
and other Refreflunents :• The Sloop having her hding 
of Rice ran aground, becanfe the Water was fiilkn, 
and was forced to ftay all Night without getting off ; 
but the fmall Boat came on board, and gave an account 
of what palfed. 

In the meanwhile one of the Noblemen complained to 
the King, that his Slaves had been killed by fome Men 
of the lame Nation, whofc Ships lay now at Anchor, 
which was true, and happened laft year, as you may 
iee in the Journal of the nrft Voyage. 

The next day in the Morning, they font a foiall 
fioat to know what condition the Sloop was in, an4 
why (he tarried fo long. The Sloops Crew told them, 
they ftay*d only for one or two Qien the King fenc 
ID the Commander for a Preient: After that anfwer, 
the little Boat mean*d to return on board to give that 
advice ; bnt when the came to the Barriere, (he was 
fent back to the Sloop. 

Such ill ufage obliged the Seamen to take down 
the Sloop's Flag, to give notice to the Ships, that there 
was fome DiTorder : But the IJlanders fet up the Flag 
again, hoping to draw the Ships nearer, and fo make 
themfelves Mafters ofchem: Upon the ftopof the Sloop 
^nd tl^ fmall Boat, Commiffioner Sbtmmans «id foar 
more, wminaCuioQtiikiiow whatwastbe-matter. 
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But as foon as tbey ctme near the ibgar, the IftCh" 
dan made them Prifoners, and took away Sbuerman^i 
Hat and Sword» all the reft were alfodi^nned, tbnr 
Money cakanaway, aiKl fime of tfaem ftripc; tlmthey 
brought them to the Sloop. The King at the (amt 
time had fent Men toearry the two Patcreroea^t of 
the fame Sloop, befides the Swords, Bandeleers, and 
Powder that was there : But the Prifoners had leave of 
the King, to fend on board three of their Company^ 
to Jet them know what happened ; on condition they 
Ihould cqme again upon their Parole ; and they were as 

ijood as their word. Upon this News, the Admiral 
eot a fmaU Boat to the Vice«Admiral, who was be« 
fore Jemianiy to acquaint him of all thtogi. Tha 
Iflandm of hUiasr^ purfued the Dutch Boat mxh a 
Gallty> aad thonfhr to boafd her; but the Sloop of 
the Vtreebt ooimog to her Succour^ tbeGaUay waafiMw 
ccd iore^tf • andfechcf ga 

Tht Vicc'Admtral having ad? ice of all that had hapi* 
l^'d, weighed Anchor^ and (aikd to joyn the Ships 
that were before Aro/ohaya. After his Arrival, many 
Propofals wtTc made, and fevcral Letters fent on both 
fides for feveral days. The Ranfom demanded by the In- 
habitants was extravagant ; they demanded the two 
biggeft pieces of Canoo of the Admiral, a great many 
pieces of Woollen Cloth, and Velvet, and a cboaiand 
pieces of Eight befides. 

The Admiral tekded afalbhitely fucb Conditions^ 
and fent them wom» that he ecmld not dil|>ofe of tha 
Cannon^ botif thcf wwhl ba .conteotad with^aea- 
feaabte fiimof Money, ha moQU glwr kiham. Tha 
Negotiaiioii Imger*d throe orfimrdays, and theljlanr* 
dfffs were niaie and nnseafibnabie |hao 

However the Admiral of hdadart^ who mean'd to 
gratific the DKtch^ prevail'd that eight or nine Men, and 
the Canou (hould be let at liberty, in order to return 
on board the Ships ; but as foon as they were gone, 
the Inhabitants were lorry for that Compliance, and 
fent the reft of the Prifoners into a Town, where they 
werf ftii<fUy guarded^ The next day the greateft pan 
of them fwar^pnt inao a Cave or Doogeon, at tha top 
of a Manotain^ wfceia they had formerly hm many 
Berwgm^ti Prifoneis. They had nothing to lay upon 
'em Ml a It^nULcaiea of Tttcs, and would have ftar* 
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ired« bad not one of ibe King's Guards fetcb'c tliein 
bm^ Viduals from the neighbouring Villages; 

The Admiral held a Council with the CommiiSoners 
and Matters of Ships, upon advice, that their Coun- 
trymen were ftillon board the Sloop, forihcy knew 
nothing of their Imprlfonnlent. It was refolved to at- 
tempt their Relief, for rhe Sloop lay ftill at the en^ 
trance of the Harbour ; and they did not queftion 
but they could eafily relieve, and carry off their Com- 
panions, whom they took by a miftake». to be ftill 
in the Sloop. 

To perform their Defign, they manned three Sloops 
juid three Boats with 50 Man; As they were 
approaching the (hoar, chev faw a multitude of Peo- 

K\ hefiarc the Town, and two Forn^if^witfa liitie 
nners of who came so meet them, and tell 
iliem» that the Inhabitants were wittmg to agree ; \m 
it was only to gain time, to put th^mfelves in a po* 
ftureof Defence. 

Upon fuch a Propofal 20 Musketeers landed, but 
the Inhabitants fhot upon them with their Fu(i Is, and 
kiird four or five of *em. Then the Vice-Admiral cal- 
the reft on board bis Sloop, to the end, that all the 
Sloops (hould get into the Uirbour together, which 
they did. 

The Sloops, and the Boats being near the Town, 
the Inhabiiantf made a Sally by anochcf Gate, tP 
Uock them up iii the Harbour. The JDnfv^ feeing 
Aeir De^ , detatchfd vm fmall Boats to fecure 
the Barriere; for if the J/fmders had made diem*? 
felves Mafters of it, the Dmcb would have been earchM 
as in a Net. 

Whilft they were skirmifliing one agatnft another, 
rhe Inhabitants made a Difcharge of their Patereroes 
upon the Dutch ; they alfo (hot upon them with their 
Fufils and Bows, the Arrows falling as thick as Hail i 
but all their comfort was, that the Du^ch virould fooo 
CQnfume> their Gunpowder, and then they would eaii- 
ly mafter them, mc after all iho iFigorous Refiftanco 
of the Enemies, and a terrible ScofoahappeQing on n 
fodden, made ilia AiM wire fooner than they nought 
fcf . 

They weie gone fast a Ihtk way, vAm the Ad-^ 
mirals Sloop mano'd wif h ^6 Men^ and die fittie Boat 

, widi 
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with 13 Men on bonrd. over- turned by the violence 
and the breaking of the Sea ; but which was more grie* 
vops, the othet" Veflels could not help nor come at 
thenn, for they bad much adoe to fave tbeoifelves ia. 
Aich a great Storm ; fo that a great many Men were 
drown*d, or kiU*d by the I/landers, 

ThoTe who bad the good lock to be caft on the fide 
where the Renegado of Twi^fi was, were iaved by 
his Interceflion, and only made Prifoners. As foonas 
they landed, thev made them kneel down, and they 
put a handful of Sand upon their Head, as a Mark, 
that they faved their Life: But thofe that were 
caft any where clfc, were all kill'd without Mercy ; 
and they were fo enraged againft the Dutch^ that they 
leapt into the Water to kiU them : So that of all the 
Seamen that were in the two Ships,. 2 5 only were left 
alive, vi:{, 1 5 of the Admirals Crew, one ot the Sloops, 
and nine of the S^ealamfs. 

TfaatjGune Eveniqg thePrifooers were brought throu^b 
die Town, and loag*d in a Hoofe : They pot in 
Chains the Trumpeter, and the Corporal, and the reft 
were tied together, though three of them were dan- 
geroufly wounded. As to their Companions, whom 
they attempted to relieve, they had been divided in 
two Companies, and tranfporced into feveral places. 

Feb. the 6//^ the laft Priioners were alfo tranfportcd 
into the Cave : They met in their way all their firit 
Prifoners but fix, who were then upon the remove to 
another Prifon. When they arriv'd at the Cave, 
the Chains of the Trumpeter, and the Corporal were 
took off. 

The ffb they took them out of the Cave, and tranlV 
poned them again into the Town, wbeietheTrnm* 
peter and the Corporal were broagbt one after ano« 
ther before the King, who told fte Corporal, if he 
would ftay with him in his Service, he would give 
him two of his Wives, and be very kind to him. 
The Corporal replyM, that he intended to go onboard 
the Ships again with his Companions, and was in hopes 
of being rcleafed by his Captain. 

After that they put them all together, and condml- 
ed them through the City, and at the Gate they met 
the firft Prifoners their Comrades, fo that they were 

then 
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then 52inalli and fo tranfported in a body to a fmall 
lUand, and there ftritflly guarded. f 

On the Sth the Negotiation about their Ranfoin 
was renewed, and at laft it was agreed, that the Dutch 
ihould pay 2000 pieces of Eight, on condition chat if 
the Pruoners did doc come on board all together, they 
Ihoald only pay for them as they were releafed, either in 
Woollen Cloth, or in Money, as the Inhabitants pleas'd. 
The tj^h all the Prtfoners came onboard the Sbips» 
except one^ who of his own accocd ftay'd in the 
Town, and another who was not a Pri&ner, but hid 
bimfelf; both tarried willingly, and againft the Admi- 
rals Will. The fame day the Vtrecht diicharged three 
Guns to give notice that all the Seamen were on board, 
and about Evening the four Ships put to Sea. 

Mircb xhz "^d 1599, in the Morning they got into 
the Strciglic of Amboiney which is very narrow : There 
was then a great Calm, during which, the ftrength of 
the Current drove them oat of the Channel. In the 
Evening they arrived upon the Coaft of w^ffi^i9f 9 be- 
fore a little Town called Itan, 

Ambome is one of the Jiiotuques Iflands, fituated 14 
Leagues to the Nonb-Weftof Bandaz Itisveryfmtf 
H in Cloves, and all forts of Fruit, as Oranges, Le- 
mons, Citrons, fiananes, Sugar-Canes, and others^ which 
are there extraordinary cheap* The Inhabitants are 
poor, and miferably dreffed, as indeed they are in all 
the Moluqiic IQands. They Trade in nothing but Cloves, 
They have Wooden Javelins with an iron Head, made 
like a Cramp-iron, which they fling with fo great 
dexterity and ftrength, that they can hit a half Crowti 
piece a great way off: They alibmake ule.gf Daggex^ 
and Shields. 

The pooreft fort amongft them have always a 
Knife in their Hand to do their Work with : They make 
great Cakes, with Rice, Sugar, and dry Almonds, 
which are very good, and flop a Loofnefs : thefe they 
fell, or exchange in the neignbonring Iflands. &ioe 
is a great help to them, for they nfe it for all dungs; 
they mike Loavs of it like Sugar-Loavs, which they 
cat of ac Meals. 

They fail with Galleys, and are very proud of them. 
Their Galleys are ihapM like a Dragon, and arc good 
Sailers : they bear Flags and other little Ornaments. 

The 
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The Dtt^c^ bad an opportunity, and time enough to 
view them, when the Admiral of Amboinc came to 
'irific their Ships, t^ith three of their beft and fioeft 
Galleys^ which they tall Caracwres. Thcjr were very 
Well maftfied with tAnAv Men, and whh all Warlike 
fteceflkria for Sea atid tiftd. 

He Oie^i in tiae Vifit, all marks of Rejoycing : 
Hi^ Men fong, and beat upon copper Balbns, and long 
Drums, obferving a Mufical proportion, which they 
anfwer'd with iheir Voices, and their Rowing, and 
indeed the whole was plcafant enough. 

Each Caracoole or Galley carried three Paiereroes , 
which they difchargcd to honour the Dutch ^ who al- 
fo made a general Difcharge of their Artillery : But 
notwithftanding all ihcfe Civilities, the Dutch ftood 
upon the Watch, becaofe they had advice, that the 
JflMHders had beai ppoti the Goard all Night near the 
Ibotff, fthnetimet iii one place » fometimes in ano- 
ther. 

Their Admifat came on board the Oitfci Ships, 
and asked them whence they came, and for what De* 
fign ; they arK^ref" d, they were cofne to trade, and 

for that piirpofe had brought with them feveral Mer- 
chandife. He was very well pleafed with it, android 
them if they would land, they might trade fairly 
With them. 

Upon that offer, the Vice-AJmiral went a-fhoarthe 
next day, whefcthe Inhabitants received him very kind- 
ly, and cdndudled him U6der a Tent made with the 
Sails of Ships ti^to Trees : Here they had a long IXf« 
courfe togethei*.

* graphcrs, were comprehended with the Sindcs^ fo that 
ic may be, the Cloves have been brought from the 

' adjacent Iflands to Amboine^ where the lobabiunca 

* have learnt to cultivate and improve it, . 

* Amhrim 
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* Amholne was formerly unrilled and unfruitful, and 
the Inhabitants thereof were famous Pirates and Men- 

* Eaters : Some Authors re!»ite, that when their Fa- 
' thers were grown old to a certain Age, or were v^ry 

* Sick, rhey uled CO kill cbetn, and eat them together 

* in a great Feait.' 

' That Ifltod was difcom'd by the Pwttt^tte:(e in 

* the year 1515, under the command of Antonio Abreo^ 

* who in hUmory thereof erca«l a Triumphal Mo* 
' nammc in it : And the reafon why tlie rmugue:{e - 

* have been fo angry with the i>i«#rA, is, beomTe they 
*made an Alliance wtrb the Inhabttamt of AnJkdm^^ 

* and fo ingrofft'd the whole Tfade of that Ifland» and 

* of all the Molnqucs, 

' But tlic Po}'tu^uc:{e to ftop their Progrefs, fitted 

* out in the year i6or, a Fleet of 30 Ships, under the 

* command of Arjifre^ Fur t ado Mendas^a^ to attack the 

* Dutch Ships that rraded in rhofe Idands : They thought 

* firll ro ruin and deftroy the Dutch^ and then to force 
' the IJlandgn to qaic their Party » and trade only wiA 
' them. 

^But in that tfanethe l>iii#l» hid ife great Ships in 

* the Harboor of BmuU^ who aib» a long and emel 

* Fight, routed the Hrtt^ueT^e^ and pitt tbdsi to Flight: 

* Toe Pmi^ue^i full of fpite and rage (ailed Into ftm^ 
'the capital City of Ambmlm^ and murthered cfuelly, 
*and without diftindion ail the Inhabitants, andptdrd 

* up the Clove-Trees by the Root, that the Dutch 

* might reap no benefit by them. After that, they for- 

* tiiied the Intrenchments they had there already, and 

* pofted fo ftrong a Guard all about, that they thought 

* the Dmch wodd not vencure to come in there a^ 

* gain. 

' The news of this Addon being foon brought into 

* Holland , the Statet-Geoeral fitted ont a Fleet pf 

* twelve Ship! for the hhltiqugi^ under the command <^ 

* Sttfbeu VirbngrH. Tbev arrived and eaft Anchor in 

* tte Aond of Ambnin^ tm itftot Figbmary, and pre^ 

* fimtty k was refolved to attack the Fort of the Por^ 

* fmgtie:(e ; but before the Attack, the Governor of the 

* Fort fenr two of his Men ro the Dutcb^ to know upon 

* what account they came before the Fort, which was 

* tnjfted to his Guard by the mighty King of Spain^^ 

* The Duffb Admiral ieoc him word be wa$ lent by 
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* the States-General, and Prince Maurice, to reduce 

* the Fort, and the whole Ifland under their Power. 

' After that Declaration, they advanced near the Fort; 

* but the Governor having raken a view of the Dutch 

* Forces, loft courage, and capitulated without any 
^ refiftance, or difcbarging a Gun. By die Arckles of cbe 
^ Capitulation, the ?»$ugue7ie were to go cm of che 
^ Fort with their Arms ; tbofe thac were Marryed, and 

* were willing tp carry, (houU fwear to be true to the 

* SMes^GiHoral^ aod to Pciooe Mmicei fomeof cfaem 

* cook thac Oach and ftay'd. 

^ The Dutch took pofleiTion of the Fort, and (et up 

* the Prince's Colours : They gave to 600 Portugues^e 

* who were in the Fort, two Ships, that the Dutch had 

* taken before at Sea, to carry them where they had a 

* mind to go. Then tliey made fome Difcharges of 
' their Artillery for Joy, and provided the Fort with 

* all nece{&ry Ammunition. Frederick, Hootman was 

* made Governor of it, andfound go pieces of Qwmoo^ 

* and a great deal of Ammunition in ir. 

M^trch the 60bf the Vice*Admiral landed again with 
the Under-Coomoiifligpiers, to fpeak with tlie Captain 
of the Galley, aod know of him, wh^her he could 
find in che Ifland Merchandife enough co lade fais 
Ships. The Governors of the Country came to meet 
him, and afcer many Compliments, they told him, he 
Ihould find enough tor [he lading of two Ships* which 
was good news to the Dutch. 

In the Afternoon the Vice-Admira! came on board 
again, and brought with him the King of Ternats 
Brother, with a great number of rheir Nobility, who 
came co fee the Ships» and admired how they were fo 
well provided of all things. The ^th they gave a 
Houfe to the Dutch^ to lay in their Merchandife^ 

*' The Council of the Fleet (being that they conid 
^ have but the lading of two Shins in that Ifland, 

* thought fit to feparate che four Ships ; chefefinre it 

* was refolved» that the ^edtmfd and the GatlderUnd 

* fhould (ail to B^a , and tlie Amfterdsm and the 
^Vtretch fliould ftay at Amboine. We (hall firft give 

* an account of the two Ships that failed to Banda^ 

* and then return to the other two, who after (laying 

* fome time at Amboine, failed to che Molu^ucs, By this 
'ineans the R.eader will have a compleac account of 

'the 
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' the Voyage of the eighc Ships that failed from HoA* 
* land CO the Eafl^Indies* 

March xht iitbi 599. the S^eaiand^znd the Guelderland^ 
failed from Amtoine towards the Ifland of Banda ^ 
which they defcry'd the 14/6 in the Evening. The; 
next Night they came to Pido Serten, which lies ac 
the North- Weft end of Banda, about five Leagues off it. 
That Wand is uninhabited, r«nd lo body dare venture 
to live in it, becaufe if we believe the Natives of the 
neighbouring Country, the Devil dwells in it. They 
arc info great tear ot him, that when their Sh'ps are 
obliged to fail near toe liland, chey make all the haft 
they can to pals ic. 

The lyb^ they difcovefd two other fmall Iflands 
about a League and a half to the South- Weft of Ban^ 
ddy one mm^A BidoiVai^ tbt ochct Pido l{ton ; and in 
the fivenioj; they caft Anchor in the River of Bandat 
Prefentiy teverat Piroiues came on board the Shlpi^ 
who told th^m they fbould find Merchandife enough 
to lade their Ships, and fhew*d them ac the fatpe time a 
Pattern of Mace, Nutmegs, and Cloves. 

On che i6th a Sahandar came on board to fpeak with 
the Admiral, and the i^th the Sabandar of the fmall 
Town of Orattan coming likewife on board, the Dutch 
ofFer*d to make him a Prefent, but he refufcd it, and 
faid» he would come again che next day. He came 
again the next day, and agreed with tt:e Dutch^ that 
they Ihould pay the value of five Quintals of Mace foff 
all Rights, Duties, libeny of Trading, Selling, Buy* 
ing» and for a conveniqit Houfe to lay in their 
Aferctmndife. Having. made fuch an Agreement, the 
Dtueh fent. the next day Carpenters to repair and fic 
the Houfe, where they tranfporced their Commodities 
the 23^ of that Month. » 

The fame day the Vice-Ad mi ral failed on the other 
fide of the Ifland towards a little Town called Kera^ 
where he hired another Houfe, becaufe he found there 
a better Trade than at Orattan. 

From the I'^th of March, till the id of Aprils chey 
Hrere bufi'd in buying and felling, and they bought a 
great deal of Mace and Nunnegs. 

On the /^th of Afril 1 599, they had Letters frooi 
Amboine^ in which the Admiral fent them Word, that 

lie €W\A odcfiod Mkrcbtffdife tfnougb ta baye his hn* 
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ding, becaufe the Inhabitants were in War with the 

Portugue:{e^ who were ftill in pofTcfTion of the Fort 
mentioned before, which then ^nnoy'd the Iflnnders ve- 
ry much, with a delign to force the Dutch to quit 
that Country. 

The 5</> the Inhabitants of Nem prohibited the Dw^ci 
to trade, anleft they made fome Prefents to the No- 
bles, and agree with them. Upon that the Comnaif- 
toMX of the T^ealand landed, and agreed with them 

fer 60 pounds of Mace, after which they had leave to 
trade freely as before; 

All the reft of the Month of AfriU and during rom^ 
days of hUy, they unladed Goods, and eichanged tfaeni 

for Nutmegs and Cloves. The Dutch Commodities were 
very much fought after, and fold prefently ; the Buy- 
ers crowding fo mightily, that there was not enough 
fojc all, and the Seamen were employed all day long iij 
weighing them. 

They gave for a Bar of Mace , which is a hundred 
pounds of Banda weight, and 525 pounds of Dutch 
weight, 68 Reals of Eight: The Bar of Cloves coft 
*em 45 Reals , that of Nutmegs, fix Reals ; bat the 
Natives foon raifed the price of them. 

Mij the %tb 1 599, they killed a Serpent on board 
die S^esUnJ^ wbidi was eleven Foot long^ and eat 
it . 

' The Ifland of BanJa lies in 41 Deg. and a half 
South Lac. fodr and twenty Leagues off Amboine. 
There are two other fmall Iflands juft by it, that are 
caird after it by the fame name j fome have writ, 
that it is of the figure of a Horfe-fhoe, and extends 
from North to South, being three Leagues in length, 
and a League in breadth. It goes beyond all the other 
Iflands in plenty of Nacmegsand Mace. 

N»'4 is the chief Town. The Inhabitants thereof are 
al«fays\in War with another (inall Town called L^m 
btraca, which lies but a League off. The occafion of 
that War, which had lafted oiany years, was becaufe 
the Inhabitants of LateracM had puU'd down fome 
Trees in the Territory of Nera ; for that only reafon, 
they were fo incenfed one againft another, that they 
gave no quarter upon any Encounter. 

Amongft other Fights, there happened a panicular 
Sanuar/ ibf^ifb i^^^^ the l^aberacms came one 

day 
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day before 'Nera \^iih eight Galleys, where they fonghc . 
againft the Neracians, and killed and wounded a great 
many. Thofe of Nera refoiving to revenge themfeives, 
waited for an opportunity ; and accordingly the ijth 
of the (kme Month, ibey went ouc reinforced by the 
lobabitanrs of Lantoar, and Pido I4^ai, and failed with 
five Gallics towards a fmall Ifland called ff^aj^er^ tbelli- 
liabitafita of which were die Confederates of the L4^ 
teraeioHs, and kept a watch every Nighc at Laba^ 

The Inhabitants of Nfr^ having landed in the Ifland 
of kVayer^ murthered all the People they found there, 
and took away all the Heads ftring'd in a Rope, as a 
Mark of their Vicflory, putting up their Flags, and fi- 
ring their Patereroes for Joy. They took amongft the 
Prifoners a Woman, whom they cut in two from the 
top to the roe with a Dagger. After that, they ftrutted 
about for four or five days, and (hewing their Poniards 
ftain'd with the blood of this poor Woman^and applauding 
tfaedafelves for the good fuccefs of that ^pedition. 

They ezpofed the Heads cfaey had cut off before 
the Hoofe of the SabanJar^ upon a great ftone, thai 
every body might (eethem, as the prooftdT their va« 
lour agaitm their Enemies : And about an hour after, 
they wrapped them in a piece of Callico, and lay- 
ing them upon a large Platter, buryed 'em with great 
Ceremony, and the burning of a great d^ai of Frankia- 
cenfe. 

Their Galleys are but of a thin and flight Timber, 
ded together with Cords ; The fide-boards arc a Fa-* 
tfaoin diftant one from another : .They take grei^ 
care that the Boards (hould be very even, to joyn ex-* 
a<£Hy together, and they joyn them with two pieces 
of Timber on bothfides, which isfofficieot to tie and fa^ 
ften them together. 

They t&ake nonfeof Pitch and Tar, but they take 
the flieJls of the biggeft Nuts, as Caiepas, or Cko* 
I^utSy and beat them very well with a Mallet into 
Tow, in order to caulk the Veffcl. Then they rub and 
ftop the Holes and Chinks with a Compofition made 
with Lime and other Matters, which preferve the Ships 
as well as our Pitch and Tar. 

When thofe Galleys go to Sea upon any Expedition, 
there is ib great anoile of Ouc-cries^ beadog ol Drums, 

T a- and 
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and of Copper Bafons, that one would think they are 
all Mad. The Nobles who are on board, Jump, 
Dance, and play a hundred tricks with their Arms. 

On both fides of the Galley there is a Gallery, or 
a kind of a Deck made of Ruihes, which jurs out ve- 
ry near the Water. The Slaves fit upon that Galle- 
ry, two or three in a row : The Oars are like Shovch^ 
with Which they roviroirer their Heads, being divert- 
ed in the mean time byainging, and beating of Drums, 
and Copper Bafons. 

By fuch a way of rowing, their Galleys go as faft 
as any Ship can fail with a fair Wind ; they are 
commonly mounted with two Patereroes, which they 
Ule pretty dexteroufly. 

The Inhabitants of Btnda, and the other adjacent 
Iflands, are for the mo(t part Mihomstms, and very 
religious obfervers of that Profeliion ; for they never 
mount or difmount the Guard» without faying their 
Prayers in their Church, and mthont washing their 
Feet $ and there is for that parpofe always Water in 
great Pots before the Moskpy. When they are waAed* 
they go into the Moskfyr and fay their Prayen, or 
rather they howl and cry fo loud, diat you may bear 
them a great way 'oflT. Commonly they fay one word 
two or three times over again, and at the end of 
their Prayers, they rub gently their Face with their 
Hand ; but they have other prayers which they fay 
With a low Voice, and after an extraordinary way : 
For they fpread upon the Ground a Mat, and (land- 
ing upon it life up their Eyes to Heaven three or four 
times ; then kneeling down, they lay their Head down 
upon the Ground, two or three times. This way of 
praying is very ufual amongd them at home, and in the 
Moskey^ and every where elfe when they pray. 

They often feaft in their Churches, and every one 
bringing his dilh of Meat, eat all together. They al- 
- fo do the fiime in a Wood, in the middle of the 
niand upon a Mounrain, where they meet to the num- 
ber of an hundred Pcrfons at a time. They common- 
ly alfembie there, when they mean to confulc toge- 
ther about affairs of State, or concerning their Confe- 
derates , whom they regale after the following manner, 
when they coine to Ner^ with thcir Galleys, to fight 
their commoa Enemies* 
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Firft they all fit down in the middle of the Street, 
dien they iierve up to each of them upon a Leaf of 
Banane, or of a Fig-Tree, a bii of Bread called Sa^4^ 
mtb a Iktle Rice, and Broach over it : They take 
that Meac with boih Hands, and throw it into thpir 
Mouths like Beafts. During the Feaft , two Noblp^ 
Men divert the Company with Fighting, Danciog and 
Jumping, and when • they are weary, two more come 
to take their place, and fo on as long as the Feaft 
Jafts. 

I told you before, that thofe J (landers mortally hate 
one another, and therefore they keep a ftrong and 
ftrid: Guard in the Woods, that lie along the Sea 
fide, and watch their Enemies to fight them. They 
make ufe of a Buckler four foot long, and of a hea^* 
<vy long Dagger, which they handle very nimbly ; for^ . 
the Parents ceach their Children to ufe their Arms with 
great dexterity. ^ 

They have alio Muskets and Patereroes ; and when 
they go upon an Expedition, they wear long Jave* 
lint, abotit a Fathom and a half in length, which they 
fling with a juft aim, and with fuch ftrengih, that 
they may run a Man through. Then chey take their 
Daggers in their Hands, and fight with ^reat cou- 
rage. 

They make ufe alfo of another Weapon made like 
a little Cramp-iron, faftened ac the end of a (tick, 
and tyed with a firing. They caft it like an Arrow 
againft the Enemy, and draw it in again wichthe ftring* 
They have Head- pieces which they value very Qiuch ; 
thefe are made like Cocks Combs, and at the rop of 
them is a Bird of Para4iie^ infteid of Feathers ; &r 
;hey are very consent that this Bird will pre(erve 
them. / ^ 

NcMemen make ufe of Armour, and think tbem« 
felves very fafe with it againft Blows and Wounds. 
In general, they are good and valiant Soldiers , but 
implacable Enemies, giving no quarter^ . and never for-^ 
giving. 

Amongft their Diverfions and Sports, they play migh* 
cily at Foot*Bail, as our Apprentices do here in Win- 
ter time: Some are fo nimble at it, that they will kick 
the Ball in the Air wich cjieir Fopt, afid never touch \Xf 
wich their Hafris. 

T 3 Whru 
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When they die, the Women howl and cry out ter^ 
ribly, ibinkinc: their Onreries will awake and nrUe tbe 
Dead : But finding t{ie Pead do not rife, they prepare 
a great Feaft, cohere the Relations and Friendf ai^ 
invited ; then they all go in ceremooy to di^' Bariai» 
Which is perform'd after the fame iiianner as in lib/* 
'land^ excepting that they have a white Callico Pall. 
The Corps are carry *d upon Men's fhoulders, the Men 
jgoing before, and the Women behind. 
' The Corps being buried, they bum Night and Day 
Frankincenfe upon the Grave, and light a Lamp over 
it in the Night time ; and the Inhabitants of all Ranks 
go every Morning and Evening for fcveral Days to^ i 
gethcr, to fay their Prayers upon the Tomb. Th^ i 
Dutch asked them whnt was the meaning of fuch Pray- 
ers, they told them they pray*d to hinder the Dead 
to rife again, believing that if they did not pray, th^ i 
Dead would ceruinly rife agaiuw i 

The People of that Country live to a great Age. i 
The Dutch frequently faw a Man that was 130 years i 
old, and fcveral above a hundred years of Age : Th^ \ 
Men are alwnvs walking abroad, and the Women are j 
at home at Work; for befides the Houfe-Work , they 
cm| loy tjbemfelvcs in drying of Nutmegs, and ihelling | 
them. 1 

This admirable Fruit, which is fo much valued, 1 
grows in no place in the World that we know of, but ii| | 
the lOand of Bund^^ and in a few other fmall oeighboaif-^ 
ing Iflands, namely, Orattan ^ Guhnankfit Wt^er^ Pub \ 
Pl^ai^ and Puh l(ion. The Jree bears TFmit three ( 
times in the year, vs:(. in ^pni, 4ugujl^ and Decen£» \ 
ier. April Nutmegs arc the beft, and the Crop in \ 
that Month is more plentiful, than in the other two j 
Months. 

* The Nurmcg-Tree is much like a Peach -Tree, on- 
ly the I eaves are fborter and rounder. The Fruit is 
at firit covcr'd v/irhathick (bell, like a Walnur*(hell ; 
when it ripens, that (hell opens it felf, and then you 
fee 'a fine Imooth Skin or Pill which covers the Nut* 
meg, and that Skin is the FloWer of it, or Mace : 
Next io that thin Skin, you find another which is har* 
der, and blackifli, and much lii^e Walnut-ihells ; and 
when Vott open this laft ihelL yoofee tbe^Nntmeg. ' 

Mice 
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Mace IS at firft of a fine Scarlet colour, but when 
it is ripe it goech oS the iheii, and aflumes an Orange 
coloar, as you fee it here. They preferve whole Nuc- 
megs ^th Sogar, which make the beft Sweet-Meats 
in the Indies^ and are much efteem'd. 

The Inhabitants of Bandit call Nutmegs PaBd^ and 
Mace Buaa Palla : There are two forts of Natmegs, 
fome are long and called Males, others round and red- 
ifli, which have a better tafte than the firft. No Fruit 
in the World is better to ftrengthcn the Brain and the 
Memory, to warm iheSromack, to fweeten the Breath, 
to provoke Urine. It is Soveraign againft Wind, Loofe* 
neiles, Head-Ach, Pain in the Stomack, Heat of the Li- 
ver, and ftoppagc of the Womb. 

Oyl of Nutmegs is an admirable Cordial Mede* 
ciue : Mace is a (pedal Remedy againft the weaknels 
of the Stomack, it helps [Kgeftion, confumes ill Hu* 
mours» and drives out the Wind ; it keens above moe 
years good and whoUbm : A Platter made with Mace 
and Nutmeg beaten to powder, diluted with Rofewa- 
ter, and applied to the Stomack, ftrengtbens it migh- 
tily. 

This precious Fruit growing only in Banda, and o- 
ther fmall IQands, the Merchants of Java^ Malacca^ 
China, and from all the parts of the Indies . come to Ncra 
and other Towns of Bamia » to buy Nutmegs aud 
Mace. 

Asfoon as thefe Merchants are arrived in the Ifland, 
they buy a Wife to keep their Houfe, and drefs their 
Vionabt as long as they tarry there, which may be 
two or three Months : And when they go away into 
their own Country again, they give the liberty to their 
Wife, CO go where (he pleafes, or they fell her. 

• The Dutch EaJi'Indiii Company hath now ( at the • 

* writing of this Journal ) two Forts built in the Ifland 

* of Banda , the Fort of Najfau, and the Fon Bf/- 

* gicJ^; under which the Ships may anchor at a Mui^ 

* Ket-fliot, upon 7, 8, and lo Fathoms. 

* The Country is very Hilly. The Government is 

* a kind of a Common- wealth ; the Afiairs are managed 
*by the Aidhmtetan Clergy, who are mightv ^riSt 

* and fevcfb There is not in the whole lAand above 
^ deveii or ilooo Soob, and aboni 4000 fighting 
I Men. 

T 4 They 
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* They trade in federal forts of Garments which 

* come from the Coaft of C9rom<tndcl ; in Rice, Chi- 
' na Ware, Velvets, Damasks, red Cloth, (3c. The 

* Ammunitions tor the Forts, are imported from other 

* places. The Inhabitants are couragious, and cannot 

* eafily be fubdued, but by taking their Jon^i^cs wbicb 

* bring them Vidtuals. 

July id I 599, the Vice-Admiral hnded , and took 
lus leave of the Sabandars and Nobles : He recom- 
mended to them the Dutchmen he intended to leave be- 
hind him in the Ifland, and after defiring them to take 
chem under their ProteAion, made them fome Pre- 
ients* 

The %ih (he two Ships pat to Sea, they left in Ban^ 

da lo Men with Money and Goods, to buy Nutmegs 
and Mace, and to get them ready to Embark, whea 
the Ships (hould arrive from Holland, 

Decern!?, Sth 1599, about Noon they caft Anchor in 
the Road of St. Helens, where they ftay'd till the firft 
January ] 600, The I'^th o( j^pril they arrived at 
Dover. Here the Vice- Admiral received Letters from 
Lmdott, From thence they failed into the Texel^ and < 
came before Amfterdam^ where all the Nutmegs were 
expofed in the fight of all the People, who crowded 
from every corner to fee them, and were carried into 
' fhe Ware-Hoafe. The Natmegs were fo fine and fo 
feitnd, that they made Oyl out of fome of them; and 
(^rtainly none were ever brought from Lishm, that 
were fo good. The fmell of them perfumed all thQ 
Houfes about. 

I come now to the two other Ships, the Amfterdam 
and the Vtretcb^ who were left upon the Coaft of 
Amboine, 

March I'^th 1599, while thefe two Ships lay at An- 
chor before Amboine, two Jonques of War came there 
from Jav4^ with Soldiers on board to the fuccour of 
fhe Inhabiunts of Amboine^ who defired the Javariam 
to fend them a Reinforcement, in order to render tfatin* 
ielves Mafters of the Fort built by the Pmuguc:{e^ 
becaufe they afironted and difturbed them every 
day.- Thefe Auxiliary Troops were received In Tri? 
umph, and with great DemonftrationS of Joy. 

On the zoth the Dutch landed , and killed with 
ibeir Fufecs many Pigeons as big as our Ducks^ 
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Afril the lo^/j, they made a Bargain wirh the Natives 
for Cloves, paying 35 pieces of Eight for a Bar, which 
weighs 550 pounds Holland weight. On the i \th they 
jnadeaooiher Bargain, of having 250 pounds of Cloves 
foreycry Head-piece. 

The i^iche Pmugue^e having attempted to furprife 
a fmall Town in Amboine^ bad no fucceft in it, and 
loft two Men. The Natives being aware dF their De- 
fign, afletnbled together, and marched to fncoour the 
place. Four Dutchmen with the Vice- Admiral's con- 
lent, acconapanied them in that Expedition, and Em- 
barked in the Pirogue of the King of Ternats Brother. 
They took it mighty kindly that the Dutch went a- 
long wirh them, and wonder'd that they \yould ven- 
nire to fight for them, and declare themfelves Enemies 
of Spain asidFortugal, 

In the mean while they continued the Trade in Am^ 
hoine, where they exchanged their Merchandife for 
Cloves, but there was not enough : Rice indeed was 
fo nlentifttl, that they had fizM^en pounds weight for 
a (mall Looking-Glafs, not worth ten Deniers. At 
kngth they {ailed towards the Mduques^ taking alohg 
with them a Gentleman, who faid he was the King s 
Brother. He told them that the King's Father had had 
above 70 Wives, beiides Concubines, and that the King 
jiimlelf had 40. 

M.ty the 22 J, they caft Anchor at 1 5 Fathoms Warcr, 
before the Ifland of Tcrnate. The i^th the King came 
near the Dutch Sjiips, but did not board them. He 
invited the Admiral to come on board his Caracore ot 
Galley, where they had a long ditcoiirfe rogether by an 
Interpreter. The Admiral increued the King to come 
on board his Ship, but the King excufed himfelf, iay« ' 
ing, that the fcaling Ladder was not eafie ; upon which 
they Govefd it prefently with Woollen Ckxh, but he 
fald 'twas too late, and the Sun being almofl down, 
'twas the time of faying his Prayers. 

The next day he came again near the Ships with 31 
Caracores, very neatly built, and well manned, mount- 
ed with above a 1 00 Patereroes all of Brafs : All thcfe 
Galleys rowed three times roundabout the Dutch Ships, 
as in a Triumph, making a great noifc by their Sing- 
ing, and bc«^ting of long Dnuns^ and Copper Battens. 

* 
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The Dutch confidering all thefe Motions, and fear* 
ing fomeXreafon, got their Cannon^ Muskets, Pikes, 
and other Arms ready. Part of the Seamen were poft- 
ed under, and the reft upon the Decks, that they mi|^ 
be ready in cafe the IfUnders (hould attempt any 
thing ; but only the Kind's Galley approached the 
sups : However beine invited to conoe on board the 
Dutdi Ships, he refilled it ftill, and lent only one of 
his Captains, who had fome difcourfe with the Admiral, 
by the help of an Interpreter. 

On each fide of the Royal Caraccrre^ was a Gallery 
made of Rufhes like a Scaffold .whereupon fat the Slaves 
two in a row rowing, their Oars were made like Shovels. 
They never row without having their Arms by them, 
that is, their Buckler by their fide, and their Javelins 
before them. 

About the Evening the Kings Caracore and another 
Galley drew near the Ships : The King commanded 
the Galley to turn her Pirojpie a drift, which Ibe di^ 
and then he defired the DutebMmnl to let off one Gu- 
fion upon the Pirogtte ; the Gun (hot true, and the Kbie 
was extreamly pTeafed, faying, if the Cannon haa 
been fhot upon the Galley, it would certainly have 
made a hole in her. 

The next day that Prince fent a Galley on board 
the Dutch Ships, to give them netice that he was a 
coming himfelf. Accordingly he came with three of 
his Noblemen in a Pirogue faftened to a Gadley, which 
furprifed the Dutch, The King did not go prefendy 
on board the Dutch , but got into bis Galley , and 
firom thence fpoke to the Dutebf and put ievefil odd 
gueftions to *em. 

•Mir the laft, a deadly noife was heard in the t;« 
treteh about Midnight, and the Diforder was fo great, 
that the Oflficers were obliged to go out of the Ship, 
and every body thought that fctrne Spirit was got into 
her. 

June the id 1599, Dutch landed, and made 
fome Prefents to the King. The i ith in the Evening, 
that Prince came near the Ships again, but would not 

Soon board. However feeing a &ie Musket all gilt, 
e asked the Dutch to give it to htm ; accordingly cbej 
ptefemditcoittiis bothewonld oeixli pay fpr ii; 

• • • " 

The 
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The iS#& the JJUnders began to carry on board 
ibme Cloves, and exchanged them for fmail pieces 
$( GIds , much like thcne our Mountebanki make 
vie of to play their tricks with, which are noc worth 
above a peony. They had a Bar of Cloves which 
weighs 620 pounds Holland weight, for 600 of thofe 
pieces of Glafs. 

July the <)th^ they fetled the price of a Bar of Cloves, 
at 54 Reals of Eight fer Bar. The Bar weighs at Ternatc 
600 pounds, and 500 at Amboine. 

The Molutjues lOands produce every year about 
4700 Bars of Cloves. 

At Is&July the the King came on board the 
Amflerdam^ and viewed her very narrowly. He defi- 
red the Admiral to leave fome of his Men in the I* 
fand : Everything pleafed him in the Ship; he went 
in the Kitchin and admired the Bellows, with which 
^blewinhisown Mouth Uke a Mad-Mao. 
' The %%tb he came on board again, and vificed the • 
Ship as carioufly, as if he had had a mind to buy 
her. All this while he defigned to keep fome of the 
Dutch in his Service, but none of them had a mind 
to ftay behind. 

Augufi the 23</, the King came on board the Ship 
again, and made fome Propofais about the new Crop 
of Cloves. That gave him an opporninity to obtain 
what he wi(hed fo much for : For the Dutch left five 
Men and a Boy in the Ifland to buy new Cloves, accor* 
ding to the Treaty they made with the King, in or- 
der to keep a ftock ot Cloves till the Duteh Ships 
floald come again. Among thofe who ftay'd in the 
Ifland, was Francis i^ander Doet^ Cofin of Verdocs^ t)2e 
great Bailiff of Amfterdam, 

This valuable and noble Fruit call'd Cloves, grows 
no where elfe, but in the Ifland of Amhoine^ the Mo" 
tuques Iflands, which are five in number, and the I- 
flands of Meao^ Cimmo, Cabel^ and Mari^oran, The 
Indians call Cloves Caiafar^ and the Inhabitantt of the 
Afoiuques call it Chinks, ^ 
' The Trees which bare Cloves, are much like our 
Laurel Trees, only the Leaves of the Clove-Tree are 
ji little liarrower, and relemhie the Leavesof Almood* 
Trees, and WiBow-Tree$ ^ the very Wood and JLeaves 
firilarlboMutheC^es tfaenifdves; " 
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Thefe Trees bear a great quantity of Branches 
and Flowers, and each Flower never fails to bring 
forth A Clove. Tiift Floweri are ac firil white, then 
green, ac laft they grow red and pretty bard» and afje 
properly the Cloves. While they are green , they 
have a fnaell fo fweec and fo c6infoPtable» chat it is b»> 
yondail the fineft fineUs in the World. 

. When they are dry they arc- of a brown yellow 
Golonr, bat when gathered, they aflame a fmoky black 
colour. They don't gather them one by one, as they 
do other pruit ; but they tie a Rope to the Bough, and 
fo ft rip it out by force. That hurts the Tree for the 
next year, but the year after, it bears a great deal 
more. Others beat the Trees with long Rurties, as 
we do Walnut-Tree , and the Cloves fall down ; atid 
■ coipmoniy the Tree bears more Fruit than Leave$. 

They grow with little Stalks, hanging on the Tree 
like Cherries : They fell them with thefe Stalks^ Dirt, 
and Daft together to the Indiam ; bat the Cloves thac 
are trantpot^ to H^AiiMf, Partt^alf andtoBur^/tr^are 
clean and witboot Stalks. 

If yott leave them on the Tree wirbooc gathering 
them, they grow thick, and called the Mother of 
Cloves. The JaiuHcfe value thefe more than others ; 
but the Dutch choofe rather to buy the leaft. They 
never trouble tliemfelves to plant Clove-Trees, for the 
Cloves that fail on the Ground , produce enough of 
them ; and the Rain make them grow fo faft, that 
they bear Fruit when they are eight years qU, and 
continue it for above a hundred years. 

Sooie are of the opinion,, that Ciove-Trees do noc 
grow wed on the Sea fide, nor when they are too fkr 
irom the Sea : But many Seamen who have been in 
the Hand affiire- one, that they grow very well every 
where ; whether a great way off the Sea, upon Moai|« 
tains, in the Valleys, or near the Sea fide. 

They rinen from the latter end of Augufl, ro the begin- 
ning oijmiury. Nothing groweth about them, no Graf$ 
no Green, nor Weeds, ^c. for their Heat draws in 
all the Nourilhment and Moifture of the Ground : Cloves 
themfclves are very hot. If you lay a Sack of Gloves 
upon a Veilel full of Water, you will tind in a little 
yvhUe fiMiie pf the Water wafted, but the Cloves are 
not the wodfefqciCt |^ve a Pitd^ f^(l ^f ^^VfP 
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in a dole Room where you clean Cloves.and the heat of 
the Air wUlconfume all the Water in two days time, tho" 
die Cloves are removed. China Silk hacb the fame 
vertue ; far if you lay it in a Room, one or two 
Foot above the Ground, and water the Floor all over, 
provided the Water don't touch the Silk, the next day 
the Silk will have fock'd in all the Water. The ladi^ 
4ms will ttfe that trick to make the Silk heavier. 

The preferve Cloves in Sugar^ and. chey are extra- 
dinary good; they alfo pickle them : Many Indian 
Women, and the PortugU€:^e of late, chaw Cloves to 
have a Twee: Breath. They diftil Clove- Water out 
of them, when they are green, which is Phyfical, and 
of an excellent fmell. That Water is admirable to 
ftrengthen the Sight, by pouring a drop or two inco 
your Eyes. 

Powder of Cloves laid upon the Head, cureth the 
Head-Ach ; if taken inwardly, it provokes Urine, helps 
Dijgeftion, is good aminft a Loofenefs, and drunk in 
Milk» will make one Seep. 

The Illand of Tenuue afibrds but few Provifions, ic 
fas no Cattle bnc Kids, and there gtoweth no Rice* 
nor other Corn in it to make Bread with : But they 
have a fore of a Tree which they cleave in the mid- 
dle, and beat the Pith of it with a Mallet, for then a 
Subftance comes out of it, much like Saw-duft, and 
they make Bread of it, which they call Saga, This 
Bread is very white, and made in little fquare Cakes: 
The Inhabiuncs trade chiefly in it, for any thing chey 
fell or buy, is paid in Bread. 

Out of the Boughs of that fame Tree, there runs a 
Juice called Tuacsm^ which they drink oonunonly, tor 
'cis very wholfom, and of a good tafte. 

The lame Ifland aflfords no FUh neither, but hatk 
l^ency of Coco-Treet and Bananes» Oranges and Le- ' 
mons, and prodigious quantities of Cloves. The 
flmders dare not fell Palm-Tree- Wine publickly, be- 
caufe their Law forbids them to drink of any fort. 
But when the Dutch had a mind to drink lome, they ' 
wenr privately into a Houfe, where they were fure 
they could find fome ; for although there is no Inn 
nor Tavern, as in Bantam^ yec every one may fell 
' what he hath, and you may buy it with Money » or by 
way of £xchaoge« Many of the inhabitants never 

beard 
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heard of Money, but thofc who know it, love it dear, 
ly. They drefs. Filh very well, bccaulc they done 
fpare Spice. 

They have few Fowls, but abundance of Parrots, 
which are red over the Back, with fmall yellow Fea* 
thcrs in the Fore- Wings : They arc lelTer than thofe 
of the fVcfi'lndies ; but they learn to fpeak very wett. 
The Surgeon of the AmfterJam had one^ who funs 
andfpoke admirably well ; you may buy onefinr a glaU 
Bocde of a Groac value, and fidl ic &r five Piftdes at 
jfmfterJam, 

They have plenty of Birds of ParadHe, and thofe 
very cheap. The Portugtte:^e call them Paraxos del Sol^ 
Birds of the Sun, or Birds of God. Some are of the 
opinion, that no body ever faw them alive, and that 
they dye as foon as they come in that Ifland : That 
they live upon the Air, never ftand on the Ground, 
fly always towards the Sun, and that they have no 
Feet; but others affirm* iliey have Feet as other Birds« 
which thofe that take them cut off, and dry the Birds ia 
the Sun. 

Thefe Ifimidt/fs love Cdoiin dearly, and efpedally 
the Crimfoa Red. They have all tbeir Prbvifions, and 
other Neceflkries from Batuam. All tbe Ei^ImSei 
are virell Inhabited ; but the Iflands of Ternate and 
Banda, are more populous then Amboine ; the heat be- 
ing cxccifive in this laft Ifland, though a fine and 
good Country. 

There is abundance of Almonds, and thofe bigger 
than, ours in Ternate, The rtielis are very hard, and 
the Smiths burn them, for they make a very fharp 
fire. You find in each (hell, two or three long Al- 
monds. Tobacco grovveth alfo there, bur not fo well 
and fo good as in the H'efl-lndies, The SIav«a^ Aooafc 
it, and find it cooling Md whokfoofi. 

The Inhabiunts of TernoH are of a good and fweet 
temper, but iSamrally endined to beg. The King 
himlelf and the Notnes, are inclined to it. They ab- 
hor Robbery, and whoever is found guilty of it, is 
condemned to dye. A young Boy having ftoln two 
leaves of Tobacco, was put in Prifon, and his two 
Hands being tied behind his Back, he was brought a- 
long th; Streets, and all the Children following the Boy, 
cry*d oat» Thief ^ Jbief. They hate mortaUy the JPor^ 

« 
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titgm:{e, and give cfaem no quarter^ .where-ever cfaey 
meet with them. 

July the loth 1 599, while the Dutch continued at 
Anchor before Ternatf, the Inhabkancs enobarked for 
Tidore^ an Ifland which belongs to the ?ortugiie:(e^ 
wbeie they furpriled a Village, killed three Men, and 
carried off 43 Prifonei% and amongft them the Kings 
Nephevj thie Ears of thofe they killed* they ftudc 
upon dm Swords and BncUecs. This Nephew was 
a young Man, about 21 years of Age, he was brought 
before the King of Ternate, who having examined him, 
fent him back with a Rope about his Neck. When 
he was by the water fide, they bid him to walh his 
Hands ; and while he ftoop'd to do it, they gave him 
a great blow upon the Back with a Dagger, and 
threw him down on the Ground ; then tJbey gave bint 
another blow, which cut him through the middle. 
After chat they tyed his Body to 4 Bircgfu^ and let tbt 
Pirogue go adriRinto the Sea. 

They make afe of Wooden f aveiina, which the]f • 
caft vtty nimUy, befides Daggers, and Wooden fiocfc- 
leis. Some have Muskets anid Fufils, bot thsy caa 
get none but what they take from the Portugtiexf* 

They have Gladiators or Fencers called Bal^eleiers, 
who wear a Head- piece, and a Bird of Paradife on 
the cop. When they fight they ftand upon one Foot, 
to be ready to jump upon their Enemy, who alio 
jumps back always upon one Foot, and this they do 
with great nimblenefs and dexterity. They are migh- 
ty proud of it, and would continually challenge the 
Dttfch to fence with them, offering to fight one asaiaft 
Gxz Indeed a DutchmoH oflfer'd to fight againft^one 
with a Sword and Dagger, but they would not ac* 
cept of the challenge. The Iflanders fightoijy aDag* 
ger, as broad at the end. as at the Handle^ and hold a 
long Siueld in the left Hand. 

They wear a kind of a Callico Coat, very wide 
Breeches of the fame, and fornetimes ot Silk : when 
the Women goabroad, they wear a piece of Callico over 
their Head. 

The Ifland of Tcmatc is about eight l eagues in 
circumference , the Ground is hilly, and affords very 
good Well- Water. Ihe City of Gamma Lamma^ 
where the King^refidei, is by the Sea fide, having but 

one 
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one long Srreet, not paved. The greateft part of the 
Houfes are builc of RuiheSy arrd the ocfaers of Wood, 
efpecialiy' the Chttfcbe$. There is iio Road before 
that Town where Ships can Anchor, becanfe there 
is no depth, and the Ground is Aony. The Fiihermen 
go to catch fmall Filh upon the Shelves ac low Water • 
but when they go to fifh for great ones, they throw the 
fmall Fiflies into the Water, to decoy the great Ones, 
and fo catch them with a Line. They alfo make ufe 
of Baskets to ketch them, which they let down to the 
bottom, and after a while when they fee any in it, 
e Man leaps into the Water and fetches it up. One 
would think ic impofiible to fee Fi(h in a Basket, fif- 
teen Fathoms under Water ; but yon muft know that 
the Wtier is fo clear, that you may eafily fee Anchors 
very deep, and the FKh fwiming. 

The Inhabitants have mn out a ftone Peer before the 
Barbour, with a narrow Mouth, tb (irevent theirlie- 
ing (urpriied. The Dutch were obliged to caft Anchor 
between Ternate and Tidore^ before a Burrough called 
Telin^amma. 

Half a League off that Burrough, lies a fmall Town 
called Maleyo , which is walied about with flones 
pretty high, to defend themfeives againft the Portu* 

The King of Temate w^sa ftrong big Man, about 
36 years of Age ; he was of a pleafant merry humour^ 
and v^ry curious to learn any new thing ; for he lov-* 
ed always to do and imitate what he faw others 
do. 

One day the Dateb to divert Inm, threw 30 or 40 
Squibs, which he was fo pleafed with, that be came 

the next Morning on board, to learn how to make 
them, and how to rhrow them. When he thought he 
knew it, he went about to work ; and believing that 
with two or three handfuls of Powder, he could blow 
up a great Tree or a Beam, he was not at reft till he 
try'd it , in the following manner. 

There was a great Beam before his Palace, in ^ the 
midft of which he made a hole two Inches broad, and 
after filled it up with Powder, ftopc the hole, and let 
fire to it. The Beam fplit in two pieces, which pleas'd 
the King mightily. 

He 
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He was a creat Warriour, for he made vigorous 
atracks upon nis Enemies, and expofed himfelf every 
where. Tbis he fhewed in the Expedicion againft the 
Inhabitants of Tidorc, where he threw himfelf into the 
"Water to board his Galley and after thac behaved 
himfelf with fuch courage, that he did Wonders. 

He loved extreaoUy to be upon the Water, and paf* 
fed themoft pare of his rime in his Galley, where he 
had a fine Bed all over gilt : That Prince was never 
idle, for he wa«; aUvavs doiijp otic rhinr or anoihcr. 

e would fomctimcs lend for the Dutch Pilot, who 
fhew'd him 7<7/'W Hity?cris Travels, nnd made him iin- 
dcrftand ns well ns he could, the Maps and Figures 
that were in the Book. The King took fo much pka- 
fure in this, that he ufed to keep him a long while, . 
and pu : I e veral queftlons to him. 

Although he was very familiar with the DiucJ\ he 
kept his Rank and Gravi:y with his Subje&s, who 
had a great refpe<ft for him. His Noblemen and Cap* 
tains, and cheEmbafladors never appeared in his pre- 
lenc^. Without holding up and down iheir Hands conti- 
tmaily. 

The Courtiers wear fiik Stuffs, and fine Callicoes, 
their Breeches arc very broad,aftcr the Portu9uc:{e mode : 
The wear Doublets made of Callico, or Cloth made 
with the Bark of Trees, extraordinary well wrought. 
In fhort, the Inhabitants arc a gcod and honefl: Peo- 
ple, and withal, more ingenious, and better humour'd, 
and fairer dealers, than thofe of Java. All the Cap^ 
tarns arc old and venerable Men, with long grey Beards. 

The King hath about 30 Caracorcs or Galleys, fome of 
them mounted with four, and fome with fix Patereroes ; 
fome hath 40, fome 50, and fome 60 Rowers. He had 
40 Wives in ail, and kept always (ome in each Bur- 
rough or Town. • 

He was very Religious in his Way, never failing 
to go to Church ac the time appointed. When he 
went to Church, a young Boy marched before him 
with a Kid for the Sacrifice, and a Dagger over his 
Shoulder : next to hun went a Company of Soldiers, 
after rhem a Pricft with a Ccnfer ; then the King walk* 
cd after the Prieft, being followed byanotbec Company 
oi Soldiers with^flying Colours. 
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. The SecQftd ^oy^ge of the Dutch 

Before every Mofjuey there ftaods Vcffels full of Wa- 
ter to. Wafli ineir recc and Hands in, before they go 
into the Chnrch'. Within the Church they kneel down 
upon a Mnt or a Carpet. 

There is iiuhc Mofqucy a Pnlpir cover*d with white 
Sniff: There is alio an Iriituiaicnr like a Drum, which 
they bear ro call the People lo C hi.reh. where they 
meet conftaiKly every l-iiday. When r'ney are all af- 
lembled, the Preacher, who is alfo the School- Mafter, 
comes. The Diitci went to (cc him at h;^ Horfc, and 
. in his School, and law before the Hcufe a Board hang- 
ing out , whereupon were written rheir Characters and 
Lctrers, which indeed are very odd. 
/ They faw likewifc a kind of Tower or high Build- 
ing, wherein hangs a fiell without a Clapper, which 
they beat when ever any Accident or Invafion hap- 
pens. As foon as cbey beat the Bell, all the Inbabi* 
tants aflemble together well armed, and if it is for 
any Expedition at Sea , 40 Caracores arc ready in 
two hours time. They alfo faw many brafs Guns in 
the King's Palace, and BuHc:s, but they could fee no 

Gunpowder. 

I • ^ - 

When an Eclipfe of the Sun or the Moon happens, 
the Natives make great I lowlirps and Outcries, bc- 
Ivip, perl'wrifcd, that the Knir^or fome of his Pvclations, 
nr chiei Officers, will ccrramly die: But if after the 
Kclip.c no ill accident happens, they make a great 
Fealh and a Proceffipn after their manner. The Dirc/j 
faw that Ceremony ; and when they told the Ifl.mders 
that they knew exadly the Day , and the Minute 
when an Eclipfc of the Sun or the Moon would hap- 
pen, they thought it was impoilible, and lookt upon it 
as a Miracle. 

The Inhabitants of Ternnte, and other neighbouring 
Towns arc M thometiVjs^ and Circumcife their Children 
with grear CercmoDY. 

Th.y drink no Wine, and the reafcn they cive for 
ir, is as fnbuloiisn<; 'rir, ridiculous : God, fay ihcv, lent 
every dav two of his Angel*? to 'ht.iromct, who helped 
him in ail things that krvcd to eftablilh his Religi- 
on. One dny j\I il^omct and the two Angels were in- 
vited to a Fcaft by a fine Woman, who wanted to 
fpcak with them ;»they went tu the Feaft, and drunk 
fo much Wine, .that they were all Drunk. Then ftic 

ofier'd 
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offbr'd CO lie with them, on that condirion, they Hiould 
icarn her a Prayer to make her go to Heaven, and 
come down upon Earth again wiicn Ihc would. 

Bat when Hie was got into Heaven, God who knew 
the Sin Ihe had coin.nirred, commanded his Angels to 
lake her by the Hair» and tranfporc her to a Cave 
near Babylon^ where (he il^ould bang up cill (be day of 
judgmenc ; and the Wine being cbe occaiion of tbat 
Sin, Mahomet forbid the ufe of i: for cbe iiitare. 

The Molujue Iflands are five in number, as I faid 
before, and tbey produce the beft Cloves; for the 
Cloves that grow in the Iflands of JMeaa^ Marigaran^ 
Slnomo^ Cabely and Amboiney are not fo much valued, 
nor indeed ro be compared with thefe. All ihefe 
lOands are under the Dominions of the King of Tcr^ 
nate^ except Tuiore, B^ffiin^ and Hiarigoran^ which the 
Portu^uc:(c have invaded. 

Meao lies at the Weft of Tcrnatc^ and hath a very 
good Harbour, where the Inhabitants of Mindcnao^ a- 
nother great Illand not far from thefe, ufed to lie at 
Anchor to avoid the attacks of the Portuguese, The 
Iting of Ternate hath all his Galleys buik» and fined 
oat in Meao. 

The King of BaJJIan keeps his Court in die Ifland, 
of Marigoran. The principal Forces of the Pornfg$ies(& 
in the Aioluaues, were then in the Ifland of Tiamre ; 
the king of which was the Cfncle of the King of 
Termite y who is t(ie moft coniiderable King of the 
iflands about. 

The hacred the Inhabitants have conceiv'd againft 
the Portit2^uc:^e^ is not to be app^as'd, becaafe '^4 years 
before the Dutch came there, they had tyrannized o- 
ver this prcfent Kings Father afreramoft cruel man- 
ner, as ,1 will tell yoa hereafter; and for thacreafoa 
they were turned out of the whole Illand. 

The PortugucT'e had built many good Edifices in that 
frface, parricularly as the Cattle, where the King lives 
now, St. Pauls Church, a Convent of Dominican Ery 
ars^ a ^ Baft ion lined with Scone-work, and three ot 
four good Stone Houfes. 

..The C/^/iM Merchants who had .traded fomaerly.fo' 
ternate^ were turned t^|^^)j(y the- ^piarK^^ they iW 
^itH the Portuguc:le ; fb 'that then there cani'e but a few 

CO the Illand; id the Inhabicancs' of MinJenao\ 

^ % : tfi'ey 
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tbey had made an Alliance ivith the King of Ternate^ 
and hated morally the Fmttgtie:^e^ being always ready 
to march againft them. 

' The Inhabitants of the Motu^ues are yerv lazy, 

* and love fo much their Eafeand Pkafiire, that they 
' are feldom at Work ; for their Slaves and Servants 

* do aH the Work : They live ixfon the great qtiaoti* 

* ties of Ctevcs that grow there, for they have noo- 

* thcr Trade, and no Manufndure. They have no 

* Hou(Lold-ftuff, but Earthen Pors and Pans, and fome 

* Alnrs upon which they fit and lie. 

* Their Slaves built Houles of Timber and Rufties, 

* with nothing elfe, not fo much as a Nail in them. 

* Their Clothes arc decent, and pretty well made, of 

* light Stufls, and cheap ; but the Country is fo hot, 
' that they have no need of warm Clothes to defend 

* them from the Cold : The young Men wear upon 

* their Head pieces of Callico made in Trefles, and 

* woven in the 6gatt of a Crown* and in the Holy- 

* Days tbey adorn them with Flowers. 

* The Men jporfeme their Cloadhs to plea(e their 

* Wives, of whtch they have as many as Aey pleafe, 

* and are fo jealous of them, that they invite no body 

* into their Houfes^ they never lee them before they 

* arc married. 

* The Women are of a middle fizc, their Hair is 
' * pur tip in Trelfcs, and tycd about their Head. They 

* arc ot a plcnfancand merry humour, and though they 

* are kept very ftridl, ihcy are very brisk, and not at all 

* fcrupulous. They fpin Cotten, and weave Callicoes. 

* The pooreft fort fell dry Fifh, Fowls, BananeS, Su- 

* gir-Canes, and other Commodities in the Market. 

* You feldom fee any Other Women abroad. 

* The Inhabitants of the Moluques^ are the bcft Sol* 

* dien of all the Iflands ; tKey fcom to fly before ifaeir 

* Enemies, and wiU wii! fight with great courage. Tbey 

* think bis a great bonotff to die in a Fight, and to re* 

* lift their Enctnies to the laft extremity. 

' They have no Money, for all their Riches confifts 

* in Cloves ; and widi tiiat they may purchafe all Ne- 
'• cef^anes. Their Langungc is different from that of the 
' o her Indians, and they have the lame Chara(Sers for 

* \^ iiring, a^ th^ Ar^i^i^hs^ 

: Thefe 
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, * Thefc Iflands were dil'cover'd by the Portugu^re 
, in the year 151 5, iiiiJer the command of Frjuclfco 
^ de Serra. And in rhe year 1510, Ferdinand Mt^cht^ 

wf ^, a great Mariner, being difoblig'd with Em.jnn- 
^ el King of Portii^.i/, his native Prince, was the firft 

who landed there, inchcnamcof the Emperor Charles 
' the Fifth. He failed to thofc Iflands through the 

* Screighc which he difcovefd on the Weft fije, and 
' which was calkd by bis Name, the Streigbt of 

* gcl/an. 

^ The King of Temate is MaOer of all thefe Iflaods, 

* a few excepted. TUore and Baffim have their Kings, 

* The King of Temaie is fo abfolute, that when he go- 

* etb to War 9 all his Subjeds are obliged to iiurcb 

* with him at their own cofts. 

' There is but a few Carrie in rhe Molu^ttes, feme 

* Buffljs they have, and yec fewer Gonts ; but rhcy 

* have abundance of wild Boars, becaufe they are for- 

* bid by their Law to eat any. There is a Mountain 

* in ihofe Iflands which thrown; out Fire and Allies, 

* efpecially in the Spao^ and Autumn, when the Wmd 

* is Northerly. 

' The AUiujucs were the occaRon of a great Dif- 

* pure betwixt the Spaniards and the Poru^ues^e, in the 

* year 1520, and many years after : But the Portugune 

* were at kft too hard for them, having turn d them out 
*Qf thofe Iflands, fetled there, but were put out thcoa- 
^felves in a little while after. The 1ft.tnders hated 
•them morrally, and the Dutch feeing them fo incen- 

* fed ngainft the Portu^ne:;^:^ improv'd that opportuni- 

* ry to the bcft aiivantage. They incou^ agca the Na- 
' tives, and gave thcin fomc i>uccours aea.nfl rhein j 

* fo that at iaft rhe Portit?u:-:: were forced to retire, 

* and qaic lllanJs. By that inj.ins the whole 

* Trade of the Moluqi^cs reinained in the hands of the 
' Dutch^ who made themfelvcs Mattel's of that Country, 

* for the IJlandcrs have but little or no power. The 

* O/i^ch being in polfeffion of the Harbours, and of the 

* whole Trade, fortified the rifelves fo well, that now 

* they fi»r none of the Inhabitants, nor any foreign 

* Power. 

The Dutch having left behind them five Men at 
Temate, as I faid before, the King came on board the 
Ships to take his leave, and Ihew'd them great Dc- 

U 3 aiooftracions 
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monftrations ot Affedion and Gratituc!? ; fnying, that 
.Was God Almighty who fem into his Country fb 

Jood and boneft Men, who agreed ib well with his 
umour. 

When they told him %hzt the Ponitgne:{e their 
King bad hired a Man, who came into their Princes 

Palace, and murthcrcd him in themiddlc of his Cour- 
tiers ; the King rold them alio, that the lame Pcrrw 
gue:{e had cur in pieces the King his Predeceiibr, had 
Tailed him, and tranrporced him to Malacca : a piece 
of Barbarity, that obliged him and bis Succeflbrs after 
him, to loolc out for Vengeance. 

In parring with ihem, he dcfired the Dutch to make 
a general Difcharge of the Cannon, and was very mach 
pleafed with it : He had wiih him a Portuguesfe Rene*- 
gado, who was a very cunning Man, and in great fa- 
vour with the King. The Dutch courted him migb- 
tUyt and made him fome Prefents, that be mi^t pro* 
tt& the Dutch who were left behind in that Ifland. 
' Augufi the i^th i ^99, the two Ships, xhtAmfterdam 
and the Vtrecht weighed Anchor, and failed out of 
Ternate. The ^oth they came in fight of the Illand 
Obit, the 6/^/7 of Sep. touched at the Southerly end of 
It. In the Weft of Ohn there are fo many fmall Iflands, 
that you can hardly tell them all ; and fo many 
Shelves, that the Ships were often in great danger. 
Thcfc Iflands lie two Deg. South of the Line. The 
I of/7 of the fame Month, a Chcefc of fcven pounds 
weight was fold on board the Amfterdam for twelve 
Florins and ten pence. 

' Novemh, the I3fi> 1599, after they had fuffer'd much 
thrdugh Hunger, and othef Incohvenienties, they ar- 
Hved at ^acatra, and that very Night the Inhabitants 
brought fome Rice on board; then they gave thanks 
to Gdd Almighty, who haddelivered them from hun- 
ger.' The i6r^they failed into a River of frelh Wa- 
ter, where they took in their Provifion of it, and 
bouf^ht a great qunniity of Arccca and Rice of the 
C/r'/^^2-Merchaiits, at five Deniers a pound. 
/ On the 17 they failed tcnvnids B iwr.tw, and met 
by tlie way two Siiips of ^^ej'.nh-!^ named the long 
and the \Sir'7, who hrid ftayM eight Months in 
the Road of KtnUm, They had lo good fuccefs in 
Trading, and 'e3::changiDg their Comtn<Hikies that they 
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were obliged for want of more Money, to fell the 
Mafters Mate's Whittles, and for all thar, rhcy had 
not done their biiijnefs ; for the two Ships liad laded 
but iio Tuns of Pepper and Cloves, and they had loft 
55 Seamen. 

The 19^6 they landed vaKtntAm^ and were receiv- 
ed very kindly by the Inhabitants. Dtcemk the 
the XJtrecht bcqin to ladePepfcr: They paid ar firft 
4 pieces of Hi^ihiaii l a half tor the Sack, which wcigl:s 
50 pounds ; bu: afrL-rwanis they pa)'d fciir pk^ccs on- 
ly. The Bar of Mace coit ihera 80 pieces of Eigiic, 
and the Bar of Cloves 6^. 

January the 13. f/.oo, Adaiiral ^fu'rn/js; Iiaving lan- 
ded, made Tome Pivicncs to fcvcral Lords of Bantam^ 
and had a'onr, difcourle with them concerning Trade. 
They parted with great Satisfadlion on both fides, and 
all poffible demonftrations of Fricndlhip and Elteem. 
Amongft other Prefcnts , the Admiral prefented his 
own Sloop to the Governor, mounted with two Pate- 
reroes, and lined with Scarlet Cloth ; but the Banu* 
mites did not well know how to manage her. 

The iiy? the Ships fteer'd for HcffafiJ. On the i6th 
of May they were in figh: of the Ifland of St. Helens, 
and the next day they faw a Carrack upon the Coaft, 
which was the Portiiyjic:{c AJmiral's Carrack at Anchor, 
in the Road of the third Valley of the IHand, where 
there lay ahb three orhcr Carracks, fo ihac the Dutch 
were obliged to ancho r in the ar.cicnt Road at thehrlt 
Valley, at ihz diltance of a Cannon* ihoi from thep<))« 
tague:{e Veifeis. 

The fame Evening another Carrack came into the 
^oad near the North-Weftcrly Point, but feeing the 
Dutch Ships an Anchor before them, they itood off the 
ihoar to the Sea. 

On the i%th four Dutch Seamen having landed la 
take infome frefh Water, xhit Portugue:{e who had poft- 
ed Centinels there prevented *em: So that on the 
12 /, which happen'd to \>q Pf^hfunday, they weighed 
Anchor; and the 3 o^/; they law the Ifl.ind of /ijcoiji-' 
on^ where lomc of th-i StM^ncn landed tha: very Nigh:, 
and having viewed the Illand, tound no Water ; for 
the So:l is fo dry and fo hoc, tliat it is rather a burn- 
ing Rock of Sta-Coals, than any thing elfe. They 
law iome Ho^s , and could not itpagiuc how they 
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cowld live iherje, for they fawr no Tre^s nor Herbs, 
nor any ihing they pould cat, There is a world of Sear 
Cobs in that place, which you may ki'H with a Stick. 
"iJThey took feme Tpnoife$,which they brought on board, 
and which were fo monftroufly big, that fomc of them 
weighed as near as they cguld gueis, above 400 
pounds. 

The laft of May in the Evening, they put to Sea 
again, and after a long Voyage, and the misfortune 
of a great Sicknefs aniongif the Seamen for wane of 
Provifions, the two Ships landed in the Jexely where 
they were unladed, and came afteru'ards to Amfter- 
dam : So that all the eight Shins arrived iafe iq tfol^

TH E Vnited Province^ being pcrfwaded ibai their 
Navigation 10 the Et^^lndics, contributed very

lie Ships to the Streight of MagfUn. In purfuanct 
^ chURefolution, the City of S^^nrJkm fitted ow five 
Ships; one of them mwA the Hopfy of 500 Tan$. 
had 1 30 Men on board, Jamet Mohu the Admiral of chit 
Jit^le Fleet being aboard of her. 

The id Ship named the l^ove of 300 Tuns, wa$ 
manned with ixoMen, Hmon dc Cardes Vice-Admiral^ 
Commander. 

The 3</, called the Faith of 3:^0 Tuns, with loo^ 
Men, "Was cominanded by Girard Van Beningen.

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The Voyage of five Dutch Ships 

The was a Yatch called the Merry Mejfenger of 
150 Tuns, and manned with i lalVlen, under the Com* 
mand of Captain Sebald de Veert, 

Thefe five Ships were well provided with all oianner 
of Provifions and Ammunicion ; with Cannon, Money, 
Merchandife, Goods, and all Neceiiaries for' a long 
Voyage, 

funexht 27th 1598, the Fleet failed our of the 
Channel of Goeree ; but the Wind being contrary, fhe 
was forced to lie at Anchor in the Downs^ upon the 
Englifj Coaft, till the i yh of July, Then the Wind 
being fair, they put to fail again ; and having con- 
fumed part of their Provifions, the Commanders had 
taken care to take in more, for fear of want. 

Ac firft the Ships went right betore the Wind, but 
it was very uncertain, fometimes fair, fomccimes con* 
trary and ftormy. There bappen'd nothing remarka- 
ble in their pafTage, till the t zth of ylu^uji in the E- 
vening, at which time they difcover'd io the Latitude 
of the (^peof St* Vincent four Sail» oneoi them be* 
ing a Sp.in/'fo fiark ; the Dufcb thinking they were all 
of the fame Nation, failed towards theoi. 

As foon as they perceiv'd the Dutch Ships tack a- 
bout, they divided into two of each fide, the Dutch 
Admiral carrying all the fail he could, came within a 
Cannot fliot of the biggeft Sh.p, and fir d a Gun to 
make her (Irike. Ar length a Fog coming on he fell 
in wirh their Admiral, who was on board a Yatch ; 
and then being inform d tlicy were En^^lifj Ships, he 
left them, and con^'najd his courle, thinking theo&hcr 
three Z>ii/c/!> Sh.ps were failing after him. 

\rlov9cv€:rS? 'jxid de Vcrrt Captain of the Otf^c/y Yatch, 
who in the Evening h ui received an order from his 
Admiral, to chafe tl^e Flag of the four Ships they had 
met with, feeing that h:s Admiral himfelf had fbot at 
her, and that the alfoihotat the Admiral ; aher all this I 
fay, he fa v his Admiral changing his courfe without 
giving any Signal, and could not guefs the reafbn of 
it, unkfs it were, that he tacked about to look for his 
Sloop, which he had lentouu to fpeak with the En- 
yjifo Yaicn. and which could not joyn him by rcaT 
Ion tjf I lie Fog. 

So that the DutcJ)Yz^c\\ far from following his Admi- 
ral /ailed cowards the Unglijh Yatch, and having got the 

' " ' ' Wind 
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Wind of her, gave her a Broad-fide, and continued 
/hooting at her till break of Day, wbeo the Vice-Ad* 
miral Simon dcCordcs, and Captain Bockjwlt came, and 
forced the Eti^Jtfk Ship to ftrikc fail. After which, 

they immediarcly fcni: t»uc a Sloop to bring the Com- 
mand cr on board. 

When \i wa> i3ay- light, tl:e Dutch Admiral feeing 
himfelf alone wiihout his Sl-ips, Liilcd back to meet 
them. Then he (cnr for the En^Ull? Commander on 
board of him, and made him miny Excufcs for rhc Ac- 
cidcn: tliac happened againit his Intencion, which was 
occafion'd by the Sp.ml/h Bark, that made the Dutch be- 
lieve that ibe other Ships were alfo Spmi/h. 

The Dittch had diitribuced fo large Shares of Bisker to 
their Seamen, that tbey could not eat it, but filled 
their Chefts and Casks with it. The Officers having 
notice of this, refolved in a Council, to reduce the 
proportion to half a pound a day for each Man, and 
three fmalt Meafures of Wine, that is, three Cans for 
e^ght Men, per dtem. But they made no alteration ia * 
the propor:ion of FiHi, Meat, Broath, ^c, 

Ju'jf the 19//', during the firit Watch the Wind be- 
ing North-Eafb, four of the Dutch Ships w^-re gijt 100 
near the Coaft of B^rbary^ for they had bu twelve 
Fathom Water when they faw the Coaft , and the 
Wind being itrong they could not make the Sea, but 
were forced to auLhor at fcven , eight, and ten Fa- 
thom Water ; and Caprain Van Beningen anchored on- 
ly at five Fathom fo that his Ship was in great dan- 
ger ; at laft in the Day-time the Ships got ofl, and 
continued their courfe. The Admiral had (ailed all 
Night withotit cadfting Anchor, becaufe be had dlfcover- 
ed the (hoar in time. 

The carelefnefs of the Pilots having expofed the Fleet 
to a grea: danger, the Admiral called on board his 
Sh'p nil the Officers and Malters, who refolved, that 
each Pilot il ould bring to his Captain his Obfervaii- 
ons twice, or at leaft once a Week, with the Maps, 
to compare them together. 

Au-T^ujl the ialt, they were in fight of Sr. J.tgo, one 

the Iflands of Cape Vert, or the green Cape. Sep- 
tember the ifi, they caft Anchor under the Ifland of 
^.ijo, but the Admiral had no mind to ftay there, 
becajafe the Sea breaks too biuch in that Road. The 

•* * V Captains 
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Captains, Boninghen and Bocl(_hoh, having landed with 
fome of their Men, found little or no Water ; they 
walked all Night to fee for fome Inhabitants, and ha- 
ving met only with an old Portuguc:{c, they brought 
him on board, and a few Hc-Goats, which were fo 
lean , that it was not worth their while to carry 
them. 

The old Portugir-^c being examined about the fituati- 
on and the State of the Town of Sc. J^igo^ told thena ic 
was not an eafie thing to attack it, for there wa» in ic 
500 Portugue:(e^ and 1 500 Negros well armed. 

In the Afternoon the Admiral having (hoc the part- 
ing Gan, all th^Sbtps (ailed towards Sx.Jago, andQeer- 
ing along the Coail they faw beyond a Point, the top 
of a Maft of a Ship lying at Anchor in the Ro^d of 
Pray a. 

As foon as they had doubled that Po'nc, and got 
into the Road, rhey found there a great Ship, and two 
fmall ones ; the biggeft was a Hamhw^er , fjsr* 
man l^Vcbh Maftcr, bound for B' t^/A 

The Fleet having anchor'd t;)fhind the great Ship, 
the Vicc*Adn:^lral fenc his Sloop, and Captain Oc Veen 
his Canon, to the two fmall Veflels, but there was no 
body in them : One was an old Bark, which had 
rranfported fome Negroes ; (he bad nothing but two 
Pipes of Water, a Utile Miller » and a pot ft)Il of 
Wine. 

The other little Ship was of about 30 Tuns, bound 

for Sc. Timmas, to tranfporc a Bifhop thither ; they 
found in her fome Ucenfils, but the reft had been put 
aOioar, or brought on board the Hami>orotif lj Ship. 

Herman iVcbb being calPd on board the Admiral, 
was asked many qucftiuns about the Fort, but at the 
fame lirnc they told him, that the Fleet was not come 
rhere to commit any Hoftilities, but only to take in fome 
frefti Water, and bi)y Provilions i fo they defired ijpr- 
man tVcbb tQ give one of his Seamen's Cloatbs to 
Franci Verjui^ the Vice-Admirals Clerk, that they 
might go together to the Fort, to declare the iame to 
the Commander, and bring immediately an aofwer, or 
elfe they would take other Meafore^. 

The Hamburger obeying , went to the Fort : He 
tame on board again about Midnight, and told them, 
the Portugueses anfwer was, that they could pot be- 
lieve 
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HcT? whnr the Fleet fa id, feeing that the taking of the 
two fmall Ships proved the conrrary • but they could do 
nothing in that Affair m the abfcnce of the Governor, 
who was ac Sr. J^^^o, two Leagues off the Fort, and 
who had exprcfly forbid to grant ro any body what 
they demanded. They defired the Fleet to ftay till 
Day-light, and then they would fend an Ezprefs to St« 
J ago, CO giiFc notice of it to the Governor, and receivt 
his Orders. 

The Cbuncil of the Fleet did not think fit to delay 

fo long, leaft the ?ortuguc:^e (hould make ufe of it to 
fend fome Reinforcement from St. J^t^o to the Fort ; 
fo prefendy Captain Lcninrcn and the Serjeant-Alajor 
embarking with 150 Men in the Sloops, and Imall 
Boats, came on fhoar, where they drewnp their Men 
in order. Then they marched ro the Fort , which 
was 175 paces off, with two flying Colours. On the 
Ihoar fide the Fort had a Parapet of great Stone 
above four Foot broad ; the Entrance was fo narrow^ 
that two Men could notpafs a breaft, and it was lb 
fteep about, that Hx refolute Men might defend it ft- 
gainft a Tfaoufand, by throwing only Stones at them 
without any danger from thole without. , 

Notwithftanding thefe DiiEcuIties , Captain Benith- 
gen ofderM bis Men'to advance to a little Church, 
which might have annoyed the Befiegers, it the Ene« 
my had pofted fomc Men there. Alter that the Z)//rc^ 
continu'd to get up to the Fort, and to fhoot at thofe that 
guarded it ; but a fudden fear came upon them, and 
they were fo furprifed, that they fhot but nine or ten 
times, and wounded but two Men ; then they all run 
away, and abandoned the Place, having before taken, 
out what they could carry away. 

So the Dutch being Mafters of the Fort without Re- 
fiftance, ffavMinit nil Night, having pofted •Centinels 
in feveral places. The next Morning they dffcover*d 
upon a high ground ibme P4nrhigue:(e Troops , both 
Iiorfe and Foot ; and becaufe the Fort was open on 
the Land-fide, wbidi lay level. Captain Beningem fcnc 
to the Admiral for fome Reinforcement, with Pomler and 
Balis, upon which Captain dc l^eert was commanded to 
march with fixty Men. 

Beningen who found in the Fort three little iron 
CauQonSi planted one at each AvfQue, and made In- 

(reacbmems 
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irenchmcnrs with Benches, Trunks, Ghairs, and pje-« 
CCS of /Wood, to hinder the Hori'c from coming that 

WaV. 

However notwlthflanJing nil thcic Preparations, and 
the good condition rhcy were in to receive the Ene- 
my, rbey were rcroived not to ftjy to the laft extre- 
mity, nor lofc the time which tlvjy defigned to employ 
better. Therefore tncy thought it was better to Capi« 
tulatc, and to obtain by fair means what chey .wanted ; 
for that parpofe they pitched upon the next Valley as 
a convenient place. 

Tbe^ Judge of the Fort appearing on Horfe-Back 
with the Banner of t^eace « the two Captains, Benin* 
gen and Feert advanced to meet him : Then they be- 
gan to Difconrfe. Muraal G>mptaint$ and Reproach* 
es were made on both fides : 1 iic Dutch faid, they' 
were (ovced by Neceifity, that hath no Law, and that 
if they would tioi fell them the Provjficns they want- 
ed, they would be obliged to take them by force ; that 
thev defired the ?orttigue:{e to determine whac they in- 
tended to do, whether to giVe them Ncceiriries for 
their Money , or to force ibem to take them other 
ways. 

The Judge told them, it was not in his power to 
refolve any. thing wuhout the'Governour's confenc, 
that he would go himfelt immediately to 3^^^ to* 
acquaint him with all things, and would come fpeedily 
with his Anfwer. 

The Vice-Admiral having landed, and being inform- 
ed of what pa (Ted, fent a Letter to the Governor by 
liis iMgo, who rpoke ?ortu^uc:;:^ and who accompany- 
cd the Judge, upon prcmilc to bniig the Page bacii 
the fnme day. 

The Letter was, that the Dn^:h Ficcr being in anab- 
folute neccinty of frclli Water, and oihei Rclrefiim?nr<, 
could not forbear to take in fomc in a place whcrw- 
there was enough ; that tiicy never dcligncii to keep 
the two fmall Veflels they took in the Road, that &nd- 
ing them without Men and Provifions, they fecured 
them as Hofta^^cs. Thar they bad attack*t and taken 
the Fort with the famedelign, and in hopes of find- 
ing the Provifions they would not let them have foi: 
Money; thaci{ he fent a fpecdy and favourable an- 
Iwer, they were ready to rcftore the two fmall Ships, 

and 
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and alt that had been taken in the Fort ; but if they 
were refolved to deny them their Requeft, the Fleet 

woiild go to Sc. Jngo^ and force them to it. 

About Noon after the Page was gone, the Admiral 
with Captain B ckl'olt went to vilit the Fort, and came 
down afterwards with all the Officers in:o the Valley, 
which was planted with C^co-Trees. There they met 
fomc Portu'ruc:{c, who were prcfcndy fo familiar, and 
fo well acquainted with them, that they promifed to 
bring to the Fort in the Nighc-time, lome Oranges, 
Lemons, and other Fruit. 

One amongft them named Vydalgo^ who pretended to 
be more free, and better aflfe^ed than the reft, came 
on board the Ship of Captain Beningen , who being 
fatigued by the laft Nights work, was going to reft 
himfelf ; however he made Fydaho well-come, and en- 
tertained him fowell, that the Portuguc:{e promifed him 
all forts of Refrefhments, if he would fend privately 
two or ihrce Sloops to his Habitation, which was but 
two Leagues off. The Sloops went there the next 
day, bur found nothing. 

About Evening the General, the Vice-Admiral, and 
Captain Bockjiolt returned on board, leaving the Fort 
under the guard of Captain Dc Veert^ with 300 Men. 
The next day September the 4//^, they faw a great 
mnnyMen upon the Hills, and the Page who carried 
the Letter co the Governor, being not come back, they 
ftood upon their Guard till Noon, when the Page came 
with three Troopers, who brought a Letter from the 
Governor. * 

He made great complaints of the proceedings of the 
Dutch, and faid, that Alcn who pretended to be Friends, 
had aiilcd rather like Enemies; that if they had beha- 
ved themlelves as Friends, they might cafily have ob- 
tain'd what they dcfired, and with lefs trouble, than by 
the foul means ihey made ufc of : That he could not 
think they were Chriftians, becaufe they had Plun- 
dcr'd the Church ; however be was perfwaded thac 
it was done by the infolencie of the Soldieis, and that 
their Commander had no hand in it,- becaufe he re- 
ftorcd the Plate they had ftolenaway, and therefore he 
would ufe tbem civilly ; but he could no& give them 
what they demanded in the |^lace where they fiiood, 
and defired them to come to SiL jago^ and to be; 

informed* 
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informed of his further Intentions by the Meffengers he 
had fent them 

Whilft Captain De Vecrt was difcourfing with them, 
the Vice- Admiral and Bockholt came back, and had 
fome wlk with them : At laft they refolved to fend 
one 6f the Trooper* to the Govcrftor with anotfaef 
Letter. Tbc7 font him wotd, thev could tior without 

ffcai ifoiibk abandon the Fort, and go with rhe whole 
leet to St. 3 ago 'y atid thcrcfof e they would fend thcit 
Sloops thither to take in fome fretb Water, but for 
the other Provifions he might eafily convey 'erti to the 
phtt where the Fleet was; that they would give hitn 
Holtngcs tillthe two fmall Ships were reftored, and 
the Damnge paid ; that they defircd him once more t6 
give rhem a fpeedy anfwer, bccaufe they could ftay 
no longer, and were forced by necellity to provide fOr 
their want. 

The General landing ngain in the Afternoon, was vi- 
fited about Evening by fome Portugue:{e, and amotigft 
them a Prieft, who came from the Governor : It be- 
ing late, the General invited them On board bis Ship, 
in order to difcourfe together, and the Portugnes^e ac- 
cepted of Va offer* 

The Otifch treated tbem ib kindly, th^t they ftay'dl * 

Night Off board, and the next day the 5^&. 

they made an Agreement. The Porwues^c agreea t6 
what the Durch demanded, on condition the Fleet fhould 
come before St. Jago, becaufe it was impoflible to fur- 
nifhthem with all NccelTarics othcrwife. 

The Dutch Admiral who would loofe no time, nof 
come to rhe iaft extremiry, confented to it, provided 
the Portrtguere would leave Hoftages till the iiloops 
came back laded from Sr. J,^go, 

The Agreement being concluded, they all went a- 
flioar again, aind the General abandoning the Fort, fent 
all his Men on board in good order with flying Co- 
lours, in the prefence of the Portuguej((t^ ^ho did doc 
know what Cotmtry<-Men they were , becaufe they 
keard thaai fpeak feveral Languages. 

Sept. the eth^ in the Afternoon they weighed Anchor, 
thinking to arfive that Night into the Road ; but by 
good luck for the Dutch, they could not rer.ch ir : For 
the P or tuguc;(e who had amufed them by fair Words, 
and falie Promiles » had planted their Cannon 

to 
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fo Well, that rhey would certainly hive dcftroy'd rhe 
Dutch Ships, if they had come (hac Nighc inco Sc. Jago 
Koad. 

BttC the contrary Wind was in that jundbure very 
favourable to ihtDutch^ and pfeferved them from their 
urrer Ruin. It Was fo violent chat they were difperfed« 
and could not get into the Road. Benningen and De 
Vem^ who kept together till Day-light, were furpri- 
led not lo (be the other Ships ; and di(cover'd two 
fmall VefTels under the Ifland Mi^o, and joynedthem, 
but they were the iame Ships they had taken beiofe 
at . Pray a. 

On the other fide, the Adtnira), the Vice- Admiral, 
and Bock'-olt, who had not been feparated, were like- 
wife unable ro reach the RoaJ. The Vice-Aiimiral. 
fent out a Sloop manned with twelve Men, and his 
Page, to carry a Letter to cheGovemour« and give him 
notice, that the Fleet being nor able by reafon of the 
Contrary Winds, ro fail to St. Ja^s^o , (he was return- 
ing back to Braya^ where (he expected the execution of 
the Agreeihenc made the day before. 

The Sloop found all the Inhabitants in Anfis, and 
their Cannon planted along the iboar. It was then 
pretty late, and they were condudted inco a Houfc 
near the place where they landed : The Page alone 
was brought to the Governour, who was mightily con- 
ccrn'd he had milTed his Defign, wiihout conlidering 
that the ftormy Weather was the only reafon why the 
Dutch were not arrived into the Road. 

They kept the Sloop all Night, becaufe it wasdark» 
but the next Morning they let her go back again; 
virirh orders to tell the Fleet, chat chey need not trou- 
ble chemfelvesto come, for they (hould get nothing but 
Powde^ and Shot. 

The General iuvin^ feoeiVed that News, anchor*d 
^ith the three Ships tn fray a, and ftay'd there for the 
four other Ships that were ftill in the Mam. Prcfently 
after the Vice- Admiral landed, and took with him the 
Casks of the three Ships to fill them with trelh Water. 
He march'd immediately towards the Fort, and the Pi?r- 
feeing him coming, run all away. 

When he got inco the pln!ce, he ioiind the three Can- 
non they had left there were ^-^^ Iritrench- 

fiienti ^cd 4!>Wn. He ported C^ntittfeb every where; 

and'- 
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and having left his Men in the Fort anderthe com- 
mand cf the Sergeant Alajor, he went down to haften 
thofe who were filling the Casks with Water. 

The Vortugue:ie in the menn while were not afleep ; 
three or four of their Troopers drove fome Cattle into 
the Valley, where they lay'd an Ambufcado, not doubt- 
ing but the Dutch would fall into it in purfuing the 
Cartel ; but the Vice-Admiral difcovering their Stra- 
tagem, and having nothing elfe to do but to get fomc 
frefli Water, kept his Men at that \vork» ana difap- 
pointed the Enemies. 

The Portugne:{e being not difconraged , (enc 200 
Troopers armed with Fufils to attack the Fort on the 
open fiJe, and ftorm it. Thefe Troopers advanced to 
the great place of Arms, where they met the Serjeant- 
Major, who ftop'd tbcm, and defended himfclf with 
great courage. 

The Vice-Admiral having advice of all this, left pare 
cf his Men to keep the Casks, and marched wirh the 
relt to the Fort. He attack'd briskly the Enemy, and 
forced them to retire^ having the honour to keep the 
Fort with a few ?»lon, againft fo many Horfe. Then 
he went again to fee his Casks filled with Water, and 
found no manner of Refiftance, 

In the mean while the General who had feen the 
Skirmiih , had fent a Reinforcement aflioar wirh bis 
Srnndard: Bur foon after he confider'd that the two 
other Ships who were ftill in the Main, and who fVecr'd 
towards ihj floid of St wirhour being able to 

get into iu, might be loft out of light ; befides that, 
hi" h ki no time to ioofc, the Air being unwholfom, the 
Difi: ir ix rs brief amongft the Stamen, and himfdf ill 
of au Ague. 

Upon ail thefc confi lerations, he called the Vice- Ad- 
miral and his Men on boa t-d, after they had fct on fire 
fome Houfes ; and Scpte^r,b, the 9*/? put to Sea again to 
join rhe other Ships, The fame dny in the Evening, 
the Admiral fent 4 Sloop into a Bay where they faw 
fome Catrel, but (he brought but one Ox, becaufe they ' 
would not venture to go too far into the Country. 

On the loth they left the Ifland of St. 7^7^.^, and 
failed towards the Ifland of B^ava^ to tpke in iome 
frcili Water. In this courfe they difcovcr'd a great 
Ship, caking her courfe beyond the lil^d Dei Buego ; 

the 
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the Inhabicanrs of which (hot two greac Guns, bat 
the Dutch could not know for what defign. 

The iitb in the Afternoon, they arrived under the 
Ifland of Brava, which is deferr, but the bonom be- 
ing Rocity, they could not faftenthe Anchors, fothdlt 
they tacked about all Nigbc till the next Morning 
coafting along, they found fome frefh Water, but it 
was very hard to be got, bccaufe the bottom was not 
good. However the Sloops of Bermin^hen and Bockr 
belt landed with empty Casks, and filled them with 
Water, and renirned iafe on board, though it was in 
the Night, and the Ship> were under fail. 

In il>e mean while Dc Veert embarking in the Ad* 
mirals Sloops, went into a little fandy Bay, where he 
landed, and romiag about to find fome fre(h Water« 
he faw fome Pam^nexe and Negroes cooling to him. 
He fpoke to tbem at a diftance, becanfe they wodd 
oot approach him, and defired them co fktw him a 
place or frefli Water, and to fell him fome Fruit if- 
they had any. They told him, that the French and 
Englijh Ships ufed to come and fetch fome frelh Water 
near chat place, but that they were always ^ under 
fail. 

As to the Refrefhmcnts they had none, but they might 
find enough in the Ifland of Del Fuego ; and that if 
they had any, they durd not fell them without the 
Governors leave, who relided upon the Mountain. Af- 
ter that they retired. 

Oc yifcrf having viewed feveral olaces, found atlaft 
four or five little ruined Houfcs : The Door of one of 
them being (hut up with Stones, he broke k opeo, 
and found it full of a Ton of big Miller, called in Hb/- 
iand Tur\sy'V/heai : He (lay'd himfelf in the Houfe 
with three of his Men to keep it, and fent the Sloop 
on board, to give notice of it to the General, fearing 
the Fortugue^e would come in the Night to take it 
away. 

But by good luck the fmall Ship belonging to the 
BiOiop of Sc. Thomas, taken by the Dutch in Pra^a^ 
being arrived in the Bay, and lying at Anchor, Dc 
Veert tranfported all the Millet thither : They were 
ail Night doing it, becaufe there were but eight of 
them to carry it , and having no Sacks, they made 
u(c of their Breeches. They alfo todt in the lame 
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place two f>reat Torcoifes, whiclrhad above 600 Eggs 
in their Bellies , and made many good Meals of 
them. 

The Portt^ue:{e and the Nej^roej bving . notice chat 
fame Nighty that the Dutch were! carrying away their 
Millet, came down the Mountain, and made a heavy 
noife : fiat De Vwrt who bad but two Fufils fhot at 
them, and made them retire. 

When the Millet was on board the Ship, the Cap- 
tain and his Men went on board to reft themfelves. 
The next day De Veen landing again, the Portugue:{e 
came down to fpeak with him : They complained that 
he had taken away their Corn without any rcafon ; 
that they had no other Vi(5tuals, and were redncM to 
the laft extremity, and in danger to ftarve with Hun- 
gen The Captain told them he was iiire they lied, 
and that he was very well informed, that this Millet 
lay there near the Road to be tranfported to St. Jk^ 
go I that he could not believe, that living upon the 
Mountain; they would keep their Provifions near the 
Ihoar : However he was ready to pay for the Millet, 
and that dearer than they could fell it at St. Ja^o, pro- 
vided they wor.ld (hew him a place of frefh Water : 
that they might cafily cxcufe tlicmfeives to the Gover- 
nour, and fay, the Dutch had taken their Corn by force, 
and fo they might keep the Money to themfelvcs. 

"The PortH'^ue:^e Teeming ro like thefe Reafons, pro- 
mifcd the Captain to (hew him a place of frcd) Water 
on the other fide of the I(land, where they would go 
and make a Signal with Fire ; but they were not as 
good as their word. 

Of Ve^rt coming on board again, found the Admiral 
very fick, and the Council ai&mbled, and that his o- 

Sinion was not toftay any longer in that part of the 
ea. He alfo refigned bis Command to the Vice* Ad* 
miral« and de(ired the whole Fleet to obey him, or- 
dering that his Ship (hould bear the Fiag in the Day, 
and have the Light hung out in the Night. 

The Vice-Admiral having taken advice of the Cap- 
tains, was informed of the quantity of Water that was 
in each Ship ; and it was ordered, that thofe who had 
the mo(t, (hoald give fome to others, and that the 
proportion of Provifions ihould be ieflened. fiut be- 
caufe they could obt get freOi Water m three or four 
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Months time, without a long ftay, the Seamen had or- 
ders to gather the lUin-Water, and be good Hus* 
bands of it. The proportions of Wine were alfo abap 
ted ; and becaufe tbe greaceft part of the Admiral's 
Crew were fick, they rcfolved that if need be, each 
Ship Ihouid uke in two or three of chen^ and ex-* 
change cheoi for the lame number of good and (bond 
Men. 

Seftcmker the 1 5/^, the Fleet failed South-Eaft with 



Gun and put up the Stern-Flag, as a Signal tor the 
Caprains to come on board his Ship. There they found 
their Admiral very fick of a burning Fcaver, and out 
of hopes of recovery. His Commillioncr Daniel Hcfteau^ 
was alio very fick, and both of them dyed the nex( 
Night. 

The lofs of the Admiral was lamented by the whole 
Fleet. He was of a mild and fweet Temper, Honeit, 
Careful, Diligent, and venr kind to the Seamen. He 
was pat in a Colivi half rail of Stones, and thrown 
into the Sea with the ufual Ceremonies. They alio 
threw the Corps of the Commiilioner, who was a 
hopeful young Man» and might have done Service to 
the Company, if he had lived. 

The Council being affcmblcd, they opened the Let* 
ters of the Dirediors , and other Parties concerned, 
which wereorder'd to be opened in fuch a cafe ; and 
it was found, that the Vice- Admiral was to fucceed the 
Admiral if he fiiould die ; Therefore he was acknow- 
ledged Admiral, and Benuinghen Vice-Admiral, Sclfaid 
De yeert was made Capuinof Benninghen $ Ship, and 
Dirkf Gerritf:^ Chin^^ Captain of the Yatcb. 

On the %%$k the new General being on board his 
old Ship, gate the Signal to come to him» where all 
the Of&ers took the . Oaths, and the Captains their 
Poft. The t^tb tbeGenoral went on board the Ad* 
miral, and each Captain on board their new Ships. 
Such an alteration did not pleafe the Seamen, who 
were very well facisficd with their old Officers. 

After that the Ships failed South-Eaft, and by South, 
and South-South- Weft, till the \tb of OElok at which 
Ume they run We&rSouth-Weft, and the 6th they ftoo4 
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The fame day the Fidelity gave a Signal to call 
tli€ Cat>ttins on board her, where .Captain Bccl^lt 
was very fick ; bnc the "Wind being too ftrong, the 
Vic&-Admifal only went to vifit him. From that time 
the Scurvy raged (b much amongft the Seamen^ and 
efpecially on board ihe Admiral, that moft of his Men 
were fick of ir. 

This obliged the General to appoint a particular 
Day of Pray<T«; in each Ship, to implore Goes Mercy, 
and a happy Voyage. The fcarcity of Water was the 
greateft plague. Tbey were then in one Deg. 3 quar- 
ters South Latitude. 

At length the Scarry increafed fo much, that the Ad- 
miral had not Men enough to work his Ship. Theo» 
ther Ships wereaimoftin the fame condition : There- 
fore the G)uncii refolved to ftand into fpme Ifland, in 
order to have frefiiFrovifions. 

Accordingly rhcy fteer'd towards the Ifland of An» 
nobm , or Nobon^ where they thought to find frefll 
Meat and Oranges. About Night the Admiral who 
failed before (hot off a Gun, to let them know he faw 
the Land, though according to the opinion of all the 
pilots, they thought to be a hundred Leagues off it. 

As foon as the Gun went off, the Ships diicovcr d 
the Land, and caft Anchor upon the Coaft of Mani^ 
congo^ in 3 Deg. South Latitude. There tbey loft the 
littie Ship belonging to Sc. Tbmim^ with eleven found 
and vigorous Men, who were feen no more; feme 
thought they had deferred, others believed they had 
fun aground and were drowned ; but they heard . af* 
terwacds^ that having failed a lohg while in the Sea» 
they arrived at the Cape of Lofe:{ Gcnfalves^ where 
tbey had left their Ship, and gone on board the Ship 
of Bahas^ar Moucheron , who was bound for Ame^ 

November the 4th in the Morning, the Captains went 
on board the Admiral, and the Vice-Admiral was 
commanded to land with his Sloop and Canou to view 
the Country, and to fee whether he could find a good 
Road for the Ships. Approaching to the Shoar» iie 
found the Sea breaking with fuch violence, that the 
Sloop had much adoe to go over the Waves, and row- 
ed along the fhoar all Night, without difcovering any 
thing bi|t Trees. 

. The 
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The next day he returned on board the Admiral, 
and after he had given an acconnr of what he had 
feen, they rcfolved to put into the Cape of Lofet Gcn^ 
Jfdlves^ ficuated in half a Degree South Latitude. They 
bad caft Anchor in a very bad bottom, where the Ships 
were driven from their Anchors, and one of the flaps 
of the Anchor of the F/tith was broken. 

The 6th at the break of Day ihty inil'd again, coaft- 
ing along, and cafting Anchor every Nighr. 

On the ^th they arrived upon the Coalt of Guinea^ 
where they faw feme Kr^rccs, nnd Ipcke to them : the 
Dutch gave them Iniall giafs Wares ; but feeing fo ma- 
ny Men, and being atraid to be taken, they run away 
in the Nighr. 

The General having found a convenient place for 
the Sick, fent them thither, and each Captain had his 
own Quarter. Captain Bockhoh commanded that little 
Camp, and he had befides the Sick, fome vigorous and 
(bund Men to defend it. 

The next day the Admiral fent the Vice-Admiral to 
wait on the King of thar Counrry, with fornc Prefenrs, 
in order to procure fome Provifions. But he came 
back the i2/A, anJ brought nothing but a Hen, and a 
few Platomes or Bnnanes, fo that they were forced ro 
be contented wirh a few Herbs they found in the Field?, 
asCrcfTes, Sea-Parfley, fower Apples wuhouc any man- 
ner of tafle, and fuch like Viduais. They had indeed 
plenty of Fifti, and more than they could ear. 

. The loth the Vice-Admiral was fo (ick of a burn- 
ing Feaver, that every body defpair'd of his Life ; 
bowever after a long ficknefs, he recovered again. 

On the Dirck Erkinfins Sloop came into the 
Road, the Pilot of which was a Frenchman^ and had 
lived a long while with the hiefjoes, and indie Service 
of their King, fo that he could fpcak a little oi their 
Language. He promifcd the Dufch to obtain of the 
King all the Provifions they wanted ; upon which the 
General fent Captain Dc Vcert with two 6ioops along 
with him to fpeak to the K.ng. 

The King having notice of the defign'd Vifir, put 
bimieif in the finelt Drefs and Equipage he could ro re- 
ceive him. De Veert being introduced to the King» 
found him with his Attendance about him, fitting up- 
on a Stool a Foot high like a Shoemaker's Stool, and 
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a Shccp-skin under his Feet: He had a Purple Cloth 
Coat embroider'd with falfe Gold, without Lining, 
which look'd juft like a Pilot's Coat. He had no 
Shirt, no Shoes, no Scockins, but a kind of a Cowl or 
Cap upon his Head, which w{i$ Yellow, Red, and 
Blew. 

He had his Face powder d all over with Alhes to ap- 
pear whiter, but one might fee for all that, that be 
was black : For a Royal Ornament he had about his 
Neck, a Glafs bead Necklace. His Gentlemen' fac 
round abouc him, cbeir Skin was all over painted with 
red, and* their. Heads cover'd with the feaiJiers of 
Cocks. / 

By the Kings Seat was another little Stool coverd 
with a Mac for the Dutch Captain, who having falu- 
ted him after the fafliion of the Country, fat down by 
Jiim. He told hiiu by his Interpreter, the occafion of 
his coming thi:b,er, and complained, that the Inhabi- 
tants without any pretence of Rcafon, had left their 
Habitations, and run away. That the Dutch were their 
jFriends, and only came into his Country to trade fairly 
with them, inlomucb that thev might fately return to 
their own Dwellings again : That the Dutch offer'd to 
make an Alliance with them, and with the King, whooa 
they would vifit often ; thsittbey would bring all things 
the Inhabitants wanted, and deiired them to let them 
have the neceflary Provifions ^nd Refreihments, fucbts 
Fruit, Fowls, Sheep, and other Cattle, offering to give 
to ilic Narivcs for exchange, any of the Mcrchandife 
they h.id on board their Ships. 

The King having heard with great attention Cap- 
fain Dc Fcert's Speech, told him that the Dutch were 
very Wellcome into his Country, and that he would 
order they Ihould be fuppiy'dwith all Neceffaries they 
wanted. Then he brought De Veerf into his Palace, 
which ^^^'^s tnorc like a Cov's S:ali, than a Palace. 
There the King gave him a Kid, and a few JBananes» 
tor fmall pieces of Linnen Cloih and Iron. 

While they were preparing fometbing to eat, the 
Captains five Trumpeten and Muficians, (bunded and 
played finely. The King was mightily pleafedat that, 
but DeVeert who was hungry , ^yould have been more 
jpleafed to have fome Viduals. 

* 

After 
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After a long while, the King's Wives brought in a 
wooden Dilh fome Bananes roafted, and dry'd or 
fmoak'd Fifh , or rather pieces of a Sea-Horle, of 
which the King cat but foberly, and the Captain hard* 
ly cafted ihem, being unacquainted with fuch Vi^ftu- 
als : Then they prefeoted bim Palm-Tree WinCi a fore 
of Drink thac is very unpleafanc to thofe that are not 
ufedto it. 

The King inrreated De Veert feveral times to eat , 
the Difli being taken away, they ferved nothing elfe. 
The Captain was the more farprifed at (b flender a 

Feaft, that he faw the King ftrong, and in a better 
Health than thofe who live in Plenty of all things, and 
cat the heft Vidtuals. 

De Veert who was very hungry, told the King he 
would treat him with fome of the Provifions he had 
brought with him : So the DutcJy laid a Napkin, and 
ferved up a piece of Bread, with fmoak'd Beef, Cheefe, 
, and a Bottle of Sack. The King liked their Viduals 
fp well, that he eat heardly, and drunk fo much, that 
be was obliged to go to Sleep. 

In the mean while the Captain took a walk abooc 
the Town, which had oot above loo Houfes in it« 
About Evening not feriog the King, he thought to have 
rerarn'd oo board his Suxm with his Men, in order 
to ftay there all Night. But he faw a great number 
of Kegroeszxm^A with Bows and Arrows, who had pof- 
fefled themfelves of the Avenues, and would not let 
them go. 

The Captain, who had nb Arms but his Sword, was 
extreamly furpi ifed , and asked them what was the 
matter J they told him it was becaufe one of his Men 
had committed fomeDiforder in aHoufe. Oe Veert 
dedrcd them them to (hew him the Man. and he would 
puni(h him. But it was only a pretence, the true rea- 
lon was, they were afraid the I>mcb would come in the 
Night, and take away their King and lus Retinue. 

The Dutch Captain went back into the Palace, but 
they told him the King was not there ; upon which 
fearing the Negroes had an ill defign, he refolved to force 
. his way to his Sloop. 

The noife awaked the King, who came out of his 
Palace all naked, and quarrell'd with them, but they 
{iid not feem much concerned at his Anger. De Veert 
' ^ told 
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told him the CNrcafion of their Diipuce. The King de- 
fired him toffay with him, on condition thachis Meo, 
or pare of them, (hoold have the liberty to' go oo 
board their Sloop \ fo be ftayM in the Town with eight 
of his Men. \ 

The Negroes thinking themlelves not (afe enough, 
would not permit De Vecrt to be with the King : There- 
fore they condud:cd him into another Houfe» and kept 
a Watch all Night about him. 

The next Morning the Captain going out of the 
Houfe to wait on the King, an old Woman came to 
him, and lookt him in the Face : She had a Box in her 
Hands cover'd with loofe Leather, which was faften*d 
to it like the Leather of a pair of Bellows, and turning 
three times round about him, muttered fome words, and 
beat at the fame time the extended Leather with her 
Hand, which occafioti'd the flying of fbme Afhes out of 
the Box upon the Captain's Cloaths. No body knew 
what (he meant by it, or what Ihe intended to do, 
but De Veeri and the h!egr$es Highted her, and laughed 
at her 

At laft the Nigr(jej brought fome Bananes, two Goats, 
and four Pullets, to exchange with the Dutch. The 
Captain took them, and feeing he could cxped: nothing 
elfe from fuch a People, took his leave of the King, 
and went on board again. But while he was in the 
Town, fome of his Men went in the Woods, and kil- 
led a wild Boar, two Buffs, and fome Birds, which 
wered diftributed to the fick. 

The General went alhoar every day to vifit the 
fiek. Morning and Evening, takii^. an extraordinary 
care of them, comforting them, and fupplying them 
with all Neeeflaries. Decemk the ^tb, a Ship named 
the More^ arrived in the Road from d* Ilha del Prin^ 
cipe^ and the next day the Yaich of Lavprence Chrifiian^ 
pame in ■ the fame Road from the fame Ifland. 

Some of the S ck recovered again, but many that 
were well fell Sick, bccaufe the Air of that Country 
was very unwhol^om. Therefore the General having 
loft fixteen of his Men, who died there, refolved to 
quit the Country. Dscemb. the Sth^ the whole Crew 
came on board, artd the (anie day Captain De Vutt 
fell fick of a violent Feaver, which kept \»m two 
Months a Bed. ^ ' 

The 
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The <)th the Fleet failed towards the Ifland of An^ . 
nobon, with a deffga to land in it, becaufe the Sick - 
nefs continued, and encreafed among them On the 
i6ib in the Afternoon, they arrived under that Ifland. 
The Admiral having detatched two Sloops with Cap- 
tain Dsrrick. to go on fhoar, the Partu^uc:^? and tne 
K^groes oppofed them. But Dlnick telling theoi they 
were com'? as Friends and only to buy and pay for 
the Refrcfhmcnts they wanted, rhey promiild to fup- 
ply ihcm wiih feme. But it being toolarc to go and 
ipeak tc the Governour, they dcfircd the Dutch to tarry 
till the r t^xtd^y, and then they certainly would furnifll 
them wl:ii ail manner of Provlfions. 

On the :*t';ir the Morning, the Captain Tent two 
Sloops oii ^r, bat they found a great many Men 
armed with f ui;!s , who roid them that if they came 
near the (hoar they would ihoot at them, looking 
upon them as Enemies. The General having advice 
of it, armed all the Sloops, and fent them alhoar under 
the comtnand of Captain hock}ooh, and the Serjeant- 
Major: the Sloops made up tr» iheilicarin order, two 
on the Left Hand, and the rell ^-^n the Right. 

Bu' ihc Portuguese I' Black?, who had carried 
away every thing out of their Hutis in the Night, fct 
them all on fire, nnd abandoning their Fort, retired 
into the Mountains. Theflioar being free, the Admi* 
ral ordered chat ail the Si'^k ihould land. 

The Seamen who*long'd to eat fome Fruit, went 9r 
bout the Ifland to get Ibme Bananes and Oranges, 
which are tdentifol there : But the 2crtugueie who 
fpy'dthem, killed always fome of chem« And the i^tb 
of the iame Month, they munheredone, whom they 
expofed in the High- way to afifonc the Uutch. 

The General to prevent fuch Accidents, forbid any 
Seamen to go alone and difarmed, to feek for Fruit 
without Leave. But his command being not obey'd, 
to the great prejudice of thofe that flighted his Order, 
he caufed a Gibbet to be fet up to fright thofe wh<> 
Ihould be fo bold for the future, as to difobey him. 

Then he fent a Party of his Men well armed to 
take fome Prifoners, w ho brought into their little Camp 
^^ Head of Cattel, which Prize was more agreeable 
to them, 'ban if they bad taken fonae of their Ene- 
mies Prifoners ; however they were lb careleis, that 
tbey bftcbebeftpan of their |k>oty. The 
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The24r& the Admiral detached another Party of 
1 50 Men, with orders to ^idvance into the Country, 

and to the Mountain, where they found the Portugue7[e 
intrenched ; who on a fudden fell upon them, and put 
ihem in Difoidcr. However the Dutch lofing no cou- 
rage, continued their inarch upon the Mountain, and 
found two Pairages,upon wlncii they divided in two Com- 
panies, who got up to the Mountain by ihefe two fe- 
verai ways with much fatigue ; being advanced pretty 
high, the Portuguese fliot at them, and threw down 
many^ Stones ; Captain De Wceus Enfign who headed 
them, was killed with a Musket-Hiot, and many more 
were wounded ; but the putch not difcouraged got 
up the Mountain^ put the Enemies to fligt^^t, and took 
the Fort, where tbiey found a Tun of Biskec hid un- 
der Graft, two Dutch Cheefe, and fome Earthen Pots 
fuli of Spani/h Wine. They burnt the two Houles 
that were near the Fort, which were full of Coton, 
and after chat Expedition, reiurned to their own 
Camp. 

The Air of the Ifland of Annohon being very unwhoi- 
fom, and worfe than that of Guinea, the Difeafes a- 
mongit the Seamen encreafed every day. Therefore 
January the id 1 599, they refolved to put to Sea, but 
before their departure, they buryed their Oead» aod 
burnt the Hutts and theChurch« The next day they 
failed for the Streigfatof MafeSan^ witbadefigntoftop 
no where elfe. The %%d they pa£fed the Shelves and 
Rocks of Bras^il 9 caird by the Penugueaie Abrolf^ 
hos, 

March the <)th, one of the Vice- Admiral's Seamen, 
who had feveral times broke open the Cooks Cup- 
board and ftoln Bread, was by the Council condem- 
ned to be hanged on the Bolt-fplit-Maft. About that 
time the fick began to be better, and they got fo good 
Stomachs, that their (hare was not fufEcient. 

The ilth the Fleet being near de ^Jo ds PUto^ the 
Sea appeared as red as Blood. They drew up fome 
of the Water, and found abundance of fmall red Worms 
m it« which leap d out of it like Fleas. Some are of 
opinion, that thefe Worms come out of the Whales 
Belly, in certain feafons of the year. 

Eight days after mBngUfb Seaman dye|t ftrangely 
on board the Fiaelity ^ he was eating very heartily, 

' ' >fhcq 
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when on a fudden he fell down upon his Back, rolling 
his Eyes, foaming, and Specchlds, and expired in ihac 
condirion. 

Two days after a young Man of Vtrccht fell fick of 
the fame Diftemper, and was like a Mad-M.in, biring, 
fighting, and fcratching every body. He was catry*d 
into his Cabbin, where he was three Days and three 
Nights withoat eating. The fourth day he began to 
matter fotne wordtt and devoured a fiisket they gave 
him, but at laft be dyed miferably i for he was lo 
feofelefs, that he could not clean himfelf, or void his 
Excrements in a regular way ; and it being then very cold, 
the moifture that was about himfree2*d and benum*dhis 
Flefh, infomuch that they were forced to cut off his Legs. 

April the 6th, the Ships got into ihcStreight. About 
Evening they caft Anchor under the leaft of the two 
lilands of Pm^u-ns, fourteen Leagues off the Mouth of 
the Streight. There they faw great quantities of rhofc 
Birds called Plungeons, becaufe they dive into the Wa« 
ter to catch Filli. They killed thineen or fourteen 
with Sticks, and could have kiil'd enow for the whole 
Fleet, but that they would not lofe time, nor the op* 
pommity of the fair Wind. 

The ^tb they put to Sea again, and the next day the 
General fent 50 Men aAoar, to fee whether they could 
find any Inhabitants and Cattel. But having walked 
about three Leagues along the Sea iide, they lound no- 
thing. 

On the x-^th they arrived at a fine Bay, one and 
twenty Leagues off the Mouth of the Streight, call'd 
by the Englifh MufcU Bay , becaufe of the great quan- 
tities of Mufcles found there. In that place they pro- 
vided themfelves with freih Water and Wood » which 
are there very plentiful. 

The 1 7th they failed between two rocky Coafts, 
that lay fo dofe and fo higb^ that they thought they 
fliouid never gee through. The Moantaitis were co- 
verM with Snow. 

The 1 8fib they caft Anchor in a Bay to the North- 
ward, in 54 Deg. Latitude, called the Great Bay. In 
the middle of it arc three fmall Iflands, the leaft of 
which lies to the Eaftward. The grounu in thai Bay 
is very good, ^nd of a fine Sand. 
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In thefc places there grows a grea: quantity of Trees 
releinbling Bay-Trees, only they are a little higher, 
and the Bark is much birrerer, having as flrong a ta/le 
n<; Pepper. Here they Taw abundance of Mufcles, 
fome of rhem are a Span long, and when they are 
boiIed,thc Flefh of three of ihein weighs a whole poiuul* 
You alfo find in that Bay many Geefe and Ducks. 

The Wind being contrary » the Ship) lay at Anchor 
till the 23 of Augnfly without taking the Sails off the 
Yards, that the Ships might be ready to fet fail. In 
the oiean wbiie chey.fuflfer'd much by the cold Wea- 
ther : They loft above loo Men, and anaongft ochtfs 
Captain B^khoh^ who was fiicoeeded in his place by 

BaUa:{/tr de Cordes, 

Befides, the Storms were fo frequent and fo vio- 
lent, that the Ships could not lye at Anchor, arid the 
Seamen were forced to be continually ac work to keep 
them right. They were likewife obliged to go a(hoar 
in the Rain. Snow,and Hail, to gee in fome frefh Water, 
Wood, Muicles, and fuch other Provlfions as they could 
find, which did fatigue them extreamly. 

The fcarcity of Vidfaials was fo great, and the Cli- 
mate fo cold, chat they were aimoft ftarved with Hun- 
ger and Cold ; the cold Climace rendered their Appe- 
tite fo keen, that they were aimoft iofatiable, and eat 
Roots and other things raw, without ftaying to have 
'em drefs'd. 

The greatcft part of rhc Seamen wanted Watch- 
Coats and othci- Cloaching, to fupnort the fatigue of 
the Watch, and the daily Work ; tor they had made 
no provilion of rhem, thinking to go into a hot Coun- 
try, where they Ihould have no need of them. 

To redrels this Grievance, the General diftributed 
to every one pieces of Cloth, and all the Capta'ms 
were ordered to be prefent with a Cane in their Hands, 
when their Seamen eat their Meals ; becaufe many of 
them would fell their (hare of V tibials at a great rate, 
and upon that fcore, chofe rather to be without it, and^ 
fill their Stomach with raw Mufcles, and green Herbs, 
which occa(io&*d Dropfies, and reduced them ac laft to 
a languifhin^ and dyuig condition. 

But the OfHcers were fo careful, and fo exacS: in di- 
Itributing ti^ proportion of Vidhials, that the iid of 
Afril two Seamen of the Yaich were condemned to 

deaths 
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death, for having ftoln fome Oyl in the Hold of the 
fame Yatcli, however there was but one of them hang- 
ed, and the other was whipt. 

May the ytb, the Vice- Admiral was detatch'd with 
two Sloops into an Ifland ficuated over againft the 
Green Bay, to catch fome Sea- Dogs. He found fe- 
ven Canows, or fmall fioats, with Savages on board, 
tbac were ten or eleven Foot high, as well as he could 
obfeive; of a reddifli colour , and with long Hair. 

As foon as thefe Natives faw the .Sloops they run 
afhoar, and threw fo many Stones at the Dutch^ that 
they durft not come near the flioar. When they faw 
that the Dutch durft not approach them, they got into 
their Boars again, and rowed with great Noife and 
Outcries towards the Sloops. 

The Vice-Admiral let them advance within a MuC- 
ket-fhot, and then commanding his Men to make a 
general difcharge at them, they killed four or five 
of them, which fo frighted the reft, that they ail run 
aihoar again. Then they pull'd up with their Hands 
fome Trees, which afar off appeared tq be a Span thick ^ 
hat the Vice* Admiral chofe to let them alone, and to 
return onboard. 

The %6th of the fame Month, fome Seamen went 
aihoar to look for Mufdes. Roots, Herbs, and fuch 
Vidualsas they could find. Being difperfed and fe- 
parated one from another, a Company of Savages fell 
on a fudtien upon them, killed three, and wounded 
two. They tore in pieces the firft three, and were go- 
ing to do the like to the wounded two, if Captain De 
Cordes had not come to relieve them. 

Thefe Savages were all naked, except one, who 
had a Sea*Dogskin about his Shoulders. They had 
wooden Arrows which they threw with the Hand with 
great Strength and Dexterity.. The Point was like a 
Cramp-iron, tyed to the Arrow with Sea^DogVGutty 
and wonUrunfo far into the. Flefli, that it was alnooft 
impoflible to draw it out. 

while the Fleet was in that Ifland, the General or- 
dered the Sloop to be put upon the Stacks, to be built 
into a Pinnace. She was Chriften'd the Poftillon^ and 
the fecond Pilot of the Admiral was Maftcrof her. 

Captain De Veert having no more Provifions for 
Broth, and being obliged co give Bisket to make fome^ 

landed 
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landed the x-jtb ro catch Sea-Dogs. While he was 
aChoar, Co great a Storm arofe from the Norch-Weft, 
that he was forced to ftay two Days and two Nights, 
without being able to coaie on boar4 his Ship agaio, 
and could catch nothing. 

On the i 8^A of the (kme Month, the Wind continil- 
ing very Violent and Scoroiy^ the Vice-AdmiraFs Quar- 
ter-Mafter doing fomething about the Beak of the Ship, 
fdl into the Sea. He fwom a great while, and ciyed 
for Help, bat it impoflible to help him ; for the 
Storm was (b farions, that no bodv durft venture t6 
go into the Sloop, an^ this honeft Man was drowned in 
the fight of the whole Fleer, that could not poiribly 
fave him. 

Augufi the the General order* d all the Officers 
and the Seamen to land, and ih#* the Snow was pret- 
ty thick upon the (hoar, he would have the Miniftei" 
to fay Prayers, and make a Scrmdn, to thank God Al- 
mighty, that he had preferved them in fo long and To 
dangerous a Voyage, and to beg his Affiftancc for the 
time to come. *The great Sufferings they • had endu* 
red in that Bay, then called the Qrten Bajf^ and th6 
lofs of SixfcoUe Men who dyed there, made them 
name it the Bay of De Cwdes^ becaufe De CcfrJes was 
their Admiral, when they were affiided With thefe 
Accidents. 

And in cfTetfi:, they went through the greateft Hard- 
(hips in the World ; for bcfides Hunger and Cold, 
they werecxpofed to the injuries of the Air, Winds, 
Rain, Snow, and Hail, till the i^do( Aii^nfl. Then 
they fet fail with a North-Eaft-Wind, but the next 
day the weather was fo calm, that they were obliged to 
pur into a grfcat Bay, lying South- ward. 

To perfietuate the Memory of fo Dangerous and Ex- 
traordinary, a Voyage into a Streighc, whereinto no 
other Nation had yet ^ventured to fail with fo great 
^nd ib many Ships, the General ere^^ an Order of 
Knighthood, and made the fix chief Officers Knights 
of it. They obliged themfelves by an Oath, never to 
do or confent to any thing againft their Honout and 
Reputation , whatever Dangers or Extremities they 
flioiild be cxpofed to, not excepting Deaih it felf, or 
to do any thing prejudicial to the interclt of their own 
Country, or to the Voyage they Jbad already began. 

They 
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They alfo folemnly promlfed, they would freely ex- 
pofe their Lives againft all the Enemies of rhcir Nati- 
on, and to ufc all their Endeavours to carry on the 
Dutch Arms, and conquer the 5/'.r«///:' Dominions, from 
whence the King oi Spain got ibmuch Gold and Sil- 
ver, CO make War againft chem in cbe Low Countries, 
and opprcfs chem. 

This Ccremoriy was performed a-(hoar upon the 
Eafterly Coaft of the Sneight, aS well as the Place and 
the Odnfion could permit, it, and the Order was na- 
med the Order of the Furious Lion. Thef alfof ereded 
a Table upon a high PDlar, on which the names of 
the Knights were written, and the Bay was called the 
Bay of Knights. 

The i^th the Fleet (ailed our of that Bay, and put 
into another little one a League off the firft ; there 
they had a Calm again. Then the Admiral comman- 
ded DetVeen to go a-ihoar with his Sloop, to remove 
the Table that was fet up in the Bay of Knights, and 
nanfpoft it to a more convenient place. 

fine as he thought to double the Point of the 
Bay, he faw above 80 Savages fitting up6n theGround, 
who had near them 8 or 9 Canows or little Boats. 
As (bon as they faw the Slo^ they made a heavy 
fioife, and figns to invite the Seamen a-fhoar ; but the 
Captain who had but a fmali Compliment of Men, 
returned on biinrd the Ship. 

The Sava^'.s feeing him go to his Ship, run as faft 
as they could a crofs the Woods, Hills, and Valleys 
along the llioar, hollowing ftill, and making figns to 
the Dutcl} to come a-llioar. The General being in- 
formed of this Adventure, fent immediately three Sloops 
well armed to the (hoar, but they found no body, for 
the Savages were all gone. 

But they fdund the nkiarks of their Inhumanity, for 
cbefe cruel fieafts had taken out of the Ground the 
Corps of the Duidmen who had bran buiyed there, 
and had barbaroufly disfigured them'l The Table 
which Captain DePVeert went to remove, #as broken 
in pieces by the fartie Savages. 

Septemb, the 3^^, early in the Night the Ships got out 
6f the Streight of Magellan^ and failed into the South 
Sel with a fair Wind. The jf/j and 6th they failed 

ftilt With North-Baft* Wi^ , to the We^^'N^'^^ 
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Veft» and kept all fix together, reckooiog the PpfiliU 
/on one, till cheTchof the fame Month, which tiine 

they had fine and gallant Weather. 

But it did not Lift long, for the Sea which in thofe 
parts isofccn ftormy, began to fwcll and rife fo high, 
that the Vice- Admiral was forced to lie by, and hale 
his Sloop onboard, andihQFidelitjf was oblig'd to do 
the fame. 

Captain i)^ fi^eert was (ailing clofe afcer the Admi- 
ral who was before, when an accident happened in the 
Great Yatch, that had the Wind of the FiMUy^ which 
obliged him to furl his Sails, and lie by with the 
Yatch and the FideUtj^^ that had loft her Sloop. 

The Admiral continued his courfe, thinking the o« 
ther Ships (ailed after him, and that the Fog hinderVI 
the Watch to fee them. But the Vice-Admiral who 
follow 'd them, was alfo obliged to furl his Sails. Im- 
mediately after the Fog was fo thick, that they could 
not fee one another, tho' they kept clofe together. 

Septetjib, the S^6, the two Yatchs loft the three Ships, 
but thefe three kept rop,cthcr till the next day ; then the 
Admiral gave ihe Signal ro fail with all the Sails, 
thinking that the two Yatchs were gone before. Two or 
three Hours after they difcover'd them, and ftay^d for 
ihcm with great Joy. 

When they were joined again, OirGks Gerufy fent 
the Pinnace or the Poftillonio the Admiral, to defire 
him to fend him his Carpenters, but he could not, be* 
caufe they were fick; however, thofe of Captain De 
fV^ert^ and Di^ Cor Jes went, which prov*d a great Dam- 
mage CO their Sh'p5, vi:^. the F./tV/ .uu the Fidelity^ for 
they never fiw thjir Carpenters again, ihe Wind turn- 
ing on a fuddcn quite contrary. 

Then the Sea began to be fo ftormy, that the Yatch 
was forccii to furl her Sails again, as well as the Vice- 
A4iniral alio who was before. The Fuah and the F/- 
(iS/itji did the like ; but in the dark of the Night the 
Yatch and the Vice-Admiral put up their Sails again, 
without making any Signal, that was feen by the two 
other Ships, who continued to lie by, being perfwa* 
ded, that the Vice-Admiral and the Yatch did the (ame. 

But when the day was come, the Captains of the 
two firft Ships were extreamly troubled, in not feeing 
the two other Shi^s. H^€cr( was very much con- 
cerned 
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cerned to have no Mafter with him, and but two old 
Pilots, with a few Seamen who were fk k and weak, 
through the cold and dampnels of the Weather, ifao' 
ihey had a good fire Night and Day. 

On the \6th the North-Eaft-Wind was fo violent, 
that the two Ships were every Moment in danger of 
iinking; The Gallery of the Vaith crackc above an 
Inch, and the Waves of the Sea beat fi> much upon 
* the Deck of the F«^%, that the Seameit Were in wa- 
ter up to the Knees. 

The other Ship was in no lefs danger, for ihe' was 
fprung a Leak, and fo full of Water, that they were 
obliged to pump Night and Day, and could hardly 
preferve her. At lafl after an exadt fearch they found 
the Leak, and ftop'd it. 

Thefe two Ships were 24 Hours in this deplorable 
condition in the South Sea, fpooning all the while, and 
going without Sails ; befides that, the Scannen were 
difcontented and grumbled, tho' each of em had two 
Ounces of dry Fi(h a day, and a reafonable ihare of 
Bisket ; but they were fo hungry, that this was not 
fufficient. They were ufed to fill their Bellies with 
Mufcles in the Strei^ht, and could not brook the 
' want of them, fo that the Captalils had much ado to 
pacific them. 

The r6th in ihc Night they fell in upon theCoaft 
on the Nonii fi lcof the Streight by a miftake, for 
they thought they were 20 Leagues off the Land. 
In the Morning the Crew of the ¥Mth difcovering 
the Coait, were in a great danger; for the Wind dri- 
ving the Ship towards the Coaft, they faw two Rocks 
juft before them, which they could not avoid but in 
doubling them. In fine, God Almighty gave them the 
grace to double thefe two Rocks, but they came fo 
near them, that they thought to perifh every iMoment. 

The WiMity that was a great way before, and now ky 
by, had not been ezpo(ed to che fame peril, for having 
difcover'd the Rocks in tiitie, the failed on the other fide. 

They were three Leagues off the Streight when 
they faw the Land, and the Wcfterly Wind blowing 
fo hard, that they could not bear off, the two Cap- 
tains rerolved to get into the Streight again, to find a 
good Road, and ftay far a fair Wind. Then they 
did not doubt but they n^igbt overtake the oiher Ships, 

Y % who 
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who could not be far gone, feeing they had agreed toge- 
ther, that in caic of any accident, they (hould ftay two 
Months in the Ifland of Santa Maria one for another. 

About Evening they arrived in the Southerly Point 
of the Mouth of the Streight, and were driven by 
the Currents fix or feven Leagues off into the Streight, 
where they anchor 'd in a very good Road, and had 
pretty fair Weather till the laft of September. Then 
the Airious Gufts of South Wefkeriy Winds, forced 
them to drop three Anchors. 

> The Summer approaching they were in hopes of 
fairer Weather, but (or the two Months time th^ 
ftay'd there, they had fcarce a fair Day to dry their 
Saik. They called that Bay the Bay of Trouble, be- 
caufe they tarried in it twenty Days in the greateft 
Trouble and Danger imaginable, being obliged conti- 
nually to go a-lhoar lo fetch fome forry Nourifhment, 
Ir.ch as a few Birds, and Tome Mufcles and Snails 
that they found in the Rocks. 

Oftober the 1 8//), the two Ships being not able to 
fabiiit any longer in that fiay, fee fail again a League 
further into the Streight, where they found a better 
Bay than the lalt« and caft Anchor upon the Coaft : 
The 2zi they were in danger of perifhingby a violent 
Storm, but about the breah of Day a Calm lucceeded. 

The daily work of the S^men was to go a*(hoar to 
f>ctfome Viduals when 'twas low Water, and to fetch 
in fome Wood and frelh Water when the Tide came 
in, fo riiat they had no time to dry themfelves, tho* 
they had a good Fire Night and D.\y. In a word, 
during the whole nine Months that they fpent in that >- 
Streighr, thev had fcarce an opportunity to take the 
vSrtils off the Yards to dry them, fo frequent were the 
returns of Rrdn and Storms. 

At lalithe cold and dampnefs of the Weather, and 
the Hunger the Seamen eQdiu*ed, diit eartncd fome of 
Captain Oe iVeerfs Crew fo much, that they feigned 
themfelves (ick« in order to avoid Working, which 
grieved the reft that were (till hearty. But at laft all 
the Seamen together began to grumble, and faid o* 
penly, that i: was time to return back to Holland : with 
this view they importuned the Captain every day, 
who did what he could to pacific ihem, conjuring 
them CO have paiience, and &ay to fee how God would 

difpole 
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difpofe of them* But lie declared to them at the fame^ 
time, that he would not pat to Sea in fo bad Weather 
uoleis the Seamen fhonld be reduced to fo fmall a »um- 
htVy that there fhould be only enough to work the Icait 
of the two Ships, and then he would burn the other. 

A liccJe while after Captain Cordcs cold Captain De 
IVecrt^ that his own Officers diCcouragcd his Seamen, as if 
there was no hopes of faving their Lives, upon which Dc 
IVeert fpoke to every Officer in particular, and both 
exhorted and threatncd them, r;ot to dilljcarren the 
Seamen for the future, but rath^jr to encourage them. 

The Officers cxculed themfelves . and laid , they 
were themfelves obliged to bear and fufifer the info- 
lent Dilcourfes of the Seamen, who complained that 
they would have them perilh for Hunger, tbic they 
cotdd no longer endure the cold and wet, that they 
were relblved to feize upon the Sloop, as foon as they 
palsM into tbe South Sea, and leave the Ship, which 
woidd certainly ruin and deftroy the reft of the Seamen. 

Upon that advice the Captain fpoke in general to 
all the Seamen, and told them plainly, that tbe tirft 
who Ihould hold fuch fcditious Dilcourfes, fliould be 
punifhcd to Death to give example to others. His 
Refolucion pacified the Mutineers for that time, and 
encouraged the reft: Bat this good Difpofition did not ^ 
iaft long; and if theMafter ot the Fidelitj^ who went 
often on board the Faith, had nor influenc d them by 
bis Care and Pcrfwafon, the Ship had cenainly run a 
Ground, by the Malice of the dilcontented Seamen, 
tbo' they concealed their Oifaffe&ion ; for when they 
work*d tbe Ship, they did more barm than good. 

In fo deplorable a condition they waited for better 
Weather, wit in the mean time were expofed to con-f 
tinual Rains, Storms, and fuch other inconveniencies, 
which kept them continually at work. But afi:er all 
they did better by failing into the Main, which was 
fmooth , and where nothing was to be feared but 
Wmds, whereas if they had anchor'd in any place, 
they would have been expofed to the Surges and vior 
lent Waves of the Sea» and the Anchors could not pre- 
fcrvc them from iminent danger. 

The chief caufe of tbe Seamen's Murmuring wa^ 
that fomeof them gave out, that th^re woul4 not be 
Btsfcet enough for their return {ot4 Roland if cfaey 

Y 3 tarry'^l 
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tarry *d longer. The Captain having notice oi it went 
into the Brcad-Houle, and came out of it with a cbear- 
ful Coantenance, and told the Seamen that there was 
Bisket and Provifions enough for eight Months* the' in 
carneft there was not Proviiions for above fonr Months. 

Bat the Captain was refolvedto ftay rather a whole 
year for the fair Weather than to go, and in cafe the 
Weather iLouId cortlnue as bad as it was, he defigned 
rather to fail to the E a/} 'India to look for the Fleer. 

At length after they had ftay'd in the Streight till 
the id of Deceynher^ the Wind turned North-Eaft, and 
immediately they weighed Anchor But being got ready 
tofail,they could not get off into the Main,bccaufe of the 
Whirl-winds fifing between the Hills and the bottom 
pf tbe^fiay. The Faith was driven fo near the Land, 
that one could ftep to the (hoar from the Gallery, fo 
that they were in great danger, and would baveoertainij 
been loft, if the Wind bad continued foftrom. 

The next day the ftorm was qbtte orer, and at Ebb- 
water, the two Ships got out of the Bay/ which they 
called the clofe Bay, but they went out inaufpiciouf- . 
ly, for after that they never caft Anchor together, and 
that vcrv day they anchor'd three Leagues farther un- 
der the Wind than they had done before, and ac a 
League off one from another. 

The S^/j they endured the moft violent Storm they 
ever faw before, the Wind was io ftrong, that the 
Waves of the Sea were fometimes higher than the 
Mafts, and the ftorm lafted two Days. On the toib 
the Wind growing milder. Captain De Wcert went into 
his Sloop in order to board the Fidelity^ bat having 
doubled the' Point, he faw no Shijp, or any fignsof a 
Shipwreck, fo he went back full of Grief and Sorrow. 

Xhe next day he rowed towards a Gidf, where be 
faw a Maft near a low point ; then his forrow gave 
place to jo;/, for he went on board the Fidelity, and 
told them what apprehenfions he had been under. He 
was obliged to leave his little Boat, to help to hale 
the Anchors * and the Cables which the Fidelity bad 
lolL Tfien De Pleert topk his leave in order to return 
on board his own Ship, but he never imagined that 
it was the laft tarewel^ and that he ibould never fee 
Paptain De Cordes againl 

" The frequent ftonns aind other inconyeniencies ha* 

yin|; 
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ving afrefh difcouragcd the Seamen, who were out. 
of hopes of ever recurning into Holland , and who 
thougnt they lliould ftarve for want of Provifions, Cap- 
tain De Weert the next day, 'which was Sunday^ invi- 
ted them all but thofe tbac werefick, to a great Din- 
ner of Geefe, Ducks, and other Birds that they had 
killed. While they were merry at pinner, the Cap- 
tab exhorted them to have Patience, and reprefenced, 
that God Almighty never forfakes thofe who put their 
truft in him. He alfo thanked them for their Fide- 
lity, and the Services and Hardlhips they had run thro* 
till now. 

This Speech proved very cffedlual, for the Seamen 
took courage again, and rowcJ towards the Wefterly 
Point of the Bay to go a-fhoar and fetch lomc Vid-u- 
ak. As foonas they had doubled the Point, they faw 
three Canows with Savages on board them, who per- 
ceiving the Sloop, went immediarcly alhoar, and got 
op to the top of the Mountains like Monkeys. The 
Diueb Went on board the panows, and found bat a 
few young Plungeons, wooden Grapples, wild Beafts 
Skins, and other little things of no value, which they 
left* in the Boats. 

Then they went a-fhoar to fee whether the Savages 
had hid any thing. They faw oa the foot: of the 
Mountain, a Woman with two Children, who did 
what: Hie could to run away ; but flie was taken with 
her two Children, and carried on board, vv.rhouc fhew- 
ing any concern at all. She was of a middle fize, 
with a big flaggy Belly, of a reddiili colour, her Coun- 
tenance was very fierce, and her Head was (leaved accor- 
ding CO the iaihion of that Country^ but the Men have 
long Hair, and never cut it. 

For Ornament ihe had Snails (hells hanging about 
her Neck, and a Sea-Oog*Skin about her Shoulders, 
tied under her Throat with Guts-ftrings. The reft 
of her Body was naked, her Breafts hanging down 
like Cows Udders. Her iMouth was wide, her Leggi 
^.rooked, and her Heels very long. 

She would eat no bod'd or roafted Meat:, and there- 
fore they gave her fome of the Birds they took in 
the Canows, which flietook, and having pluck d the 
long Feathers, fhe opened them with Mufcle-lheils, 
cuiQQg them firft behiqd the righc Wing, and then a- 
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Jjove the Stomach ; after that ftje drew rhe Guts out, 
apd having laid the Liver a little upon the Fire, eat 
it almoft raw* She clean'd the Gizard, and eac it 
quite rai^, a^ well as the reft of the Bird. Her Chil- 
dren cat after the fame manner, one was a Girl a- 
bottt four years old, and the other was a Boy fix 
Months pid, who had cbe greateft part of bis Teeth, 
and could go alone. 

' She lookt very grave and ferious while Ihe was eat* 

itig, iho' the Seamen burft out with laughing. After 
her Mcai fhe fat down upon her Heels like an Ape, 
and when fhe Slept flie was all in a henp, holding 
the young Infant between her Anus, vvitli his Mouth 
to her Breaft. 

They kept her two days on board, but the i^th^thc 
"Weather being fair, the Caprain fcnt her a-fhoar a- 
gain, and gave her a Gown, a Cap, and Glafs Beads 
for a Neclace and Bracelets. He alfo prefented her 
with a little Looking Glafs, a I^nife, a Nail, an Awl^ 
and other Toys of (oiali value, with vif hich flie was ex- 
treamly pleafed. 

They aifo cipathed the young Boy with a gireen 
Gown, and trimmed him finely with glafs Beads of alt 
colours ; but they carried the Girl to jfmfierJam, where 
Ihe dyed. The Mother was very much concerned at 
rhe keeping of her Girl, however llie went into the 
Sloop without any refiftancc, or any noife to have the 
Girl again. 

They carried her a-(hoar Weftward a Lengucoff rhe 
S'lip, to the place ihc pointed ar. There the Seamen 
found Fire, end fomc Arms, and Utenfils, which made 
them believe, that the Savages run away upon the 
h'ghr or" the Sloop. 

When they were come on board agam, lb vio- 
lent a Storm arofe on a iudden, that they were all 
frighted out of their Wits. The Surges of the Sea 
role higher than the Mafts, and tolled the Ship with 
fuch ftrength, that it was a Miracle (he was mot mtt^ 
furn'd, and fplit in pieces. However, by the Grace 
of God, fi.e got out of that Bay, which they called the 

The next day abour Evening they caft Anchor in 
the Channel, but they were (urprifed to fee the An- 
ciior Without a 3.uoy» but the Weather was fo vio- 
" * • ' lent. 
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lent, that they durft not ventnie to pnt one to it. 
This accident obhged the Seamen to lail before the 
Wind into the Bay De Cordes, fituaced in the mid- 
die of the Streight, and about 14 or 15 Leagues off 
the place where they were, becaufe they knew that 
3ay had a good bottom for anchorage. 

With this view ihcy coafted along Southward, that 
they might be feen by the Fidelity. When they eot 
into the Mouth of the Bay, they ftot a Gun pa give 
notice to the Captain that they were come , and 
they imagined he had alfo (hot another Gun as'a Sig- 
nal of his hearing of them. Upon this the Faith coo- 
iinued her courfe, diinking the other Ship followed her 

Although they failed only with the Fore-Maft-Sail , 
the ftrength of the Wind drove tiiem fo faft, that 
thejr were forced to faikm the Sloop to the Ship with 
mo great Halfers or Cables, to make their courfe 
ftwer. But the rowling Waves broke the two itreat 
CaUet, and they never law the Sloop again. 
_ Tins WM a great lols, for the Seamen havine no 
Sloop, could not go a-llioar to take fome Provifions. 
The next day Decemb. the 16th, they difcovered a 
Sloop to the Weftward, making towards them : Some 
of them thought 'twas Captain Oe Cordes his Sloop 
others iitiagined it was the Sloop of a Ship befons-

an Engbjh Sloop ; but others guefled better, tfainkinK 

i7u 2 V^/r ^'V ^'.°°P' » '«» F^if^, 
Vhich he had feen from behind a Point three Lcaeues 
off that place, where he lay at Anchor. 

This oaezpeAed meeting was matter of creat Tov 

&™^L*'^.'**:?f *'°P^* ^hat the Gener.J 
wouw Help them. The Captain received with a great 
deal of refped the Sloops Crew, who were all 
gorous and in perfcdi health, and who amoneft o- 
ther things told him, that they had catcht aboveaooo 

S ^ h Tu' ^''u'^Tn' 7^^^ and every one 

wifli d hunfelf in that Ifland. Many of them werJbcSd 
enough to te 1 the Captain that they moft go thitbw 
where they might as well ftay for the fiur Wind, as in 
any other place, and that it was but one League out 

t 'tZ'L Captain declared to Jm, tha 

he would not depart from the General. ' • 

The 
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The next day the General himfelf came ta vific the 
Captain, and the day following the whole Fleet joined 
him. The ^i the Wind oirmng'to the SoQih'^Weft, all 
the Ships fet faiL 

Having failed two or three Hours, Z>e Wmrt defired 
the General to lend him his Sloop^ and three cnt four 
of his Men to go before and tell Omain Dt Catiu^ 
to get himfelf ready to fail with the Fleet. The Gre- 
neral freely gave him his Sloop, and De Wcert rowing 
along a fmall Ifland, about which he had failed before, 
he perceived two Fires, and becaufe he never faw any 
Savages in the Ifland, he thought fome of Captain De 
Cordcs Seamen were there j therefore he went a-Hioar, 
but he met with no. body, and went on board again 
and joinM the Fleet. 

His Ship was very foul» and coul4 not follow the 
other Ships; and for that reafon when (he was off the 
Bay of the Knights, at £bb-water, (be was foroMi to 
fail back into the old place. The next day (he was expo- 
M to the fame Acciifent within a Cannon (hot of the o« 
therShtpr: And becaufe (he was to pa(s through a . 
very narrow* Channel, into which run two Currents, 
one from the Eaft, and the other from the Weft of the 
Streighc, which meeting together made a riiing Surge, 
tiiat the Ship could not mafter. 

Dcccmh, the i/^th, they tryed again to double the 
Point, behind which the Fleet lay ar Anchor, but they 
could not do it, for when the Tide came, it drove 
them into the fame place again. The Captain feeing 
'twas impoilible to double the Point with that Wind, 
refolved to ftay till it chang'd, left he (houkl £mgue bis 
Men too much. 

But .the General, tho' the Vijnd was contrary^ fail* 
ed away, to look for a n:!ore convenient Road* Then 
De Wewt loft light of 't6e Fleet tho* (he was noc far 
off, becaufe Ihe anchor'd behind a rifing Ground. 

. De TVeert defpairing to join the Fleet again, and fee- 
ing he could not fubfift without a Sloop, or a little 
Boar, ordered that the pieces of an old great Sloop 
which were in the Hold of the Ship, fhould be taken 
out, in order to build another that very day, which 
was Chrijlmas-Day : but the next day the Wind be- 
ing North, he pat off the Work, in hopes of getting 
into the little Bay» wl^ich wasa League |i|rther cfaai^ 
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the Bay of the Knights, and in which he mighc build 
the Sloop with more conveniency and faicty. 

But the irioknce of the Wind forced them back a- 
gain into the Bay of CerJes^ five Leagues off, where 
the i6fh and 2'jth of the fame Month, they endured 
fo great a Storm, that the Seamen began to niurnnir 
again, particularly bccaufe they had been a Fortnight 
without eating Mufcles, and had nothing bat a imall 
proportion of Bisket and Oyl. 

The Captain feeing rhem To fawcy, call'd them all 
together in bis Cabbin, gave them good words, and 
dcfired their advice of Vibkt was beft ro be done in 
this difficult Conjani9:are. Some were of the opinion, 
diey fliofild go to l^h i/t PUea with the Sloop only, 
and leave the Ship ; telUng the Fmugue^e they were 
feroed to it, becanfe the Bn^lijlo gave her Ihe Chafe. 
Others were for failing to SS; Hetens to take in freth 
Provi(ions» but they did not confider that 'twas impofli- 
bJe to get into that Ifland by the Weft. 

John Outlet :{s the Pilot laid, they would do better 
to go into the Gulph of Guiney, or upon the Gold Coaft, 
where he was known, having made five Voyages into 
that Country. Thcfc different opinions did not pleafe 
the Captain, and therefore he told them, he could refolvc 
upon nothing without Captain De Cordes confent. In 
the mean while he order'd that the Sloop ihould be 
baiit, and the firftof January 1600, he went on board 
the lanie Sbop and fteer'd her Umfelf a»(hoar, for the 
better Caulking of her. 

In the Afternoon having donUed the Southerly Point, 
he difcovefd the two Sloops of General Oliver de fhort , 
who being put back to the Bay of Knights, had come 
to fee whether the Faith was ftill in the Bay of Dc 
Cordes. He brought a piece of Ice three or four Foot 
thick, and faid he had feen many a great deal thicker, 
tho* it was in the middle of the Summer, and the Sava- 
ges went all naked. 

The next day the General retnrned back, and pro-> 
mifed to fend his Sloo^in qvffft of the Fidelity. The 
Captain fenc alfo his Sloop with his finfign, and one 
of his Pilots for the fame pnrpofo ; and as they were 
going by the Fleet, he charged them widi a Letter 
£>r the General, to defire bun to fend him Bisket for 
|WQ Months. The Sloop caoae back the yh of Janw 
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0ry : The General madje anfwer, tbac he did not know 
whether he had fiisket enough for the Fleet, nor how 
long he ihonld be at Sea, and therefore he coiild not 
fpare any. 

This anfwer affliAcd Captain De Wem the nnore, 
ihac he had no hopes of meeting again with Captain 
Dc Cordes, therefore he refolved to return into the I- 
fland of Pinfuins, and make a large Provifion of them, 
that he might be able to follow the Fleet, in cafe the 
Wind was fair. Before he failed away, he writ a 
Lctier to Captain De Cordes, which he left in the foot 
of a Tree, upon which the General had writ the date 
of his Fleet's pafling by that place, aind nailed a board 
to the Tree with thefe words written upon it , look in* 
to the foot of the Tree. 

Jmman the tub 1600, the Ship failed towardsthe 
Ifland of Pingusm^ and. the i2#A they anchored under 
the leaft Ifland. Immediately the Oipcain landed with 
30 healthy and vigorous Men, leaving the Pilots and 
the other Seamen on board. Coming near the fhoar, 
they faw prodigious quantities of Birds, and leaving 
only three Seamen on board the Sloop, went to kill 
as many fowl as they could. 

In the mean while the Wind grew fo high, and 
the Sea fo Itormy, that the Sloop was driven upon 
the (hoar, and was fo full of Water before the Seamen 
could get into her, and caft fo far upon the Rocks, 
that all the Seamen could not heave out the Water, or 
hale her to the (hoar. In fine, Ihe was fo much tof** 
fed by the Surges of the &a, that diey expeded erery 
Minute to fee her fplit in pieces. 

In fuch an extremity the Seamen had no hopes of la- 
ving their Lives, for they could by no means return on 
board their Ship again : They had no Carpenters, no 
Tools, no Proyi(ions, and no Wood, that Ifland pro- 
duces none. They were all over Wet, and ftarvcd with 
Cold, for every one went into the Water to the Shoul- 
ders to draw the Sloop. 

In fine, at low Water the Sloop being on Ground, they 
found an Ax and other Tools with Nails, which gave 
*em fome hopes of returning on board their Ship again. 
But it being impoffible to draw the Sigop to the flioar be- 
fore Night, they were forced courry till the next Day. 
So they paded the Night in the open Air, and made fires 
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with fomc of the broken Planks of the Sloop, and cat 
a few Birds half roafteJ, without Bread, and wiih io 
little Water, that they could not quench their Thirft. 

As fcon as the Day-light was come, every one went 
to work fo chearfully, that one fide of the Sloop which 
was the moft damaged, was quite refitted before Night. 
The next Day the other fide was alfo refitted, and four 
Men lav'd the Water out of her with Pails. Then they 
laded ber with 450 Pinguins, and about Evening tb^ 
went on board the Ship, after they had been three days 
a-(hoar« 

While they were catching the Piaguins,they had found 
in one of their holes a Savage Woman, who had hid her 

felf there all the while the Seamen tarried in the 
Kland. When General Oliver landed in that Ifland, the 
Savages killed two of his Men, upon which he dc- 
ftroyed them all but this Woman, who was then woun- 
ded, and ilicw d her Wounds to the Sloop's Crew. 

Her Face was painred : fhc had about her Body a 
kind of a Cloak made of the skins of Beafts and Fowls, 
neatly fow'd together, which reached down to her 
Knees, her Privy Parts were alfo covcr'd with a Skin, 
fo that the Savages of the Northerly part of the Streighc, 
are more modeft and fodabk than thofe that inhabit xb^ 
South of it. 

This Woman was tall and well proportioned, andher 
^ Hair was cut fliort, but the Men wear it prodigious long, 

as we faw by the Corps of one of thofe that had been 
killed, who had fine feathers on his Head, and about his 
Body. They make ufe of Bows and Arrows, at the end 
of which a hard Flfnt is inlaid very neatly. The Cap- 
tain gave a Knife to that Woman, who in acknowledg- 
ment told him, he would find a greater abundance of 
Birds in the biggeft of the two Iflands, fo they left her 
where (he was, tho' (he wi(hcd to be traofported into the 
Continent. 

The Birds Pinguins are fo called, not becaule they are 
fiit»(as the Atithor of this Jotimal imagines) but becauie 
their Head Is whue. The word Pinguin fignifies in Englif: 
white^ as Sir Thomm Cavtndifh oblerves in his Voyage : 
The old ones weigh from 1 2 to 16 pounds weight,and the 
young ones from 8 to 1 2. They are black upon the Back, 
and white under the Belly ; fome have about their Neck 
a whide King, fo chat they are alinoit haii whiie^half black. 

Their 
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Their Skin is much like that of Sea-Dogs, and as 
thick as the Skin of a wild Boar. Their Bill is as long 
as the Bill of a Raven, but not fo crooked : their Neck 
is (horc and thick, and the Body as long as a (joofe, boc 
not fo big. Inftead of Wings they have two Fint hang- 
ing down, and covered with Feathers with which they 
fwim with great .ftretigth. , 

They feldotn come a*ihoar but when they bfood, and 
then they neftle three or four together in a hole. Tfaey 
have black Feet ltkethofe of a Goofe, but not fo broad. 
They walk upright, with their Fins hanging down like a 
Man's Arms, lo that afar off they look like Pigmeys. 

They live upon nothing but Fnh, and for all that they 
have not the tafte of Fifh, but are extraordinary well raft- 
ed. They make their Holes in the Downs, as deep as Co- 
ny-Holes,and the Ground about it is fo full of them, that 
you can hardly walk along without falling into thofe 
Holes to the knees. 

January ihe lyb^ the Ship reached the great lOaixi of 
Pinguinsy a League off the fmall one» in order to catch 
fome more. There they found fo great quantities of 
rhem, that theymighthavefurnith'd 25 Ships with tbetB» 
for they took above 900 in two Hoars time. 

The next day while they were bufie in fatting them, 
a great Storm arofe from the North- Weft, which carried 
the Ship out of fight of the Ifland, and fo great a way 
otf, that the Captain was quire out of hopes of making 
thelfland again. Then he reduced the proportion of Bif- 
ket to a quarter of a pound to each Man a day. 

Howevjrthc iqtho^ the fame jVlnnth in the After- 
noon, they made thelfland again*; But when they were 
going to land, the Storm was renew'd with fuch violence, 
that they rcfolved to ^ftigh Anchor and get out of the 
Srrcight ; but the Sea was fo rough' that they could not 
do it I They were afraid the Capftan would ffie. At laft 
the Ships Anchor Oipp d, and tofave iht Ship they cut 
the Catke, and lb they continued under fail not with- 
out great forrow, for having loft their Anchor, becaufe 
rhev had but one more left. 

This lad accident obliged the Captain to depart the 
Streight without delay. Arcordingly January nJl.i6oo, 
he failed out of the Mourhof the Channel with a Sourh- 
^Vcft-Wi^d, chop:ng fometimcs to £aft-North-Haft, 
-after having fpcnt nine Months in thofc Seas, in a dange- 
rous and difmai condition, laf 
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In the Afternoon having got into the Main, they left 
the Sloop CO drive in the Sea, becnufe thcftormy Wea- ' 
tberhad made her anfic for Service. The i/^tb in the 
Alorniog they found finall Iflands to the Wind ward,which 
are not mark'd in the Map. They named thefe the Iflanda 
Sehald : They are 60 Leagues off the Continent, in 50 
Deg. 40 Min. There was plenty of Pinguins in tbofe I- 
flands, but they could catch none, becaufe they had nei- 
ther Sloop nor Boar. 

Feb.iho, i/?, a Seaman born at Bruxelles, named Nico^ 
las Blick^ was condemned to be hanged for having ftoln 
out of the Hold a Bottle of Wine, and a Bag of Rice. 
Upon the point of his Execution, the Seamen interceded 
for bim, and got his Pardoq, on condition that no Sea- 
men for the future, (hould beg any body's life that (hould. 
bemilcyof fuchaCrime. 

On the 'id about Evening the £ime Nicolm BUck, was 
accufed ot having made bimfelf drunk, lb that confe- { 
' qnently he moft have ftoln the Wine- ; and was convid* 
tA of ftealing not only Wine, but al(b ViAualsmore than 
he wanted for his neceflity, for which he was hanged, 
and his Body thrown into the Sea^ with the Rope about 
his Neck. 

March the i 5^^, the Ship pafled the Equinoxial Line : 
they began that very day to diftributc no more Wine, 
becaufe they had but one Pipe left, which they kept foe 
the fick. 

The 28//:' they faw the Cape of Mente upon the Coaft 
of Guiney ; but the Captain was very angry with the Pi- 
lots, becaufe they had fleer'd another cour^ than bede- 

' .fign^d. The Seamen on their fide were alfo di&oment-' 
ed with the Capuin, who having no Sloop nor Boat, \ 
and but one Anchor, would not land ; but being fatisfied 
hehad Bisket enough forfour Months, at a quarter of a 
pound a day to each Man, and two Ounces ot Rice, he 
caus'd them to tack abour, and ftand to the Sea. 

April ih^ jfi^ in the Night they difcover'd fome fire, 
and thought at firft 'twas a Ship, but in the Day-light 
they faw the fire a-llioar, and that they had run very near 
the Coaft, being driven in by the Currents. At the fame 
time their Pinguins were all gone, fo that if God's Pro* 
vidence had not' provided for them, they would have 

' been forced to be contented with a fmail proportion of 
Biaket and Rice, fint during five Weeks that they fteer'd 

along 
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along the Coaft, wirhouc advancing much farther, be-* 
caufe of the calm Weather, they found plenty of all lores 
of Filli, both great and fmall. 

TheCapcain being uncertain how long he fhould ftay 
in thac place, and fearing that the want of ProvUion& : 
would force him at laft to land, order 'd a fmall Boat to : 
be built, which was finilhed in twelve days time, by the 
direAionof JohnOutgerf^ ih!i2, \\oi9 who had foraierly 
learnt the Trade of a Ship-Carpenter.
